RULES,  &c. 


FOR  THE 


INFORMATION  OF  THE  PUBLIC, 


FOR  various  reafons,  particularly  to  prevent  miHakes, 
abufe,  fophiHication,  or  mifapplication,  I  have  made 
it  an  invariable  rule,  to  keep  a  large  Medicinal  Cabinet,  au 
Apothecary,  and  a  Chymical  Operator  in  my  own  houfe, 
and  we  are  within  two  minutes  walk  of  Covent-Garden, 
which  is  the  greateH  and  molt  valuable  magazine  of  medi¬ 
cines  in  Great  Britain  ;  for  although  the  folly  of  man  efti- 
jnates  things  by  their  fcarcity  and  high  prices,  yet  God  hath 
in  his  infinite  wifdom  and  goodnels,  made  the  moH  ufeful 
and  moft  falutary  things  the  cheapen,  and  the  moH  plentiful. 
In  every  cafe,  internal  and  external,  I  exhibit  my  own 
medicines,  and  have  every  application  made  if  poflible  with 
my  own  hand,  or  under  my  own  eye.  Indeed,  they  are  of 
fo  curious  and  important  a  nature,  as  fcarcely  to  permit* 
were  1  fo  inclined,  of  a  deviation  from  that  rule.  By  thefe 
means  alone,  can  I  anfwer  for  their  fafety  and  goods  effedts. 

As  to  my  terms,  they  are  regulated  by  the  rank  and. 
abilities  of  the  patient,  the  nature  of  the  cafe,  and  the 
degree  of  relief  that  can  be  afforded.  A  fee  at  the  fhffc 
confutation,  either  at  home  or  abroad,  is  taken  as  by 
other  Phyficians.  When  fent  for  into  the  country  I  ex- 
pebt  one  guinea  per  mile,  whatever  may  be  the  diflance. 
Thofe  who  chufe  it,  may  pay  as  they  go  on,  or  make  the 
ufual  compliment  each  time  they  attend  or  are  attended.  In 
acute  cafes,  of  great  danger,  iuch  as  Fevers,  putrid  fore 
Throats  and  fevers,  Gout  in  the  Head  or  Stomach,  Strokes^ 
of  the  Apoplexy  or  Palfy,  Inflammations  of  the  Bowels, 
total  Suppreffions  of  Urine,  Mortifications,  &c.  I  mention 
at  firft  light  to  the  patient,  or  to  his  friends  if  they  defire  it, 
the  whole  expence  that  will  attend  my  fervices.  In  dreadful 
chronic  cafes,  when  the  difeafe  hath  been  of  long  Handing, 
and  the  patient  extremely  reduced,  or  in  great  agonies, 
fuch  as  the  Stone  and  Gravel,  the  AHhma,  Jaundice,  dropfy, 
palfy,  confirmed  Venereal  cafes,  the  Leprofy,  King’s -Evil, 
Cancer,  &c.  & c.  it  is  ufual  for  me,  for  a  certain  moderate 
fum,  to  take  the  patient  under  my  care  for  about  a  week;  if, 
at  the  expiration  of  that  time,  I  lee  a  probability  of  a  cure, 
and  the  patient  too  finds  my  medicines  and  applications 
agree  with  him,  producing  the  defired  effebts,  I  then  Hi- 
pulate  a  fum,  for  which  I  will  do  every  thing  in  my  power 

even. 
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to  perform  a  perfect;  and  a  lading  cure.  But,  be  it  knftwn 
and  remembered,  that  I  never,  like  Quack  Empirics, 
even  in  the  mod  triding  cafe,  promise  a  cure  ;  though 
duty,  honour,  medical  character,  and  inclination,  will  in¬ 
duce  me  to  exert  my  bed  abilities  to  ferve,  upon  every  oc- 
cafion,  all  thofe  who  honour  me  with  their  confidence. 

The  poorer  fort  of  Trades-peopie,  mechanics,  &c.  who 
cannot  afford  to  give  fees  for  advice,  may,  [every  day  of  the 
year ,  between  the  hours  of  fix  and  nine  in  the  morning  ;  and  fix  and 
nine  in  the  evening)  have  advice,  and  all  necefiary  electrical, 
aerial,  astherial,  magnetic  and  mufical  operations  and  in¬ 
fluences,  gratis ,  paying  only  for  their  medicines.  Poor  fick 
perfons  recommended  by  individuals,  or  paid  for  by  fub- 
fcriptions  of  the  nobility  and  gentry,  are  cured  upon  the 
very  lowed  terms.  Thofe  who  chufe  it  may  be  limply  elec¬ 
trified  in  the  mod  tender,  judicious,  and  effectual  manner, 
under  the  immediate  infpeCtion,  or  according  to  the  direc¬ 
tions  of  their  own  Phyfician  or  Surgeon,  at  the  eafied  ex¬ 
pence-  Ladies  or  Gentlemen  may  fubfcribe  by  the  year, 
and  fend  any  number  of  their  fervants  or  poor  perfons  to  be 
electrified  according  to  their  own  directions,  or  to  my 
judgment. 

Genteel  perfons,  whofe  cafes  are  very  bad,  and  which 
require  very  particular  attention,  are  lodged  in  my  own  fpa- 
cious  and  airy  houfe,  or  in  the  commodious  apartments 
that  lately  have  been  fitted  up  in  the  Adelphi. 

To  prevent  accidents  and  doppages,  Ladies  and  Gen¬ 
tlemen  are  requeded  to  order  their  coachmen  to  enter  the 
Terrace  Eadward,  by  Adam  Street,  and  to  go  out  Wed- 
ward  by  Robert  Street ;  my  houfe  is  in  the  center  of  the 
Royal  Terrace. 

No  one,  even  Perfons  of  the  fird  rank  (Royalty  excepted) 
need  expeCt  to  he  attended  at  their  own  houfes ;  unlefs  con¬ 
fined  by  fevere  illnefs,  or  extreme  weaknefs ;  and  thole 
who  honour  me  with  the  care  of  their  health,  are  requeded, 
when  at  my  houfe,  to  confider,  that  the  great  multiplicity 
and  very  complex  nature  of  my  bufinefs,  in  this  great  fydem 
of  healing,  renders  it  inrpoffible  for  me  to  pay  that  refpeCtful 
attention  to  ANY  ONE,  which  a  deep  lenfe  of  duty- 
prompts,  and  which  my  inclinations  mod  cordially  lead 
me  to.  In  cafes  of  great  danger,  I  will  chearfully  attend 
even  the  poored  perfon  at  their  own  houfes  in  any  part  of 
London  or  Wcdminder. 

— Having  many  rooms  of  bufinels  to  attend,  and  having 
myfelf  every  medicine,  application,  and  operation  to  pre¬ 
pare,  apply,  infpedt  or  perform,  my  prefence  cannot  there¬ 
fore  be  expected  to  be  long  in  any  ONE  of  them;  and  it  is 

hoped 
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hoped  that  the  nobilty  and  gentry  in  the  middle  of  the  day, 
Will  continue  not  to  take  offence,  by  fubmitting  to  be  Spoken 
with  and  attended  to  in  rotation,  according  to  their  prio- 
jity  of  arrival.  The  lower  dalles  of  people,  mornings  and 
evenings,  have  ever  molt  readily  complied  with  this  impar¬ 
tial  and  expeditious  mode.  Notwithftanding  thefe,  and 
every  method  that  experience  has  fuggefted,  and  the  very 
great  fatigue  I  undergo,  by  devoting  my  whole  time  to 
bufinefs,  I  am  forry  to  find  that  great  numbers  are  forced 
to  go  away  daily,  without  being  attended  to  ;  it  is  home 
consolation,  however,  to  the  public,  as  well  as  to  myfelf, 
to  hear  that  Some,  who,  after  waiting  hours,  went  away 
without  either  advice  or  medicines,  were,  nevertheless, 
conflderably  relieved  ;  and  Some  are  Said  to  have  been  per¬ 
fectly  cured.  At  firffc,  I  conixdered  theSe  reports  as  untrue 
and  nonfenfical;  or  at  mod,  as  proofs  of  the  aftonifhing 
power  of  the  imagination;  till,  reflecting  on  the  matter, 
I  am  now  of  opinion,  that  there  may  be  Some  juft  founda¬ 
tion  for  them.  For  what  may  not  the  effluvia  of  the  richeft 
balmy  medicines,  and  the  mod  precious  and  molt  Subtil 

chymical  effences  do? - What  may  not  the  divinely 

harmonious  mufical  modulations  and  influences — with  a 
lively  imagination,  perform? — Or  is  it  Surprifing,  that, 
fpaSmodic  irritations — nervous  weaknefSes  and  relaxations 
• — colds — aflhmatie  complaints,  and  many  cafes  of  ob- 
ftruCtion  or  SupprefSion,  fhould  give  way  to  the  above, 
especially  when  joined  to  the  important  circumftance  of 
breathing  for  hours  an  atmofphere  highly  and  richly  charged 
with  eleCtric  and  a^therial  principles  ?  This  leads  me  to 
regret  that  it  is  not  poffible  for  every  lady  and  gentleman 
of  fortune  and  fafhion,  who  value  their  health,  and  whofe 
lives  are  a  blefling  to  the  world,  to  walk  about  for  an 
hour  in  my  principal  rooms— after  having  thoughtlefsly 
or  unfortunately  Spent  Several  hours  in  over-heated,  and 
crouded  places,  either  public  or  private;  breathing  poi- 
Sonous  air,  reeking  from  difeafed  lungs,  and  exhaling  from 
corrupted  bodies.  The  air  of  my  great  rooms,  (Sacred  to 
health)  would  effectually  purify  and  cleanfe  their  lungs ; — 
open  infarctions  or  little  purfey  obftruCtions — prevent  in¬ 
fectious  and  all  dangerous  disorders — removing  laflitude, 
wearinefs  and  dejeCtion,  and  bracing  up  and  invigorating 
the  whole  nervous  fyftem.  I  may,  fome  time  or  another, 
perhaps,  publifh  to  the  world,  an  ./Etherial  effence,  Satu¬ 
rated  with  the  eleCtric  fluid,  and  condenfed  by  magnetic 
and  nitrous  icy  influences,  which  effectually  anfwers  the 
above  valuable  and  delirable  purpofes,  by  being  drawn 
with  the  air  into  the  lungs,  thro’  the  mouth  or  noftrils. 

The 
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The  above  confrderations  being  attended  to,  I  hope  that 
the  reafons  which  make  me  decline  viliting  patients  at  their 
own  houfes,  except  in  cafes  of  the  greatefl  danger,  are 
obvious  and  fatisfadtory ;  and  that  the  ceremony  of  fending 
.compliments  of  enquiry  to  the  houfes  of  my  patients,  or 
friends,  will  be  difpenled  with. 

I  beg  leave,  moieover,  to  fuggeft,  that  humanity  will 
induce  both  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  to  flay  in  my  rooms  cf 
bufmefs  as  fliort  a  time  as  the.  nature  of  their  refpedtivc 
friends,  cafes  may  require. 

The  friends  of  perfons  apparently  dead  by  fits,  or 
by  any  violent  or  unnatural  death,  fuch  as  ftrangulation, 
drowning,  or  fufFocation,  immediately  bringing  them  to  me, 
©rlending  for  me,  will  be  put  to  no  fort  of  expence  whatever, 
nnlefs  where  my  endeavours  prove  fuccefsful;  and  then  the 
abilities  or  generofity  of  the  perfon,  fliall  regulate  the  gra« 
iuity.

ABOUT  twelve  years  ago  t  relinquifhed  in  a  great  mea- 
fure,  the  general  practice  of  Phyfic,  to  which  I  had 
been  regularly  educated  in  the  juftly  celebrated  Univerfity 
of  Edinburgh,  and  confined  my  dudies  and  practice  to  the 
diforders  of  thofe  mod  delicate  and  mod  intricate  organs 

the  Eye  and  the  Ear. - 1  had  not  long  attended  to 

thefe  fubje&s,  before  I  found  it  necedary  to  dep  out 
of  the  old  and  narrow'  track,  and,  regardlefs  of  vague  and 
Conjectural  hypothefes,  I  ventured  to  mount,  as  it  w’-ere, 
on  the  fhoulders  of  modern  improvements,  and  to  look 
round,  in  the  ample  field  of  Science,  for  thofe  important 
paths  which  lead  to  the  perfection  of  the  art;  upon  new 
and  rational  principles,  deducing  lenient  and  more  effectual 
methods  of  cure,  now  improved  and  confirmed  by  a  long 
courfie  of  the  mod  extendve  and  mod  fuccefsful  practice.* 
Happy  in  having,  by  much  dudy,  experience,  and 
obiervation,  contributed  fo  confiderably  to  the  improve¬ 
ment  of -the  practice  in  the  didempers  of  the  organs  of  fee¬ 
ing  and  hearing — thefe  two  mod  precious  fenfes ! - 1  be¬ 

gan  to  confider,  with  compalhon  and  adoniihment,  that 
notwithdanding  the  boaded  advances  which,  in  every 
branch  of  natural  fcience,  had  been  made  fince  the  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  prefent  century,  the  cure  of  difeafes  in 
general,  thofe  efpecially  of  the  mod  dangerous  kind,  had 
received  fo  few  real  improvements.  Fafhions,  indeed  have 
changed,  but  the  Healing  Art  hath  gained  little  by  the 
alteration.  Anatomy,  it  is  true,  hath  amazingly  improved 
our  knowledge  of  the  druCture  of  the  human  body  ;  Patho¬ 
logy  and  Nofology  have  been  cultivated Vith  no  finall  degree 
of  fuccefs,  have  thrown  confiderable  light  on  the  true 
nature  of  difeafes,  and  have  vied  with  natural  hidory  in 
jud  and  methodical  arrangements ;  Chemidry  hath  furnifhed 
us  with  numberlefs  new  and  powerful  medicines;  and  Phar¬ 
macy  hath  been  reduced  to  the  utmod  elegance, - and

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improved  to  the  Most  Lucrative  degree.  Yet,  ftill,  forne 
of  the  moft  frequent  and  moft  dangerous  diforders  continued 
to  elude  every  effort  of  the  moft  confummate  medical  fteill.— 

Confumptions  were  generally  found  to  be  incurable, - - 

Afthmas  have  baffled  the  moft  experienced  practitioners,— 

Nervous  diforders  are  feldom  perfectly  fubdued, — - and 

the  Gout  ftill  deferves  the  humiliating  appellation  of  the 

Opprobrium  Medicorum - the  reproach  of  Phyficians,  and 

the  difgrace  of  the  Healing  Art*.  All  this,  on  a  fuper- 
ftcial  view,  appears  unaccountable ;  but  on  a  nearer  in¬ 
spection,  the  whole  myftery  will  vanifh.  The  medical  pro- 
fefflon,  like  every  other,  hath  always  conftfted,  and  always 
will  confift,  of  men  of  various  degrees  of  ability;  who  may 
be  conftdered,  without  much  violation  of  truth,  as  confti- 
tuting  two  very  different  and  oppofite  claffes,  the  men  of 
genius,  and  the  men  of  no  genius.  Of  the  latter,  as  pof- 
i'effing  nothing,  nothing  could  be  expected;  without  genius 
or  abilities,  they  are  indebted  to  the  other  clafs  for  the 
fhare  of  wretched  medical  parade  which  they  poftefs,— happy, 
if  they  are  but  capable  of  receiving  and  retaining  the  little 
that  is  taught  in  tome  fafhionable  fyftem  of  Phyftology,  or 

*  Here  I  think,  the  reproach  ought  rather  to  be  caft  on 
the  Patients  than  on  the  phyficians;  for  all,  alas  !  that  the 
moft  fkilful  phyfician  and  the  heft  medicines  can  do  in  the 
prevention  o.r  cure  of  difeales,  efpecialiy  in  the  Gout,  is 
very  little  when  compared  to  the  friendly  and  all-bleffing 
influences  of  limple  food  and  drink,  ftriitly  abftemious 
temperance,— conftant  buttling  in  the  open  air, — -frequently 
bathing  the  v'hole  body  and  limbs,  elpeeially  the  private 
parts,  in  pure  tepid  or  cold  water, — and  of  invariable 
regularity  and  moderation  in  every  thing. 

Thus  inftead  of  being  burnt  to  death  by  an  inflammatory, 
or  diffolved  by  a  putrid  Fever  at  twenty  five; — inftead  of 
being  felled  in  a  moment  by  an  apoplexy,  or  expiring  on 
the  rack  by  many  other  diforders  at  forty; — inftead  of 
tottering,  decrepit!  and  tormented  on  the  verge  of  the  grave 
at  the  age  of  ftxty  years,  by  luxury  and  all  manner  of  vo¬ 
luptuous  indulgencies  ! — men  of  even  an  ordinary  conftitu- 
tion,  would  enjoy  every  rational  and  even  every  fenfual 

pleafure  with  an  healthy  relifh - with  exquifitely  charming 

poignancy  for  at  leaft  an  hundred  years, - and  after  they 

had  attained  with  peace,  fatisfadlion  and  honour,  to  the 
utmoft  limits  of  human  exiftence, — their  whole  life  feeming 
but  one  fummer’s  day,  they  would  with  chearful  refigna- 
tion  Aide  gently  down  the  hill  of  life,  under  the  ferene 
suid  lucid  influence  of  its  evening  fley  ! 
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jidiculoufly  abfurd  practice  of  phyfic,"*'-.*— deal  it  put 

unimproved, - without  addition,  and  fortunately  for 

their  patients,  if  without  fatal  blunders,  in  the  common 

routine  of  practice : - but  from  the  former,  more 

might  be  reafonably  hoped  for.  From  men  of  real 
genius,  improved  with  every  fpecies  of  ufeful  and  elegant 
learning,  men  who  hav.e  been  deemed  at  once  the  lights  and 
ornaments  of  their  profeffion,  we  might  naturally  have 
expected  a  rich  harveftof  new  difeoveries  and  improvements 
in  the  Cure  of  difeafes ;  but  fuch  expectations  have,  in 
almoft  every  in  fiance,  and  in  every  age  and  country,  been 

grievioufly  difappointed. - The  harveft  hath  often  indeed 

been  rich  in  pecuniary  and  honorary  emoluments, — — but 
the  lick  and  difeafed  have  received  but  fmall  proportional 

benefit: - it  hath  been  rich,  too,  very  rich,  in  theory; 

but  poor,  very  poor,  in  the  practical  application  of  it. 
Indeed  the  tinfel  glitter  of  fine  fpun  theory,  or  favourite 
hypothefes  (which  prevails  wherever  medicine  hath  been 
taught)  fo  dazzles,  flatters,  and  charms  human  vanity  and 
folly,  that  fo  far  from  contributing  to  the  certain  and  fpeedy 
cure  of  difeafes,  it  hath,  in  every  age,  proved  the  bane  and 
difgraee  of  the  "Healing  Art. 

Such,  alas!  is  the  infatuation  of  genius, — fuch  are  the 
allurements  of  a  lively,  fublime,  and  creative  imagina¬ 
tion, — that  while  bufy  in  fearching  into  the  great  myfteries 
of  nature,  and  of  nature’s  laws,— they  have  attended  too 
little  to  the  practical  application  of  their  important  difeove¬ 
ries— to  the  ufes  of  life,  and  the  cure  of  difeafes.  In  fhort, 
they  have  feemed  to  enrich,  while  they  only  made  intricate, 
the  fcience  of  medicine  adding  no  great  deal  to  the  art : — 
like  architects  of  more  genius  than  judgment,  they  have 
attended  fo  much  to  the  beauty  and  elegance  of  the  build¬ 
ing,  as  utterly  to  neglect  the  more  important  matters  of 
convenience  and  real  ufe.  For  thefe  reafons,  and  becaufe 
of  religious  darknefs  and  fuperftitions,  added  to  perverfe- 
nefs,  and  an  obflinate  and  ridiculous  attachment  to 
the  doCtrines  of  the  ancients,  the  art  of  healing,  fince 
the  creation  of  the  world  to  the  prefent  hour,  hath 
made  but  How  and  very  inconfiderabie  advances  to¬ 
wards  perfection.  Practitioners  of  the  former  fort  are  in¬ 
capable  of  improving  it ;  and  the  latter  have  either  too 
much  negleCted  it,  or  have  wanted  fpirit  fuflicient  to  attempt 
it  by  ftepping  out  of  what  is  called  the  regular  way.  No 
wonder,  therefore,  that  the  difeafes  abovemen tioned  con¬ 
tinued  to  baffle  the  endeavours  of  the  moft  fkiliful,  anal 
that,  though  much  have  been  written  about  the  nature  and 
caules  of  Confumptions,  Afthmas,  the  Gout,  Nervous,  and 
indeed  every  other  diforder,— they  are  yet,  in  the 

B  a  common. 
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fommott,  or  as  it  is  termed  the  regular  practice,  always  found 
tedious  and  obftinate,  and  for  the  moft  part  incurable. 
Shocked  and  impatient  at  the  obftinacy  and  puffilanimity  of 
my  quondam  mailers  and  brethren,  attending  to  the  caufes  of 
their  ill  fuccefs,  and  cautioully  avoiding  the  rocks  on  which 

they  unhappily  fplit, - 1  flatter  myfelf  I  have  been  able  to 

make  more  real  and  valuable  difcoveries  and  improve¬ 
ments  in  the  art  of  curing  difeafes,  thoie  efpecially  the 
mod  dangerous  and  mod  obdinate,  than  any  othei  man 
whatever,  in  any  age  or  nation.  This  will  appear  incon- 
tedably  obvious,  from  the  very  extraordinary  cafes  and  cures 
.formerly  publifhed,  authenticated  by  perfons  of  the  fird 
fafhionand  veracity,  and  by  the  great  number  hereunto  an¬ 
nexed, — atteded  by  the  hand-writing  of  feme  of  the  principal 
nobility  in  Europe.  I  had  long  obferved,  that  the  medicines 
and  means,  employed  for  the  cure  of  difeafes,  were  generally 
trifling,  frequently  naufeous  and  inefficacious,  and  very  often, 
not  only  totally  inadequate  to  every  idea  of  a  rational  or 
radical  cure,  but  likewife  extremely  detrimental :  That 
greafy,  oily,  and  what  are  improperly  called  balfamic  me¬ 
dicines,  fo  frequently  preferibed  in  conffirnptive  and  aflh- 
matic  cafes,  ferved  only  to  load  the  domach,  pall  the 
appetite,  deprive  the  body  of  its  due  nourifhment,  and 
wade  its  drength,  without  contributing  a  fingle  mite,  in 
any  refpecd,  towards  their  relief :  that  hot,  acrid,  and 
ftimulating  refinous  gums  and  balfams  fo  much  in  ufe  ; 
fum  or  brandy  mixed  with  milk;  wines,  fermented 
liquors,  animal  jellies,  violent  exercife,  and  riding  on 
horfe-back,  which  have  been  thought  capable  of 
doing  miracles ;  and  feveral  other  matters,  are  little 
better  than  actual  poifons  in  mod  diforders  of  the 
lungs  :  that  fiery,  fpiritous  liquors,  and  heating  wines 
find  medicines,  fo  univerfally-  recommended,  are  exceed¬ 
ingly  pernicious  in  the  gout;  and  that  the  whole  tribe 
of  naufeous  foetid  medicines,  commonly  edeemed  fpe- 
cifics  in  diforders  of  the  nerves,  are  inelegant,  ineffica¬ 
cious, - and,  by  dedroying  the  appetite  and  injuring 

the  digedive  faculties,  often  prove  fatally  pernicious  : 

7 - and  that,  notwithdanding  the  great  improvements 

lately  made  in  almoft  every  branch  of  Surgery,  Cancers  are 
univerfally  allowed  to  be  incurable,  except  in  the  fird  dage, 
by  the  knife;  and  in  a  word,  that  the  treatment  of  fores  and 
ulcers,  efpecially  thofe.  of  the  fcrophulous  kind,  or  of  any  long 
Handing,  is  always  tedious,  and  generally,  at  bell,  unfuccefs- 
ful.  Thefe  reflections  led  me  to  confider,  whether  it  were  not 
poffible,  either  by  a  happy  application  of  what  was  already 
known,  but  by  fome  drange  overfight  or  fupinenefs,  not 
yet  applied  to  the  important  medical  purpofes  which  they 

were 
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were  capable  of  anfwering- - or  by  new  invedigations 

and  cifcoveries,  to  invent  fome  eafy,  elegant,  and  effica¬ 
cious  remedies  for  the  radical  cure  of  thefe,  and  of  mod 

other  diforders  to  which  the  human  body  is  liable  ; - and 

I  have  been  fo  happy,  in  the  courfe  of  my  inquiries,  as  to 
difcover  certain  arrangements  of  regimen  and  of  diet; 
certain  herbs,  medicinal  fimples,  and  lubtil  chemical  effen- 
ces, — rendered  more  a&ive  and  penetrating*,  by  means  of 
aerial,  astherial, — magnetic,  mufical,  and  electric  forces, 
and  influences,  which,  when  properly  combined,  and  ex¬ 
hibited  at  certain  times,  and  in  proper  quantities,  are 
pofTeiTed  of  ftich  extraordinary  deobftruent,  cleanfing,  re¬ 
novating,  nouriihing,  invigorating,  antifeptic,  anodyne, 

antilpafmodic  and  cordial  powers, - as  fcarcely  ever  to 

fail  of  affording  great  and  inflantaneous  relief, — —imme¬ 
diately  flopping  the  progrefs,  and  generally  curing  in  the 
very  word  ftages  of  the  mofl  dangerous  and  mofl  obflinate 
dileafes  :  in  one  word,  the  difcoveries  and  improvements  I 
have  had  the  honour  and  the  happinefs  of  making,  are, 
without  exception,  the  mofl  curious,  and  the  mofl  impor¬

Great  is  the  number  of  people,  who  from  moll  parts  of 
the  Avorld,  refort  to  Bath,  for  the  recovery  of  health ;  and 
much  greater  are  the  numbers  that  croud  thither  from  va¬ 
rious  other  motives.  It  is  a  melancholy  alfertion,  but  I 
believe  a  true  one,  that  as  many  perfons  who  come  here 
well,  die,  or  go  away  in  a  bad  hate  of  health,  as  there  are 
of  difeafed  who  receive  perfedl  cures.  The  former  is  owing, 
in  my  opinion,  to  the  constant  racket  of  amufements  and 
diffipation to  the  crouds  which  are  crammed  up  for 
many  hours  every  night,  in  over-heated  rooms,  both  pub¬ 
lic  and  private*  ; — and  above  all,  to  frequent  and  fatiguing 
dancing  in  that  poifoned  air.  Need  I  mention,  moreover 
the  fatal  effects  of  tea,  coffee,  hot  water,  and  hot — clayey 
— heavy  inciigeftable  bread,  drenched  with  oiled  butter  in 
the  morning,  with  poifonous  wine  at  dinner;  and  foured 

with  apathy,  chagrine,  and  low  fpirits  at  night. - Need 

I  add  too,  the  ridiculous  and  often  fatal  (at  leaft  for  proge¬ 
ny)  tight  lacing  of  the  ladies  of  the  Ton;  and  the  enervat¬ 
ing, — exbaufting  indulge  net  es,  and  late  hours,  of  both  men 
and  women  of  fafhion  ! 

s  That  fo  many  leave  Bath  in  the  fame,  or  in  a  worfe  Hate 
of  health  than  that  they  were  in  on  their  arrival,  is  to  be 
aferibed,  not  to  want  of  efficacy  in  the  waters,  but  to  the 
obftinacy  and  ignorance  of  the  Medical  Herdf. - — - 

*  I  have  often  in  that  city,  feen  fix  or  eight  hundred 
people  in  one  room,  and  at  one  of  Mr.  Dawson’s  balls, 
in  1778,  there  were  actually  above  one  thoufand  ;  with  fix 
large  fires,  and  five  fuperb  chandeliers,  blazing  with  two 
hundred  candles;  with  one  frnall  door  open,  and  before  that 
door,  a  large  fereen  i  They  ought  to  have  had  if  poffible,  ma¬ 
chinery  to  have  raided  the  roof  and  ceiling  a  dozen  feet  from 
the  tops  of  the  walls or  at  leaft  have  put  out  the  fires, 
opened  both  the  doors,  and  fprinkled  a  gallon  of  tether 
about  the  room  in  the  courfe  of  the  evening.  How  many 
beautiful-blooming  young  ladies,  and  handfome  young 
men,  who  have  gone  or  been  fent  to  that  market,  have  I 
feen  die,  by  whirling  thoughtiefsly  for  a  few  months,  in, 
that  giddy  vortex,  even  in  the  few  years  I  have  been  ac¬ 
quainted  with  that  charming  place. 

f  When  cattle  are  out  of  the  way,  it  is  very  difficult  to 
get  them  into  the  right  path;  but  when  the  leader  jumps 
in,  the  reft  foon  follow.  I  wifh  that  the  proficient  of 
feme  Royal  College  of  Phylicians,  would  fearch  after,  and 
adopt  more  rational  methods  of  treating  difeafes,— we 
might  then  hope  that  it  might  beeome  univerfal. 
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A  Tick  man  comes  to  Bath  for  the  recovery  of  his  health's

Another  comes ;  his  diieafe  is  more  obfiinate,  or  he  is 
not  fo  fortunate  :  he  languishes  on,  or  grows  worfe  thro’ 
the  ignorance,  or  perhaps  knavery  of  thofe  about  him; 
or,  in  confequence  of  uling  the  waters  which  are  in  his 
cafe  highly  improper.  But,  what’s  to  be  done  !  he  is  at 

Bath - he  finds  no  relief  from  his  phyficians  prefcriptions 

- he  has  confulted  three  of  them — all  eminent  in  their 

■ way  ; — his  apothecary,  too,  is  an  exceeding  good  fort  of 

a  good-natured  man - and  as  he  is  at  Bath ,  why  it  was 

natural  for  him  to  try  the  waters. - 

Well.  A  third  miferable  objed  arrives  ; - a  debauched 

— debilitated  Nobleman  i - no,  a  well-fed  rich  Citizen  : 

•  - he  is  befet  and  dunned  the  moment  he  arrives,  with  a 

dozen  fiddles,  lafe-v iols  and  great  Bells  * - the  Dodor  is 

fent  for  : - •“  the  Dodor  is  very  bufy  ;  he  is  engaged 

at  prefent  {at  Cards )  but  will  wait  on  you  as  foon  as  pof- 
lible.”  He  arrives.  I  am  very  bad,  Doctor,  very  ill  in¬ 
deed !  extreme  weaknefs, - and  excruciating  pain! - - 

but  here  is  a  letter  from  my  good  friend  Dr.  ■ — - ,  of 

London  f. - It  will  inform  you  better  than  I  can  tell  you 

- of  my - my  deplorable,  my  wretched  litua- 

tion.” - 

Now,  this  happens  to  be  really  a  cafe  in  which  bathing 
and  drinking  thofe  Divine  Waters,  properly ,  without  any 


I  think  it  but  juftice  here  to  declare,  that,  I  have  the 
moll  cordial  friendlhip  and  efteem  for  very  many  Gentle- 
men  in  the  practice  of  phyfic  and  furgery.  I  believe  that 
the  generality  of  medical  men  in  the  world  are  worthy  re- 
fpedable  characters,  and  good  citizens.  It  is  again!! .  their 
manner  of  treating  difeafes  in  general,  that  I  thus  harfhly 
inveigh,  and  by  no  means  againfi:  the  Gentlemen  them- 

felves, - for  I  do  not  recoiled  that  I  have  the  fmalleft 

perfonal  emnity  againfi  any  individual  whatever,  in  either 
the  medical  or  chirurgical  department. 

*  Alluding  to  an  impertinent  and  ridiculous  cufiorn  at 
Bath. 

f  The  deluded  patient  fancies  that  the  Bath  Dodor  is 
more  Ikilful  than  JEfculapius  himfelf,  becaufe  he  tells  him 
all  his  complaints  before  he  has  opened  the  letter  or  afked 
him  one  quefiion  ;  little  dreaming  that  his  London  brother 
had  wrote  to  the  phyfician  he  had  recommended  him  to  at 
Bath,  both  his  cafe,  and  his  circumfiances,  three  polls  be¬ 
fore  the  mifcrable  patient  arrived. 
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medical  help,  would  immediately  give  the  happieft  relief; 
and,  by  perfevering,  would  perfectly  cure  :  ftribtly  atten¬ 
tive  to  regimen,  8cc.  lie  ought  immediately  to  lave  and 
refreth  his  painful  and  weary  limbs  in  the  charming —  the 

luxurious  tepid  tide  ! - and  while  the  greedy  pores  drank 

in  for  hours  the  milky  refrefhing  balfam— — he  fliould 
quaff  in  full  cups  (fo  long  as  nature  called  for  it,  and  de¬ 
lighted  in  it,)  the  balmy  fluid.  But, .alas!  the  miferable 

man  muft  fir fl  be  prepared: - he  muft  not  touch,  nor 

even  think  of  the  water,  till  he  has  taken  five  dozen  faline 
draughts,  twenty-feven  nervous  alexipharmic  bolufTes, 
feventeen  anodyne  draughts,  (to  fettle  the  commotions 
raifed  by  the  nervous  alexipharmic  bolufTes) — three  dozen 
febrifuge  powders ;  thirteen  quart  bottles  of  pectoral  ape¬ 
rient  apozem — and  three  doles  of  cooling  phyfic— to  unload 
and  undo,  what  the  faline  draughts,  the  hot  irritating  bo- 
luffes — the  pebtorai  apozem— the  febrifuge  powders,— the 
anodyne  draughts,  and  the  hot  room  with  double  doors, 
handbags,  and  triple  Hiding,  has  done.  He  may  now  ven¬ 
ture  to  drink  the  water;  and,  by  and  by,  to  bathe. - - 

Well ;  he  feels  refreflied  with  the  pure  cool  air he  drinks 
a  glafs  of  the  water  at  the  Crofs  Bath*'.— It  is  the  moft 
grateful,  and  the  moil  comfortable  liquor  he  ever  tailed. — • 
Nature  is  delighted  with  its  fiinple,  friendly,  and  very 

genial  influences. - She  calls  aloud  for  more.  But  not 

one  drop  more  for  the  whole  world.  The  Doctor  has  or¬ 
dered  a  gill  glafs  twice  a  clay  :  in  a  few  weeks  he  may  in¬ 
dulge  him,  and  at  the  K  ing’s  Bath,  with  even  double  that 
quantity.  “  Well,  well!  exclaims  the  painve  patient,  to  be 
Tare  it  does  not  fignify  applying  to  a  Debtor,  unlefs  we  fol¬ 
low  his  directions.” 

Next  morning  the  patient  is  carried  into  the  Bath — Na¬ 
ture  is  glad — -fie  chuckles  and  exults  in  its  Toothing  and  moft 

comfortable  influences, - -But,  “  Mr.  Norris,”  fhouts  the 

chairman,  “  Mailer’s  times’s  up.” — Sir,  fays  the  guide,  you 
muft  rife,  (from  the  phrafe  and  appearanceof  the  poor  ob¬ 
jects,  I  could  never  help  thiffking  on  the  refurrebtion  of  the 
dead,  and  of  the  punifhments  in  the  world  to  come,  due  to 
the  mifereants  who  thus  raife  them  before  their  time.) — — • 
“  Yes,  Sir,  you  mufl  rife  ;  your  time  is  up  ;  you  have  been

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in  ten  minutes  : - The  Doctor  orders  you"  not  to  flay  in 

**  no  longer.” — — Pray,  flop  a  few  minutes,  fays  the  Pa¬ 
tient, — its  fo  comfortable. — I  feel  fo  eafy — •“  Come,  come, 

“  Sir,  you  rnufl  rife,” - (that  is,  get  out  of  the  Bath)— 

“  its  two  minutes  more  than  your  time  - Well  to  be 

fine  the  PoCtor  knows  bell  what’s  proper. - (His  orvn 

fcJings,  and  the  loud,  the  importunate  calls  of  Nature  are 

nothing)— - The  unfortunate  patient  goes  on  in  thisman- 

ner  for  fome  weeks  bathing  twice  a  week ;  or,  if  the  Doc¬ 
tor  is  very  bold,  or  the  patient  refolute,  thrice  a  rveek,  and 

for  even  twenty  minutes  each  time ; - he  is  no  better. 

How  is  it  poflible  ?  The  good  elTedts  of  the  little  water  he 
drinks,  are  counteracted  by  the  medicines,  food,  or  wine,  he 
fwallows  at  home,  or  the  drops  he  mixes  with  it  at  the  bar 
of  the  Pump-Room  :  then  crammed  into  a  black  box*,  the 
fhape  nearly,  and  fize  of  the  cafe  of  a  thorough  bals  viol, 

• - he  is  fmothered  in  that,  and  in  the  hot  blankets,  till 

he  is  put  into  a  hot  bed,  where  he  is  to  fweat  out  every 

drop  of  the  genial  moiflure  his  pores  had  fucked  in. - - 

He  rifes  in  a  few  hours,  almoft  dead  with  fiuTocation,  fa- 

'tigue,  and  fever  ; - nor  mull  he  ftir  out  that  day,  for  he 

is  told,  that  the  cool  air  would  kill  him. 

Now  this  fame  unfortunate  man  ought  perhaps  to  have 
begun  to  drink  the  waters,  and  to  have  bathed,  the  mo¬ 
ment  he'arrived  in  town. - 'Medicines  were  unnecefiary; 

or  perhaps  hurtful  : - He  ought  to  have  drank  daily 

one,  or  two,  or  three  quarts  of  the  water,  warm,  fweet, 
and  unadulterated  from  the  kind  bread  of  nature — and  in 

the  moderately  tepid  bath  daily - in  her  foft  lap,  he 

ought  to  have  been  folaced  and  cherifhed  for  feveral  hours. 
Meanwhile  the  cool  air,  moderate  exereife,  and  a  prud.ent 
attention  to  diet,  &c.  would  have  rebored  the  unfortunate 
fufferer  to  health  and  its  concomitant  bleflings.  Indead  of 
that,  he  falls  a  vi&irn  to  dileafe,  ignorance  and  obdinacy 
— to  mention  nothing  worfe  ; — or  languifhing  a  few  months, 
he  returns  home,  or  goes — from  whence  he  fhall  never — - 
never  return  ! 

Many  cures  have  I  compleated,  which  the  regular  Me¬ 
dical  Tribe  had  in  vain  attempted  to  perform.  Sometimes 
with  my  pecaliat  methods,  and  medicines  alone  ;  at  other 
times,  without  any  other  aflidance  than  the  powerful  and 

very  falubrious  waters  of  that  charming  place. - But  in 

thole  cafes,  the  patients  drank  daily,  perhaps,  two  quarts 
of  the  Avater  ;  «nd  bathed  in  it  for  two,  three,  or  four 

hours  at  one  time. - Indeed,  in  the  cure  of  fome  d.ifcafes> 

my  patients  have  lived  the  half  of  their  time  in  a  milky

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tepid  bath,  of  common  pure  water,  milk  and  water,  bran, 
and  water,  or  water  impregnated  with  the  common  aroma¬ 
tic  herbs, 

A  Patient,  a  cripple,  totally  helplefs,  whom  I  cured  fo 
as  to  ■walk  about  the  city  in  a  month,  without  crutches, 
after  he  had  been  turned,  out  of  the  BATH  HOSPITAL  as 
altogether  incurable,  nay,  in  a  worfe  hate  of  health  than 
when  heweritin  (in  confequence  of  being  confined  there  eight 
long  painful  months.)  This  man,  on  being  told  by  a  guide, 
that  haying  in  the  bath  for  three  or  four  hours  would  cer¬ 
tainly  kill  him ;  that  it  was  totally  unprecedented,  except 
by  Dr.  Graham’s  patients  ; — was  anfwered,  why  does  it  not 
kill  you,  who  hay  in  the  bath  four  or  five  hours  every  day, 

for  many  years  ? - The  guide  anfwered  not  a  word.  1 

was  told  one  day,  while  in  the  bath  myfelf,  by  a  woman 
guide,  that  lire  had  had  many  children  knee  hie  became  a 
guide,  and  that  fire  continued  her  bulinefs  in  the  Baths,  as 
ufual,  through  tire  whole  courfe,  and  to  the  lah  hour  of  her 
pregnancy. 

I  cannot  help,  in  this  place,  regretting,  that  the  copora- 
tion  of  Bath,  fo  attentive  on  moll  occafrons  to  every  tiring 
that  can  embelliflr  the  town,  or  adminilter  to  the  accommo¬ 
dation  and  pleafure  of  thecompany  that  refort  to  it  ;  fhould 
havebeen  fo  long  inattentive  to,  or  unacquainted,  with  what 
would  contribute  not  a  little  to  the  health,  eafe,  and  com¬ 
fort  of  thofe  who  bathe.  For  a  fingle  guinea  or  two,  the 
baths  might  be  made  infinitely  more  agreeable  and  ufeful. 
There  are  feats,  ’tis  true,  for  people  to  lit  on,  and  rings  for 

them  to  hold  by  ; - but  there  ought  to  be  feats  and  rings 

of  different  heights  and  frzes  : - or  fuch  things  to  hold 

by  as  are  found  in  the  infrdes  of  coaches  or  chaifes. - - 

Tlrefe  holds  and  feats  of  different  heights,  are  more  es¬ 
pecially  wanting  about  that  temple-like  building  in  the 
centre  of  the  King’s  bath,  ufually  called  the  kitchen  and 
parlour. 

But,  above  all  things,  there  ought  to  be  in  all  the  Baths, 
wooden  poles,  the  length  and  thicknefs  of  the  handle  of  a 
mop  or  befom,  about  fix  feet  high,  which  would  not  only  be  a 
proper  fupport  for  invalids;  but  likewife  adminifter  the  moil; 
refrefhing  cordial,  enabling  them  to  Itay  in  the  bath  much 
longer,  and  with  more  cqmfort,  than  they  could  otherwife  : 
I  mean,  by  affording  a  fupport  for  the  hands  ou  r  or  the 

water  : - for,  it  is  aftoniihing  and  incredible  to  thofe 

who  have  not  experienced  it,  what  a  comfort  and  refrefh- 
ment  it  is  to  a  perfon  in  the  bath  to  hold  their  hands  up 

in  the  open  air: - infomuch,  that  were  it  not  for  this 

circumftance  alone,  I  am  certain  the  Guides  could  not  fol¬ 
low  that  bulinefs  Jong,— -they  would  foon  die,  or  live  in  a 
fickly  debilitated  Bate.  For  this  reafon,  every  body  may 

obferve1 
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»bferve,  that  the  Guides,  taught — nay  compelled  by  na« 
ture,  have  all  of  them,  their  hands  almolt  constantly  out 

of  the  water. - Beiides,  with  fuch  an  afiifbance,  the 

iick  would  have  lei's  occafion  for  the  attendance  of  the 
Guides  ;  who,  to  thofe  who  are  peevifh  through  difeafe, 
or  who  It  ay  long  in  the  bath,  are  unkind,  and  too  often 
cruelly  and  impertinently  rude  and  disobliging. 

I  will  now  proceed  to  exhibit  a  few  fpecimens  of  the  pre- 
lent  eftablilhed  and  improved  hate  of  medical  practice  in 
.London.  Some  time  hnce,  I  enquired  (of  a  near  relation 
of  my  own,  a  Phylician  of  learning  and  eminence)  what 
was  the  neweft  and  molt  approved  book  on  the  Practice  ? 

- he  told  me  “  Elements  of  the  Practice  of  Phyfic.” - - 

I  Pent  for  the  book,  and  1  find  it  is  written  by  a  Gentleman 
who  is  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal  College  of  Phyficians  of  Lon¬ 
don - Phylician  to  a  very  great  Hofpital,  and  ProfelTor 

or  Teacher  of  the  Practice  of  Phyfic  in  London.  The 

book  is  of  the  third  edition  : - and,  moreover,  corrected.  I 

fhall  not  trouble  my  reader  with  the  whole  method  and 
means  of  cure  recommended.  I  take  the  liberty  to  tran¬ 
scribe  only  the  principal  medicines. 

In  the  Inflammatory  Fever,  the  Author  very  judici¬ 
ously  orders  bleeding,  and  the  belly  to  be  kepi  open - - 

but  the  principal,  or  almolt,  the  only  medicine  he  preferibes 
is  Alexiteriai  Water,  one  ounce  and  a  half,  Salt  Petre, 
from  one  to  two  Scruples,  a  fc  tuple  of  an  Alkaline  Salt 
Saturated  with  lemon  juice,  or  inftead  of  the  two  laid, 
half  an  ounce  of  Minderus’s  Spirit — —  and  to  the  whole 
is  to  be  added  a  quarter  of  an  ounce  of  the  Syrup  of  le¬ 
mons. This  draught  is  directed  to  be  repeated  every 

four,  or  lix  hours.  Now  this  formal  though  by  no  mean:* 
formidable  prefeription,  is,  perhaps,  for  a  man  of  thirty- 
five  years  of  age,  Six  feet  high,  weighing  two  or  three 
hundred  pounds  weight,  with  rigid  fibres  and  denfe  blood; 
eating  daily,  for  feveral  years,  perhaps  two  or  three  pounds 
of  animal  food,  drinking  as  much  malt  liquor — and  as  much 
poifonous  wine.  What,  in  the  name  of  wonder  !  could 
the  above  do  for  him,  were  his  blood  and  body  cool  and 
temperate  ?  What— what  in  the  name  of  common  fenfe  ! 

can  it  do  for  him  in  a  burning  inflammatory  fever  ? - - 

what,  could  fuch  a  draught,  in  fuch  a  cafe,  do  for  a  de¬ 
licate  female  child  ?  One  ounce  and  a  half,  not  of  com¬ 
mon  water,  but  of  a  water  rather  heating,  a  fcruple  or 

two  of  a  very  innocent  fait - a  fcruple  of  Alkaline  Salt 

faturated,  that  is,  made  neutral,  neither  one  thing  or 
another,  with  about  a  Spoonful  of  lemon  juice  (if  Spirit  of 
Minderus  is  chofen,  it  is  of  the  fame  quality,  and  in  that 
quantity,  a  chip  in  the  porridge)  and  laftly,  to  the  whole 
i  *  i* 
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5$.  to  be  added  a  tca-fpoonful  of  fugar,  and  a  tea-fpoonful  of 
lemon  juice.  Now,  rather  than  the  above  learned,  fcientific, 
regular,  approved  compofiiton !  I  would  recommend,  in  head 
of  the  ounce  and  a  half  of  nonfcnfieal  or  hurtful  water,  in¬ 
stead  of  the  fcruple  or  two  of  ialtpetre,  the  neutral  trifle,  the 
tea  fpoonful  of  lemon  juice,  and  the  tea  fpoonful  of  fugar. 
I  would,  I  fay,  rather  order  the  following  to  be  placed  in 
the  patient’s  room,  letting  nature  play  the  apothecary, 
or  rather  the  nurfe,  mixing  in  fuch  a  manner,  in  fueh  pro¬ 
portions,  and  adminiftering  in. fuch  quantities,  as  fire  calls 
for,  and  finds  ferviceable ;  viz.  pure  cold  water,  chicken 
water,  or  barley  water,  of  each  three  gallons — honey, 
fine  raw  fugar,  and  currant  jelly,  of  each  half  a  dozen 
pounds — lemons,  fweet  oranges,  and  ripe  apples,  of  each 

a  large  bafket - an  inftrument  for  exhibiting,  if  ne- 

cefiary,  half  a  fcore  glyflers  of  milk-warm  water,  or 
weak  chicken  broth  ;  a  bafket,  too,  of  hifcuit,  a  loaf  of 
good  bread;  and,  laflly,  in  the  clofet,  (in  cafe  they 
might  at  any  time  be  thought  proper)  a  bottle  of  genuine 
rum,  another  of  French  Brandy,  and  another  of  generous 
•wine,  the  key  of  which  to,  be  kept  by  a  tipling  nurfe,  a 
careful  mother,  or  a  maiden  aunt.  In  the  room  too 
there  ought  to  be  a  good  fire,  hut  the  doors  and  windows, 
almoft  always  open. 

In  the  above,  I  infift  upon  it,  there  is  a  complete  apo¬ 
thecaries  fhop,  and  a  fufhcient  kitchen,  and  thofe  too, 
of  the  moft  effectual  and  molt  friendly  kind,  for  the  pur- 
pofes  of  curing  an  inflammatory  fever;  and,  if  you  add  a 
good  lancet,  a  large  tepid  bath,  clear  cool  air,  a  penny 
worth  of  opium,  and  a  pillow  flip  full  of  chamomile,  elder, 
and  marfhmallow  flowers,  for  the  cure  of  perhaps^ every  in¬ 
flammatory  diforder. 

In  the  fame  hook,  written  by  the  felf  fame  learned  re - 
pilar  phyfician,  the  firft  medicine  that  appears  for  the  cure 
of  the  plague,  is  a  vomit,  compofed  of,  from  fix  to  twelve 
grains  of  the  common  ipecacuanha  powder,  and  from  one 

to  three  grains  of  emetic  tartar. - The  patient  infected 

with  the  plague  is  to  wait,  it  feems,  till  nine  o’clock  at 

night  before  he  takes  it. - After  the  operation  of  this 

regular  prefer! pt ion,  the  Debtor  directs  the  patient  with 
the  plague  to  he  laid  'in  cotton  or  flannel,  it  is  not  mentioned 
where  he  is  to  be  laid,  nor  to  what  parts  the  cotton  or 
flannel  is  to  he  applied  ;  bis  head,  however,  is  ordered  to  be 
bound  round-,  and  when  warm,  the  following  draught  is  to  be 
given  to  the  mail  actually  infebted  with  the  plague,  viz.  of 
common  mint  water,  or  weak  cinnamon  water,  or  Ample 
alexiterial  water,  one  ounce  and  a  half,  of  laudanum  from 
ten  to  twenty-flve  drops ;  or,  in  its  room,  from  one  dram 
and,  a  half  of  the  fyrup  of  poppies,  to  fix  drams ;  fpiri- 
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tsious  mint,  nutmeg,  or  cinnamon  water,  two  tea  fpoon- 
fuls  of  any  one  of  them,  and  two  tea  fpoonfuls  of  the 
fyrup  of  mulberries  : — what  a  charming  powerful  draught  1 

and  perfectly  regular  ! - it  tills  exactly  a  two  ounce  vial. 

“  If,  a  fweat  can  be  raifed  by  thefe  means/'" - viz.  by 

the  vomit - the  patient  being  laid  (dry  I  prefume)  in 

cotton  or  flannel,  with  his  head  hound  round,  and  by  the 
elegant  anodyne  febrifuge  alexipharmic  draught,  the  fweat 
by  the  Doctor's  exprefs  orders,  “  is  to  be  kept  up  by  re¬ 
laxing  medicines — - By  the  bye,  the  plague  is  a  difeafe 

in  which  the  whole  fyftem  is  relaxed,  broken  down,  and 
diflolved  into  an  highly  putrid,  watery,  acrid,  nay,  cor- 
rofive  gore.  “  Take  of  tartar  emetic,”  fays  he,  “  from 
the  fourth  -part  of  a  grain ,  to  one  grain,  white  fugar  ten 
grains ,  to  be  mixed  and  taken  every  four  or  flx  hours, 
with  a  draught  ftill  more  Ample  than  that  above  men¬ 
tioned.”  The  man,  lick  of  the  PLAGUE,  is  to  drink  co- 
pioufly  of  any  warm  "watery  fluid.  IF,  by  this  means,  the 
fever  fhould  be  carried  off,  the  following  medicine  may 

be  made  ufe  of,  to  prevent  a  relapfe - viz.  from  half  a 

dram  to  one  dram  of  the  peruvian  bark  to  be  taken  every 
four  or  fix  hours. 

Now  the  above  method  for  the  cure  of  the  PLAGUE  is 
too  flriking  to  need  any  comment.  The  circumflance  that 
diverts  me  moil,  is,  for  a  Patient  in  difeafe  that  ravages 
and  darts  death  through  every  part  of  the  whole  fyftem,  as 
fall,  almoft,  as  the  rays  of  light  are  darted  from  the  fun,  to 
wait  till  the  clock  ftrikes  nine,  before  he  takes  the  harm* 
lefs, — the  gentle  vomit — No.  it  is  not  harmlefs;  for  it  would 

difturb  the  humours  without  evacuating  them. - In  the 

next  place  I  am  delighted  with  the  notion  of  laying  the 
patient  in  cotton  or  flannel,  and  with  the  idea  of  binding 
up  his  brains;  I  am  pleafed  too,  with  the  two  teafpoonfuls 
of  mint,  or  nutmeg,  or  cinnamon  water,  with  the  tea- 
fpoonful  of  white  fugar,  and  above  all,  I  am  charmed 

with  the  notion  of  the  juice  of  half  a  mulberry  ! - But,  I 

beg  pardon  :  it  is  ftricftly  regular  and  methodical. - We 

have  a  thoufand  precedents  for  our  practice  from  Hippo¬ 
crates’s  time,  or  even  from  Adam’s  to  this  hour  ;  and  what 
is  ftill  more,  we  have  the  authority  of  all  the  Royal  Colleges 
of  Phyftcians  on  the  face  of  the  globe.  Befides,  if  we  did 
not  preferibe  in  this  way,  we  fhould  difoblige  the 

Apothecaries-— they  would"  not  call  us  in - —their 

window  bottles  of  fiddle-faddle,  and  blue  water,  would 

be  full,  their  boxes  and  pockets  empty.' - No.  It 

would  never  do! — But  I  beg  pardon  once  more  : 
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the  true  and  fettled  theory  *  of  the  difeafe  ;■■■■  — -  the  efca- 

bliihed  and  mofl  rational  “  Methodus  Medendi” - the 

Phyfiology - the  Pathology — the  Nofology - the  back- 

lide-ology - the  Fiddleflick-ology - all - all  juflify  and 

require  this  mode  of  treatment. 

Well,  if  a  fweat  can  be  raided,  “  it  is  to  be  kept  up  with 
relaxing  medicines and  this  blackejl  and  worfe  than,  hydra- 
headed  monfter  of  a  difeafe  being  allowed  to  ravage  by  this 
time  for  many  hours,  or  perhaps  days,  we  are  to  combat 

him  with - what  U - Why  with  a  quarter  of  a  grain  of 

tartar  emetic,  and  ten  grains  of  - white  fugar,  and  every  fix 

*  I  am  extremely  fenfible  of  the  neceffity  and  ufefulnefs 
of  a  rational  and  well  grounded  Theory  in  Medicine 
as  well  as  in  all  the  other  branches  of  Philofophy  and  fci- 
ence ;  but  in  every  univerlity  and  medical  fchool  that  I  know 
of  in  the  world,  there  is  nothing  taught  or  infilled  on  but 
Theory— theory — theory  :  all  is  the  mod  rational— -the  molt 
beautiful— but  at  the  fame  time,  the  molt  ufelefs  Theory; 
and  when  the  young  debtors  leave  them,  they  fancy  (/ /peak 
from  experience )  nay  are  perfWaded,  that  they  can  cure  any 
difeafe  which  can  poflibly  happen ;  but  when  either  they, 
or  the  generality  of  even  the  Proreffors  themfelves,  their 
makers,  come  to  encounter  any  violent  or  confirmed  difeafe, 
they  are  adonilhed  to  find  that  it  does  not  give  way  to  the 
regular-approved  method  in  which  they  have  treated  it. 
The  cafe  is  plainly  fo  and  fo ;  and  they  have  regularly 
followed  the  ill  2d  and  3d  indications  of  cure,  and  yet  the 
difeafe  increafes, — and  the  Patient  finks!  The  diagnojiics 
were  clear  ;  how,  then,  can  we  be  fo  miferably  miftaken  in 
the  progn  flics  we  had  fo  reafonably  form’d— and  fo  fairly 
deduced  ?  Why  it  is  becaufe  they  have  attended  too  little 
to  the  practical  application  of  their  Theory — it  is  becaufe 
they  have  not  genius  or  fpirit  enough  to  depart  from  the 
regular  trifling  and  inadequate  forms— they  cannot  bear 
the  thought  of  the  imputation  of  Quacks  ;--and  they  lacfifice 
ingenuity,  true  fcience,  and  even  the  lives  of  his  Majcflies 
fubjebts,  to  indolence,  obftinacy,  or  to  a  phantom-— the 
imaginary  dignity  of  the  profelfion. 

If  a  fchpolmafler  who  perfectly  underflands  the  theory, 
and  even  teaches  navigation -or  a  fihipwright  who  is 
thoroughly  acquainted  with  the  flrublure  and  ufes  of  every 
part  of  a  (hip,  were  to  be  intruded  with  the  management 
.of  a  veflcl  in  a  dorm,  or  on  a  dangerous  coad, — being  both 
tm  a  ecu  domed  to  the  agility,  facility,  and  addrefs  which 
is  to  be  acquired  only  by  long  and  actual  practice,  would 
it  be  any  wonder  if  that  unfortunate  fhip  was  to  fink  in  the 
temped,  or  be  dallied  to  pieces  againfl  the  rocks  ? 
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ioiirs  he  is  to  receive  a  flroke  from  this  Herculean  club - - 

this  mighty — this  almighty  weapon  ! — But,  I  forgot,  in  its 
proper  place  to  mention,  that  if  the  relaxing  medicines  do 
not  aCfc  properly,  the  man  Tick  of  the  Plague,  (and  I  Amulet 

imagine,  by  this  time,  too,  of  the  Doctor) - mu  ft  drink 

eopioufly  of  any  warm  watery  fluid.  “  If,”  our  Author 
very  modeftly  fubjoins,  “  the  fever  fhouldbe  carried  off  by 
this  means,  half  a  dram,  or  even  a  whole  one,  of  the  powder 
of  the  Peruvian  bark  is  to  be  taken  every  four  or  fix  hours 
to  prevent  a  relapie.” 

I  will  not  trefpafs  on  my  Reader’s  time  by  exhibiting  the 
various  modes  of  treating  other  difeafes.  Thole  in  general , 
recommended  and  practiied  by  every  regular  Phyflcian  and 
by  moll  irregular  practitioners  in  the  world;  in  every  period 
of  time,  are,  fo  far  as  1  know,  with  very  few,  alas  !  too 
few  exceptions, —  equally  abfurd,  inadequate,  ineffectual, 
and  ridiculous.  At  the  lame  time  however,  I  mult  confefs, 
that  there  are  now  in  London,  and  perhaps,  in  every  me¬ 
tropolis  in  Europe,  learned,  and  in  many  cafes  excellent 
phyilcians,  and  very  expert  furgeons  :  and  as  it  may  be 
thought  unfair  and  illiberal  to  find  fault  with  the  regular  and 
eftablifhed  method  of  treating  a  difeafe  without  propofmg 
what  I  think  a  better;  notwithftanding  the  regular  practiti¬ 
oners  confldering  me  as  a  Quack,  and  a  profeffed  noftrum- 
monger,  might  excufe  me  from  this,  yet  I  will  for  once  iketch 
out  and  communicate,  for  the  good  of  mankind,  a  method 
that  will  cure  the  Plague,  in  the  higheft,  moll  raging,  and 
molt  virulent  ftate  of  malignity,  in  the  hoteft  weather, 
and  in  the  midft  of  Conflairtinople,  or  of  any  other  large 
city. 

Were  I  fent  for  to  aflifl  a  man  juft  feized  with  the 
PLAGUE,  Jail,  or  any  other  highly  putrid  fever,  and  the 
Patient  of  a  very  full  habit,  and  oppreffed  with  the  inflam¬ 
matory  fymptoms  that  are  frequently  met  with  in  the  begin¬ 
ning  of  this  terrible  difeafe,  I  would  fuddenly  take  away  a 
confiderable  quantity  of  blood,  and  (letting  the  fleam  of 
Ample  boiling  water  afcend  plentifully  fo  as  to  fill  the 
room*,  which  ftrange  as  it  may  appear,  is  the  fafefl,  heft, 
and  fpeedieft  corrector  and  deitroyer  of  bad  air;  but  at  this 
and  at  the  bleeding,  the  regular  faculty,  to  a  man,  will 
laugh,  lhrug  their  ihoulders,  or  fliake  their  wigs)  while 
my  patient  was  yet  bleeding,  I  would  place  on  his  head 
my  Magnetic  Crown  with  its  appendages  to  repel  the  difeafe, 
and  to  defend  the  brain  and  fpinal  marrow  ;  giving  him  at

*  Perhaps  into  the  water  I  might  fling  a  large  quantity  of 
pennyroyal,  mint,  thyme,  chamomile,  or  of  fome  other 
bitter  aromatic  herbs. 
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the  fame  infiant,  a  Arong  draught  of  the  flowers  of  fulphtir, 
ginger,  contrayerva,  or  Virginia  fnake  root,  volatile  fait  of 
amber,  honey,  dulcified  fpirit  of  nitre,  and  my  fupremely 
pure  aether,  Saturated  Avith  my  EleCtric  fluid,  and  condenfed 
with  the  magnetic  influence.  A  large  lire  of  refinous  and 
aromatic  Avoods  fhould  then  be  made  in  his  bed-room, 
which  fhould  be  the  largefi  in  the  houfie,  and  all  the 
doors  and  windows  of  it  fliould  be  thrown  ivide  open, 
and  the  curtains  of  the  bed  thrown  up  on  the  teller  ; 
he  fir o ill d  then  be  put  into  a  warm  bed,  and  fo  well 
covered  as  to  promote  a  copious  and  profufe  fweat  for 
feveral  hours.  He  fliould  now  dnuv  into  his  lungs  for  a 
long  time,  and  in  a  large  quantity,  vivifying  cool  air,  and 
the  moft  fubtle  aetherial  vapour.  The  vital  parts,  viz.  the 
brain  and  fpinal  marrow,  from  which  every  nerve  in  the 
iyflem  fprings;  the  heart  too,  and  the  lungs,  being  thus 
fecured  and  fortified  and  the  difeafe  itfelf  being  thus  in  a 
moment,  as  it  were,  effectually  fubdued;  and  the  laflitude, 
anxiety,  and  extreme  proltration  of  Arength,  alreadyr  gone 
off,  I  would  admiAer,  (as  foon  as  he  had  fweated  liilfici- 
ently,  and  AA’as  cooled,  rubb’d  dry,  and  flrifted,)  a  very 
brifk,  nay  a  draftic  vomit,  compofed  of  ipecacuanha,  eme¬ 
tic  tartar,  fait  of  amber,  and  florvers  of  benzoin, — which, 
by  the  way,  would  carry  off  the  materies  morbi ,  and  every 
thing  offenflve  from  the  Aomach  and  bowels ;  mo  A  power¬ 
fully  refiAing  putrefaction,  and  moA  fenfibly  giving  Arength 
and  fpirits;  its  operation  iliould  be  affiAcd  Avith  large  quan¬ 
tities  of  a  Arong  warm  infufion  of  chamomile  fioAvers,  orange 
peel,  and  horfe  radifh  root,  with  plenty  of  honey  to  blunt 
and  form  a  fort  of  foap  in  the  Aomach  and  boAvels; — After 
this  operation,  a  good  quantity  of  a  Arong  Ample  tinCiure 
of  myrrh,  mixed  with  camphorated  eleCtric  aether,  fhould 
be  poured  on  his  head,  breaA,  and  backbone,  he  fhould 
then  eat  a  piece  of  toaAed  bread,  and  drink  half  a  pint 
at  lea  A  of  the  moA  generous  warm  Avine;  Nature  by 
thefe  means  effectually  relieved  and  refrefhed,  feeling 
herfelf  fuperior,  and  exulting  at  having  overcome  fo  fierce 
fo  mortal  an  enemy,  would  then  fweetly  and  comfortably 
fink  doAvn  ©n  the  foft  bofom  of  lleep,  and  after  many  hours 
would  rife  up,  free  from  difeafe  and  infcCtion,  as  pure  and 
as  frefli  as  the  morning.  N.  B.  While  he  flept,  the  doors 
fliould  all  be  Aiut,  but  the  window's  Aill  open,  and  the  fire 
burning,  vivifying  fixed  air  fliould  uoav  and  then  afeend,  and 
vafi  quantities  of  aether,  vinegar,  or  camphorated  tinCture 
©f  myrrh,  fliould  be  difiiled  or  fprinkled  all  over  the  room. 

But,  fuppofing  the  wor A ;  fuppofing  that  after  all  this, 
the  fever  Iliould  Aill  remain,  or  fymptoms  of  infeCtieii 
iliould  Aill  be  fufpeCted  j  1  would  repeat,  as  often  as  I 

thought 
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thought  proper,  the  febrifuge  re  the  rial  medicine  I  bega* 
with  — I  would  continue,  by  turns,  vivifying  air,  and 
atherial  effluvia  into  his  lungs; — I  would  order  him  to  drink 
every  day,  one,  or  two,  or  three  pints  of  a  cordial  warm 
infufion  of  mint,  chamomile  flowers,  and  the  Peruvian 

bark  in  grofs  powder: - and  to  receive  two  or  three 

g'lyfters  daily,  of  a  ftrong  infufion  of  the  bark,  chamo¬ 
mile  flowers,  and  fnakeroot. — I  would  pervade  and  penetrate 
his  whole  fyftem  with  home  of  my  molt  powerful,  aerial, 
zetherial,  magnetic,  and  eledtric  efflences,  and  mufical  in¬ 
fluences;  and,  inllead  of  the  juice  of  half  a  mulberry,  or  a  tea- 
fpoGnful  of  lemon  juke,  a  large  bowl  of  mulberry  fyrup, 
another  of  the  fyrup  of  lemons  and  oranges,  and  a  third 
of  currant  jelly  and  water,  fhould  be  placed  on  the  fide- 
boards,  or  even,  in  many  cafes,  a  hearty  bowl  of  good 
punch,  made  of  old  mellow  genuine  fpirits,  from  Jamaica, 
Cogniac,  or  Batavia,  for  my  patient  to  quaff  at  plea- 
pleafure  ;  fpring,  and  chicken  water,  fflould  be  found  very 
plentiful — the  pot  fflould  fmoke  with  boiled  turnips,  and 
the  air  fhould  be  fragrant  with  the  odour  of  pomgra- 
nates,  pines,  or  loading  apples. 

By  way  of  preventing  a  relapfe,  inflead  of  half  a  dram  of 
dry  bark,  he  flioulcl  now  and  then  be  indulged  with  a 
’ivhole  one  of— good  brandy,  or  with  a  few  bumpers  off 
equal  parts  of  the  divine  SPA-water,  mixed  with  delici¬ 
ous  champaign e,  or  fome  fparkling  home  made  wine  ' 
or  if  my  patient  was  an  old  toper,  a  bottle  now  and 
then,  of  good  claret,  or  found  old  Madeira  wine,  fflould 
be  allowed  him  *  On  a  hearty  handful  (  I  mean  a  quar¬ 
ter  of  a  pound  of  each)  of  cinnamon,  another  of  ginger, 

*  A  brave  army  officer  now  alive,  being  feized  with  a 
putrid  fever  in  Jamaica  a  few  years  ago,  which  had  proved 
fatal  to  feveral  of  his  friends,  as  well  as  to  a  great  number 
of  private  men,  having  fubmltted  to  the  regular  medical 
treatment  without  efledb,  and  being  told  (in  order  that  he 
might  fettle  forne  matters)  and  indeed  himfelf  feeling  that 
he  could  not  live  but  a  few  hours,  ordered  his  coffin  to  be 
made,  placed  by  his  bed-fide,  and  filled  with  fine  old  Ma¬ 
deira  wine,  declaring,  that  as  he  muff  die,  he  would  feafon 
his  coffin,  drink  to  the  welfare  of  all  his  friends,  efpeoi- 
ally  thofe  in  Europe,  and  die  as  mellow  and  comfortable  as 
poilible.  He  made  thofe  about  him  drink  with  him  ;  and 
drank  fo  plentifully,  that  he  funk  down  in  the  bed  intoxi¬ 
cated,  and  fell  inter  a  found  deep,  and  profufe  frveat, 
which  la ftecl  above  twelve  hours,  when  he  awoke,  he  found 
himfelf  perfectly  well ;  ill  a  few  days  he  was  able  to  walk 
•about,  and  has  never  had  any  iUncfs  iince  that  time. 
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another  of  orange  peel,  another  of  the  beft  faffrfin,  as>- 
other  of  lavender  flowers,  another  of  Virginian  fnake-root, 
and  a  pound  of  the  heft  Peruvian  bark  in  powder,  fhould 
be  poured  a  couple  of  bottles  of  genuine  French  Brandy,  a 
couple  of  the  richeft  fack,  and  a  gallon  of  ftrong  high-fla¬ 
voured  claret. - Of  this,  the  good  Miftrefs  of  the  houfo 

fhould  be  the  faithful  preparer  ;  and  the  ily  invulnerable 
old  nurfe,  hiding  herfelf  from  the  infection,  and  foftered. 
under  its  genial  wing,  fhould  be  the  liberal  difpenfer. 

On  looking  over  the  felf  lame  learned  Gentleman’s  (I 
mean  the  Fellow  of  the  Royal  College  of  Phyficians,  the 
Phyfician  to  the  very  great  Hofpital,,  and  the  Public  Teacher 
of  the  Practice  of  Phyiic  in  London,)  on  looking  over,  I  fay9. 
his  chapter  on  the  “  Violent  fever  ;  otherwiie  called,  fays 
4i  he,  the  putrid,  malignant,  jail,  camp,  hofpital,  or  pe~ 
u  techial  fever  ;,s  1  find,  under  the  head,  CURE,  he  tells 
Hie  that,  u  As  tbe  fymptoms  indicating  weaknefs  appear,  the 
**  firength  is  to  be  Jupported ;  Bibat  ./Eger*  vin.  unc-fs.  ad  unc-k 

*  I  would  fain  hope,  that  this  prefcription  is  not  calcu¬ 
lated  for  an  Englifhman,  accuflorned  to  fwallow  daily  fix 
pounds  cf  bread,  beef,  and  ftrong  beer;  nor  for  a  North 
Briton  who  has  long  indulged  in  the  diabolical  ftimuli  o£ 
whifkey,  and  Scotch  fnufF.  I  don’t  wonder  at  Phyficians- 
writing  their  ridiefdous  preferiptions  in  Latin,  with  unin¬ 
telligible  characters,  and  an  afTecfted  illegibility  of  hand. 
They  have  great  reafoix  to  wifh  to  hide  from  the  eye  oF 
ieience,  or  common  good  fenfe,  or  even  from  the  eye  of  a. 
plain  mechanic,  what  would  redound  fo  very  little  to 
their  credit  and  confequence,  either  in  its  appearance  or 
effects.  Few  Englifh  Apothecaries  underftand  Latin,  and 
ftiil  fewer  of  their  apprentice  lads,  who  make  up  all  or 

woft  of  their  medicines  ; - fo  that  let  the  phylician  be 

ever  fo  fkilful,  or  the  apothecary  ever  fo  hoaeft— the  life 
of  the  patient  is  in  the  hands  of  an  ignorant  or  giddy  boy. 

Two  months  ago,  a  very  charitable  Lady,  lent  to  me  a 
poor  woman  near  death,  with  a  nervous  atrophy  or  confump- 
rion,  fpafmodic  cough,  hoarfenefs,  pain  in  her  fide,  and  a 
rnoft  ofFenftve  cadaverous  diftolution  of  the  blood,  and, 
indeed  of  the  whole  fvftem  i  fire  had  been  fome  months  an 
out-patient  at  an  hofpital  not  a  Sabbath  day’s  journey  from 
Hyde-Park  Corner,  without  receiving  the  ieaft  fhadow 
of  relief,  for  fhe  had  the  looks  and  fmell  of  a  corpfe 
three  days  dead  in  hot  weather.  PJaving  juft  crawled  into. 

-a  coach  that  morning  (tired  out  with  pain  and  difappoint- 
ment)  from  the  hofpital,  fhe  fhewed  me  the  medicines  fhe 
had  got,  which  were  a  blifter,  and  a  half  pint  phial  of  a. 
light  decohtion  of  the  bark,  acidulated  with  the  vitriolic 
i  acid^ 
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i(  ad  fe  mes  In  dies,”  which  for  the  benefit  of  my  mere  Eng- 
bill  reader,  I  have  the  honour  of  tranflating  into  plain 
Englifh,  as  follows  :  Let  the  poor  fellow’s  bodily  flrength  be 
fupported,  (now  ftruggling  in  the  laft  feene  of  the  tragedy) 
his  heart  and  nerves  comforted,  his  mind  exhilerated,  the 
texture  of  his  blood  and  the  tone  of  his  fibres  reflored,  and 
nature  enabled  to  ftruggle  with,  and  throw  oft'  an  obftinate, 
terrible,  and  now  confirmed  difeafe,  with  half  an  ounce, 
one  jingle  fpoonftd  of  poor  adulterated,  i vine,  taken  two  or  three, 
or  even  half  a  dozen  times  in  twenty-four  long,  weary, 
painful,  and  tedious  hours— — not  one  drop  of  which  can 
ever  get  into  the  wretched  creature’s  ftomach;  for  his  dry, 
BLACK,  fpongy  tongue,  and  his  parched  and  burning  threat, 
(in  mourning  as  it  were  for  their  approaching  fate,)  drink¬ 
ing  greedily  even  ten  times  the  quantity  preferibed,  would 
rob  every  other  part  of  the  fyftem  of  its  fliare  of  the  grate¬ 
ful,  neceftary,  and  very  genial  moifture. 

I  (hall  now  diftnifs  the  whole  matter,  with  obferving,. 
that  the  general  practice  of  phyfic,  and  of  furgery,  ex¬ 
acid.  Of  this  fire  was  directed  to  take  two  fpoonfuls  twice 
a  day,  and  as  {he  lived  in  the  country,  to  return  I  think 
in  a  fortnight. - Alas  !  alas  !  the  poor  woman  would  cer¬ 

tainly  have  been  in  a  few  days,  in  that  country  from 
whence  there  is  no  poflibility  of  returning.  Inftead  of  tor¬ 
menting  her  as  Hie  had  before  been  with  a  blifter,  I  ordered 
her  whole  body  and  limbs  which  appeared  clammy,  yellow 
blue,  and  dirty,  to  be  well  waflied  every  other  day  with 
warm  red  port  wine  and  French  brandy,  with  the  addition 
of  fome  aromatic  herbs, — and  on  the  intetmediate  days 
with  cold  milk  and  water- — rubbing  her  after  each  time  for 
an  hour  or  two  with  dry  warm  flannels  : — and  inftead  of 
the  four  fpoonfuls  of  a  weak  dccodlion  of  the  bark,  I  gave 
her  daily  to  drink,  and  by  way  of  giyfter,  an  infuiion  of 
two  ounces  of  the  beft  Peruvian  bark  in  powder,  one 
ounce  of  chamomile  flowers,  and  half  an  ounce  of  heat 
cinnamon,  upon  this  was  poured  a  quart  of  boiling  water  j: 
• — to  which,  when  cold  and  ftrained,  was  added,  no  lefs 
than  four  ounces  of  Huxham’s  tincSfcure  of  the  Bark, — and 
an  ounce  of  my  electric  asther  ;  and  I  moreover  ordered  heir 
to  chew  daily,  at  leaft,  two  ounces  of  frefli  liquorice  root. 

- The  confequence  of  which  was,  the  good  woman  got 

frefh,  plump,  tweet  and  healthy,  in  lefs  than  ten  days— 
to  the  great  furprife  and  joy  of  her  hufband,  and  the  bene¬ 
volent  lady  who  recommended  heir.— — Her  diet  was  toaftec! 
bifeuit  foaked  in  new  milk,  plenty  of  boiled  barley,  and 
rice  plumb  pudding;  and  her  principal  cordial  moving 
about  very  much  in  the  cool  open  air, 

cepting

eepting  in  manual  operations,  is  now,  and  always  lias 
been,  equally  inadequate,  ineffectual,  abliird,  and  ridi¬ 
culous.  I  can  compare  the  methods  and  preferiptions  of 
the  profeffors  of  thofe  great  and  god-like  arts,  and  my 
prefent  fituation  among  them,  to  nothing  better  than  the 
following:  fuppofe  a  ftrong  healthy  young  man,  who  hav¬ 
ing  ploughed  all  day  without  eating,  comes  home  at  night 
complaining  of  hunger,  to  half  a  dozen  of  medical  Gen¬ 
tlemen  ;  one  would  order  him  a  blifter,  another  preferibes 
a  purge,  a  third  a  vomit,  a  fourth  a  farthing’s  worth  of 
bread  and  four  fmall  beer,  a  fifth  a  glyflcr,  the  fixih  a 

cold  bath: - were  the  poor  fellow  at  la  ft,  full  of  difap- 

pointment  and  defpair,  to  apply  to  me,  and  following  my 
prefeription,  which  would  perhaps  be  to  eat  a  pound  of 
beef  and  a  pound  of  bread,  and  to  drink  a  pint  of  water 
and  a  pint  of  ftrong  beer  ;  taking,  I  fay,  thefe  my  medi¬ 
cines,  and  finding  himfelf  in  perfeCt  good  health,  ftill  he 
would  be  afperfed  with  the  name  of  fool,  and  I  myfelf, 
branded  in  my  public  capacity,  with  the  title  of  a  quack 
doeftor,  and  in  my  private  character,  with  every  thing  that 
“  envy,  pride,  hatred,  malice,  and  all  unchariiableneiy> 
COuld  fuggtft. 

I  forefaw  and  expected  that  the  very  moment  this  book 
was  published,  a  torrent  of  malevolence  and  abufe  would 
be  poured  forth  againft  me  from  all  quarters  by  the 
faculty  and  their  friends  :  but  the  poifoned  arrows 
of  envy  and  malevolence,  I  have  repelled  with  the 
moft  fovereign  contempt;  and  the  cnticifms  of  can¬ 
dour  and  liberality  I  fir  all  always  receive  with  defe¬ 
rence,  refpeCt,  and  gratitude.  Notwithftanding  I  thus 
venture  to  attack  and  oppo fe  the  practice  in  general,  of  the 
whole  medical  tribe  that  now  live,  or  that  ever  did  live  on 
the  face  of  the  globe,  I  ftand  not  unfupported ;  for  on  the 
broadeft  bafts,  and  on  the  nobleft  ground,  I  am  fupported 
in  the  firmeft  and  moft  honourable  manner ; — I  am  fuppoited 
by  groups  of  adamantine  pillars — by  a  multitude  of  extraor¬ 
dinary  and  indifputable  fafits,  even  of  cures  perfect  and  laft- 
ing,  which  the  moft  celebrated  of  the  faculty  had  in  vain  at¬ 
tempted  to  perform,  and  many  of  which  are  attefted  byfome 
of  the  moft  refpefitable  characters  and  moft  noble  perfonages 
in  Europe.  I  am  fupported  too,  by  a  diploma  from  an  ancient 
Brilifh  univerfity;  and  moreover,  with  the  approbation  of 
my  pradtice,  &e.  in  writing,  under  the  handsoffeveral  candid 
and  liberal  phyficiam  andfurgeons,  members  of  Royal  Col¬ 
leges,  and  well  known  in  the  republic  of  letters  ;  and  abov$ 
all,  I  am  fupported  with  the  moft  cordial  eonfcioufnefs 
of  the  certainty  and  infinite  fuperxority  of  my  peculiar 
methods  of  curing  thofe  difeafes  (that  are  in  their  nature 

curable) 
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turable)  Internal  and  external,  to  which  the  human  body 
is  liable  :  chearfully,  therefore,  confiding  in  the  candour 
©f  the  public  at  large,  and  depending  folely  on  the  fuccefs 
which  attends  my  practice,  1  cannot  fail  of  acquiring  a 
fortune  equal  to  my  higheft  ambition  ;  and  I  look  forward, 
delighted,  at  the  profpeCt  of  immortal  fame  !  !  ! 

After  thefe  fanguine  and  very  pompous  declarations,  it 
may  be  afked  from  what  fources  did  I  draw  my  boafted 
and  very  extraordinary  knowledge :  and  how  I  accorn- 
pliflied  fuch  wonderful — nay,  miraculous  difcoveries  and 
improvements  ?  Some  of  the  faculty  will  fay,  “  thefe  pre- 

“  tenfions  to  fuperior  flcill  are  impofitions  ; - and  to 

“  difcoveries,  unjuft.” - iEther,  fixed  air,  electricity,  and 

even  mufic,  have  been  long  known  and  ufed  in  medicine. — 

Yes:  but  I  beg  leave  to  afk  how  have  they  been  known ? - - 

and  what  good  purpofes  have  been  anfwered  by  them  ? - - 

That  thefe  are  not  new  difcoveries  all  the  world  know  ; 
but  that,  though  promifing  great  things,  they  have  been 
but  little  attended  to,  is  equally  notorious.  They  have 
undergone  the  fate  of  moji  other  valuable  remedies  ;  which 
have  excited  great  expectation,  xvhile  they  pleafed  with  the 
charm  of  novelty ;  which  foon  wearing  off,  they  have 
been  negleCted  and  almoft  forgotten,  till  fome  practitioner 
of  more  genius  and  difcernment  than  the  bulk  of  his 
brethren,  who  are  indolently  and  implicitly  guided  by 
fafhion  and  authority,  hath  had  the  good  fenfe  to  con- 
fider  their  properties  and  the  pofiible  application  of  them, 
with  the  attention  they  deferve  ;  and  by  patient  think¬ 
ing,  and  afliduous  application  of  their  qualities  and  ef¬ 
fects,  hath  not  only  revived  them,  but  vaftly  enlarged  the 
fphere  of  their  utility,  and  fecured  to  the  world  valuable 
articles,  which,  through  the  rnoft  fhameful  inattention,  to 
call  it  by  no  worfe  a  name;  had  been,  in  a  great  meafure, 
loft  to  mankind,  and  were  finking  a  pace  into  oblivion. 

Thus  MERCURY  was  long  known  as  a  medicine,  but 
confidered  as  a  doubtful  and  a  dangerous  one  ;  and  there¬ 
fore  much  negleCted,  and  profcribed  by  many  as  a  poifon  ; 
till  its  Ipecific  efficacy  in  fo  general  a  difeafe  as  the  vene¬ 
real  by  bringing  it  more  frequently  into  ule,  made  peo¬ 
ple  better  acquainted  with  its  fafety  and  its  virtues  ;  yet, 
long  as  it  hath  been  known  as  a  valuable  medicine,  it  was 
ftili  very  imperfectly  known ,  before  the  beginning  of  the 
prelent  century  ;  its  virtues  have  been  better  alcertained, 
and  its  exhibition  rendered  more  eafy,  agreeable,  and  effica¬ 
cious,  within  the  laft  thirty  or  forty  years,  than  from  its 
firft  introduction  into  medicine  till  that  period  ;  fo  that 
there  is  not  now  a  more  efficacious,  or  a  fafer  medicine, 
'in  certain  cafes,  under  Jhilful  management ,  in  the  whole  Ma*» 
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teria  Mediea.  But  be  it  known,  that  this,  and  the  follow¬ 
ing  medicine,  are  articles  which  I  have  feldom — very  fel- 
dom  occalion  to  ufe — notwithflanding  the  exceeding  exten- 
fivenefs  of  my  praCtice.  I  except  however,  a  certain  di¬ 
vine — pure — philofophical  mercury,  the  foul  of  metals, 
never  known  but  to  a  few  adepts  in  any  age  or  country  ; 
but  which  I  am  now  by  great  labour  and  expence  become 
ra  after  of. 

Opium,  too,  though  known  in  practice  above  two  thou- 
fand  ye v\$,  was  ufed  fo  fparingly,  and  with  fo  much  timi¬ 
dity,  and  caution  *,  excepting  by  a  few  bold  practitioners, 
fuch  as  Paracelfus,  Hacquet  and  his  followers,  who  in- 
judicioufly  imagined  it  could  do  every  thing,  which  unfor¬ 
tunately  hurt  its  credit,  by  exciting  expectations  which  it 
could  never  fatisfy, — fo  that  it  was  of  but  little  fervice  in. 
the  cure  of  difeafes,  till  within  the  prefent  century  ;  fince 
the  beginning  of  which,  notwithflanding  the  efforts  of 
Stahl f,  and  his  difciples,  it  hath  met,  in  England  at 
leaft,  with  the  attention  deferves  ;  and  many  an  apothecary’s 
apprentice  can  now  do  more  with  it,  than  the  molt  able 
phyficians,  a  very  few  excepted,  could,  or  dared  to  do, 
little  more  :han  half  a  century  ago. 

The  Peruvian  Bark,  likewife,  made  a  great  noife,  and 
was  much  fought  after,  cn  its  firft  introduction  into  Eu¬ 
rope;  but  foon  loft  ground  through  the  prejudices  and  in¬ 
attention  of  practitioners,  till  it  was  again  revived  by 
Talbot,  Sydenham,  and  Morton  ;  lince  which  it  hatfi 
been  gradually  growing  in  reputation,  and  is  now  become 
one  of  the  moft  univerfal  remedies  in  the  whole  circle  of 
the  practice  of  phyfre. 

Antimony  was  alfo  long  known , — by  a  few  admired  and 
extolled,— feared  by  many, — and  at  length  negleCted  by 
almoft  every  body,— till  Dr.-  Huxharn  and  Dr.  James  gave 
it  new  life,  the  latter,  by  the  vafl  fuccefs  of  his  fever 
powder,  and  the  former  by  his  antimonial  elfence,  &c. 
— —and  now  no  medicines  are  more  generally  efteern- 
ed,  or  more  frequently  ufed,  not  only  in  fevers,  but  in  a 
great  variety  of  other  diforders,  than  the  numerous  prepa¬ 
rations  of  that  important  femi-metal.

I  beg 
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I  beg  leave,  moreover,  to  mention  the  practice  of  ino¬ 
culation  tor  the  Small-Pox,  as  improved  by  Baron  Dimf- 
clale,  and  the  Suttons,  within  the  lad  twenty  years,  to 
the  inconceivable  benefit  of  mankind.  How  many  lives, 

■ — how  many  beautiful  faces, — has  that  falutary  practice 

preierved  ! - Sutton  ought  to  have  a  title  and  a  penlion 

while  he  lives,  and  ftatues  eredted  to  his  memory:  and  ia 
the  fair — in  the  gracious  face  of  the  Wise  and  Magna¬ 
nimous  Mistress  of  the  greateft  empire  on  the  globe,  I 
myfelf,  during  my  relidence  in  Ruilia,  have  beheld  the 
happy  effedts  of  the  Baron’s  art;  and  lie  and  his  poderity 
feel,  and  will  for  ever  feel,  the  cordial  ededts  of  her 
Imperial  Majelly’s  refolution,  liberality,  and  unexampled 
munificence.  Although  thefe  bold  and  great  men  have 
carried  the  management  of  that  once  terrible  diforder  to  fo 
extraordinary  a  degree  of  perfedlion,  yet  have  they  done 
little  or  nothing  that  was  not  as  well  known  before  their 
time,  as  the  virtues  and  application  of  J£ther,  fixed 
and  vivifying  air,  magnetifm,  mulic,  eledfcricity,  See.  are 
now  known  to  the  faculty  in  general  *. 

It  is  true,  indeed,  that  aether,  eledtricity,  mulic,  air, 
and  feveral  other  means  by  which  I  render  the  valuable  ar¬ 
ticles  of  materia  medica  more  adtive  in  the  cure  of  difeafes 
have  been  for  a  conliderabie  time  known  in  medicine. 
But  how,  I  repeat, — have  they  been  known  ?  what  impor¬ 
tant  purpofes  have  been  anfwered  by  them?  Some  few 

inftances  of  their  efficacy  are  upon  record; - they  ferve 

to  enlarge  the  lift  of  the  articles  of  the  Materia  Meaica;— 

*  Indeed,  were  the  manner  of  ufing,  and  the  effedts  of 
set  her  nitrous  or  vitriolic,  fait  of  amber,  Ruffia  caftor, 
jnufk,  See,  ever  fo  well  known  to  medical  men,  there  is  not 
one  in  a  thoufand,  who  either  could  or  would  go  to  the  great 
expence  of  ufiug  fuch  valuable  remedies,  in  neceffary  and 
ededtual  quantities.  The  quantities  I  ufe  of  them,  efpecially 
of  the  two  fir!!,  in  outward  applications,  and  for  set  he  rial 
tindtures  of  tjie  bark,  and  of  the  rnofl  precious  gums 
and  balfims — —as  well  as  for  extracting' the  fined  eilences 
from  metallic  and  other  fubdances  is  immenfe  and  incre¬ 
dible,  and  renders  the  prices  of  many  of  my  medicines 
and  operations  very  high.  But  of  this  few  of  my  patients 
complain;  becaufe  acute  difeafes  which  threaten  immedi¬ 
ate  death,  or  chronic  ones  which  have  been  confirmed  for 
years,  and  have  balded  the  effedts  of  every  advice  and 
medicine  that  had  been  tried,  are  frequently  effectually  and 
ladingly  cured  in  a  few  days,  by  the  irrefidable  means  I 
employ-  So  that  things  which  at  fil'd  appear  very  dear,  are 
found  in  fadt,  by  far  the  cheaped  and  mod  dedrable. 
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sad  to  {Well  the  oftentatious  train  of  imaginary  medical  rc» 
fources,  which  are  in  reality  of  very  {mall  and  precarious 
ule  in  a<5tual  practice;  becaufe  they  are  rather  fuppofed  to 
po fiefs  great  virtues,  than  known  to  be  endowed  with  any 

ufeful  virtue  at  all. - But  as  truly  valuable  and  efficacious 

remedies,  applicable  to  a  great  variety  of  diforders,  and 
capable  of  affording  certain  relief  in  a  vaft  number  of  de¬ 
plorable  and  hitherto  incurable  cafes,  they  have  been  in  a 
great  meafure  unknown  and  unregardeb,  except  by 
myfelf  alone.  And  in  this  refpeCt,  as  well  as  in  my  various 
and  curious  combinations  and  applications  of  them,  of  my 
chemical  eflences,  andof  mymedicinal  fimples,  whichl  render 
aCtive  and  effectual  by  thefe  powerful  means  and  irrefiftible 
agents,  I  not  only  lay  an  indifputable  claim  of  discovering, 
improving,  and  of  poffeiTing  {kill  fo  far  fuperior  as  to  be 
able  to  cure  difeafes,  internal  and  external,  where  the  mod 
celebrated  Phyficians  and  Surgeons  on  earth  have  failed.— 
Of  this,  the  belt  proof  is  the  great  number  I  daily  have 
the  pleafure  of  curing ;  nor  is  it  at  all  wonderful,  al¬ 
though  moft  of  the  Patients  had  been  given  up  by  other 
practitioners ;  for  can  it  be1  thought  Arrange  that  fuch  a 
■variety  of  difeafes  yeild  to  my  new  and  peculiar  methods, 
confifting  of  the  moft  valuable  medicines  produced  by  na¬

But  much  of  the  efficacy  of  thefe  medicines,  as  of  every¬ 
thing  elfe,  depends  on  a  fkilful  and  perfevering  exhibi¬ 
tion  of  them;  fo  true  is  that  maxim  of  Hippocrates. - -

To  thofe  Gentlemen  who  enquire  from  what  fources  T 
have  drawn  my  Medical  Knowledge— Improvements — and 
fuperior  Skill,  my  anfwer  {hall  be  as  brief  as  poffible. 

To  effedt  thefe,  I  venture  to  fay,  moft  invaluable  difeo- 
veries  and  improvements,  I  have  fpared  neither  coft  nor 
pains.  After  a  regular  claffical  and  medical  education  at  the 
celebrated  Univerfity  of  Edinburgh,  1  diligently  confulted 
the  literary  monuments  of  the  moft  illuftrious  and  moft  ex- 
cent  rick  dead,  by  ranfacking  and  culling  from  every  book, 
ancient  and  modern  I  could  meet  with,  and  even  from 
manuferipts  written  before  printing  was  invented; — I 
courted,  too,  information  and  inftruCtion  from  the  mob: 
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eminent  among  the  living;  and  after  collecting  what  t 
could  in  every  part  of  the  lllands  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland 
I  travelled  for  further  intelligence  and  improvements  in 
many  foreign  nations. 

My  third  to  invedigate  the  properties  and  effects  of  air, 
climate,  &c.  was  fo  great,  that  I  even  made  a  voyage  into 
the  frozen  regions  of  Greenland,  attending  to  the  difeafes, 
and  to  the  nature  of  the  herbs  peculiar  to  that  adoni filing 
and  mod  tremendous  country. 

America,  I  knew,  produced  a  great  number  of  fimple, 
yet  mod  efficacious  medicines  ;  and  the  Indians,  I  had  been 
told,  cured  fome  terrible  difeafes,  efpecially  Venereal  and 
Rheumatic,  by  methods  unknown  to  Europeans,  and  pecu¬ 
liar  to  themfelves  alone;  I  was  convinced  too,  from  the 
writings  of  an  American,  one  of  the  greated  Philofophers 
in  the  world,  that  in  Philadelphia  Electricity  had  been 
more  improved,  was  better  underdood,  and  more  gene¬ 
rally  cultivated  than  in  any  other  part  of  the  world : 
and  it  is  univerfally  acknowledged  that  the  Germans  excel 
in  the  knowledge  of  the  abdrufe  and  more  curious  branches 
of  Chemidry,  as  well  as  of  the  nature  of  mines,  metals, 
and  minerals. 

I  embarked  accordingly,  feveral  years  ago,  for  America  % 
and  after  making  a'  tour  of  all  the  principal  Colonies  of 
that  vad  Continent,  purfuing  difcoveries,  and  invediga- 
ting  the  nature  and  properties  of  plants,  See.  as  well  as 
informing  myfelf  of  the  Indian  method  of  curing  difeafes  by 
affociating  with  and  bribing  the  Indians  themfelves  ;  I  re¬ 
dded  in  Philadelphia  two  years,  attending  the  public  Exhi¬ 
bitions  and  Lectures  on  Electricity  in  that  College,  as  well 
as  applying  clofely  to  private  experiments,  and  to  general 
practice,  during  a  reiideace  and  progrefs  of  live  years 
in  Neva -York,  New  Jerfey ,  Pennfylvania ,  Maryland ,  Vir¬ 
ginia,  and  through  various  other  parts  of  that  fertile,  im- 
menfe,  and  then  most  happy — country! - - 

In  Holland  and  in  Germany  too,  I  fpent  a  conliderable 
time  at  different  periods  of  my  life,  in  chemical,  magnetic 
and  mudcal  refearches ;  but  after  all,  I  had  not  brought 
the  difcoveries  and  improvements  I  had  in  my  view,  to  the 
point  of  perfection  1  aimed  at,  before  I  would  venture  to 
recommend  them  with  confidence  to  the  public  :  ’till  hear¬ 
ing  at  laft  of  a  perfon  in  Rujjfia,  who  had  devoted  almoft 
his  whole  life  to  the  fludy  of  magnetilfn,  I  refoived  on  vi- 
fiting  this  gentleman. 

To  St.  Peterjburgh  therefore  I  went,  and  notvvithffanding 
the  length  of  the  journey  (by  the  route  I  took,  near  four 
thoufand  miles  going  and  returning)  I  was  richly  corn- 
pen  fa  ted  by  the  great  improvements  I  was  enabled  to 
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make  In  matters  of  fitch  high  importance,  and  by  being 
an  eye  and  ear  witnefs  to  the  aftonifhing  and  rapid 
progrefs  of  arts,  fciences,  literature,  and  civilization  in 
that'  immenfe,  and  iioav  moft  refpeclable  and  ntoft  im¬ 
portant  country.  On  my  return  to  England,  I  digefted 
the  whole,  and  with  much  labour,  EXPENCE,  ex¬ 
periments  and  obfervation,  reduced  my  new  fyftem,  with  the 
various  magnificent  andmofl  expenfive  apparatus,  procefl'es, 
preparations,  and  applications,  to  the  utmofl  fimplicity 
their  natures  were  fufceptible  of:  and  now,  the  inflant  relief  I 
almoft  conftantly  afford,  and  the  aftonifhing  and  frequently 
unexpected  cures  1  daily  perform,  in  dilbrders  that  had 
baffled  the  fkill  of  the  moft  eminent  Phyficians  in  Europcy 
independent  of  the  fame  I  acquire,  and  of  the  princely  for¬ 
tunes  I  may  amafs,  afford  me  daily  the  higheft  and  molt 
exalted  pleafure  that  the  human  mind  is  perhaps  capable 
of  enjoying.. 

After  all,  it  would  be  both  unjuft  and  ungenerous,  were 
I  not  thankfully  to  acknowledge  the  much  valuable  infor¬ 
mation,  and  many  ufeful  hints  1  have  received  from  the 
judicious,  truly  philofophical,  and  practical  publications 
of  leveral  of  my  ingenious  countrymen,  who  are  living 
ornaments,  and  will  be  an  everiafting  honour  to  this 
learned  age  and  nation. — To  the  learned  and  liberal  Sir 
John  Pringle,  Dr.  Hunter,  Dr.  Cullen,  Dr.  Monro, 
Profeflor  of  Anatomy,  the .  Hon.  Mr.  Cavendish,  Dr. 
Black,  Dr.  Brownrigg,  Dr.  M£Bride;  and  the  great,  ju¬ 
dicious,  and  indefatigable  Dr.  Priestley,  1  am  indebted 
for  many  important  difeoveries,  and  hints  relative  to  the 
nature  of  animal  putrefaction,  and  the  application  of 
fixed  air  and  other  antifeptic  iubftances  to  the  human 
body,  in  the  cure  of  every  kind  of  putrid  difordcr ;  and 
to  the  latter,  for  many  new  and  curious  experiments,  as 
well  as  for  a  great  number  of  hints,  queries,  and  con¬ 
jectures,  thrown  out  as  fubjedts  well  worthy  the  atten¬ 
tion  of  adventurers  lit  the  inveftigation  and  improvement 
of  electrical  fcience. — —To  the  juftly  celebrated  Dr.  Eo- 
t  her  gill,  I  am  indebted  for  fome  valuable  hints,  con¬ 
cerning  the  cure  of  confumptions.— - To  the  late  learned 

and  iagacious  Dodtor  Wiiytt,  for  confiderable  improve¬ 
ment  relative  to  the  nature  and  cure  of  ali  nervous  dis¬ 
orders;  and  to  that  judicious  philofopher,  moft  elegant 
•writer,  and  good  man,  the  late  Dr.  Gregory,  for  reducing 
the  whole  treatment  of  the  gout,  and  fome  other  difeales, 

to  the  moft  beautiful  prcciiion  and  fimplicity. - Affifted 

by  the  difeoveries,  improvements,  hints,  and  demonftra- 
tions  of  thefe  great  men,  the  methods  I  have  had  the  hap- 
pinels  to  invent,  improve,  or  extend,  po lTeft  all  the  qua¬ 
lifications  of  the  moft  perfedl  mode  required  by  Celsus,  of 
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curing  ({  C'to ,  tuts,  &  jucundc fpeedily,  fafely,  and  agree* 
ably. 

All  this  is  done  often  with  no  internal  medicines,  and 
generally  with  very  few;  and  thole  of  the  mod  elegant 
and  moll:  agreeable  kind,  confiding  chiefly  of  diet,  limple 
medicines,  and  fimple  or  medico-eledtrical  baths  or  fumi¬ 
gations,  or  of  certain  pure,  fubtil,  chemical  effences ; 
aerial,  aetherial,  mulical,  magnetic,  and  electric  vapours, 
applications,  and  influences,  varioufly  modified,  combined, 
and  applied,  fo  as  to  be  adapted  to  the  great  variety  of 
conftitutions  and  cafes,  which,  in  fome  form  or  other,  are 
capable  of  being  either  cured  or  relieved  by  them.  For  I 
pretend  not  to  cure  every  eonfumption,  every  gout,  every 
nervous,  painful  or  dangerous  difeafe  which  may  occur: 
but  I  dare  venture  to  promife  the  cure  of  xnoft,  and  relief 
of  all  whofe  cafes  I  {hall  undertake.  For  many  cafes  there 

are,  with  which  I  fhali  have  no  concern; - fome,  as 

being  too  inconfiderable,  and  readily  cured  in  the  common 
modes  of  practice  by  every  man  of  any  degree  of  fleili  in 

his  profeflion; - thefe  I  leave  to  my  regular  brethren 

of  the  faculty,  to  be  cured  bv  the  ufual  means: - and 

there  are  others  that  are  obvioufly,  at  firft  light,  incapable 
of  either  cure,  or  (which  indeed  rarely  happens)  of  the 

leaf!  relief - -fuch  cafes  however,  fometimes  occur,  and 

fuch  I  at  once  rejedt,  as  thinking  it  the  height  of  cruelty 
and  injuftice,  on  the  one  hand,  to  deceive  the  unhappy 
fufFerers  with  falfe  and  groundlefs  hopes,  which  will  but 
add  to  their  afflictions,  already  grievous,  the  anxieties  of 
doubtful  expectation,  and  the  pangs  of  the  mod  cruel  diff 

appointment: - -and,  on  the  other  hand,  to  rob  of  their 

money  thofe  unfortunate  victims  of  pain  and  difeafe,  whom 

I  cannot  amply  repay  with  the  precious - the  invaluable 

bl effing  of  eafe,  or  of  health  r - of  the  former  there  afe 

a  great  number;  in  which  I  reckon  flight  colds,  accompa¬ 
nied  with  a  cough  and  fome  degree  of  fever,  but  which  are 

of  very  fhort  duration  : - regular  and  well  formed  gouts, 

which  afFeCt  the  extremities  only;  and  fuch  trifling  ner¬ 
vous  complaints  as  will  go  off  by  abflaining  from  tea, 
coffee,  and  all  unnatural  or  enervating  indulgences 
aififted  with  regularity,  moderation,  and  a  few  of  the 

common,  light,  cordial  medicines. - Let  no  such 

apply  to  me,  or  if  they  fihould  apply,  take  it  amifs, 
that  I  recommend  it  to  them  to  have  recourfe  for  relief 

to  a  common  apothecary,  or  to  a  family  phyfician. - . 

To  patients  of  the  latter  fort,  whofe  cafes,  on  examination, 
I  may  find  to  be  incurable,  1  fliall  recommend  as  lorne,  and 
indeed  the  only  relief  of  their  prefent  fufferings,  a  patient 
endurance  of  their  unhappy  lot,  and  a  religious  refignation 
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to  the  will  of  that  Being  who  affii&eth  us  for  our  goody 
and  often  healeth  unexpectedly  by  his  almighty  power. 

It  may  not  be  Improper,  in  this  place,  to  mention  the 
principal  difeafes  in  which  I  have  found  my  medicines 
and  applications  the  mold  ferviceabie.  And  fi r ft,  in  con¬ 
sumptions  incipient,  and  even,  in  feme  cafes,  when  the 
d.ifordet  is  considerably  advanced,  I  feldom  fail  of  curing. 
jBut  where  the  lungs  have  been  long  and  deeply  ulcerated, 
and  the  patient  greatly  reduced,  I  generally  decline  doing 

any  thing - for  in  thofe  ftages.  of  the  difeafe,  a  cure  is, 

1  believe,  generally  found  impossible;  in  fuch  deplorable 
cafes,  however,  I  am  often  prevailed  on  to  attempt  giving 
relief,  and  I  generally  fucceed  in  alleviating  the  molt  dif- 
treiling  and  alarming  fymptoms,  and  in  lengthening  life, 
with  fome  meafure  of  comfort,  to  the  longed:  poilible  period. 
It  will  be  feen  by  examining  the  cafes  hereunto  annexed, 
and  from  a  large  volume  of  cures  lately  performed,  and 
which  I  am  now  by  the  delire  of  the  happy  patients, 
preparing  for  the  prefs,  that  I  frequently  fucceed  in  curing 
eonfumptions — even  where  the  lungs  have  been  ulcerated, 
and  the  patient  reduced  to  the  lowed  degree  of  weakness, 
by  conftant  coughing  and  Spitting, — by  colliquative — clam¬ 
my-cold  night  fweats — heCtic  fever,  flriverings  and  burn¬ 
ings, — waiting  purgings, — hoarfenefs,  pain  in  the  brealt  and 
Sides, — fwellings  of  thelegs  and  feet, —-and  all  the  deplorable 
train  of  fymptoms  and  fuflferings  which  ufually  clofe  the 
melancholy  feene. 

In  althmas,  whether  accidental,  periodical,  or  constitu¬ 
tional,  humoural  or  fpafmodic,  recent  or  long  confirmed, 
I  never  fail  in  giving  inftant  and  mofi  fenftble  relief  and 
feldom,  very  feldom ,  if  my  medicines  and  directions  are 
perlilted  in,  of  radically  and  laftingly  curing,  and  that  too, 
when  the  air  of  foreign  countries,  and  the  attempts  of  the 
molt  celebrated  phyfieians  in  the  world,  have  proved  in¬ 
effectual.  The  patient,  when  in  the  greateft  agonies,  is 
inftantaneoufiy  relieved  from  the  terrible  apprehensions  of 
fuffocation ;  the  coughing  is  fettled  ;  the  fpafmodic  Stric¬ 
tures  are  taken  off  the  lungs  and  organs  of  refpiration, — • 
the  tough,  ropey  Slime  or  phlegm  is  attenuated,  and  brought 
away  by  vomiting  or  eafy  .expectoration- — and,  finally,  the 
mucous  obstructions  in  the  fine  air  veSFels  of  the  lungs,  and 
the  irritations  of  the  exquifite  nervous  membranes,  which 
occafion  a  fulnefs  and  inflammatory  rawnefs,  and  ca~ 
tarhal  defluxions,  which  bring  on  roughnefs,  hoarfenefs, 
frequently  a  whifpering,  and  fometimes  a  total  lofs  of 
voice,  fo  thoroughly  removed,  as  feldom  to  return,  even 
in  cafes  the  moil  deplorable,  and  where  there  has  been 
feafon  to  apprehend  the  difeafe  hereditary.

ble  diforder  the  hooping  cough,  which  proves  fatal  to  fo

cured  by  external  applications  alone.  Worms  too,  in 
children,  as  well  as  in  grown  people,  are  efl'ecftually  and 
very  fpeedily  cured,  and  often  by  certain  gliders,  and  ex¬ 
ternal  applications  alone. 

In  the  "Gout,  when  the  diforder  is  regular  and  affecfts 
only  the  extremities,  there  is  little  or  no  occafion  for  medical 
help,  air,  briik  exercile,  fcrupulous  temperance,  frequent 
wafhings,  and  long  continued  fridtions  are  mod:  advifeable  : 
but  when  it  flies  about  the  whole  fyftem,  when  it  is  com¬ 
bined  with  rheumatic  venereal  or  fcorbutic  complaints, 
or  when  it  threatens,  or  has  actually  attacked  the  head  or 
flomach,  it  is  in  the  power  of  my  art,  frequently  to  eradi¬ 
cate  thele  unfortunate  combinations,  to  drive  it  from  thefe 
dangerous  parts — and  to  determine  and  fix  it  in  the  extre¬ 
mities. ;  rendering  the  fits  of  the  gout  lefs  frequent,  caller, 
and  of  fhorter  duration. 

The  great  attention  which  I  have  paid  for  many  years  to 
the  Venereal  Disease,  in  qvery  part  of  the  world  into 
which  I  have  travelled,  and  the  fuperior  gentlenefs,  expi- 
dition,  and  radicalnefs  with  which  I  cure  every  ftage  and 
degree  of  that  dreadful  difeafe,  is  well  known  to  great  num¬ 
bers  of  men  of  rank,  and  of  the  be  ft  underftanding  in  Great 
Britain  ;  and  I  have  been  particularly  happy  in  removing 
venereal  maladies  when  complicated  with  rheumatic,  goutv, 
or  icorbutic  cafes,  and  in  nervous  relaxed  habits  of  body. 

• - The  moft  troublefome,  painful,  and  dangerous  affec¬ 

tions  too  of  the  urethra,  proftate  glands,  and  neck,  of  the 
bladder,  which  in  general  prove  fo  very  obftinate,  I  cure 
without  the  leaft  pain  or  danger  whatever.

Mercury  ought  never  to  be  ufed  in  any  confiderable  quan¬ 
tity,  or  for  any  length  of  time,  without  ufmg,  very  often, 
at  the  fame  time,  the  flmple  tepid  bath  of  bran  and  water, 
milk  and  water,  or  pure  water  alone ;  drinking  daily 
largely  of  pure  gum  arable  dilTolved  in  chicken  water,  or 
of  proper  decoctions  of  the  mild  demulcents,  or  vegetable 
balfamics,  diuretics  and  ftiengtheners,  fuch  as  farfaparilla, 
liquorice,  marfhmallow,  or  parfley  roots,  linfeed,  elder 
flowers,  Feruvian-b  irk,  &c.-— -As  to  the  new  method  faid  to 
be  recommended  by  fome  worthy  and  learned  gentlemen — of 
rubbing  mercury  on  the  infide  of  the  lips,  cheeks,  and  confe- 
quentiy  on  the  tongue,  teeth,  palate,  fauces,  See. — I  know  not 
what  to  fay;  for  I  cannot  think  that  any  gentleman  can  be 

ferrous  in  this  affair. - Every  cautious  and  ikilful  Phyfi- 

eian  and  Surgeon,  takes  every  ftep  to  hinder  mercury  from 
acting  on,  or  pading  off  by  thofe  parts,  or  the  alimentary 
canal.  It  muft  furely  have  been  a  combination  of  unprin¬ 
cipled  and  unemployed  den  tiffs  and  mouth  menders,  who 
have  fet  this  horrible  practice  on  foot,  in  order  that  their 
healing  dentrifices  might  fell,  and  the  artificial  teeth  trade 
douriih.  I  took  a  fancy  one  day  to  rub  a  few  grains  of 
calomel,  on  the  infide  of  my  lips  and  cheeks,  but  the 
foetid  and  braffy  tafle  -which  it  left  for  a  dozen  of  hours  in 
my  mouth,  made  me  bitterly  repent  it. 

Rheumatisms,  both  chronic  and  acute,  efpecial'y  thofe 
that  have  not  been  of  long  {landing,  adedting  the  head, 
face,  or  extremities  with  great  pain,  fwelling,  or  weaknefs, 
generally  yield  to  the  fuperior  power  of  my  fimple,  or  me- 
dico-electiical  baths,  electric  fulphur,  sstherial  and  electric 
dreams  and  bruihings,  and  magnetic  influences. 

From  the  prefent  general  (Hie  of  living — from  the  luxury,, 
#olly,  and  diffipation  of  people  of  all  ranks,  the  diforders 
that  now-a-days  mod  ulually  prevail,  are  fuch  as  proceed 
from  repletion,  relaxation,  or  irritation.  They  are  termed 
NERVOUS;  and  although  they  are  very  various  in  their 
appearances,  obflinate,  and  dreadful  in  their  ccnfequences, 
yet  in  the  removal  of  thofe  even  of  the  mod  obftlnate 
and  alarming  kind,  I  generally  fucceed  when  I  meet  with, 
people  of  good  fenfe,  refolution,  and  of  a  tradtable  diipo- 
iition.  It  is  certain,  however,  that  difeafes  proceeding 
from  mere  fulnefs  or  repletion,  give  way  very  readily  to 
the  mild  and  friendly  evacuations,  & c.  I  employ,  and 
thofe  which  are  occasioned  by  relaxations  or  fpafms,  to 
the  genial  drengthemeg,  and  reflorative  influences  of  my 
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difcoveries  and  improved  medicines.  Nervous  tremors, 
low  fpirits,  feeblenefs,  and  ihalcings  of  the  limbs,  8c c.  and 
that  dread,  horror,  anxiety,  and  imbecility  of  body  and 
mind,  and  that  fulnefs,  laffitude,  and  oppreflion  after  eat¬ 
ing  or  being  in  company;  cannot  long  refill:  the  exceeding 
cordial,  ftrengthening,  and  bracing  effects  of  the  regimen 
I  nrefcribe,  and  the  electrical  and  mufical  influences  1  em¬ 
ploy.  Nervous  and  rheumatic  pains  and  fwellings  in  the 
head,  jaw  bones,  or  face,  thole  efpecially  that  are  pe¬ 
riodical,  alarming  and  excruciating;  FITS  too,  of  the 
fainting,  hyfteric,  convulfive,  lethargic,  epileptic,  and 
apoplectic  kind;  and  maniacal  diforders,  whether  raging 
or  melancholy  madnefs,  generally  give  way  to  my  peculiar 
modes  of  treatment.  But  when  pallies,  melancholy  mad¬ 
nefs*,  and  epileptic  fits  have  been  of  very  long  ftand- 

*  The  horrible  cruelties  that  have  been  committed 
on  poor  lunatics  in  mad  houfes  are  as  Blocking,  as  the 
modes  adopted  for  their  cure  are  in  general  abfurd,  and 
ineffectual.  The  former  was  fo  inhuman  and  notori¬ 
ous,  that  the  wifdom  of  the  legiflature  has  interpofed, 
and  now  done  every  thing  to  prevent  it  ;  but  the  latter  ffiil 
calls  aloud  for  amendment.— — ■Compaffion  therefore,  to 
my  fellow  creatures  labouring  under  thofe  the  molt  me¬ 
lancholy  and  molt  pitiable  of  all  violations  and  afflictions, 
compels  me  earneftly  to  recommend  to  ail  who  arc 
employed  in  the  management  or  cure  of  fuch  cafes,  the 
frequent  and  perfevering  ufe  of  tepid  and  cold  water,  and 
of  judicioufly  adapted  siufic.  I  often  do  wonders  in  the 
cure  of  thefe  diforders,  after  evacuations,  by  immerfing 
the  patient  for  feverai  hours,  perhaps  daily,  in  a  larve 
tepid  bath,  while  wet  cloths,  or  a  large  ox’s  bladder  half 
filled  with  ice  or  very  cold  water  are  laid  on  his  head — or 
cold  water  with  a  little  vinegar  and  fpirit — -  drops,  or  rains 
ffowly  on  his  head  from  a  proper  height,  while  in  the  bath, 
and  indeed  for  feverai  hours  every  day,  melodious  founds, 
vocal  or  inftrumental,  or  both,  or  rational  pathetic  eon- 
verfation,  and  friendly  encouraging  expoftulation  pervade 
his  whole  fyffem,  diverting  his  attention,  compoling 
fpafms  removing.  obffrudtions,  and  fweetly  foothing,  and 
infenfibly  altering  the  tone  of  his  mind,  as  well  as  of  the 

bodily  fibres. - 1  give  him  to  drink,  while  in  the  bath, 

large  quantities  of  whey,  mild  chicken  water,  milk  and 
water,  iimple  or  medicated  water,  or  broth.  On  coming 
out  of  the  bath,  the  patient  is  rubbed  dry,  and  for  a  long 
time ;  he  is  then,  in  many  cafes,  placed  on  my  magnetic 
throne,  or  infulated  chairs,  and  his  whole  body  penetrated 
with  the  electric  and  mufical  influences,  and  the  frictions 
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ing;  when  the  animal  functions  are  impaired  "by  a  gradual 
decay  of  the  vital  (lamina — when  the  nervous  fyftem  is  be¬ 
come  dry,  ilnivelled  and  cornuous — and  when  the  mind 
it/elf  has  been  long  and  exceedingly  difeafed — I  either 
wholly  decline  prefcribing,  or  attempt  merely  to  palliate 
the  fymptoms,  and  alleviate  thofe  fufferings  which  make 
life  a  burthen — a  weary  and  painful  load  that  the  miferable 
p  itients  would  glady,  nay,  fometimes,  impioufly  and  fa¬ 
tally  venture  to  lay  down. 

Bilious  diforders,  even  the  mod  confirmed  black  jaun¬ 
dice,  attended  with  fchirrous  liver,  aropfy,  and  afl'nma, 
are  always  alleviated,  ani  generally  cured  by  my  pecu¬ 
liar  methods;  but  the  Idler  bilious  complaints,  arifmg  from 
or  producing  indigeftion,  flime,  tough  phlegm,  wind,  and 
weaknefs,  and  thofe  cholicky  and  very  painful  fulnefies, 
onpreffions  and  diftentions  of  the  flomach  and  bowels,  give 
way  very  readily  to  the  means  1  employ.

bitter  or  aromatic  herbs  or  medicaments,  are  injected— an  1 
large  quantities  of  fome  of  the  above  are  allowed  to  be  drank 

through  the  night  at  pleafure. - Next  day  he  is  allowed 

to  walk  or  ride  out  properly  attended,  for  the  benefit  of 
air,  exercife,  and  focial  endearing  fociety,  and  rational 
converfation.  By  thefe,  and  fuch  like  means,  judicloufly 
varied  according  to  the  nature  of  the  cafe,  I  frequently  have 
the  great  happinefs  of  redoring,  under  God,  to  them¬ 
selves,  and  to  their  difconfolate  friends,  many  ufeful, 
amiable,  and  refpedlable  perfons  of  both  fexes,  and  even 
of  advanced  ages.  Had  1  a  friend  or  relation,  whom  I  my- 
felf  could  neither  cure  nor  accommodate,  I  would  fend  him 
to  Dr.  Arnold’s  Houfe  for  the  reception  of  Infane  Perfons, 
in  Leicester.  The  Dodlor  is  a  Phyfician  of  learning, 
humanity,  extenfive  medical  knowledge,  and  a  Graduate 
of  the  Univerfity  of  Edinburgh.  Piis  houfe  is  very  large, 
commodious,  and  well  fituated ;  he  has  been  for  many 
years,  to  my  certain  knowledge,  extremely  fuccefsful  in 
curing  maniacal  patients;  and  I  am  told,  he  will  foon  fa¬ 
vour  the  world  with  a  large  and  complete  work  on  the  na- 
ture,  caufes,  and  cure  of  thofe  melancholy  diforders. 
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Terfal  and  confirmed  leprofy ;  where,  from  cracks  in  therein, 
a  gummy,  but  extremely  hot  and  acrid  matter  iffued ;  and 
where,  from  an  inflamed,  raw  or  dry  itching  thin,  a  frightful 
quantity  of  fcabs  and  white  powdery  leurf  might  con- 
ftantly  be  rubbed.  But,  in  flighter  cafes,  fuch  as  heats 
and  rednefs  of  the  face,  feu  if,  and  all  cutaneous  diforders, 
proceeding  moldy  from  obftrueffed  perlpiration,  fcorbutic 
or  fcrophulous  habits,  heats  and  colds,  furfeits,  drinking 
cold  water  when  very  hot,  &c.  I  generally  cure  with 
little  difficulty,  and  no  confinement. 

Scrophulous  diforders,  commonly  called  the  king’s  evil, 
and  all  glandular  obilrueHons,  fwellings  and  fores,  of  the 
longeft  Handing,  when  both  upper  and  lower  extremities 
are  afFedted,  and  even  where  the  conftitution  is  broken 
down  and  reduced  to  the  lowed:  degree  of  weaknefs,  where 
the  bones  are  fo  much  affected  as  to  come  away  in  caries 
fplinters  through  the  fores,  and  where  pain  and  clecripitude 
render  the  milerable  patients  a  burden  to  their  friends  and 
to  themfelves,  I  feldom  or  never  fail  of  making  a  perfect, 
radical,  and  lading  cure. 

In  the  Stone  and  Gravel,  and  in  all  the  difeafes  of  the 
urinary  organs,  even  of  the  longed  Handing,  and  in  old  age, 
I  always  give  relief;  and,  frequently,  perfectly  cure.  The 
methods  I  employ  are  altogether  fiafe  and  friendly  to  the 
tendered  conftitution.  I  ufe  neither  foap,  lime-water, 
fhells,  opiates,  nor  foap  leys.  My  fil'd  Hep  is  to  cure 
the  indammatory  rawnefs,  and  fometimes  fpadns,  ulcera¬ 
tions  and  dridtures  about  the  neck  of  the  bladder  and 
urethra,  occafioned  by  the  weight,  rubbing,  and  irrita¬ 
tions  of  the  done,  gravel,  or  falcs  of  the  urine;  and  then 
my  medicines  and  methods  dedroy  the  fixed  air,  which  is 
the  grand  cementing  principle  of  the  done  and  gravel, 
crumbling  them  into  powder,  and  forcing  them  away  with 
great  fafety,  and  little  pain.  I  have  met  with  a  great  num¬ 
ber  of  cafes  in  which  the  Patient  was  faid  to  be  troubled 
with  gravel,  or  adlidted  with  the  done,  when  neither  one 
nor  the  other  was  in  reality  the  cafe.  In  fame,  the  natural 
mucous  that  defends  the  organs  through  which  the  urine 
pades,  is  abraided  or  worn  off;  in  fome,  the  internal  mem¬ 
brane  of  the  bladder,  is  in  an  inflamed  irritable  date,  and  in 
others,  the  whole  fubdance  of  the  bladder  efpecially  about 
the  neck,  has  been  inflamed,  and^s  become  like  a  fponge 
or  honey  comb,  full  of  purulent  matter. — <In  others,  mere 
nervous  fpadns,  want  of  eladicity  or  paralytic  weaknefs  in 
the  fphincfcer  mufcle  of  the  bladder  ;  caruncles,  or  drictures 
of  the  urethra  ;  is  the  caufe  of  the  inconveniencies,  incon¬ 
tinence  of  urine,  and  excruciating  agonies  they  differ.  From 
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jrtuch  practice  and  attentive  obfervation,  I  afcertain  thg 
true  ftate  of  the  cafe,  and  direct  my  methods  of  cure 
accordingly.  But  in  all  the  above  cafes,  and  in  the  molt 
dangerous  obftrudtion  or  total  fuppreffion  of  urine,  the 
patient  may  always  depend  on  immediate  relief,  even  in 
the  greateft  extremity  of  agonizing  torture,  and  generally 
on  a  perfect  cure. 

In  Dropsies  too,  oedema  tons  fwellings,  and  in  flugnjfh 
relaxed  habits,  the  exceeding  powerfulnefs  of  my  medicines 
and  methods,  remove  the  obftrudtions,  carries  off  the  water, 
reftores  the  texture  ©f  the  blood — the  tone  of  the  veffels,— 
and  gives  health,  firmnefs,  flrength  and  fymmetry  to  the 
whole  fyflem. 

In  all  FEMALE  COMPLAINTS,  even  the  moft:  obftinate

In  Inflammations  of  every  kind,  internal  or  external, 
efpecially  fcorbutic,  and  in  inflammatory  fevers,  the  mealies, 
and  in  inflammations  of  the  lungs  and  bowels,  the  anti- 
phlogiftic  power  of  my  methods  of  treating  thefe  acute  and 
very  dangerous  difeafes,  is  fuch,  as  to  fubdue  them  very 
fpeedily,  and  with  the  greateft  certainty.

proceeding;  and  in  a  word,  all  peftilential,  putrid,  malig¬ 
nant,  and  infedtious  difeafes  whatever.  So  extremely  anti- 
feptic,  fubtil,  and  reftorative  is  my  vivifying  fixed  air*, 

*  I  mention  vivifying  and  tempered  fixed  air ,  in  oppofition 
to  the  common  fixed  air  which  has  killed  lo  many  people 
flnce  it  became  falhionable  to  ufe  it.  Many  cafes  of  this 
melancholy  kind  have  happened  to  my  certain  knowledge. 
Whilft  I  refided  laft  winter  at  Newcaftle  upon  Tyne  two 
beautiful  young  ladies  were  hurried  out  of  the  world  by  the 
injudicious  ufe  of  fixe  air. — — They  had  putrid  fore  throats, 
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and  sethcrial  effluvia,  and  fo  irrefiftabiy  powerful,  are  my 
medico-eledtrical  and  fpiritous  aromatic  baths,  and  my 
magnetic  and  elebtric  fluids  and  mufical  influences,  that  if 
the  leaft  fpark  of  life  is  in  the  patient,  if  he  continues  but 
to  breathe,  I  require  no  more  under  God  to  add  upon — in 
order  to  recover  the  patient  to  health  and  firmnefs  of  body 
and  mind.  But,  as  I  do  not  pretend  to  miracles,  thole 
cafes  are  excepted  where  the  difeafe  has  been  of  very  long 
flan  ding, — where  the  vital  balffam  is  quite  exhaufled,  the 
folid  organs  decayed,  and  the  vital  flamma  utterly  broken 
down. 

Schirrous  or  cancerous  Tumours  of  the  Breasts, 
when  very  large ,  very  hard ,  and  of  long  ftanding ,  cannot  be 
eftedtually  cured  without  cutting  :  but  when  recent,  and 
the  neighbouring  glands  not  afFebded,  they  eafily  give  way 
to  the  powerful  methods  I  employ  ;  all  forts  of  hard  fwel- 
lings,  fpongy-forenefs,  and  pains  of  the  jaw  bones  or  gums ; 
and  all  feurf  or  unnatural  heats  or  rednefs  of  the  face,  are 
cured  generally  with  eafe  and  certainty.  Cancers  too, 
and  all  other  obftinate  ulcers,  even  of  the  iongefl  ftandinp-, 
and  where  the  edges  are  callous,  and  the  bones  affedded  with 
rottennefs,  are  in  general  fafely  and  radically  cured. 

In  the  Limbs,  lwellings,  pains,  weaknefs,  wafting  of 
the  mufcular  flefh  ; - contractions,  drynefs,  and  rigidity 

and  the  phvfician  who  attended,  ordered  a  tub  or  bucket 
with  chalk  and  water  to  be  placed  in  the  patients  room, 
and  every  now  and  then  fonie  fpirits  or  oil  of  vitriol  to  be 
poured  into  it  to  raife  fixt  air  by  the  efl'erveftence,  fo  as  to 
All  the  room. — the  natural  and  certain  confequence  of  which 
was  the  death  of  the  patients  by  coughing  and  fuflbeation; 
- — and  thofe  of  the  family  who  attended  much  in  the  room, 
narrowly  efcaped  the  fame  untimely  and  violent  death. 

This  is  a  proof  how  dangerous  thefe  abtive  principles  are 

in  rafh, — ignorant,  or  inexperienced  hands. - Every  one 

therefore,  who  has  the  leaft  regard  for  their  own  health,  or 
for  the  lives  of  their  friends,  ought  to  be  extremely  cautious 
whom  they  employ  in  electricity  or  in  any  other  branch  of 
medical  fcience.  It  is  attentive  obfervation,  and  daily 
exteniive  experience  alone  that  can  render  it  fafe  and  fer- 
viceable. 

They  ought  likewife  to  be  very  careful  ivhere  they  buy 
aether;  very  few  chymifts,  apothecaries  or  phyfleians  knorv 
what  good  asther  is;  nor  have  I  found  what  is  falutary  or 
even  fafe,  in  one  iliop  among  twenty.  I  myfelf  had  ufed 
tsther  daily,  for  a  whole  year,  before  I  knew  good  from 
bad  £ther,  either  nitrous  or  vitriolic, 
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of  the  tendons,  nerves,  glands,  and  capfular  ligaments  of 
the  joints,  though  in  general  extremely  obfHnate  and  un¬ 
tradable,  yet  frequently  give  way  to  the  peculiar  power'* 
fulnefs  of  the  modes  I  have  in  fuch  cafes  adopted. 


Having  mentioned  in  the  beginning  of  this  treatife,  that  I 
had  for  ten  whole  years  confined  in  a  great  meafure  my 
Rudies  and  practice  to  the  ftrudure  and  difeafes  of  the 
eye  and  ear,  it  may  be  expeded  that  I  fhould  be  fome- 
what  full  and  particular  in  my  obfervations  upon  what 
relates  to  thefe  fubjeds*. 

Qui  visum  vitam  DAT  ! - exclaimed  the  great  Cicero  ; 

and  the  Royal  Pfalmift,  when  with  reverence  he  enquired 
into  the  ftrudure  and  ufes  of  the  parts  of  the  human  body  in 
general — and  conhdered  the  nature,  8cc,  of  the  heavenly 
luminaries,  exclaimed  with  aflonifhment — “Fearfully  and 
“  wonderfully  am  I  made-" -in  wifdom  haft  thou  made  them 
<c  all!”  Howmuchmorenoblet.be  contemplation  of  thofe 
mafter-pieces  of  the  fyftem  the  eye  and  the  ear!  and  of  thofe 
fubiimely  elevating  fubjeds  necefi'arily  conneded  with 
them— namely,  light  and  found!  fubjeds  inexhauftible — • 
capable  of  furnifliing  new  arguments  of  praife  and  admira¬ 
tion  in  every  future  hate  of  existence!  Indeed,  the  more 
accurately  we  fearch  into  the  ftructure  of  the  eye  and  ear, 
and  into  the  nature  and  properties  of  light  and  of  found, 
the  ftronger  marks  of  divine  wifdom  are  difcovered— attain¬ 
ing  at  the  fame  time,  the  grand  end  of  all  literary  purfuits — 
the  elevation  of  the  mind  ;  and  that  too  accompanied  with 
the  moft  becoming  andmofl-acceptable  of  all  its  difpofitions, 
namely,  humility  :  here  fcience  and  admiration,  aftonifh- 
ment  and  pleafure,  fweetly  uniting,  mult  occupy  and  expand 
the  mind,  whilft  the  fweet  incenfe  of  humility  and  love 
afcends  pure  and  acceptable  to  the  eternal  fountain  of  liglfr. 
—to  the  throne  of  the  Great  Artist!  !! 

The  ineftimable  bleffing,  and  the  great  advantages, 
which  attend  a  perfed  enjoyment  of  the  fight  and  hear-

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ing,  are  obvious  to  all;  but  the  deplorable  and  truly  piti¬ 
able  condition  of  blind  and  deaf  perfons,  is  attended  with 
luch  folitary  dilcomfort, — duch  gloomy  ideas,  with  filch 
dread,  anxiety,  and  conffant  uueafinels  of  mind,  as  no  one 
can  be  truly  fenlible  of,  who  has  not  in  feme  meafnre 
experienced  it  himfelf.  How  noble  therefore,  how  deserving 
of  the  niced  cultivation  mud  that  art  be,  that  can  reftorc 
light  to  the  blind!  hearing  to  the  deafi  and  keep  in  order 
the  fprings  of  thole  miracles  of  nature,  thofe  mader-pieces  of 
creative  wifdom:  That  art  inuft  needs  be  divine,  becauie, 
thus  (iffiftcd ,  the  focial  endearments  of  fociety  fired  their 
benign  influence  on  the  heart,  while  the  wonders  of  nature 
and  of  art,  opening  on  the  mind,  expand  it  with  the  mod 
exalted  apprehenfions  of  ALMIGHTY  GOD! 

It  was  much  to  be  lamented  that,  in  this  enlightened  age, 
the  methods  of  treating  the  diforders  of  thefe  mod  import¬ 
ant  organs,  the  eye  and  the  ear,  had  not  received  their 
fhare  of  advantage  among  modern  medical  and  other  im¬ 
provements.  Howdrange!  that  thofe  branches  of  the  pro- 
feffion,  whofe  objecds  are  fo  important — fo  eflential  to 
happinefs — lb  neeeflary  lbmetimes  to  the  prefervation  of  the 
whole  body,- — and  fo  far  fuperior  to  all  the  other  organic 
fenfes,  as  to  approach  nearly  to  the  faculty  of  fpirit  itlelf, 
fhould  have  been  fo  much  neglecded,  as  in  truth  they  have 
been  ! — That  this  has  realiv  been  fo,  the  dark  and  folitary 
date  of  too  many  of  our  fellow  creatures  too  plainly  tedify  ! 

This  bianch  of  fcience  then,  having  been  fo  much  neg¬ 
lected  and  fo  little  underdood,  is  it  a  greater  proof  of  dif¬ 
ficulty  in  the  art,  or  of  fupinenefs  in  its  profeflbrs  :  Of  both, 
perhaps:  for  here ,  indeed,  we  mud  confefs  that  the  foun¬ 
tain  of  knowledge  is  deep,  audits  dreams  many  and  intri¬ 
cate  :  the  angel  oj  enquiry  11  mud  trouble  the  waters” — the 
watchful  eye  mud  oblerve,  the  dextrous  hand  mud  be  bufy 
and  the  fagacious  mind  mud  be  open,  before  their  healing 
virtues  can  be  exerted. 

But  the  bufmefs  of  an  oculid  and  aurid  is  faid  to  be 
did  in  <£t  and  independent  of  the  general  practice  of  phytic 
and  furgerv. 

Truly,  if  we  confider  the  delicate  and  exquifitelv  minute 
dructure  of  thefe  precious  organs — the  mechanifm  and 
properties  of  their  various  parts,  and  of  the  fubjects  con- 
netded  with  them;  when  we  relied  too,  on  the  great  variety 
of  dangers  and  difeafes*,  manifed  and  occult,  to  which  they 
are  expofed — the  limited  capacity  of  the  human  mind,  and 

*  I  have  now  got  the  fined,  mod  complete,  and  mod 
valuable  colledion  of  drawings  of  difeafed  eyes,  perhaps 
in  the  whole  world. 
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the  little  attention  that  hath  been  paid  to  the  improvement 
of  thole  noble  branches  of  fcience,  and  how  few  men  of 
learning  and  honefty  have  engaged  in  the  practice,  we  may 
readily  fubleribe  to  the  affertion.  My  blood  creeps  with, 
horror  when  I  reflect:  on  the  abfurdity  and  barbarity  of  the 
methods  generally  employed  for  the  relief  or  cure  of  their 
dii'orders,  and  on  the  fhameful  robberies  and  depradations  of 
inoft  of  thole  men  who  have  (tiled  themfeives  oculifts  Or 
aurilts.  Of  the  truth  of  both  of  the  above  ahertions  many 
will  not,  cannot  have  an  adequate  apprehenfion  ;  hut  of 
both,  especially  of  the  latter,  too  many  thoufands  alive  at 
this  hour  in  Europe,  will  have  the  molt  melancholy  yet  moft 
lively  fenfe.  For  the  unnatural  and  delperate  brulhings 
and  operations — the  bliflerings,  bleedings,  and  acrid  eye 
waters; — the  fyringing,  and  the  oils, — the  ointments  and 
the  hot  poultices— -by  their  irritating  and  relaxing,-— and  by 
their  weight  and  prenure,  are  far  more  likely  to  bring  weak- 
nefs  and  difeafe  on  a  found  eye  or  ear ,  than  to  repel  the  hu¬ 
mours  or  remove  the  maladies  to  which  theie  precious  or¬ 
gans  are  mcft  liable.  When  the  principles  they  go  upon  are 
fundamentally  and  in  their  nature  wrong— is  it  to  he  won¬ 
dered  at  that  their  effeCls  are  too  often  difmally  arid  fatally 
pernicious  ?  But,  let  cenfure  be  tempered  with  candour. 
If,  indeed,  we  coniider  the  curious  nervous  complexity  of 
the  parts-— minute  organization— -occult  fituation — exceed¬ 
ing  irritability- — the  th'es  and  dependance  of  each  part  on 
the  whole,  and  the  obftinate  manner  in  which  moft  people 
are  tied  to  theory  and  authorifyf,  we  may  lament,  but 
will  no  longer  vyonder  at  the  little  fucceTs  which  has  attend¬ 
ed  the  attempts  of  even  the  moll;  celebrated  practitioners. 

To  underhand,  and  to  form  a  juft  theory,  and  adequate 
ideas  of  curing,  it  is  neceiTary  that  we  fhould  have  frudied 
regularly  tire  hmcture  and  difeafe  of  the  human-body  in 
general;  and  before  a  man  became  ufeful  and  expert  in  the 
hufmefs  of  an  oculifc  or  aurih,  his  practice  mult  have  been 
extenfive,  and  his  obfervations  accurate  :  as  to  manual 
operations,  eafe  and  dexterity  can  only  be  attained  in  this 
as  in  every  thing  elfe,  by  operating  daily,  for  many  years, 
and  on  perfons  of  every  rank. 

•  -j-  Dr.  Robinfon  in  bis  fenfible  treatife  on  difeafed  lungs, 
&c.  acknowledging  fome  capital  miftake  which  he  had  fallen 
Into,  following  what  he  calls,  “  very  great  authorities,” — - 
exclaims,  “  authority!  thou  father  of  all  errors,— thou 
enfiaver  of  the  mind, —  that  hood-winks  the  underhanding, 
and  keeps  all  arts  and  fciences  that  fhould  benefit  mankind 
in  perpetual  darknefs  and  obfeurity  — — 
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tVbftt  pity!  that  fo  fmall  a  number  of  regular  phyfici'aas 
and  confcientlous  men  have  ventured  to  hep  out  of  the 
regular  trammels  to  fludy  and  to  improve  thefe,  and  other 
important  branches  of  the  profeffion.  Till  this  method  be 
more  univerfally  countenanced  and  adopted— it  requires 
but  little  of  the  fpirit  of  prophecy  to  foretel,  that  the  medi¬ 
cal  difcoveries  and  improvements  mod  wanted  and  mod 
delirable,  will  be  very  few  and  very  circumfcribed.  From  a 
mail,  a  Have  to  authorities,  and  tied  down  to  a  fyfiem  in. 
the  general  practice  of  phyfic,  of  furgery,  and  of  pharmacy; 
and,  moreover,  fettered  perhaps  and  absorbed  in  the  futility 
and  mill  of  falliionable  dillipation,  what,  alas!  can  be 
expedled !  May  ignorant  and  unprincipled  wretches,  who 
puffing  and  polling  like  lightening  from  place  to  place,  pre¬ 
tend  to  give  light,  found,  and  health,  but  who,  like  lightning, 
blall  and  dellroy  wherever  they  pafs,  and  whoever  they 
touch;  may  the  number  of  fuch  be  fmall — may  their  fnares 
be  avoided — or  may  the  lofs  of  money  alone  be  the  misfor¬ 
tune  of  their  unhappy  patients  ! — But  may  the  number  of 
liberal  men,  who  judging  for  themfelves,  iliali  explore  and 
adopt  new  and  more  rational  paths,  fall  encreafe  !  and  may 
cxcentric  medical  geniufes  arife,  who  like  light  fhall  with, 
velocity  proceed  in  llraight  directions  ? — like  light  too, 
ehearing  and  illuminating  the  dark  and  gloomy  regions  and 
habitations  of  fcience  and  of  men  ! 

In  the  courfe  of  my  pra&ice  during  thelafl  twelve  years, 
it  is  well  known  that  feveral  thoufand  patients  have  been 
cured  or  relieved  in  the  following  difeafes,  many  of  which 
had  been  of  long  Handing,  and  fome  whole  commence¬ 
ment  was  dated  previous  to  the  birth  of  the  patient. — » 
Viz.  Periodical,  partial,  and  total  bliadnefs,  whether 
oecafioned  by  cataraEt ,  glaucoma  or  gutta  J'erena ;  para- 
ly las  of  the  pupil;  weaknefs  and  dimnefs  of  fight; 
fquinting  in  early  youth,  pain,  fwelling,  and  inflam¬ 
mation  of  the  eyes ;  fpots,  fpecks,  pearls,  or  films, 
oecafioned  by  fmall -pox,  blows,  inflammations,  or  extra¬ 
neous  fubftances  ;  weak,  red,  watery,  fpungy,  inverted! 
and  ulcerated  eye-lids  ;  fpafmodic  twitchings  of  the  muf- 
cles  ;  involuntary  weeping  of  the  tears  and  gufhing  tor¬ 
rents  of  watery  matter,  fo  as  to  make  it  impoifible  for  the 
patient  to  bear  the  light ;  tumours  and  excrefcences  too  ; 

fijhda  lachrymales ,  &c. - Total  and  periodical  deafnefs, 

whether  proceeding  from  too  great  a  degree  of  tenfion  or 
relaxation  of  the  drum  of  the  ear ;  obAruClions  in  the  ex¬ 
ternal  pajfage,  or  Eujlachian-tukes  :  thicknefs  of  hearing  in 
damp  weather,  or  on  taking  cold  ;  nervous  deafnefs  ; — 'in¬ 
durated,  fwelled,  and  obfiructed  glands  and  no  Arils  ; 
gouty,  fcrophulous  and  fcorbutic  humours  ;  putrid  uicera- 
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t job s  of  the  throat  ; — pain,  nervous  and  inflammatory; 
painful  fenfations  in  confequence  of  loud  founds  ;  flutter¬ 
ing,  mapping,  cracking,  itching,  continual  and  remitting 
nodes,  diffracting  and  darkening  the  mind  and  memory  ; 
ofFenfive,  conffant  and  periodical  runnings  of  putrid  and 
flrarp  matter,  occafioned  by  blows,  cole,  fweliing,  cold 
bathing,  pickings,  improper  hot  or  oily  applications, 
long  and  fevere  ficknefs — infects  or  foreign  bodies  getting 
into  the  ear,  rafli  or  frequent  fyringing  ;  ulcerations,  with 
caries  of  the  bones  ^—polypi.  See. 

In  curing  the  gutta  ferena ,  by  internal  and  external  ner¬ 
vous  and  astherial  medicines  and  applications,  co-operat¬ 
ing  with  electricity  ;  and  cataraCts,  unlefs  mature,  with¬ 
out  manual  operation — the  former  a  diforder  ever  deemed 
incurable,.  and  the  latter  a  difeafe  never  removed  but  by 
the  operation  of  couching  or  extracting,  I  have  been  far 
more  fuccefsful  than  my  predeceiTors  appear  tc  have  been 
• — than  my  cotemporaries  can  boaff  of.  That  I  have  been 
peculiarly  fuccefsful  in  curing  deafnefs  proceeding,  not 
from  wax  obftruCting  the  auditory  paflage,  but  from  ner¬ 
vous,  gouty,  rheumatic  and  fcorbutic  cauies,  and  in  radi¬ 
cally  healing  ulceration  in  the  ears,  will  appear  abundantly 
obvious  in  perufing  the  cafes  and  cures  which  appear  in 
this  work. 

My  methods  of  curing  difeafes,  internal  and  external,  as 
already  mentioned,  confift  chiefly  in  diet,  and  Ample  me¬ 
dicines,  rendered  more  aCtive  by  a  variety  of  effluvia,  va- 
pours,  and  applications  aetherial,  magnetic,  mufical  or 
electric,  adapted  to  the  nature  of  each  cale,  conveyed  with 
certain  curious  machines  into  the  brain,  fpinal  marrow, 
lungs,  ftomach,  kidneys,  bladder,  See.  and  fo  applied  to 
the  parts  affeCted,  as  to  aCl  immediately  and  powerfully 
on  the  caufe  of  the  difeafe.  My  patients  feldom  undergo 
any  pain,  fhock,  or  confinement ;  they  are  placed  on  elec¬ 
tric  or  magnetic... thrones,  or  in  Ample,  aromatic,  a  therial,  or 
milk  baths,  where  the  whole  fyftem  is  pervaded  with  tire 
eledtric  fluid,  and  with  aerial  and  mufical  influences,  which 
no  ohfiruSUon  whatever  can  rejift  ;  the  ftagnant  morbid  matter 
and  humours  are  rendered  fluid,  and  let  in  motion,  they 
are  repelled  with  proper  applications  from  the  vital  or  par¬ 
ticular  parts,  while  others  are  defended  and  {{lengthened 
with  aetherial  medicines,  or  magnetic  plates  and  bars.  In 
certain  cafes,  magnetic, icy,  and  other  influences,  are  applied 
to  attract  or  repel  powerfully  morbid  matter  from  the  upper 
and  vital  parts  to  the  lower  extremities  ;  while  {[reams  of 
the  cledxric  fluid  irrefiftibly  pervading,  and  carrying  through 
the  whole  fyftem,  or  home  to  parts  particularly  a  fleeted, 
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attenuating,  aetherial,  antifpafmodic,  and  balfamic  medi¬ 
cines,  fubduing  and  eradicating  the  difeafe,  and  giving  new 
fprings  to  the  vital  principles.  The  above  are  occafionaily 
afflfted  by  a  few  elegant  fimple  medicines,  and  by  a  proper 
regulation  of  the  diet  and  regimen  of  the  patient  ;  but  are 
often  lufHcient  of  themfelves,  without  any  fuch  help  ; — for 
they  are  of  fuch  extraordinary,  a  (Stive,  penetrating,  and 
falutary  a  nature,  as  not  only  to  corredt,  and  remove  the 
materies  morli — the  immediate  caufe  of  difeafe, — but  alfo  to 
fupply  a  vivifying  fpirit — a  pabulum  vit,e ,  to  the  injured 
conflitution ;  on  which  account  they  are  of  immediate  and 
furpriling  efficacy  in  fuch  anomalous  and  complicated 
cases  as  have  baffled  the  fkill  of  the  moil  eminent  practi¬ 
tioners,  and  even  the  more  friendly  and  more  effedtual 
powers  of  air  exercife,  and  temperance. — In  all  kinds  of 
wafting  and  debility  likewife,  whether  arifing  from  intem¬ 
perance  ;  excefTes ;  difeafe;  early  imprudence  ;  neglect, 
frequent  infections,  or  wrong  treatment  of  the  Venereal 
Difeafe  ;  hot  climates;  natural  decay  ;  not  excepting  that 
of  old  age  itfelf, — when,  as  the  great  LiNNiEus  f  oblerves> 
“  Subjlantia  medullaris  fit  rigidior,  unde  omnes  fundtiones 
“  languefcunt  vitales.  Dentes  corrodunter,  elevantur  & 

“  excidunt.  Siccatur  Caput  8c  calvum  evaclit. - Fons  Au~ 

“  reus  exarefcit,  omnifque  voluplas  perit.” - When  the 

filver.  cords  are  loofed,  and  the  balmy  juices  dried  up, — 
when  all  the  vital  functions  languifh, — when  the  golden 
fountain  of  life  runs  low, — and  pleafure  charms  no  more, 
> — then  thefe  vivifying  medicines  breathing  a  pure  astherial 
flame,  refrefh,  reftore,  reanimate,  adting  instantly  and 
powerfully,  as  a  divine  reiterative  !  reviving  and  recruiting 

the  principles,  and  ftrengthening  the  very  fiafF  of  life  ! - - 

They  do  not,  indeed,  pretend  to  refcore  the  old  and  infirm — - 
to  youth  and  vigour  ;  but  will  always  afford  them  imme¬ 
diate  relief  and  refrefhment,  adting  as  frefh  oil  to  an  ex- 
hauffed  lamp,  thereby  happily  lengthening  life  to  the 
longeft  poffible  period; — often,  very  often ,  giving  them 
eale,  health,  and  ferenity, — for  pain,  difeafe,  dejedtion 
and  debility.

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As  many  people  are  at  a  lofs  t  ■>  conceive  how  mafic  can  be 
fierviceable  in  the  cuie  of  clifeafes  ;  and  becaufie  fevera'l 
little  Dodlors  and  (hallow  Philofiophers,  have  en¬ 
deavoured  to  ridicule  the  practice,  I  thought  proper 
in  this  edition  of  my  book,  to  fling  together  the  fol¬ 
lowing  materials  towards  a  Treadle  on  Medical  Mufic  ; 
fhewing  its  effecfts  on  the  human  conftitution,  and  its 
influence  in  the  prevention  and  cure  of  dificafies. 

It  is  well  known  that  the  ancients  attributed  many  fur- 
prifing  cures  to  mufic,  and  fearcelv  any  thing  in  hiftory  is 
better  fupported.  To  begin  with  facred  flory,  we  find  that 
the  minifters  of  Saul,  bid  him  fend  for  a  player  upon 
inftruments  to  relieve  him  of  his  malady  : — tire  conic- 
quence  of  this  was,  that  David  came  and  adminiftered  the 
exp  eft  ed  relief  :  and  to  be  convinced  that  there  was  no¬ 
thing  at  all  fiupernatural  in  this,  but  that  mufic  was  at  that 
time  a  known  fipecific  in  finch  maladies  as  Saul  complained 
of,  it  need  only  be  remarked,  that  thole  who  gave  this 
advice  were  but  houfihold  fiervants. 

Profane  hiftory  furnifihes  a  great  number  of  in  fiances  of 
this  kind.  Aldus  G dims  and  Jlihen&nus  make  mention  of  a 
great  variety  of  cures  performed  among  the  Thebans  by 
mulie,  and  cite  Theophraftus  as  to  what  happened  in  his 
time.  Galen,  whole  authority  is  of  the  great  eft  weight 
in  fiubjedts  of  this  kind,  {peaks  very  ferioully  of  this  cufi- 
tom  :  Aristotle,  Apollonius,  Dyficolus,  and  many  others, 
fipeak  of  fin  gin  g  as  a  neftrum  in  many  difieafies.  Tliere  is  a 

r  o  o  ^  j 

pafiage  in  Tzetzes,  which  gives  rife  to  a  conjecture  that 
may  very  naturally  accompany  thefie  fadxs.  He  lays,  that 
Orpheus  recalled  Euridice  from  the  gates  of  death  by  the 
charms  of  his  lyre. 

Theophartus  among  other  writers,  is  quoted  by  Aulus 
Gellius  as  an  ocular  evidence  of  the  medical  eftecSts  of  mu¬ 
fic  in  the  cafie  of  perfons  bit  by  fierpents  or  vipers.  '1  he 
work  referred  to  is  now  indeed  loft. 

Another  purpofie  to  which  the  ancients  applied  their 
mufic,  was  to  alleviate  the  rigour  of  their  punifihments, 
and.  m  this  they  difiplaved  their  humanity  •  tlius  they 

never  whipped  their  (laves  but  to  the  found  of  flutes. - 

The  Americans  entertain  the  fame  idea  of  the  power  of 
mufic,  having  recourfie  to  it  to  allay  the  (event y  of  their 
toils  :  and  I  have  been  told  by  officers,  that  fiddlers  will 
march  much  farther,  and  witli  lefis  fatigue  with  mufic,  than 
without  it. 

Plutarch  reports  of  Antigenidas  that  he  fio  roofed  the 
.  fpiri.t  of  Alexander  by  playing  on  the  flute,  that  in  a  tvani- 
i  port 
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port  of  lieroi  fin-,  the  prince  immediately  Halted  up  from 
table,  and  flew  to  his  aims.  Every  body  hath  heard  of 
the  wonderful  influence  which  the  mufic  of  the  famous 
Tixnotheus  had  over  the  mind  of  that  Prince,  when  touch¬ 
ing  his  lyre  he  fo  inflamed  him  with  rage,  that  drawing  his 
fabre  lie  fuddenly  flew  one  of  his  guefts  ;  which  Timotheus 
no  fooner  perceived,  than  altering  the  air  from  the  Phry¬ 
gian  to  a  fofrer  meafure,  he  .dripped  him  of  his  fiu-y,  be¬ 
calmed  his  paffions,  and  infufecl  into  him  the  tendered 
f. clings  of  grief  and  compunction  for  what  he  had  done, 
famblichus  relates  the  like  wonderful  effects  of  the  lyres  of 
Pvthagoras  and  Empedocles.  The  painter  Theon  dex- 
troufly  availed  himfelf  of  this  force  of  Mufic,  when  going 
to  make  a  public  exhibition  of  a  piece  lie  had  finifhed, 
wherein  a  fiddler  was  reprefented  as  juft  ready  to  ailail  the 
enemy,  he  firft  of  all  warmed  the  fpirit  of  the  company  by 
a  warlike  air,  and  when  he  found  them  diffidently  ani¬ 
mated,  lie  uncovered  the  picture,  which  ftruck  the  wliole 
affembly  with  admiration.  Plutarch  informs  us  of  a  fedi- 
tion  quelled  at  Lacedemon,  by  the  lyre  of  Terpander;  and 
Boetius  of  rioters  difperfed  by  the  mufician  Damon  *. 

The  moderns  alfo  furnifh  many  examples  of  the  fur- 
prizing  effedts  of  mufic  ;  though  I  do  not  think  their 
mufic  by  any  means  equal  for  fbftnefs  or  harmony  to  the 
ancient,  conlequently  not  fo  well  adapted  to  medical  pur- 
pofes.  The  ancient  mufic  confided  of  three  kinds,  the 
diatonic,  chromatic,  and  enharmonic;  there  ex  fits  now 
only  the  firft,  which  teaches  the  dividing  the  notes  into 
fenii -notes  :  whereas  the  chromatic  went  fo  far  as  to  divide 
each  note  into  three,  and  the  enharmonic  into  four.  The 
difficulty  there  was  to  find  voices  and  hands  proper  to  exe¬ 
cute  the  chromatic  kind,  brought  it  firft  into  n  eg  I  t  61,  and 
then  into  oblivion  :  and  for  the  fame  reafon  the  enharmo¬ 
nic,  which  was  ftill  more  difficult  hath  not  arrived  at  us  ; 
all  therefore  that  now  remains  of  the  ancient  mufic,  is  that 
coarfer  fort  which  knows  no  ether  refinement  than  that  of 
the  demi-note,  inftead  of  thofe  finer  kinds  which  carried 
the  divifion  of  a  note  into  threes  and  fours  :  we  may  here 
too  obferve,  that  the  variety  of  manner  in  which  the  an¬ 
cient  mufic  was  performed,  placed  it  in  a  rank  of  dignity

fuperior  to  ours.  Our  modes  are  but  of  two  kinds,  the 
flat  and  the  fharp  ;  whereas  the  ancients  modified  theirs 
into  five,  the  principle  of  which  were  the  Ionic,  Lydian, 
Phrygian,  Doric,  and  iEolic  ;  each  adapted  to  exprefs  and 
excite  different  paffions  :  and  by  that  means,  efpecially  to 
produce  fuch  efFecSts  as  wre  have  juft  now  taken  notice  of,— 
incon tellable  not  only  from  the  authentic  manner  in  which 
they  have  been  recorded,  but  from  the  very  Hate  and  con¬ 
dition  in  which  muilc  at  that  time  was.  But  to  return  to 
that  of  the  moderns,  which,  notwithflandingits  degeneracy, 
we  fhall  find  has  produced  wonderful  effects,  as  many  au¬ 
thentic  hiflories  and  memoirs  will  evince. 

I  have  fometimes  heard,  (fays  the  tranllator  of  Apol¬ 
lonius  Tyanasus,  in  his  preface  to  that  work)  the  Sieur 
Claudin  the  younger  fay,  that  an  air,  which  he  had  com- 
pofed  with  its  parts,  was  fung  at  the  folemnity  of  the  late 
duke  of  Joyeux’s  marriage,  in  the  time  of  Henry  III.— 
■which,  as  it  was  fung,  made  a  gentleman  take  his  Avord  in 
hand,  and  fwore  aloud,  that  it  was  impollible  for  him  to 
forbear  fighting  with  fomebody  ;  whereupon  they  began 
to  ling  another  air  of  the  Subphrygian  mode,  which  made 
him  as  peaceable  as  before,  *. 

A  famous  muiician,  a  great  compofer,  being  feized  with 
a  fever,  which  cncreafing  daily,  became  continual.  On 
the  feventh  day  he  fell  into  a  violent  delirium,  accompa¬ 
nied  with  fhvieks,  tears,  pannics,  and  a  perpetual  wake- 
fulnefs,  almofl  without  any  intermiflion.  On  the  third  day 
of  his  delirium,  one  of  thole  natural  inflindls,  which  it  is 
Paid  make  the  brute  animals,  when  lick,  feek  the  herbs 
that  are  proper  for  them,  made  him  aflc  to  hear  a  little 
concert  in  his  chamber.  It  was  with  great  difficulty  that 
the  phyfician  confented  to  it.  From  the  firft  tunes  he 
heard,  his  countenance  albumed  a  ferene  air,  his  eyes  were 
no  longer  wild,  the  convulsions  absolutely  ceafed,  he  fired 
tears  of  pleafure,  and  had  then  for  mufick  a  fenfibility 
that  he  never  had  before,  nor  hath  any  longer  now  he  is 
recovered.  He  Was  free  from  the  fever  during  the  whole 
concert,  but  as  foon  as  it  was  finifhed,  he  relapfed  into 
his  former  condition. — Upon  this  they  did  not  fail  to  con¬ 
tinue  the  ule  of  a  remedy,  whofe  fuccefs  had  been  fo  un- 
foreleen  and  fo  happy.  The  fever  and  delirium  were  al¬ 
ways  fufpended  during  the  concerts  ;  and  mufic  was  be¬ 
come  fo  necelTary  to  the  patient,  that  at  night  he  made  a 
kinlwoman  that  waked  with  him  to  ling  and  even  to  dance. 
One  night  particularly,  when  he  had  no  body  with  him 
but  his  nurfe,  who  could  ring  nothing  but  a  vile  ballad,, 
he  w'us  forced  to  be  .content  with  that,  and  found  be- 
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siefit

Refit  from  it.  At  length,  in  ten  clays,  mufic  had  entirely 
cured  him,  without  any  other  aid  than  that  of  bleeding 
him  in  the  foot  *. 

A  dancing-mafter,  who  having  fatigued  himfelf  in  his 
profeffion,  was  feized  with  a  violent  fever,  and  on  the 
fourth  or  fifth  day  fell  into  a  lethargy  which  lafted  a  long 
while.  He  no  fooner  recovered  from  his  lethargy,  than 
he  fell  into  a  furious,  but  a  mute  delirium,  in  which  he 
made  continual  efforts  to  get  out  of  bed,  threatned  with 
the  motion  of  his  head,  and  by  his  looks,  thoi'e  that  hin¬ 
dered  him  from  it,  and  even  all  who  were  prefent — and 
refilled  obflinately,  but  without  fpeaking,  all  the  medicines 
that  were  offered  to  him. 

It  came  into  the  thoughts  of  M.  dc  Mandajor ,  mayor  of 
dials  in  Languedoc ,  a  man  of  probity  and  under  handing, 
and  the  communicator  of  this  cafe,  who  faw  him  in  this 
condition,  that  mufic  might  a  little  compofe  the  imagina¬ 
tion  that  was  fo  difordered :  and  he  propofed  it  to  the 
phyfician,  who  did  not  difapprove  the  notion,  but  was 
afraid  of  the  ridicule  of  the  prefeription,  which  would 
have  been  infinitely  greater  if  the  man  had  died  under  tire 
operation  cf  fuch  a  remedy.  A  friend  of  the  dancing- 
mailer,  who  had  no  reafon  to  be  under  fuch  cautions,  and 
who  could  play  on  the  violin,  took  up  that  belonging  to 
the  patient,  and  played  to  him  on  it  thofe  airs  that  were 
moil  familiar  to  him.  The  by-Jlanders  thought  the  man 
more  mad  than  him  they  kept  down  in  his  bed,  and  began 
to  abufe  him:  but  the  patient  alrooft  immediately  fat  up 
in  his  bed,  like  one  agreeably  furprifed,  and  wanted  to 
figure  with  his  arms  the  motions  of  the  tunes.  As  his  arms 
were  held  with  force,  he  could  only  fliew  by  the  motions 
of  his  head,  the  pleafure  that  he,  felt.  By  degrees,  how¬ 
ever,  thofe  that  held  his  arms,  finding  the  effects  of  the 
violin,  loofened  the  force  with  which  they  held  him,  and 
yielded  to  the  motions  lie  wanted  to  give  himfelf,  as  they 
found  he  was  no  longer  furious.  At  length,  in  about  a 
quarter  of  an  hour,  lie  fell  into  a  found  ileep,  and  had, 
during  that  deep,  a  criiis  which  recovered  him  from  ail 
danger f . 

Boyle  mentions  a  perfon  who  could  not  contain  his 
urine  at  the  piaying  of  a  bag-pipe;  others  have  burft  into 
tears  at  hearing  certain  tunes;  and  Dr.  Mead  tells  us  of  a 
lidler,  who  having  frequently  ohferved,  that  a  dog  in  the 
room  was  always  fo  affected  by  a  particular  note,  as  to 
howl  and  fliew  great  uneafinefs  at  it,  one  day  for  experi-

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TVient  lake,  continued  to  fti ike  the  fame  note  fo  long,  ’tilt 
the  fcnfible  animal  fell  into  convulfions  and  died  *. 

Thus  we  fee  that  mufical  founds  produce  the  moft  won* 
clerful  effects  on  the  human  body;  and  that  impreffions 
made  on  the  mind,  occafion  changes  on  the  habit  of  the 
body  we  are  as  certain  of,  as  we  are  certain  that  a  change 
can  be  wrought  on  it  by  medicines,  or  any- other  external 
caufe.  The  truth  of  this  I  imagine  will  not  be  difputed 
by  any  one,  fo  far  as  it  relates  to  changes  of  the  habit  of 
the  body  for  the  worfe.  For  that  difeafes  often  take  their 
rife  from  the  affedfcions  and  pafiions  of  the  mind,  is  a  fadl 
confirmed  by  experience,  in  a  vail:  notoriety  of  infiances. 
Can  there  be  any  thing  more  inconteftabiy  true,  than  that 
care  and  anxiety,  diiappointment  in  what  we  have  ar¬ 
dently  wiflied  for,  and  lofs  of  what  we  have  affedHonately 
loved,  by  preying  on  the  mind,  and  engrafting  all  its  at¬ 
tention,  will  diforder  the  whole  frame  of  the  body,  and 
become  the  fource  of  both  chronic  and  acute  complaints. 

The  fentiments  of  an  excellent  phylicianf,  and  very  ele¬ 
gant  writer,  on  this  fubjetfi,  correfpond  fo  much  with  my 
own,  and  are  fo  much  to  the  purpofe,  that  I  will  tranferibe 
a  paragraph  or  two  from  that  ufeful  work. 

“  The  next  sovereign  remedy  in  difeafes  is  mufic, 
Cicero  afierts  its  amazing  power,  and  Plato  fuppofes  the  ef¬ 
fect  of  harmony  on  the  mind  is  equal  to  that  of  air  on  the 
body.  So  wonderful  is  the  empire  of  mufic,  that  it  mi* 
ligates  bodily  pain,  fufpends  the  malignant  force  of  mad- 
nefs  and  defpair,  and  lulls  the  foul  into  tranquillity  and 
peace.  Mr.  Fope  fays, 

Mufic  the-fierceft  grief  can  charm. 

And  fate’s  feverefi  rage  difarm; 

Mufic  can  foften  pain  to  eafe, 

And  make  defpair  and  madnefs  pleafe ; 

All  joys  on  earth  it  can  improve, 

And  antedate  the  blifs  above.

Materia  Me  die  a.  I  appeal  to  the  refined  feelings  of  thofe 
who  are  mod  fufceptible  of  the  Divine  porver  of  harmony, 
to  prove  its  fovereign  influence;  and  that  it  is  the  oblivious 
antidote, — the  Nepenthe  of  the  gods,  to  heal  a  wounded 
fpirit, — and  to  exalt  the  foul  above  low  care,  tranfporting 
it  to  the  flowery  fields  of  Elyfium. 

“  Mtific  produces  its  falutary  effect,  by  exciting  an  agree¬ 
able  fenfation  on  the  nerves  of  the  ear,  which  communi¬ 
cate  with  the  brain,  and  general  nervous Jyftem ;  and  as  the 
inordinate  paffions  of  the  mind  all  make  their  fird,  difa- 
greeable  impreflion  on  thofe  parts,  occafloning  low  fpirits, 
vapors,  melancholy,  &c.  no  remedy  can  be  more  ra¬ 
tionally  APPLIED  TO  COUNTERACT  THEIR  MALIGNANT 

power  than  that  of  music;  which  creates  a  contrary 
fenfation  of  the  ’  pleafurablc  kind,  adding  immediately  on 
the  fame  organs. 

“  The  e  fie  61  of  mafic,  however,  will  be  different  according 
to  the  dyle  and  manner  of  its  compofition,  and  fhould 
therefore  be  adapted  to  the  particular  date  of  the  cafe,  or 
difpofition  of  the  mind.— The  plaintive  found  of  a  fweet 
voice,  or  of  foft  flutes,  will  induce  a  pleafing  languor,  and 
compofe  the  body  when  tortured  with  pain,  or  the  foul 
when  irritated  by  the  more  violent  paffion? ; — on  the  con¬ 
trary,  a  chearful  animated  fong,  or  the  merry  pipe  and  tabor, 
will  exhilirate  and  raife  the  drooping  head  of  moping  me¬ 
lancholy,  when  depreffed  by  religious  defpair ,  d'j’appointcd 
ambition,  or  hopelefs  loved ’ 

But  not  to  infid  on  the  more  filent  and  flow  workings  of 
a  fettled  melancholy,  ruining  and  undermining  the  health 
by  degrees;  we  have  many  indances  of  the  hair  of  the 
head  becoming,  in  a  few  hours,  intirely  white.  In  Ver- 
tlue’s  Operation  de  Chirurgerie,  we  have  an  indance  fo  lin¬ 
gular,  and  at  the  fame  time  fo  much  to  the  prefen t  pur- 
pofe,  that  I  cannot  redd  the  temptation  of  copying  it. 
Verdue ,  after  treating  of  the  effects  of  the  imagination  of 
the  mother  on  the  foetus,  proceedeth  to  fhew  the  power 
of  imagination  on  ourfelves,  fo  as  to  o'ccafion  difeafes,  by 

relating 
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relating  the  following  cafe  :  A  edit dlor  of  the  land-tax 
having  gone  to  a  fanner’s  houfe  to  receive  what  was  due 
from  him,  and  finding  him  unable  to  pay,  ordered  fome  of 
t lie  corn  to  be  taken  out  of  his  granary  and  fold.  As 
they  were  executing  the  order  rigoroufly,  an  old  woman, 
who  happened  to  be  prefent,  ftruck  the  collector  t wo  or 
three  times  on  the  back,  and  with  emotion  cried  out,  what 
are  you  about  ? 

The  collector,  who  was  deeply  affected  with  this  cir- 
cumftance,  felt  that  very  day,  a  little  tumour,  about  the 
bignefs  of  a  pea,  on  the  fame  part  which  the  woman  had 
Bauch  .‘  bin  three  days,  the  f welling  had  grown  to  the 
hze  of  s  egg,  and  at  Lift,  in  about  three  years,  was 

as  big  as  a  fack  of  corn.  The  collector  came  to  Amfler- 
dam  to  confult  the  mold  expert  phyficians  and  furgeons, 
amongft  whom  Iverkerem  liimfelf  was  confulted,  who, 
amazed  to  fee  luch  a  tumor  as  covered  all  his  back,  una- 
nimoufly  agreed  that  it  fliould  not  be  opened.  But  he 
was  not  fo  wife  as  to  pay  any  regard  to  this  ;  for  he  died 
Boon  after  at  Cologne,  under  the  hands  of  a  furgeon,  who 
had  undertaken  the  operation. 

Many  attributed  this  monftrous  fwelhng  to  his  be  ing  be¬ 
witched  bv  the  old  woman.  But  it  certainly  arofe  from 
the  imagination  of  tins  fupericitious  man,  who  had  him- 
felf  taken  this  fancy  into  his  head.  His  imagination  being 
filled  with  the  idea  of  the  lack  of  corn,  which  he  had 
feized  from  the  farmer,  and  having  fancied  that  the  old 
woman  was  a  witch,  the  humours  which  were  in  motion 
took  their  courfe  towards  the  back, — to  the  place  where 
they  had  been  determined  by  the  imagination,  and  there 
caufed  a  fwelling. 

Yerdue,  in  the  above  paflage,  while  he  relateth  the  fact, 
ifilgnetli  the  caufe.  Imprellions  made  on  the  mind  by 
adding  on  the  blood  and  fpirits,  may  be  the  means  of  de¬ 
taching  too  great  a  quantity  of  fluids  to  a  found  part, 
which  flagnating  there,  nature  may  become  oppreffed,  and 
the  tone  of  the  folid  parts  receive  a  preternatural  diftention. 

In  order  to  cure  or  prevent  difeafes  like  the  preceding, 
nothing  more  can  pofhbly  be  neceifary  than  that  of  kli- 
verting  the  imagination,  and  taking  off  that  fixed  atten¬ 
tion  which  influences  fo  very  much  our  fluids;  to  effedt 
this,  can  any  thing  in  the  univerfe  be  better  adapted  than 
mu  lie  ;  if  this  be  the  cafe,  and  it  feems  as  demon  Arable  as 
any  proportion  in  Euclid,  is  there  a  being  in  nature  fo 
fh-pid,  as  not  to  give  the  preference  to  this  elegant  re- 
xnedv,  to  the  whole  contents  of  a  naufeous  apothecary’s  fhop  ? 

The  idea  of  the  bite  of  the  Tarantula  being  mortal,  we 
find  to  be  without  foundation;  a  number  of  late  experi¬ 
ments 
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tnents  having  fliewn  that  it  is  not  attended  with  ally  poi- 
fofious  effects  ;  we  are  therefore  to  attribute  the  wonderful 
powers  of  mufic  which  has  been  fo  fuccefsfully  made  uie 
of  in  this  cafe,  to  nothing  more  than  the  calming  an  ima¬ 
gination  inflamed  with  the  terrible  idea  of  a  fudden  diff 
foliation  from  fuch  a  circumflance ;  which  thoufands  of  ex¬ 
amples  well  attebed  prove  to  us  to  have  been  the  cafe. 

The  canine  madnefs,  fo  much  talked  of,  and  fo  little 
utlderbood,  will,  I  make  no  doubt,  in  time,  be  found  by- 
no  means  fo  poifonous  as  it  is  now  generally  imagined  to 
be;  and  that  a  good  deal  of  the  danger  proceed'  -'hi  the 
terrible  appreheniions  of  an  intenfely  woiking  .  ..nation. 
It  is  moft  aftoniihing  to  me,  that  mufic  has  not  been 
thought  of  in  all  cafes  of  this  kind,  when  there  is  all  the 
reafon  in  the  world  to  expert  the  greateft  benefit  from  it, 
till  experience  and  good  fenfe  fhall  have  taught  mankind 
the  folly  of  this,  as  well  as  of  many  other  nonfenfical  ima¬ 
ginations. 

For  my  own  part,  were  I  to  have  the  misfortune  to  be  bit 
by  a  mad  dog,  my  method  would  be  the  following ;  in  which. 
I  would  comply  as  much  as  pofiible  with  the  prefent  notion 
of  thefe  matters.  I  would  think  very  lightly  of  the  affair, 
but  would  order  the  mulical  airs  I  love  and  admire  moff  to 
be  fung. or  played  aimed  night  and  day  for  feveral  days,  or 
perhaps  weeks.  I  would  indantly  apply  cupping  glaffes 

upon,  or  all  around  the  part  bit; - 1  would  then  foment 

it  for  an  hour  or  two  with  an  excefiively  drong  decocdion 
of  chamomile  flowers,  wormwood,  rue,  tanfv,  and  plenty 
of  the  golden  fulphur  of  antimony,  with  the  addition  of 
feme  camphorated  brandy.  After  that,  I  would  rub  the 
parts  diligently  for  half  an  hour  with  fome  drong  mer¬ 
curial  ointment,  in  which  fhould  be  mixed  fome  levigated 
calcined  mercury,  calomel,  and  balfam  capivae  ;  drinking 
at  the  fame  time,  a  hearty  bowl  of  good  punch,  or  a 
bottle  of  bout  Madeira,  and  enjoying  the  fociai-endearing 
fociety  of  my  friends.  The  above  fomentation,  and  pene¬ 
trating,  mercurial  fried  ion,  fhould  be  repeated  as  often  as 
I  thought  prudent ;  and  I  would  now  and  then  take  a 
comfortable  and  moderately  tepid  bath. —I  infid  upon 
it,  that  with  a  due  attention  to  the  above  method,  no 
mifehief  could  podibly  enfue  from  the  bite  of  a  mad 
clog,  or  from  that  of  any  other  animal.  But  to  return, 
Hippocrates  was  of  opinion,  that  there  were  fecret  ways 
in  which  the  blood  could  come  and  go  from  the  heart  and 
lungs  into  the  inferior  parts,  and  from  thefe  parts  to  the 
lungs  and  head,  without  pading  through  the  heart.  It  is  cer¬ 
tain  that  the  paffions  produce  the  mod  ludden  revolutions  in 
the  motions  of  the  blood  circulating  in  the  capillary  veiled;

for  example,  when  the  nerves  of  the  face  are  flimu~ 
lated  by  a  fentiment  of  ihame,  the  blood  which  is  drawn 
there  in  confequence  of  that,  renders  the  countenance  of  a 
bright  red;  on  the  other  hand,  when  fear  agitates  the  prae- 
cordial  nerves,  the  vifage  fuddenly  becomes  as  pale  as 
death.  The  circulation  in  thefe  cafes  depending  intirely  on 
the  under  handing. 

The  (ting  of  a  wafp,  or  of  any  venomous  animal,  im¬ 
mediately  occafrons  a  tumor,  which  increafes  very  fait; 
this  tumor  is  fpherically  circumfcribed,  and  the  place  where 
the  fbng  entered  occupies  the  center  ;  now  this  form  and 
the  quicknefs  of  the  tumor’s  in-creafe  (the  adtion  of  the 
heart  and  arteries  remaining  juft  the  fame)  can  give  us  no 
idea  to  fuppofe  that  the  fluids  circulating  in  any  of  the 
finer  veffels  are  obftrudted,  or  that  any  of  the  arteries  or 
paffages  from  the  heart,  are  choaked  up :  hut  of  an  irri¬ 
tation  which  draws  the  fluids  rapidly  from  every  part  to 
the  circumference,  •  towards  the  point  where  the  fling  en¬ 
tered,  in  the  fame  manner  as  we  fee  the  irritation  of  the 
mefentcnc  veffels  of  a  frog'  determine  the  courfe  of  the 
blood  from  all  poffible  directions.  The  fame  happens  in 
bruifes,  and  every  other  external  injury.  This,  therefore, 
proves  to  a  demonftration,  that  the  motion  of  the  blood 
in  the  capillary  veffels,  is  fubjedt  to  other  laws  beflde 
that  of  the  heart  and  arteries. 

Grief  relaxes,  debilitates,  and  fufpends  the  neceffary 
breams  and  fundtions  of  life.  The  tender  pallions  of  love 
and  friendfhip,  waim  the  blood,  and  give  it  frefli  vigour. 
The  turbulent  pallions,  on  the  contrary,  of  wratlqand  fear, 
contradt  the  veffels,  and  hurry  on  the  circulation  of  the 
blood  in  fo  violent  and  irregular  a  manner,  as  to  throw 
the  whole  frame  into  confufton  :  whenever  thefe  two,  wrath 
and  fear,  are  raifed  together  to  any  high  pitch,  there  is 
a  terrible  lcene  produced,  if  an  inftantaneous  death  doth 
not  end  the  tragedy  by  a  -hidden  apoplexy ;  a  pally,  a 
phrenzy,  or  an  epilepfy  follow,  efpecialiy  in  languine 
conftitutions.  I  need  not  tell  the  fagacious  reader  what 
conclulion  he  may  draw  from  the  above;  he  will  readily 
fee  that  mufie  may  be, made  ufe  of  to  the  greateft  advan¬ 
tage  in  calming  thole  turbulent  pallions  lo  very  injurious  to 
the  human  conftitution. 

The  late  Mr.  Ufher,  who  has  favoured  the  world  with 
his  excellent  Thoughts  on  Tafte,  &c.  was  exceedingly  fer- 
ftlfe  of  the  miglity  eftedls  of  mufie  on  the  human  body  ax  d 
mind.  Mr.  Ufher  was  an  elegant,  delicate,  and  molt  pe¬ 
netrating  '  philofopher ;  but  how  mulic  was  learned,  to 
what  origin  we  owe  it,  or  what  is  the  meaning  of  fome  of 
its  molt  affedting  {trains,  he  fays  we  know  not.  Proofs  of 
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the  nigh  opinion  that  excellent  judge  had  of  mufic  in  the 
cure  of  difeales,  may  be  gathered  from  the  following  : 
“  Malic,  fays  he,  can  fo  harmonize  the  mind,  and  fo  fweetly 
regulate  the  motions  of  the  blood  and  fpirits,  that  the  whole 
fvftem  exhibits  a  retired,  yet  molt  charming  profpedt  of 
health,  happinefs  and  innocence,  inlomuch,  that  the  pidhire 
of  eafe,  peace  and  tranquillity,  which  both  mind  and  body, 
under  the  influence  of  certain  fpecies  of  mufic  exhibits,, 
gives  us  an  idea  of  the  golden  age,  when  human  nature, 
adorned  with  innocence,  and  the  peace  that  attends  it, 
repofed  in  the  arms  of  content. 

“  Natural  mufic  and  real  harmony  lift  the  lick  man  out  of 
his  miferies  ; — they  footh  him  with  the  prol'pedf  of  health 
and  joy, — and  with  the  pleafing  retrofpedl  of  his  healthier 
and  happier  days  : — he  no  longer  feels  his  pain,  but  feems 
confcious  of  an  healthy,  enlarged  and  ennobled  foul.  He 
is  infpired  with  new  fhength,— with  fentiments  that  aflo- 
nifh  and  ravifh, — and  with  thole  fublime  and  eeleflial  ideas 
which  bear  him  far  above  the  infirmities  of  the  human 
ftate. 

“  Mufic  breathes  new  life  into  a  fufeeptibie  being,  and 
Xoothes  like  a  mother’s  bofom.  Under  its  influence,  the 
mind  paints  all  the  pleafures  that  are  annexed  to  good 
health,  in  the  mod  glowing  and  ceieftial  colours — then 
Tanguiih.es  for  them,  and  at  length  feems  to  tafle  them  by 
a  charming  renovating  anticipation.  By  mufic  newfources 
cf  health  are  opened,  and  ideas  routed  for  which  we  have 
no  name,  and  knew  not,  until  they  were  awakened  in  the 
mind  by  harmony ;  few  things  are  more  conducive  to  the 
prefervation  of  health  than  finging,  playing,  frequent 
concerts,  or  little  friendly  mufical  parties.” 

Mr.  Uiher  is  of  opinion  with  mold  men  of  real  tafle, 
that  harmony  is  always  underftood  by  the  croud,  and  al- 
moft  always  miflaken  by  muficians,  who  are,  with  hardly 
any  exceptions,  fervile  followers  of  the  tafle  in  fafhion, 
and  who  having  expended  much  time  and  pains  on  the 
mechanic  and  practical  part,  lay  great  ftrefs  on  the  flights, 
tricks,  and  dexterities  of  hand.  Muficians  now  a  days, 
feem  to  firive  who  fhall  he  loudefl,  or  who  fhall  draw  the 
longefl  or  moA  unnatural  tones  from  their  inftruments  *. 

*  I  was  delighted  with  the  juftnefs  of  the  remarks  of  the 
writer  who  appeared  a  few  weeks  ago  in  the  Public  Adver- 
tifer,  in  a  letter  addrefled  to  my  Lords  the  Bifliops,  praying 
them  to  reform  fome  things  in  church  mufic,  Sec. — - 

“  Pfalm-finging,  as  it  is  managed  in  our  London  parifh 
churches,  is  intolerable.  The  preacher  never  directs  the 
clerk  in  the  choice  of  his  ftave,  nor  does  the  clerk  confult 
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They  are  charmed  at  the  union  they  form  between  the 
grave  and  fantadic,  at  refolving  horridly  grating  dife or ds 
into  harmony,  and  at  the  fur pri ling  tranlitions  they  make 
between  extremes,  while  every  hearer  who  has  the  lead 
remainder  of  the  tade  of  nature  left  (which  alone  difeovers 


with  the.organid  about  the  tune.  Hence  it  frequently  hap¬ 
pens  that  the  preacher,  who  is  going  to  inflruct  the  congre¬ 
gation  in  the  advantages  of  affliction,  mounts  the  pulpit 
to  the  old  ioqth-plalm,  and  its  uprightly  tune  ;  or  when  he 
■propofes  to  expiate  on  the  continual  feaft  of  a  good  confci- 
cnee,  he  trips  up  with  the  51H,  and  Southwell’s  difmal  ditty. 
The  tune  is  likewife  frequently  as  difeordant  to  the  fubjedl 
of  the  pfalm,  as  thepfalmis  to  thefermon;  for  theorganift 
only  attends  to  the  meaihre,  and  that  is  often  the  fame 
when  the  fubjedls  are  opposite.  Short,  therefore,  as  our 
pfalm  hinging  is,  few  of  the  congregation  defire  it  to  be 
longer;  and  the  fame  auditory  that  would  fit  with  pleafure 
to  hear  an  alternate  hymn  of  a  dozen  verfes  fung  by  mecha¬ 
nics,  without  any  accompanyment,  at  the  Lock  or  the 
Tabernacle,  are  quite  fatisfied  with  a  fingle  have  in  their 
parifh  church,  though  an  organ  accompanies  the  clerk,  and 
i m  infant  orchedra  joins  in  the  chorus.  It  may  indeed  be 
doubted  whether  the  organ,  as  it  is  managed,  be  an  advan¬ 
tage  to  our  pfalmody ;  for  as  the  organift  is  under  no  direc¬ 
tion,  and  only  careful  to  be  heard,  to  prove  he  is  in  his  place, 
the  noife  he  makes  utterly  confounds  the  clerk  and  children, 
and  generally  duns  the  whole  congregation,  efpecially  that 
part  of  it  which  has  the  misfortune  to  fit  at  the  lower  end 
of  the  church.  I  have  indeed  known  the  charity  boys  make 
a  good  fight  with  him  to  be  heard,  by  fcreaming  to  the  lit- 
mod  dretchof  their  voices,  to  the  infinite  annoyance  of  the 
congregation  ;  but  the  clerk  almod  always  fubmits,  and 
either  keeps  his  mouth  fhut  altogether,  or  lings  in  a  low 
key. 

{  proted  I  have  fat  for  feveral  years  within  four  feats  of 
the  clerk,  in  one  of  the  mod  polite  and  bed  regulated  parifh 
chin  ehes  in  this  metropolis,  and  never  knew  the  clerk  could 
ling  until  the  organ  was  fortunately  out  of  order,  and  I  then 
found  he  had  a  very  melodious  voice. 

I  believe  I  may  venture  to  pronounce  it  as  a  truth,  that 
all  men  have  an  ear  for  melody,  and  a  tade  for  pathetic 
mufic  :  Witnefs  the  fongs  which  are  more  generally  ap¬ 
plauded  at  the  theatres,  and  the  performers  who  are  mod 
popular;  but  neither  voice  nor  indrument  can  carry  up 
melody  to  the  full  extent  of  their  compafs ;  although  we 
find  it  is  the  condant  druggie  of  the  indrumental  gentry 
every  where  who  fhould  be  louded,  and  that  in  the  conteft 
they  drown  the  vocal  performers. 
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and  feels  the  true  beauty  and  charm  of  mufic)  is  {hocked 
at  the  flrange  and  unnatural  jargon. 

If  the  fame  tafte  was  to  prevail  in  painting,  we  would 
foon  fee  a  lady’s  head,  a  horfes  body,  and  a  fillies  tail,  united 
by  foft  gradations,  greatly  admired  at  our  public  exhibi¬ 
tions.  But  real  harmony, — natural  and  pathetic  mufic, 

I  have  mentioned  the  charity  boys  as  contending  with 
the  organifl  for  being  heard;  I  could  wifh  it  was  with  him 
only  they  contended,  for  their  fkreeking  out  the  refponfes 
is  a  great  nuifance.  Their  place  is  generally  at  the  lower 
end  of  the  church  ;  whence  it  muff  happen  they  are  the  laft 
in  hearing  the  reader  end,  and  confequently  they  begin  when- 
part  of  the  congregation  are  got  half  through  tneir  fentence, 
and  by  fending  back  upon  them  what  they  have  already 
faid,  makes  fuch  a  jumble,  that  perfons  not  very  well  ufed 
to  fuch  incongruous  founds  could  not  pofiibly  underhand 
themfelves  :  accidental  noiles  alfo  fometimes  prevent  the 
children  from  hearing  an  entire  fentence,  and  then  indeed 
they  make  fad  work.  I  have  heard  them  bawling  out, 
“  Lord  have  mercy  upon  us,”  when  the  reader  had  got 
half  way  through  the  Lord’s  Prayer,  to  the  great  diflur- 
bance  of  the  congregation.  Why  they  are  fuffered  to  bawl' 
at  all,  I  cannot  conceive ;  for  if  the  ufe  of  the  cle.rk  be  to 
lead  thofe  who  cannot  read,  the  gabbling  of  a  parcel  of 
children  molt  effectually  fruftrates  that  end,  as  no  human 
being  can  make  out  what  they  are  faying,  or  underhand  the 
clerk  for  their  noife. 

The  matters  I  have  mentioned,  though  of  very  extenfive 
ill  confequences,  are  of  eafy  remedy,  and  intirely  within 
the  fphere  of  your  Lordfhips  influence.  .Let  me  entreat  you 
then  to  take  the  trouble  of  compofing  fhort  introductory 
and  concluding  prayers  for  each  fermon  you  preach,  appli- 
cable  to  thefubjeCt;  make  the  clerk  attend  you  in  theveffry,  . 
and  direct  him  what  he  is  to  fing,  andfendhim  with  orders 
for  the  tune,  and  to  play  under  the  voices,  and  not  over¬ 
power  them.  Silence  the  children  while  the  Liturgy  is 
reading,  or  rather  only  let  their  voices  only  be  heard  like 
the  diftant  murmurs  of  falling  waters.  Inflead  of  jiggs, 
and  dancing  airs,  lelect  fweetly  folemn  and  pathetic  pieces 
©f  facred  mufic  for  voluntaries,  and  mark  them  in  rotation 
for  the  whole  year,  adapting  them  to  the  occafion  of  each 
Sunday.  Lead  the  example  yourfelves,  and  you  will  foon 
be  followed  by  the  whole  clergy.  The  churches  will  be  fil¬ 
led,  and  the  pleafures  of  devotion  will  no  longer  be  treated 
as  vifionary  by  thofe  Avho  frequent  them,  or  known  only  to 
fuch  as  have  feats  in  the  Lock  or  Tabernacle.  The  heart 
being  foftened  by  the  pathetic  melody  of  the  pfalms,  will 
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with  a  fuperlor  power  that  is  not  acquired,  and  cannot  he 
refitted,  feizes  on  the  human  rnind,  and  opens  the  fp rings 
of  health  and  joy.  The  effects  of  mufic  on  the  mind  and 
body,  are  the  fubjecffi  of  the  fined:  lines  in  our  language  ; 
the  reader  of  taffe  is  fenfible  I  mean  Dryden’s  feaft  of  Alex¬ 
ander.  We  comprehend  by  inftindfc,  without  the  affiftance 
of  reafon,  that  mufic  is  related  to  poetry.  The  principal 
objedt  of  both,  is  Something  beyond  expreffion  rapturous 
and  elevating  ;  when  we  would  fix  our  view  upon  it,  we 
find  that  it  lies  yet  below  our  horizon,  and  only  appears  in 
a  dawn  whofe  fplendor  furprizes  us;  accordingly  there  is  a 
perfection,  a  plus  ultra  ftill  behind,  beyond  expreffion  or 
attainment  in  both,  of  which  great  poets  and  muficians 
have  a  confuted  idea,  without  ability  ever  to  arrive  at  it. 
But  altho’  they  know  it  not,  they  are  fenfible  when  they  ap¬ 
proach  to  it,  by  the  noble  elevation  that  feizes  the  foul ,  ike

loose,  and  approach  to  the  unknown  object,  that  feems 
at  the  fame  time  to  appear  and  hide  from  the  imagina¬ 
tion. 

Mufic,  like  all  feienees  -whofe  flandard  is  in  nature,  can 
only  be  corrupted  by  the  profeffiors,  or  the  learned  in  mufic, 
becaufe  the  fenfe  of  the  untutored  part  of  mankind  is  the 
true  flandard,  and  can  never  be  wrong,  but  the  learned  are 
always  liable  to  be  corrupted  by  vanity  and  affectation.  The 
fame  thing  happens  in  eloquence;  the  fenfe  of  the  croud  is 
the  true  flandard  of  eloquence  ;,.yet  from  the  time  oratory 
became  an  art,  it  has  been  feldom  free  from  the  faife  beau¬ 
ties  of  the  learned  in  oratory.  The  true  beauties  of  mufic 
affect  every  ear  .that  is  not  corrupted  by  art,  but  the  maftei  3 
are  often  led  by  a  faife  emulation  of  difplaying  a  mafter- 
hand  to  introduce  what, may  be  calied  properly  enough  the 
puns  and  quibbles  of  mufic  ;  thefe  they  at  prefent  cultivate 
with  great  care  and  perfeverance,  while  they  neglect  the 
wild  graces,  the  nobly  plaintive  flrains,  the  founds  that 

be  fitted  to  receive  the  good  feed  of  a  pious  fermon,  and  the 
foul  prepared  to  exalt  herfelf  to  the  throne  of  Grace,  when 
the  preacher  calls  her  to  accompany  him  in  an  animated, 
appiicatory  prayer.” 

I  beg  leave  for  my  own  part  to  declare,  that  in  religious 
contemplation,  and  in  all  devotional  exercifes,  mufic  well 
chofen  and  delicately  performed,  aefts  upon  my  foul  juft  a« 
a  fmith’s  great  bellows  does  upon  his  fire;  it  enlarges, 
melts,  and  brightens  every  faculty  of  my  foul,  and  every 
emotion  of  my  heart,— -with  the  molt  delightful  and  molt 
interde  fervors. 
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charm  and  elevate,  that  afiuage  the  petulant  cares  of  this 
life,  that  wrap  us  in  golden  villous,  and  bring  forward  lofty 
pafiions,  wliich  we  never  knew  before,  and  now  perceive  in 
fong,  with  furprife  and  extacy. 

Any  perfon  converfant  with  the  claffic  poets,  fees  in- 
ffantly  that  the  paffionate  power  of  mulic  1  fpeak  of,  was 
perfectly  underflood  and  pradtifed  by  the  ancients.  An 
inquiry  into  the  nature  and  merits  of  the  ancient  mufic, 
and  a  companion  thereof  with  modern  compofiticn,  by  a 
perfon  of  poetic  genius,  and  an  admirer  of  harmony,  who 
is  free  from  the  fhaekies  of  practice,  and  the  prejudices  of 
the  mode,  aided  by  the  countenance  of  a  few  men  of  rank, 
of  elevated  and  true  tafle,  would  probably  lay  the  prefent 
half-Gothic  mode  of  mufic  in  ruins,  like  thofe  towers  of 
whofe  little  laboured  ornaments  it  is  an  exadt  pidture,  and 
reflore  the  Grecian  tafle  of  paffionate  harmony  once  more, 
to  t lie  delight  and  wonder  of  mankind.  But  as  from  the  pre¬ 
fent  difpdfition  of  things,  and  the  force  of  fafhion,  we  can¬ 
not  hope  in  our  time  to  refeue  the  facred  lyre,  and  fee  it 
put  into  the  hands  of  men  of  genius,  I  fliall  only  re¬ 
call  the  reader  to  his  own  natural  feeling  of  harmony  j  and 
©bferve  to  him,  that  its  emotions  are  not  to  he  found  in  the 
laboured,  tragi-comic,  fantaflic  and  furprifing  competitions 
that  form  the  modern  ftyle  of  mufic;  but  he  will  meet  them  in- 
fomefew  pieces  that  are  the  growth  of  wild  unvitiated  tafle; 
he  will  difeover  them  in  the  fwelling  founds  that  wrap  us 
up  in  imaginary  grandeur ;  in  thofe  plaintive  notes  that 
make  us  in  love  with  woe ;  in  the  tones  that  utter  the  lovers 
fighs,  and  fludluate  the  bread  with  gentle  emotions  ;  in  the 
noble  ftrokes  that  wind  up,  brace  and  refrefh  the  fp rings  of 
life;  that  coil  up  the  courage  of  the  foul;  or  that  lull  it  in 
vitions  of  celeflial  joy  :  in  a  word,  in  thofe  affecting  drains 
that  find  their  way  to  the  inward  recedes  of  the  heart 

“  Un twilling  ail  the  chains  that  tie

Her  bread,  domach, 
body,  and  the  fpine  of  the  back  were  frequently  bathed 
with  a  powerful  tincture  of  the  peruvian  bark  in  pure 
aether — and  in  the  courfe  of  every  twenty  four  hours,  for 
the  firft  nine  days,  file  took  the  whole  of  the  following  bal- 
famic,  drengthening,  and  redorative  medicine  by  cupfuls 
inwardly,  and  alfo  by  way  of  glyfter. — Four  ounces  of  pure 
gum  arabic,  and  two  ounces  of  barley  fugar  were  carefully 
diffolved  in  about  three  pints  of  water,  and  poured  boiling 
hot  on  three  ounces  of  peruvian  bark,  in  coarfe  powder, 
one  ounce  of  the  moft  beautifully  dried  red  rofe  leaves,  and 
half  an  ounce  of  cinnamon  bruifed.  This  was  covered  up, 
when  cold  was  drained,  and  ufed  as  above,  cold. — She  was 
allowed  no  wine,  nor  any  kind  of  common  cordials — her 
diet  was  dry  bifcuit,  rice  pudding,  &c.  and  her  drink  barley 
water,  with  candied  eringo  root  boiled  in  it;  rich  plain  veal 
broth,  or  a  tea  made  of  apples,  china  oranges,  and  barley 
fugar.  She  took  frequently  into  her  mouth  fome  red  or 
biack  currant  jelly,  and  chewed  daily  a  few  ounces  of  f refill 
liquorice  root.  By  thefie  means,  and  by  taking  now  and  then 
a  tea  tpoonful  of  an  xtherial  tin (Sture  of  the  bark — fine  was 
able  to  walk  about  in  three  days,  and  in  a  week  from  the 
time  I  was  fil'd  called,  flie  Teemed  drong,  and  free  from 
every  complaint.  Her  cure  was  confirmed  by  taking  daily 
for  a  fortnight,  a  powder  or  two  competed  of  fait  of  amber, 
fait  of  deel,  and  columbo  root; — with  a  few  glades  of  Spa 
or  Bridol  water  daily — and  every  day  frequently  little  partial 
bracing  bathings,  with  pure  cold  water,  milk,  or  Bridol  or 
Spa  water.  After  that,  by  a  milk  diet,  mufic,  and  moving 
about  3  good  deal  in  the  open  air,  and  the  fociety  of  thole 
lire  loved  and  edeemed,  the  foon  became  a  happy  and  a 
healthy  mother,  and  has,  with  her  little  lbn,  remained  well 
ever  fmce.

AVERY  amiable  lady  of  fortune,  comlderably  advanced 
in  years,  having  been  tormented  for  feveral  years  with 
cramps,  and  with  what  was  called  a  rheumatic  gout,,  was 
at  length  feized  with  a  painful  fweiling  of  her  elbow,  vHift, 
and  of  all  the  joints  of  her  fingers.

He  was  coftive,  made  no  water,  except  a  little 
towards  morning,  and  began  to  breathe  Avith  difficulty- 
He  was  doav  purged  ftrongly  with  rhubarb  and  tobacco 
allies,  and  had  his  body  rubbed  Avith  garlic  and  foap,  dif- 
folved  in  rum.  Thefe  means  at  fir  ft  relieved  him  in 
every  refpedt,  but  they  foon  after  were  difeontinued  as 
they  Avere  found  to  bring  on  vomiting,  and  fevere  gripings. 
Caftor  oil  inwardly  and  outwardly,  Avas  iioav  tried  with  the 
happieft  effects — 1'hey  Avere  however  only  temporary;  for 
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in  a  few  weeks  all  the  complaints  returned  with  ten  fold 
violence,  and  though  nothing  now  was  looked  for  by  his 
friends  but  death,  lie  could  not  be  prevailed  upon  to  under¬ 
go  tapping,  and  was  very  chearful  and  feemingly  uncon¬ 
cerned,  even  under  the  combined  burden  ofdroply,  afthraa, 
jaundice,  and  a  fchirrous  liver.

at  lead:  three  gallons  of  corrupted  bilious  matter,  and  at  the 
end  of  its  operation, — clear  flimy  ropey  water.  1  gave  him  that 
fame  night,  after  this  aflonilhing  operation,  about  a  pint  of 
ftrong  old  madeira  wine  poured  hot  on  a  couple  of  handfuls 
of  bruited  frefh  tanley,  and  allowed  him  to  eat  as  much 
toufted  bread  as  he  pleafed, — and  then  made  a  llrong  man 
rub  his  body  for  two  hours  with  a  pure  eledtric  aether,  bal- 
fam  capivas,  and  oil  of  juniper, — duly  proportioned  and 
properly  mixed.  After  this  he  was  able  to  lye  down  in 
bed  ;  he  fweat  profufely,  “yet  llept  fweetly  for  no  lefs  than 
ten  hours,  and  when  he  awoke,  he  found  himfelf  perfectly 
eafy,  and  we  were  all  furprized  to  find  not  the  fmallefl: 
veftige  of  the  jaundice.  I  now  ordered  him  a  broiled  pi¬ 
geon  or  two,  and  rich  chicken  water,  with  green  parfley  for 
his  common  drink.  His  body  was  likewife  found  diminiflied 
to  an  aftonifhing  degree,  and  was  now  rubbed  for  an  hour 
with  a  ftrong  astherial  tindture  of  the  bark,  which  visibly 
braced  and  ftrengthened  the  parts  in  a  lurprizing  manner. 
In  a  word,  by  cleanfing,  opening,  and  ftrengthening  his 
lungs,  and  invigorating  his  nervous  fyftem  by  authentic 
ZEtherial  effluvia  ;  by  the  judicious  repetition  of  the  baths, 
— diuretic  and  purging  medicines,  and  rubbing  his  body 
daily  with  an  eledtric  atherial  tindture  of  the  bark  and  cam¬ 
phor; — by  neceftary  electric  operations  at  my  own  houfe;

to  perfedt  health  and  ftrength,  and  is  now  a  regular  and 
relpedtable, — a  healthy  and  happy  character :  but  he  flili 
declares  that  if  he  had  been  once  tapped,  even  Hr.  Graham 
coaid  not  have  faved  him.

A  MIDDLE  aged  gentleman,  a  lieutenant  in  the  royal 
navy,  was  recommended  to  my  care  by  a  noble  commander, 
who  had  humanely  interefted  himfelf  in  the  cafe,  which 
was  indeed  a  very  frightful  venereal  one.

TWO  young  gentlemen,  of  fortune  and  fafhion,  had 
been  afflidted  for  a  confiderable  time  with  a  diforder, 
the  higheft  degree  of  feurvy.— - — -It  manifefted  itfelf 
in  blotciics,  particularly  on  their  face,  arms,  legs,  and 
among  the  hair  of  the  head.

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nervous  diforder,  in  confequence  of  lo  roe  great  fatigue', 
which  had  brought  on  a  violent  nervous  cholic,  attended 
the  whole  time  with  a  fevere  drawing  or  tearing  pain  at  her 
breaft,  and  in  her  ftomach,  conftant  burning  in  her  throat, 
and  extreme  thirfl.

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gentled  and  mod  amiable  imaginable.  But  at  the  age  of 
eighteen  years,  he  looked  like  an  ideotic,  paralytic  old 
man.  I  never  was  in  my  whole  life  lo  much  knocked  as 
when  I  fil'd:  looked  at  him.  He  laid  on  a  bed  with  a 
wrinkled,  lwarthy,  emaciated  countenance,  full  of  blueifh 

and  red  blotches  01  pimples. - His  eyes  were  didorted, 

glazed,  and  the  pupils  monftroufly  dilated.  He  could  not 
ipeak  articulately,  and  his  motions  were  thofe  of  an  idiot 
or  lunatic.  When  he  attempted  to  fpeak,  his  mouth  wa,s 
drawn  to  one  fide  or  to  the  other,  his  tongue  feemed  too 
large  for  his  mouth,  and  the  faliva  flowed  unfecmingly 
upon  his  chin.

The  Apothecary  came  to  me  next  day,  and  told  me  that 
the  young  Gentleman  had  vomited  the  medicine  a  quarter 
of  an  hour  after  I  had  given  it  to  him;  and  we  both  agreed 
that  nothing  could  he  done.  Three  or  four  days  after  that, 
however,  tiie  young  gentleman’s  mother  came  to  inform 
me  that  her  fon  was  coniiderably  better,  and  to  requed  a 
repetition  of  the  fame  medicine.  Adorn  feed,  I  complied. 
and  moreover  ordered  for  him  four  ounces  of  pure  gum 
arable,  and  the  like  quantity  of  Spanifh  juice  or  Pont efra eft 
black  liquorice  cakes,  diiFolved  in  two  quarts  of  new  milk,, 
to  be  drank  and  given  in  glyders  every  day  ;  and  likewife 
that  he  Ihould  fit  or  lie  in  a  parlour  for  twelve  hours  every 
twenty-four  in  a  bath  of  rniik  w.arrn  from  the  head  hied 
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cows,  and  honey  in  the  purefi:  comb.  While  in  the  bath, 
his  whole  frame  was  pervaded  with  fuch  .{deeded  mufic  as 
was  necefl'ary  to  accelerate  tl)e  effeebsof  the  medicines,  and 
to  recal  and  coil  up  his  feeble  and  ahnoft  obliterated  foul.  His 
bed  room  too  was  changed:  in  the  daytime  all  the  doors 
and  windows  I  directed  to  be  kept  open  ;  and  in  the  night* 
the  doors.  Neither  bread  nor  animal  food  was  allowed. 
The  firft  day  he  drank  and  took  by  way  of  glyfter,  the  four 
pints  of  milk  with  the  gum,  &c.  diffolved  in  it. 

'Flie  next  day,  iix  new  laid  eggs,  three  ounces  of  pow¬ 
dered  fugar  candy,  and  three  pints  of  ftrong  ale,  of  a  mid¬ 
dling  age,  were  beat,  churned,  or  fhaken  together  for  an 
hour  or  two,  and  taken  gradually  into  his  llomach  and  by 
way  ©f  glyfter,  as  the  other  medicine  the  preceding  day. 
The  third  day,  he  was  allowed  nothing  but  the  water  in 
which  a  chicken,  beat  into  a  pafte,  had  been  boiled.  I 
had  the  pleafure  to  be  informed  daily  that  every  thing

'withftanding  feveral  feminal  emifiions,  faid  to  have  been 
involuntary.

tions.  Promifmg  every  thing  on  his  part,  1  undertook, 
under  God,  his  cure.  The  next  day  he  was  brought  to  my 
houfe,  where  he  took  an  astherial  milk  bath,  and  a  nervous 
balfamic  medicine,  while  his  xvhole  fyftem  was  pervaded 
with  dephlogiftieated  air,  with  vivifying  elecStric  influences, 
—and  with  fuch  mufic  as  was  neceifary  gently  to  alter  the 
tone  of  his  mind,  and  promote  the  due  operation  of  the 
medicines.  At  the  end  of  20  minutes  his  body  feemed 
convoked,  and  his  mind  agitated  in  the  mod  extraordinary 
manner.  He  burft  into  tears,  and  ftruggled  with  emotions 
feemingly  expreffive  of  horror,  compunction,  gratitude  and 
joy.  At  the  end  of  one  half  hour  more  he  was  compofed  : 
—His  countenance,  now  ferene,  at  length  fparkled  with 
delight.  Three  hours  being  elapfed,  he  was  taken  out  of

gentlemen  of  the  Infirmary :  I  do  hereby  declare,  that  from 
the  time  when  Mr.  Keenlyfide  took  away  my  water,  when  I 
had  a  fupprellion  of  urine  four  years  ago  till  Augufl:  laft,  I 
had  no  diforder  in  thofe  parts  that  obliged  me  to  complain 
or  apply  for  advice;  that  fince  Augufl  laft  I  have  laboured 
under  an  incontinence  of  urine,  for  which  I  applied  to  the 
Infirmary  on  January  21 A  laft,  where  I  was  adranritted  ail 
out-patient  under  the  care  of  Dr.  Hall;  and  that  I  attended 
on  three  Mondays  as  an  out-patient,  and  that  on  the  laft 
of  the  three  I  received  a  blifter  by  his  order,  which  being  ap¬ 
plied  on  Monday  night,  brought  on  a  very  fevere  ftranguary 
and  bearing  down,  and  from  the  pain  I  then  felt,  conceiv¬ 
ing  myfelf  no  better,  was  advifed  to  apply  to  Dr.  Graham,

SIR, 

THE  fovereign  contempt  with  which  Dr.  Graham  would 
have  tieated  the  Governor  of  the  collective  body  of  the 
faculty’s  pitiful  libel,  would  have  {pared  you  this  trouble, 
had  he  not  thought  it  his  duty. to  lead  the  governor  by  the 
nofe,  if  he  has  one,  out  of  the  new  field  he  had  prefumed 
to  figure  in;  as  he  has  at  fit  ft  unwarily  taken  the  wrong  fow 
by  the  ear,  as  may  be  re— marked  in  the  cafe  of  Demetrius, 
a  certificate  of  which,  as  produced  this  day  among  the  Adis 
of  the  Apoftolic  Committee,  will  be  printed  in  this  week’s 
paper.

The  “  governor,”  I  ant  told,  was  moreover  tormented  by 
the  reft  of  the  faculty  for  being  the  fit  ft  and  moft  aCtive  in 
the  black  bufinefs,  and  for  bringing  the  whole  body  into  f© 
ridiculous,  fo  mortifying  a  predicament. 

Thus  my  viCfory  was  complete;  and,  as  at  Bath,  and  at 
Edinburgh,  fo,  for  the  laft  two  months  that  1  redded  in 
Newcaftle,  I  feldom  had  lefs  than  one  or  two  hundred 
patients  every  day  under  my  care:  And  it  is  by  this  con-  _ 
if  ant  and  exceeding  multiplicity  of  practice,  that  I  have 
been  able  to  bring  my  important  difeoveries  and  improve¬ 
ments  to  fo  high  and  honourable  a  degree  of  perfection. 

I  beg  leave  to  lay  the  following  before  the  Public,  as  a 
very  great  curiofity — I  fuppofe  they  were  written  by  a  poor 
Collier  in  a  Coal-pit ;  they  do  me  however  no  lefs  medical 
honour  than  if  an  equal  number  of  lines  had  been  compofed 
on  the  occafion  by  the  Poet  Laureat.

Three  years  having  elapfed  lince  I  have  made  a  tour  of 
the  continent  of  Europe  for  improvement  in  the  great 
branchefs  of  feience  I  am  cultivating:,  and  as  the  new  lights- 
which  had  every  year  been  thrown  upon  them  by  men  of 
learning  and  ingenuity,  were  confiderable :  and  as  1  had 
moreover  been  at  forne  pains  in  afeer  tabling  the  true  nature 
and  virtues  of  mo  ft  of  the  mineral  waters  of  Great-Britain, 
I  was  likewife  defir ous  of  analyfing  on  the  fpot,  the  famous 
waters  of  Chaude-Fontaine,  Aix-la-Cbapelle,  and  the 
German  Spa;  and  of inveftigating  their  nature  and  obferv- 
ing  their  efieefts  from  their  internal  uievas  well  as  external 
application  on  my  own  body,  and  like  wife  in  the  courfe  of 
my  profeffional  practice:  1  was  defirous  too  of  having  op¬ 
portunities  of  making  ufeful  obtervations  on  the  climate, 
fituation,  produce,  manner  of  living,  and  cuftoms  of  thefe 
places;  all  of  which  I  judged  nceeiiary  for  me  to  be  tho¬ 
roughly  acquainted  with,  before  I  began  to  pradtife  my 
great  fyftem  of  healing,  in  this  City  the  unrivalled  metropo¬ 
lis  of  the  world. 

I  left  England  therefore,  once  more,  on  the  hr  ft  of  laft 
May,  (1779)  to  enquire  perfonally,  into  the  real  ftate  of 
thefe  important  matters. 

A  began  with  Holland,  vifiting  and  refiding  fome  time  in 
every  town,  without  exception,  of  that  induftrious  Repub¬ 
lic.  In  my,  inquiries  into  the  ftate  and  improvements  of 
medicine,  electricity,  air,  and  magnetifm,  I  had  great  fatis- 
fadtion  in  examining  the  apparatus  and  comverfing  with 
the  ingenious  and  ingenuous  Mr,  Cuthbertfon  of  Amfterdam, 
and  Mr.  Cuypers  of  Delft. 

At  Leyden  I  received  the  full  eft  imformation  from  the 
profeft’ors  of  that  excellent  feminary  ;  but  was  particularly 
delighted  with  the  poiitenefs  and  fcience  of  the  learned  and 
indefatigable  Allemanb,  profeffor  of  experimental  phi- 
lofophy  in  that  univerfity.  Tire  profeflor  has  a  powerful 
eledtridal  apparatus,  and  the  largeft  and  beft  natural  magnet 
perhaps  in  the  world.  It  fufpends  a  weight  of  about  two 
hundred  pounds.

*  The  above  lines  had  appeared  in  the  Newcaftle  Paper 
juft  before  the  medical  Governor  wrote  his  letter — -into 
which  he  copies,  with  a  fneer,  the  laft  of  thefe  lines-—  the 
truth  of  which  had  hung  him  to  the  quick. 
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Leaving  Holland,  I  pa  fled  through  Flanders  and  Brabant, 
examining  every  thing  that  merited  my  attention.  I  had 
particular  fatisfaction  in  furveying  the  cabinet,  and  conver¬ 
ging  with  the  judicious  Hoffman  at  Maeftricht.  I  had  the 
h  nour  too  of  inipedting  Prince  Charles’s  (uncle  to  the  pre- 
fen  t  Emperor  of  Germany)  apparatus  in  his  palace  at  Bruxelles. 

From  the  Low  Countries  I  palled  into  France;  and  on 
my  arrival  in  Paris,  after  infpe citing  the  practice  at  the 
Hotel-Dieu*,  and  all  the  other  great  hofpitals  in  that  molt 
polite  city,  and  inquiring  into  the  prefent  ftate  of  electricity, 
medicineand  furgery,  particularly  in  venereal  cafes ;  I  had  the 
honour  of  an  interview  with  The  Great  American  Phi¬ 
losopher,  (who  has  done  far  more  than  any  other  man  that 
ever  lived,  towards  the  advancement  of  electrical  know¬ 
ledge)  and  with  Dr.  Maduit,  a  gentleman  of  ingenuity, 
learning,  and  liberality,  who  is  appointed  by  His  Most 
Christian  Majesty  to  make  medico-electrical  experiments 
and  obfervations  in  the  cure  of  difeafes.  I  had  the  mot 
cordial  fatisfaction  in  converfmg  with  Dr.  Maduit,  and  had 
likewife  the  privilege  of  infpecting  the  apparatus,  and  of 
feeing  a  number  of  both  fexes  go  through  the  operations, 
under  the  doctor’s  immediate  direction.  This  great,  and 
moil:  important  bufmefs,  is  carried  on  under  the  royal  pa~ 
tronage,  and  at  the  royal  expence.  A  full  account  of  the 
fuceefs  was  then  printing,  and  probably  is  now  pub  1  idled 
at  Paris.  Before  I  left  Paris  and  Verfailles,  I  had  likewife 
the  honour  of  infpecting  the  magnificent  and  very  powerful 
electrical  apparatus  of  a  noble  duke;  and  thole* too,  of 
fome  other  illuffrious  perfonages  in  France  who  are  now  cul¬ 
tivating  with  great  pleafure  and  fuccefs  this,  and  fome 
ether  branches  sf  natural  and  experimental philofrrphy. 

From  France  I  palled  through  the  queen  of  Hungary’s 
dominions,  into  Germany;  and.  on  my  arrival  at  Aix-la- 
Chaptlle,  I  took  up  my  refidence  at  the  EmperoCs  Baths, 
becaufe  in  that  houle  is  the  great  source  of  thefe  famous 
mineral  rvaters,  and  becaufe  there  I  could  make  the  experi¬ 
ments  to  the  bed  advantage. 

As  is  it  not  my  bufinefs  in  this  publication  to  give  a  full 
account  of  thefe  waters,  I  fhall  only  mention  that,  having 
analyzed  and  examined  with  the  niceft  attention  the  water 
of  the  public  fountain,  which  is  open  every  morning  for 
the  company  to  drink  of,  and  all  the  other  baths,  I  found 
them  all  greatly  inferior  in  point  of  mineral  flrength  as 
well  as  of  heat,  to  thole  of  the  great  fouree,  called  the 
emperor’s  bath.

wardly,  or  both,  to  lodge  if  poffible  in  that  houfe,  or  at 
lead  to  drink  the  water  there,  indead  of  drinking  it  at  the 
common  fountain  in  the  Compafbadt.  The  bathing 
there  too,  efpecially  the  vapour  baths,  is  far  more  powerful 
and  efficacious  than  at  any  of  the  other  places  in  Aix-la- 
Chapelle*. 

I  redded  at  Aix-la-Chappelle  about  a  month :  in  which 
time  I  had  the  good  fortune  to  cure  A  GENTLEMAN,  of 
a  fevere  bilious  and  nervous  complaint,  who  bad  come 
from  Ruflia  for  the  recovery  of  his  health,  and  who  1  be¬ 
lieve  is  now  in  London  : — And  likewife  a  moft  amiable

*  The  difcipline  which  every  patient  mud  undergo  who 
comes  to  Aix,  Spa,  and  indeed  to  any  of  the  principal  mi¬ 
ne!  al  waters  in  Europe,  is  as  cruel  as  abfurd.  Nobody  is 
allowed  to  tade  the  waters,  or  to  bathe  till  they  have  been 
prepared  as  they  call  it;  that  is,  bled,  purged,  vexed  and 
weakened,  hr  purfe  and  conftitution,  by  the  medical  gentry 
of  the  place;  but  what  is  mod  abfurd,  is,  that  let  their 
conditution  or  difeafe  be  what  they  will,  very  nearly 
the  fame  routine  of  the  fame  medicines,  &c.  is  pre¬ 
feribed  for  all.  And  as  there  is  faid  to  be  a  feeling  be¬ 
tween  the  principal  phyficians  and  the  proprietors  of  the 
baths,  the  poor  patient  is  tormented  with  bathing  and 
fweating  once,  twice,  or  thrice  every  day,  for  feveral 
months,  t ho' for  a  few  minutes  each  time;  for  a  bathing 
of  five  minutes  is  the  fame  price  as  one  of  five  hours.-— I  am 
told  likewife,  that  this  is  the  crafty  ungenerous  game  of 
feme  of  the  Sweaters,  Melters  and  Par-boilers  in  and 
near  London.  Thoufands  of  chilly  bodies,  and  crifp — feeble 
limbs,  atted  the  truth  of  what  is  here  regretted  and  expofed. 
Violent  fweatings  and  hot  baths  are  in  general  deadly,  and 
at  bed  enervating  and  emaciating,  while  luke-warm  or  fem- 
-ple  cold  general  or  partial  bathings  arc  abfolutely  necedary 
for  the  prefervation  and  recovery  of  health,  beauty,  a- 
greeable  feelings,  &c.

I  fliall  only  mention,  for  the  information  of  thofe  who 
have  not  been  on  the  continent,  that  her  Ladyfhip  and 
Family,  are  lo  renowned  for  goodnefs,  charity,  and  ge- 
nerofity,  that  all  the  poor,  and  all  the  difeafed  of  the 
place,  and  for  many  leagues  round,  flock  to  the  place  where 
her  Ladyfhip  is,  and  crowd  about  her  gates  in  a  constant 
fucceflion,  all  the  while  fhe  remains  in  that  country.  Each 
individual  of  the  multitudes  of  nobility,  gentry,  and  others, 
who  from  almofl:  every  nation  on  earth,  go  yearly  to  Aix-la- 
Chapelle  and  Spa,  for  health  or  amufement,  know  the  truth 
of  the  above,  and  that  her  ladyfhip  and  her  familv  have 
the  love  and  benediction  of  the  inhabitants  of  thofe  coun¬ 
tries  in  a  heartier  and  higher  degree,  than  any  fovereigu 
prince  or  perfonage,  without  exception,  that  ever  honuour- 
ed  thofe  places  with  their  prefence. 

As  many  of  the  princes,  and  molt  noble  perfonages  of

ANNA  MARIE  LOUDEMANT,  an  inhabitant  of 
Vauxhall- Street,  Spa,  far  advanced  h:  life,  of  a  bad  habit 
of  body,  and  in  the  middle  of  July  when  the  weather  was 
intenfely  hot,  had  the  misfortune  to  have  her  left  arm  and 
hand  moft  miferably  bruited  and  cut,  by  the  fall  of  a  large 
and  heavy  trap  door  upon  them.

. — the  ufe  of  her  hand  and  arm  recovered, — and  her  health 
and  fp hits  edabli fhed — in  the  fhort .  dpace  of  three  weeks.

I  told  her 
lady  ill  ip  that  the  probability  of  laving  his  life  was  fq  little, 
and  the  expences  of  a  proper  trial  would  be  fo  great,  that 
1  thought  it  bed  to  let  the  poor  creature  die  undifturbed 
and  that  fried  ions  for  feveral  hours  every  day  in  a.  temperate 
bath  of  chamomile  (lowers,  pure  powdered  gum  myrrh,  half 
a  dozen  pounds  of  bruifed  peruvian  bark,  and  half  a  dozen, 
gallons  of  claret  wine,  would  be  the  lea  if  part  of  the  ex¬ 
pence.  Her  lady  (hip,  however,  told  me  that  (Ire  did  not 
regard  ghe  expence  provided  the  boy  could  be  cured.  As 
flic  feeffied  much  a  libeled  with  fo  mifefahle  an  object,  and 
anxious  for  the  child’s  recovery,  I  defined  he  might  be  feirt 
to  my  own  houfe,  where  I  would  do  every  thing  in  mv 
power  ter  him.

Since  I2.1t  April 
he  did  not,  to  his  knowledge,  fleep  one  quarter  of  an  hour 
in  any  one  day  or  night.

trefaction,  and  diffolution,  and  the  hot  feafon  fo  very  unfa¬ 
vourable,  that  a  perfeCt  or  lading  cure  feemed  very  doubt¬ 
ful.

The  WIFE  of  JEAN  de  MARTEAU,  of  Heftraumont 
near  Spa,  aged  33  years,  very  flender  and  delicate,  was  deli¬ 
vered,  piecemeal,  in  the  courfe  of  24  hours,  of  her  fir  ft  child. 
For  fourteen  days  after  fhe  lay  weak  and  motionlefs  as  one 
dead.  The  pain  fire  differed  was  conftant  and  fevere.  In 
time,  however,  her  inward  bodily  pains  wore  off;  but  as 
they  decreafed,  her  limbs  wafted,  grew  dead  and  ufelefs.

time  that  the  nobility  and  myfelf  were  to  leave  the  Spa,  lire

to  the  goodnefs  of  his  medicines,  I  permitted  him  to  attend 
my  patients,  and  inftrucfted  him  as  well  as  I  could  in  fo

Mr.  Briart  in  confideration  of 
the  above,  delivered  to  Lady  Spencer  a  note,  in  which  he 
prom i fed  to  eleCtrify  gratis  all  luch  poor  perfons  as  may,  in 
future,  be  recommended  to  him  by  any  of  the  nobility  or 
gentry  occafionally  rending  at  Spa. 

I  was  induced  to  give  Tonnelet  this  preference,  on  ac- 
cOunt  not  only  of  the  baths  which  are  various  and  ex¬ 
cellent,  but  likewife  becaufe  I  efteem  that  water  as  the 
lighted:  and  mod:  vivifying  of  any.  -  It  contains  a  fpe- 
cies  of  fixed  or  dephlogifticated  air,  an  setherial  gas,  a 
vitriolic  mars,  a  divine  fomewhat  which,  combined  in, 
Nature’s  laboratory,  by  the  hand  of  infinite  Wifdom, 
and  omnipotent  Power!  produced  effeCts  which  I  could 
not  fo  fenftbly  .  nor  fo  cordially  difeover  in  either  the 
Pouhon,  the  Sauveniere,  or  the  Geronftere.  I  wifh,  for 
the  benefit  of  my  fpecies,  that  it  was  the  falhion  to  prefer,  in 
mod:  cafes,  the  Tonnelet.  The  fulphureous  principle  which 
manifefts  itfelf  in  the  Geronftere  water,  no  doubt  gives 
it  fome  qualities  different  from  thofe  of  the  other  fprings  ; — - 
The  Spa  waters  would  much  oftener  cure  difeafes  and  pro¬ 
duce  much  happier  effeCb  than  even  thefe  which  are  expe¬ 
rienced  from  them,  were  they  drank  in  a  more  judicious 
manner.

Tlie  coniequenee  of  this  is,  they  pafs  off  fuddenly  and 
violently  by  urine;  by  the  activity  of  the  fixed  air  (as  it  is 
called)  the  volatile  principle,  and  the  weight  and  momentum 
of  the  vitriolic  iron,  they  ftrain  and  tear  the  fine  veffels, 
forcing  all  before  them;  and  thofe  nervous  organs,  and 
indeed  the  wh-  !e  fyftem  is  left  more  irritable  and  debili¬ 
tated  than  can  be  expreffed,  The  pabulum  of  a  good

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was  fo  ftrong  and  well  recovered,  that  flie  walked  about  tiff 
principal  room,  before  the  fame  great  perfonages,  aflifled 

French  breakfaft,  confifiing  of  good  bread  and  wine,  with. 

a  morfel  of  meat,  and  plenty  of  fiqe  fruits  or  fallads - or 

even  a  poilonous- — ’enfeebling—  ftomach-deftroying  modern 
Engliih  one,  of  burnt  butter,  clayey — indigeftabie  new 
bread — and  the  fafhionable  poifonous  exotic  beverage, — hot 
tea,  give  relief  till  dinner,  when  road  meat  and  good  wine, 
which  tho’  Lhey  effedhially  recruit  the  patient’s  ftrength,  yet 
encreafe  the  heavy  thumping  head  aches,  and  fleepinefs, 
which  are  in  feme  meafure  lhaken  off  in  agreeable  parties 
- — by  riding  out — or  by  public  amufements  ;  and  next  morn¬ 
ing  the  fame  ridiculous  method  of  drinking  the  waters  is 
again  and  again  complied  with. 

Now  in  chronic  complaints,  and  in  almoft  every  cafe 
in  which  thefe  divine  waters-  are  really  proper,  inftead 
of  being  drank  in  one  hour  or  two,  in  fuch  quantities 
as  to  opprefs  and  force  nature,  breaking  down  and  tear¬ 
ing  all  before  them;  was  the  fame  quantity  to  be  re¬ 
ceived  into  the  fyftem  by  little  and  little,- - at  proper 

intervals,  thro’  the  courfe  of  the  24  hours,  with  a  due  and 
rational  attention  to  what  was  ate  and  drank;  to  regular 
hours moderate  exereife  in  the  cool  open  air;  and  to  tran¬ 
quillity -of  mind  by  refraining  from  play,  and  from  every

the  nervous  fyftem  would  be  pervious  and  braced;  the  foul 
itielf  coiled  up  and  illuminated ;  or  in  one  word,  good  health 
would  be  reftored,  and  the  patient  would  be  happy  ! 

I  cannot  clofe  this  fubjedl,  without  obferving  to  the 
world,  that,  in  confequence  of  the  moft  attentive  analyfts

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drily  by  three  or  four  fingers  of  one  cf  her  hu Panel's  hand*,- 
being  entirely  free  from  pain,  feeling  ftrong,  and  aH 
her  limbs  having  fully  recovered  their  natural  heat  and 
perfpiration.  I.  had  the  fans  faction  of  leaving  fuch  medi¬ 
cines,  applications,  and  directions,  as,  if  duly  and  pro¬ 
perly  ufed,  would, ^  I  hope  under  God,  make  the  cure  to¬ 
lerably  complete  and  lading.

I  hat  I  may  not  be  too  tirefome  to  thofe  who  happily  are 
wot  interefred  in  thefe  matters,  I  will  mention  only  one  cure 
more,  but  that  a  very  extraordinary  cne. 

The  WIFE  of  ANTOINE  TAHAN,  Painter  in  Old  Spa, 
aged  59,  m  the  beginning  of  the  third  month  of  her  la  ft 
pregnancy,  loft  fuddenly  the  ufe  of  her  right  hand  and  arm ; 
rad  thtce  weeks  after,  had  the  misfortune  of  a  mifearriage, 
followed  \v;th  an  aimed  fatal  flooding,  Of  this,  however, 
fire  recovered  pretty  well;  but  her  paralytic  hand  and  arm 
remained  exactly  the  fame.

trench,  Ruffian,  Polifli,  and  German  nobility,  and  every 
cue  of  the  GREAT  personages  who  filled  the  fpacious 
apartment  the  operation  was  performed  in.  x

Ere&ed  about  the  Beginning  of  the  Year  1780, 

In  bis  Houfe,  on  the  Royal  Terrace,  Adelphi,  London. 

AS  the  magnificent  and  mod  powerful  Medico-elecdrical 
Apparatus  which  I  have  had  the  honour  to  conftrudt, 
and  which  I  have  ufed  writh  adonifhing  fuccefs  in  the  cure 
of  difeafes  for  more  than  three  years,  hath  been  much 
talked  of,  not  only  among  the  learned  and  polite  in  Great- 
Britain  and  Ireland,  but  likewife  at  all  the  principal  courts 
in  Europe;  and  as  many  obfcure,  whimfical,  and  exagge¬ 
rated  defcriptions  of  it  have  been  given  by  ignorant  or  in- 
tereded  people,  or  by  thofe  who  are  fond  of  the  marvel¬ 
lous  ;  I  will  here  give  a  fhort  fketch  of  it,  for  the  fatis- 
fadtion  of  foreigners,  and  of  thofe,  who,  living  at  a  dif~ 
tance  from  this  metropolis,  have  not  had  an  opportunity 
of  infpecding  it; — and  to  thofe  who  intend,  or  ivho  have 
feen  it,  the  attentive  perufal  of  the  following  pages  wilt 
prove  an  agreeable  and  ufeful  companion,  ©r  refrefher  of 
their  memory. 

My  houfe,  then,  being  fituated  in  the  centre  of  that 
noble  pile  of  buildings,  called  the  Royal  Terrace,  Adelphi, 
which  fronts  the  renowned  river  Thames,  about  mid-way, 
between  two  of  the  larged  and  mod  beautiful  bridges  in 
the  vrorld,  Blackfriars  and  Wedminder, — is  light,  airy, 
healthful  and  retired — (tho’  within  one  minute’s  walk  of 
the  Strand,  one  of  the  greated  thoroughfare  dreets  in  Lon¬ 
don)  commanding  as  beautiful  a  profpedt  as  can  be  con- 
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ceived,  or  any  where  feen.  The  Adelphi  buildings  afe 
elevated,  extenfive  and  fuperb  ;  reflecting  the  higheft  honor 
©n  the  tafte,  ingenuity,  and  profeflional  abilities,  of  the 
great  men — the  Meflieiws  Adams,  who  projected,  execut¬ 
ed,  and  compieated  fo  fubftantial — fo  hnmenfe,  and  fo  ex pen- 
five  an  undertaking:  the  Terrace  is  raifed  at  lead  a  hun¬ 
dred  feet  from  the  l'urface  of  the  river,  decorated  and  fecur- 
ed  on  both  tides  with  the  mod  fubftantial  battlements  of 
elegant  and  uniform  iron  rails,  and  pedeftals  fupporting  the 
double  rows  of  lamps,  8c c.  beyond  which,  in  continual  flux 
and  reflux,  we  fee  the  majeftic  Thames,  with  the  variety  of 
objects  perpetually  moving  on  its  furface.  Upon  its  banks, 
on  the  other  fide,  rife  the  churches,  fpires,  and  other  build¬ 
ings  of  the  populous  and  extenfive  borough  of  Southwark, 
beyond  thofe,  windmills, — villas, — the  hilts  of  Surry,  See. 
appear  fpreading  far  and  wide  in  delightful  affemblage. 
On  the  right  of  the  Adelphi  we  have  a  charming  view 
bf  Weftminfter  bridge, — of  its  venerable  Abbey —  both 
Houfes  of  Parliament,  and  of  Weftminfter’s  city  of  pa¬ 
laces  : — -At  an  equal  diftance  from  the  Terrace  on  the  left, 
Blackfriars  lofty  bridge  is  ftretched  in  full  view, — St.  Paul’s 
moft  magnificent,  yet  tnoft  folemn  Cathedral,  too,  riles 
towards  heaven,  hiding  its  head  in  the  clouds, — and  Lon¬ 
don,  that  queen  of  Cities  !  lengthening  herfelf,  difappears 
from  the  incapacious  and  aftonifhecl  eye. — In  one  word,  in 
this  charming  fxtuation  are  exhibited  perhaps  the  mort  de¬ 
lightful — rirofl  varied — and  rnoft  magnificent  profpedls  that 
can  be  feen  in  any  part  of  the  world. - But,  to  return. 

The  ftately  and  highly  ornamented  pilafters,  which  run  up 
in  the  front,  diftinguifliing  this  and  the  other  two  centre  houfes, 
give  my  houfe  a  temple-like  appearance ;  over  the  entrance 
therefore,  in  a  white  compartment,  with  gold  letters,  are 
written,  “  TEMPJLUM  AvSCULAPIO  SACRUM  1” — -a 
building  confecrated  or  devoted  to  the  great  purpofes  of 
preferving  and  reftoring  health. 

The  firft  thing  that  prefents  itfelf  on  entering  the 
paffage  which  leads  to  the  fervants  hall,  is  a  bench  forty 
feet  long,  covered  with  green  cloth,  for  the  accommodation 
of  the  poorer  foTt  of  people  who  attend  daily  in  prodigious 
numbers,  Winter  and  Summer,  from  fix  till  nine  in  the 
morning,  and  from  fix  till  nine  at  night. — They  have  advice 
and  all  neceflary  electrical  and  other  operations  gratis, 
paying  only  my  apothecary  for  the  medicines;  and  are 
admitted  into  mv  rooms  of  bufmefs  in  rotation,  without 
refpeCt  of  perfons,  according  to  their  priority  of  arrival. 
Over  the  doors  of  the  principal  rooms,  under  the  vaulted 
compartments  of  the  ceiling,  and  in  each  ficle  of  the  centre 
arches  of  the  Hall,  are  placed  walking  (ticks,  ear  trumpet?..

vlfual  glades,  crutches,  &rc.  left,  and  here  placed  as  mod 
honourable  trophies,  by  deaf,  weak,  paralytic,  and  ema¬ 
ciated  perl'ons,  cripples,  &c. — who  being  cured  had  happily 
no  longer  need  of  fuch  affiftances. 

Defending  two  pair  of  flairs,  on  the  firft  floor  above  the 
vaults  and  warehoufes,  is  a  large  elaboratory  and  other 
convenieneies,  for  the  preparation  of  chemical  offences,  kc, 
and  Ample  or  galenical  medicines. 

The  reafons  for  keeping  my  own  medicines,  for  feeing 
them  prepared  under  my  own  eye,  and  for  exhibiting  them 
as  often  as  pofllble  with  my  own  hand,  I  have  mentioned 
in  the  beginning  of  this  work,  namely,  to  prevent  miffakes 
or  fophiflication — and  that  being  certain  of  the  genuinenefs, 
purity,  and  fuperior  excellence  of  every  article,  and  of  the 
judicious,  faithful  preparation  or  combination  of  them,  1 
may  he  able  to  anfwer  for  their  fafety  and  good  effects, 
when  applied  to,  or  taken  into  the  human  body. 

On  the  next  flory  above,  are  two  large,  and  three  lefTer 
rooms,  appropriated  to  my  medicinal  cabinet;  and  likewife 
two  other  apartments  for  the  accommodation  of  my  apothe¬ 
cary — my  chemical  operator,  and  their  affiflants. 

On  the  third  flory,  which  is  properly  the  ground  floor, 
being  even  with  the  Terrace,  you  fee  two  doors,  marked 
No.  I,  and  No.  II.  Entering  the  room  No.  I.  exactly  facing 
you,  hands  a  handfome  pillar  in  an  arched  recefs,  ten  feet 
high,  upon  which  is  placed  a  fuperb  electrical  jar  of  brilliant 
flint  glafs,  whichcontains  eleven  gallons,  two-thirds  from  the 
bottom,  and  as  white  as  fbowin  the  infide,  and  trebly  coated 
with  tin  foil,  &c. — On  the  outfide  it  is  curioufly  coated  with 
poliihed  metallic  foil  of  various  colours  and  qualities.,  in 
io  beautiful  and  curious  a  manner  as  to  fhew  the  effulgence 
of  the  electric  fire  in  difcharging.  This  jar,  and  its  two 
fellows,  which  hand  in  the  great  Apollo  chamber,  are  of 
tremendous  fize,  and  infinitely  more  beautiful  than  any 
thing  of  the  Icind  ever  made  in  the  world.  They  are  each 
Of  them  21  inches  high,  four  feet  in  circumference,  and 
the  three  contain  by  the  curious  and  lingular  manner  of 
coating  them,  no  lefs  than  fourfcore  gallons  of  condensed 
eleCtrical  fire.  The  curious  figures  and  ornaments  of  tin, 
copper,  Elver,  and  gold — the  fweet  Inftre  of  the  colours. — 
fnowy  white, — role  colour, — crimfon,  yellow  and  purple;— 
and  the  divine  brilliancy  of  the  eleCtric  or  celefb’al  Are — 
in  glorious  aflemblage  united,  flrike  with,  furprife,  afto- 
nifliment  and  delight,  the  eye  and  the  heart,  of  every  be* 
holder. 

But  on  entering  this  room,  No.  I. — which  is  full  thirty- 
feet  long.— you  are  more  particularly  (truck  with  the  fight 
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of  four  noble  Ionic  metallic  pillars,  elexTen  feet  high,  fop- 
porting  a  rich  freeze  and  cornice;  ornamented  with  five 
and  twenty  lamps  of  different  colours,  and  on  the  pillars 
are  branches  for  fix  wax  lights,  and  between  them  flow 
elegant  feftoons  of  artificial  flowers,  &c. 

m  the  centre  of  the  room  between  thefe  metallic  pil¬ 
lars,  hands  a*  maffy  pedellal,  four  feet  and  a  half  high,  five 
feet  in  circumference,  richly  carved,  gilt,  and  highly 
ornamented  in  white  and  gold..  From  the  top  of  the  pe- 
deftal  rife  three  large  proportioned  columns  of  beautifully 
cut,  and  very  brilliant  flint  glafs,  with  a  fpirally  enamelled 
folid  glafs  pillar  in  the  centre  of  each  of  the  three  large 
ones;  which,  altogether,  fupport  an  electrical  prime  con¬ 
ductor,  laying  horizontally  and  lengthwife  along  the  room. 
This  ftupendous  metallic  conductor,  is  a  cylinder  ending 
in  two  femi-giobes :  it  is  no  lefs  than  eleven  feet  long, 
and  four  feet  in  circumference;  and  is  fo  far  elevated  from 
the  floor,  that  a  man  of  fix  feet  four  inches  high  could 
walk  eredl  under  the  lowed  part  of  it.  Upon  the  top  of  the 
conductor  in  the  centre,  are  placed  in  a  triangle,  three 
metallic  globes  of  prodigious  magnitude,  full  four  feet 
round ;  on  the  top  of  the  three  lies  another  of  equal 
fize,  lined  in  the  infide  with  quickfilver,  out  of  which  in 
the  top,  iffues  a  pyramidical  flame,  doubly  gilt. 

On  each  fide  oi  thefe  four  globes,  all  the  way  to  the  two 
extremities  of  the  prime  conductor,  metallic  fhelves  are 
placed  on  its  top,  upon  which  are  ranged  retorts,  receivers, 
large  jars,  vials  of  various  fizes,  and  other  veffels  and  in- 
ftruments,  containing  setherial  and  other  ehymical  effences, 
and  various  medicinal  combinations  from  the  animal,  mi¬ 
neral,  and  vegetable  kingdoms,  to  be  impregnated,  exalted, 
and  arbitrarily  adted  upon  by  the  eledhical  fire,  by  the 
various  kinds  of  factitious  air,  and  by  magnetic  and  other 
influences  varioufiy  modified,  and  in  fuch  prodigious  tor¬ 
rents,  that  we  are  thereby  capable  of  performing  ahnofi 
every  procefs  in  chemifiry,  in  a  manner  far  fuperiorto  what 
is-  done  by  common  culinary  fire. 

At  the  lower  end  of  the  room,  in  a  line  with  the  con* 
dudlor,  &c.  (lands  in  a  great  frame  of  the  fined  Zebra 
wood,  a  noble  cylinder,  of  pure  fnowy  white  enameled 
glafs,  highly  polifhed,  and  of  prodigioufly  large  dinaenfions. 

Before  this  cylinder,  exactly  in  the  centre  between  the 
four  metallic  pillars,  is  placed  a  moft  elegant  and  superb- 
pedestal,  carved  with  uncommon  richnefs,  and  double 
gilt  with  fuperior  magnificence.  From  the  top  of  it  rifes 
a  large  maffy  tube  of  pure  flint  glafs,  with  fpiral  tubes  in 
the  infide  of  Lapis  Lazuli  and  golden  coloured  glafs  ;  and 
each  fide  two  triangularly  cut  brilliant  pillars  of  flint 
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glafs,  of  exquifite  workmanfliip,  the  prifm  exhibiting  all 
the  colours  of  the  rainbow,  all  of  which  fupporting  a  fiery 
dragon,  no  lefs  than  fix  feet  in  length,  double  gilt,  and  of 
moil  exquilite  workmanfliip.  It's  wings  are  expanded,  its 
eyes  blaze  with  eleCtrical  fire,  it  appears  flying  through  the 
luminous  atmofphere,  towards  the  cylinder,  and  with'  its 
forked  crimfon  coloured  tongue  it  receives  the  lambent 
elementary  fire,  which  is  communicated  to  every  part  of 
the  apparatus  by  the  tail  of  this  tremendous  animal,  which 
refts  on  one  end  of  the  prime  conductor,  &c. 

The  fire  then  palling  through  the  body  of  the  firey 
dragon*,  thro’  the  conductor,  the  globes,  and  the  rich  medi¬ 
cinal  fubflances,  goes  along  mallive  bra-fs  rods,  (highly  po» 
liilied,  and  elegantly  wound  about  with  blue  and  white  fink 
cords,  which  preferve  the  fire)  to  a  fuperb  infulated  throne 
ten  feet  high,  which  is  ere  (Ted  in  the  front  of  the  appa¬ 
ratus.  The  throne  is  a  circular  platform,,  fifteen  feet  in 
circumference,  firmly  fupported  by  four  mafiy  tranfparent 
glafs  pillars,  each  weighing  about  twenty-five  pounds, 
their  circular  bafes  richly  carved  and  gilt  with  burniflied 
gold,  and  the  whole  fupported  by  fquare  white  plinths — of 
great  (l  ength  and  fecurity. 

The  platform  is  covered  with  rich  carpeting;  and  the 
feat  above  it,  is  likewife  circular,  and  accommodates  un¬ 
der  various  operations,  fix  or  eight  perions  at  one  time. 
It  is  covered  with  crimfon  flowered  (ilk  damafk,  highly  or¬ 
namented  with  fringe,  See.  and  fupported  by  four  pillars 
richly  gilt  and  burniflied.  The  fringe  and  fome  other  parts 
of  the  ornaments,  by  their  innumerable  points,  are  •  in¬ 
tended  to  moderate  the  torrent  of  fire,  which  though  lam¬ 
bent  and  vivifying,  might  be  too  powerful  if  accumu¬ 
lated  in  fo  immenfe  a  conductor,  for  the  cafes  and  con- 
flitutions  to  which  this  part  of  my  great  medical  apparatus 
is  appropriated. 

In  the  center  of  the  throne  rifes  a  (lately  fluted  column, 
white  and  gold;  faftened  at  top  to  the  prime  conductor, 
by  mallive  brafis  rods,  highly  poliflied  :  on  the  top  of  the 
capital,  refts  a  globe  of  poliflied  filver  amalgam,  no  lefs  than 
three  feet  fix  inches  in  circumference,  and  above  that  a 
pyramidal  ornament,  or  vafe,  ending  in  a  flame,  doubly  gilt 
■ — terminates  the  whole,  blazing  in  the  dark  with  the  redun¬ 
dancy  of  electrical  fire.  Immediately  under  that  end  of  the 

*  This  vaft  cylinder, — the  fh  elves, —the  five  prodigious 
globes, — the  dragon,  Sec. — if  folid  metal,  would  weigh 
about  an  hundred  thoufand  pounds.  What  a  prodigious 
metallic  furface  for  the  accumulation  and  confervation  of 
this  vivifying  elementary  Fire! 
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conductor  which  is  next  the  throne,  is  placed  a  mahogany 
ftancl  with  coated  jars,  of  various  iizes,  with  proper,  and 
particularly  convenient  apparatus  for  giving  electrical  and 
magnetic  fhocks,  but  which  I  feldom  have  occafion  to  ufe, 
even  in  my  extenfive  practice. 

Before  the  pier,  in  the  centre  between  the  two  windows, 
(Which  are  of  glafs  flamed  with  the  moil  beautiful  colours, 
exhibiting  emblematical  figures,  and  the  whole  ornamented 
with  the  richeft  drapery,  carving,  gilding,  &c.)  hands  a  large 
metallic  cihern,  which  contains  near  thirty  gallons  of  water, 
with ‘proper  fhelves  in  it,  replenifhed  with  a  great  variety 
of  large  glades,  containing  the  various  kinds  of  air  for  the 
impregnation  of  medicines,  and  for  various  other  purpofes 
in  chemihry,  philofophy,  and  in  the  practice  of  medicine 
to  which  they  are  applied.  The  cihern  hands  upon  a 
fquare  table,  and  both  are  ornamented  with  gilt  fehoons 
of  hotvers,  &c.  and  fupported  by  fluted  pillars  richly  gilt. 
Upon  the  table,  round  the  cihern,  are  placed  all  forts  of 
veffels  and  tubes  for  producing,  combining,  containing  and 
conveying  to  any  part  of  the  body,  internally  or  externally, 
fixable,  nitrous,  inflammable,  phlogihicated,  dephlogihi- 
rated,  phofphoreal,  setherial,  and  vivifying  air;  eudiome¬ 
ters  for  afcertaining  (by  means  of  nitrous  criterion  air) 
the  qualities  and  degrees  of  goodnefs  of  atmofpheric  and 
other  air;  and  lahly,  curious  veffleis  out  of  which  my  pa¬ 
tients  inhale  various  effluvia,  or  drink  medicines  impreg¬ 
nated  with  the  electrical  fluid,  &C.  &c. 

Tn  the  centre  of  the  room,  oppohte  the  fire  place,  hands 
the  largeh,  moh  magnificent,  and  perhaps  the  beh  air 
pump  in  the  world  ;  and  on  each  fide  of  it  on  two  tables, 
twenty  feet  long,  fupported  by  Tufcan  pillars,  are  ranged 
the  apparatus  belonging  to  the. pump,  and  a  piodigious  va¬ 
riety  of  other  instruments  ufed  in  philosophical  inveftiga- 
tions,  in  the  cure  of  difeafes,-  and  for  the  improvement  of 
the  ufeful  arts. 

On  the  fpacious  chimney-piece  (which  is  richly  carved 
and  ornamented,  and  fupported  by  two  fine  female  figures, 
exquifitely  carved  in  wood,  as  large  as  life,  the  one  repre¬ 
fen  ting  innocence,  the  other  Health,)  hand  various  ma¬ 
chines  and  inhruments,  ufed  for  pumping,  exhaling,  open 
ing  and  removing  obhrudlions,  oppreffions,  and  tightneiies 
of  the  bread  and  lungs. — By  thefe  machines,  aromatic  and 
.balfamic  gums,  herbs,  feeds,  floAvers,  chemical  eflenccs. 
Sec.  are  converted  into  mild  balmy  vapour  for  fumigating 
the  lungs,  &c.  for  the  various  indications  and  purpofes  in 
the  cure  of  difeafes,  efpeeially  in  delicate,  nervous  and  ir¬ 
ritable  constitutions.  High  up,  over  the  chimney-piece, 
in  the  centre,  on  a  rich  bracket,  is  placed  a  cock  in  fine 
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©Id  India  china,  natural  beyond  defcription,  and  extremely 
expreflive  of  that  vigilance,  fagacity  and  attention,  which 
are  fo  very  neceiTary  in  thofe  who  undertake  the  cure  of 
the  various  difeafes  to  which  the  human  body  is  liable. 

At  each  end  of  the  chimney-piece  are  fplendid  feftooix 
girandoles  of  brilliant  cut  French  pafte,  and  filver  candle- 
flicks  of  various  heights,  with  wax  lights,  in  readinefs  for 
applying  heat  to  the  bottles,  &c.  containing  the  fubflances 
from  which  the  various  kinds  of  air,  &c.  are  produced. 

To  the  right  and  left  of  the  tire  place,  for  my  medical 
correfpondence,  are  two  elegant  arched  receffes;  divided 
each  into  a  multitude  of  compartments,  numbered,  and 
alphabetically  diftinguifhed,  and  fecured  with  folding 
doors,  the  upper  parts  of  which  are  brat's  lettice  work,  with 
rich  green  fllk  curtains  in  the  infide.  The  cabinet  on  the 
right  hand  is  appropriated  for  ladies  cafes,  confultations, 
and  epiftolary  correfpondence  ;  and  that  on  the  left  for 
thofe  of  the  other  fex.  Ovei  the  former  is  placed  a  fine 
antique  female  buff,  and  over  the  latter,  its  fellow  a 
male.  The  whole  executed  ia  a  ftyle  fuitable  to  the  rich 
and  noble  carvings  of  the  bottom  bafe,  the  furbafe,  and 
the  mouldings,  cornices,  Sec.  which  go  round  the  room, 
and  correfponding  with  the  fupreme  magnificence  of  the 
apparatus  which  occupies  it. 

In  the  centre  between  the  windows  and  the  fire  place, 
to  the  left  of  the  chair  where  I  ufually  fit  to  give  advice 
and  write,  there  is  a  malTy  flint  glafs  tube,  elegantly 
mounted  with  gilt  brafs,  the  top  of  which  is  even  with  the 
furbafe  :  this  tube  goes  down  to  the  room  below,  and  into 
it  I  fpeak,  or  drop  down  preferiptions  which  fall  into  a 
box  on  the  great  table  for  my  apothecary  to  prepare,  and 
which  when  ready,  on  touching  a  fpring  which  agitates  a 
little  bell,  are  brought  up  in  an  inflant  by  a  fervant,  or 
the  afliflant  apothecary,  through  a  trap  door  in  the  floor 
on  my  right-hand.  By  this  means,  inftead  of  going  uj> 
and  down  flairs,  and  round  half  of  the  houfe,  the  fervant 
fprings  up  and  defeends  thro;  the  floor  in  a  moment,  with 
the  medicines  and  applications  as  I  have  oeeafion  for  them. 
Without'  this  excellent  and  mod  ufeful  contrivance,  the 
tiouble  and  delay  which  would  attend  giving  out  medi¬ 
cines  to  one,  two,  and  fometimes  three  hundred  perfons 
daily  would  be  immenfe,  and  utterly  inconflftent  with  that 
prudence,  attention,  and  difpatch  which  form  the  foul  of 
bufmefs. 

I  fhall  conclude  the  fketch  of  the  apparatus  in  this 
room,  with  fuggefting  to  the  imagination  of  my  courteous 
reader,  the  pieafmg  effect  which  the  windows  of  painted 
glafs  have  upon  the  whole.  The  light  paihiig  through  the 
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medium  of  the  lambent, — foft— yet  vivid  colours,  throw£ 
the  fweetefl  benignity— -the  moft  folemn,  yet  moft  celeflial 
richnefs  over  the  whole  groupe  ;  fo  that  while  the  body  is 
emerging  from  pain  and  ficknefs,  the  mind  is  delighted 
with  the  magnificence  of  the  curious— the  fcientific  profi* 
pea. 


Palling  through  the  hall  you  enter  the  room  No.  II.  at 
the  end  of  which  is  placed  in  the  centre,  oppofite  the  fire, 
place  at  the  other  end,  a  noble  and  very  powerful  electrify¬ 
ing  machine.  The  large  trafparent  flint  cylinder  is  placed 
in  a  mahogany  frame,  which  (lands  on  a  table  covered  to 
the  floor  with  green  cloth  bound  round  with  gilt  nails. 
Before  that  is  placed  a  very  large  cylindrical  prime  conduc¬ 
tor  of  highly  polifhed  maflive  brafs,  near  five  feet  long, 
and  two  feet  in  circumference,  infulated  and  fuppoited  by 
four  mafiy  tranfparent  dint  glafs  columns. 

The  electric  fluid  pades  along  brafs  rods  and  chains,  to 
two  columns  of  burn iffled  gold,  down  which  it  defeends  to 
a  double  bench,  firmly  infulated  with  green  glafs,  and  co¬ 
vered  with  green  cloth,  properly  embellifhed.  The  feat 
which  is  nine  feet  long,  and  near  two  feet  wide,  is  placed 
in  the  center  of  the  room,  in  a  line  with  the  middle  one 
of  the  three  windows,  and  in  the  centre  of  the  room 
between  the  two  doors,  and  accommodates  a  dozen  pa¬ 
tients  at  one  time.  In  the  middle  of  this  infulated  bench 
is  a  very  powerful  magnetic  feat,. 

At  the  upper  end  of  the  room,  on  each  fide  of  the  fire 
place,  are  placed  two  large  elegant  fide  board  tables,  upon 
which  are  arranged  fumigators,  machines,  for  moift,  dry, 
or  vapor,  partial  baths,  aromatic,  fpiritous,  faponacious, 
aerial,  setherial,  and  electrical  :  likewife  coated  electrical 
jars,  filver  knob  rods  for  taking  fparks,  cones  of  feveral 
kinds  for  brufhing  and  bracing  with  ftreams  of  the  elec¬ 
tric  and  magnetic  effluvia,  and  various  other  inftruments, 
with  cups,  glades,  Sec.  out  of  which  the  medicines  are 
drank,  which  are  given  in  the  cafes  to  which  this  fpecies- 
and  degree  of  electricity,  dec.  are  appropriated. 


Afcending  the  great  flairs,  you  enter  the  room  No.  III. 
in  the  centre  of  which  is  placed  a  curious  machine,  which 
1  conflructed  and  brought  with  me  from  America,  for 
throwing  by  the  force  of  electricity,  astherial  edences, 
vivifying  air,  and  the  magnetic  effluvium  through  the 

whole 
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•whole  body,  or  into  any  particular  part  of  it — efpccially 
the  glands,  limbs,  joints,  Sec.  we  would  wifh  to  confine 
their  action  upon.  This  machine  is  in  the  form  of  a  crofs. 
The  prime  conductor  which  is  wreathed  with  gold  and 
filver  upon  a  metallic  furface  of  tin  foil,  lies  horizontally 
on  a  pillar  of  clear  flint  glafs,  and  is  perforated  with 
openings,  and  furnifhed  with  hooks  for  attaching  and  fixing 
chains,  tubes,  conic  eledtrical  brufhes,  and  other  inftru- 
ments  for  conveying  and  confining  this  adtion  of  the  above 
mentioned  powerful  agents  to  the  weak,  obftrudted,  or 

difeafed  parts. 

Over  the  globe  by  which  the  eledtrical  fire  is  excited, 
hangs  a  bell  which  receives  the  fire,  and  carries  it  to  the 
prime  conductor,  and  upon  the  latter  is  placed  various 
glafles,  & c.  filled  with  chemical  eflences,  See. 

Before  this  curious  and  complex  machine  is  placed  a 
platform  fupported  by  glafs,  upon  which  is  a  chair,  oc- 

cafior.ally  magnetic,  for  the  patient  to  fit  in,  and  in  the 

front  of  that,  an  elegant  polilhed  mahogany  Hand,  like- 
wife  infulated  by  three  columns  in  vacuo  of  brilliant  glafs. 
The  ufi:  of  which  is  to  fupport  pumps,  vafes,  ftills,  India 
hookers,  or  veflels  which  contain  cleanfing,  balfamic, 
vivifying,  or  reflorative  eflences  and  effluvia,  while  the 
patients  apply  them  to  their  ears,  eyes,  noftrils,  throat 
or  lungs,  or  to  tumefied  glands  in  fcrophulous,  fcorbutic, 
or  venereal  cafes  ; — in  fchirrous  or  cancerous  tumours  of 
the  bread:,  Scc.< — flifnefles,  dwellings,  of  the  joints;  contrac¬ 
tions,  or  waitings  of  the  mufcles,  tendons,  Sec.  which  in 
general  melt,  difperfe  and  vifibly  difappear,  without  pain, 
even  while  the  patient  is  under  thefe  curious  and  moft 
powerful  operations. 

In  the  two  piers  between  the  three  windows,  upon  flabs 
of  polirhed  marble,  are  arranged  a  variety  of  machines 
and  inllruments,  the  various  and  particular  ufes  of  which 
would  be  too  tedious  to  deferibe;  I  fliall  only  mention, 
that  they  exhibit  a  very  delightful  appearance  to  perfons 
of  Phiiolophical  or  refined  tafie  and  judgment.  The  room 
itfelf  is  lofty  and  well  proportioned,  being  full  fifteen  feet 
high.  The  doors  are  exquifitely  carved  and  adorned  with 
emblematical  figures,  and  the  ceiling  is  beautifully  painted 
in  ftuccoed  compartments,  with  a  beautiful  figure  of  health 
in  full  bloom,  in  a  great  circle  in  the  centre.— The  whole 
apartment  indeed  is  excellently  calculated  for  the  im¬ 
portant  operations  performed  in  it ;  and  every  thing 
contrived  and  difpofed  for  conveniency  and  the  difpatch 
of  bufirjefs.  I  cannot  conclude  this  Iketch,  without  men¬ 
tioning  a  whimfical,  yet  curious  and  ingenious  piece  which 
I  brought  with  me  among  others  from  Paris,  and  placed 
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ofvpofite  the  centre  window  in  this  room.  It  is  a  royal 
flieet  print  or  map  of  the  kingdom  of  heaven,  and  of  the 
road  which  leads  thither,  entitled,  “La  carte  du  royaume  des 
cieux  avec  le  chemin  pour  y  aller,  fuivant  le  raport  verit¬ 
able  de  celuy  qui  en  eft  venu,  Sc  qui  y  eft  retourne,  Sc  feloa 
Jes  revelations  qui  en  ont  ete  faites  a  ceux  qui  y  out  et6 
apres  lui.” 

Leading  from  this  room  No.  III.  on  the  landing  place 
diredtly  under  the  orcheflre,  is  a  form  or  feat  fourteen 
feet  long,  covered  with  green  cloth,  Sec.  for  the  accom¬ 
modation  of  patients  more  immediately  under  certain  mu- 
fical  vibrations  and  influences  ;  or  who  wait  to  be  admitted 
in  rotation  into 


The  Great  Apollo  Apartment,  No.  IV, 

This  room  is  upwards  of  thirty  feet  long,  by  twenty 
wide,  and  full  fifteen  feet  high  in  the  ceiling:  On  entering 
which,  words  can  convey  no  adequate  idea  of  the  aftonifh- 
xnenr  and  awful  fublimity  which  feizes  the  mind  of  every 
fpedlator.  The  firftobjedt  which  fir  iking  the  eye  aftonifhes, 
—expands — and  ennobles  the  foul  of  the  beholder,  is  a 
magnificent  Temple,  facred  to  health,  and  dedicated  to 
Apollo.  In  this  tremendous  edifice  are  combined  or  fingly 
difpenfed  the  irrefiflible  and  falubrious  influences  of  elec¬ 
tricity  or  the  elementary  fire,  air,  and  magnetifm  :  three 
of  the  greateft  of  thofe  agents  or  universal  principles, 
which  pervading  all  created  beings  and  Jubilances  that  we 
are  acquainted  with,  connect,  animate,  and  keep  togther 
all  nature! — or,  in  other  words,  principles  which  confti- 
tute  as  it  were  the  various  faculties  of  the  material  foul 
of  the  univerfe  the  ETERNALLY  SUPREME  JEHO¬ 
VAH  himfelf !  being  the  eflential  fourc-e — the  Life  of  that  life 
.—the  Agent  in  thofe  agents — the  Soul  of  that  foul— the  al!- 
ereating — all-fuftaining — - all-blelling  God  !  not  of  this  world 
alone— not  of  the  other  ftill  greater  worlds  which  xve  know 
compofe  our  fol ar  fy  Item ! — not  the  creator — the  foul — -the  pre- 
ferver  of  this  world  alone — or  of  anyoneof  thofe  which  we  have 
feen  roll  with  uninterrupted  harmony  for  fo  many  thousand 
years] — not  the  God  of  the  millions  of  myriads  of  worlds 
- — of  fyftems— and  of  the  various  ranks  and  orders  of  be¬ 
ings  and  intelligences  which  probably  compofe  the  aggre¬ 
gate  of  the  grand — the  vaft — the  incomprehenfible.  fyflem 
of  the  univerfe!— but  the  eternal — infinitely  wife! — infi¬ 
nitely  powerful  ! — infinitely  good  God  of  the  whole! — the 
Gft£AT  Sun  of  the  Universe!  whofe  rays  or  emanations 
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fill  without  increafe,  and  without  diminution  the  immenfity  of 
fpace!  and  who  fhall  reign  forever  and  ever, — Heady — fixt— » 
eternally  the  fame  ! — The  King  of  Kings  !  the  Lord  of  Lords  ! 
the  God  of  Gods! — the  Soul  of  all  Souls! — the  Light  of 

all  Light ; — -The  - ! ! !  but  here, — here  at  the  entrance  of 

intellectual  vifzon — on  the  very  threfhold  of  comprehenfion. 
we  Hop, — fhrinking  before  that  incomprehensible  Ma¬ 
jesty — or  light — or  eflence — or  fomewhat*  !  into  the  little- 
nefs  and  darknefs  of  our  prefent  nature;  for  it  is  by  him 
decreed  that  in  this  Hate  of  exiHence  “  we  can  fee’’  into  the 
things  which  are  beyond  our  horizon,  “  but  as  through  a 
glafs,  and  very  darkly.”  But,  to  return. 

*  When  looking  HeadfaHly  on  the  brighteft  of  the  ftars, 
planets,  or  meridian  fun,  fhining  with  the  molt  lucid  fweet- 
nefs — with  the  moft  brilliant  effulgence,  in  a  ferene  blue 
fky,  contemplating  at  the  fame  time  the  nature  of  the  tre¬ 
mendous  Being  who  created  and  fupports  them,  my  brain 
and  all  the  faculties  of  my  foul  ftruggle,  burll,  and  blaze 
with  the  immenfity — with  the  painful  delight  of  the  ideas 
excited:  and,  traafported  with  impatience,  love,  and 
admiration,  I  have  attempted  to  conceive  of  the  brilliant 
blue-white  liars,  planets,  or  our  fun,  (which  to  us  appear 
not  much  larger  than  our  hand)  as  being  as  large  as  the 
whole  canopy  of  heaven  which  we  behold,  and  even  as 
the  other  hemifphere  which  is  under  our  horizon,  and  the 
whole  compofing  but  one  great  luminary, — above  us,  be¬ 
low  us,  and  on  every  fide,  fixed  and  fhining  with  a  Heady 
brightnefs,  ten  thoufand  times  fuperior  to  that  of  the 
bodies  juft  mentioned,  yet  with  mild,  genial,  temperate 
and  harmonious  rays,  and  we  placed  in  the  center  of  this 
luminous  concave— on  a  tranfparent  plain  thoufands  of 
miles  in  diameter,  (yet  the  whole  being  but  a  few  of  the 
rays  which  proceed  from  the  glory  of  that  moft  diftant,  yet 
ever, — and  every-where-prefent-Being  who  created  and 
fupports  the  Univerfe  !)  in  the  company  of  thofe  who  love 
and  efteem  us,  and  whom  we  fupremely  love,  admire,  and 
adore  ! — each  individual  being  then  all  eye — ail  ear — all 
ruind — to  take  in  and  comprehend  the  whole  of  the  light, 
and  beauty,  and  the  whole  of  the  happinefs  of  finch  a 
Hate  and  Htuation. — What  a  glorious  privilege !— Whv£ 
tranfeendent  felicity  ! — inafmuch  as  it  would  be  as  perma¬ 
nent  as  pure  and  perfect.  1  would  wilh  mv  liberal  and 
enlightened  reader  not  to  revolve  the  above  ideas  in  his 
mind  on  a  cloudy  day  or  dark  night  ;  but  when  he  is  in 
the  open  air — when  all  is  Hill  and  ferene,— -the  fun — the 
planets, — or  the  ftars  fhining  in  their  zenith  with  their 
fweeteft  and  moft  brilliant  luftre. 
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The  fpacious  dome  of  this  Hupendous  temple  is  entirely 
covered  with  metal,  and  is  fupported  by  fix  beautiful  fluted 
columns  of  a  kind  of  open  work  quite  new  iu  this  ifland.— - 
Though  they  are  fix  feet  high,  Handing  on  double  fquare 
plinths,  with  bafes  and  capitals  richly  ornamented,  yet 
they  are  but  pedeflals  as  it  were  for  fix  pillars  of  brilliant 
flint  cut  glafs,  enriched  at  top  and  bottom  with  flowered 
borders  cut  in  the  glafs,  and  carved  mouldings.  Each  pillar 
in  the  centre  is  ftrengthened  and  decorated  with  a  folid 
Halle  of  flint  glafs,  with  white  enamelled  lace  or  net  work 
in  the  middle,  and  bound  about  with  a  fnowy  white  fpiral 
glafs  cord,  all  of  which  are  a  complete  and  effectual  infu- 
lation  to  the  tremendous  conductors  or  refervoirs  which  reft 
on  the  top  of  the  dome.  The  whole  temple  is  inclofed  by 
a  light  and  elegant  Chinefe  railing  to  prevent  any  one  from 
inadvertently  Healing  or  being  hurt  by  the  electrical  fire,  and 
from  touching  or  coming  near  any  patient  while  under  any 
operation. 

The  circumference  of  the  metallic  dome  is  full  twenty- 
one  feet;  the  concavity  of  it  is  regularly  divided  into  conic 
compartments,  elegantly  decorated  with  vafes,  foliage,  and 
feHoons  of  flowers, — richly  carved  and  doubly  gilt. 

From  the  tremendous  metal  conductors  on  the  top,  a 
large  regular  groupe  of  maffive  brafs  rods  peirce  the  dome 
in  the  form  of  an  inverted  cone,  which  end  in  a  ball  from 
which  depends  a  magnetic  crown,  which  with  a  pulley 
can  be  raifed  or  lowered  as  is  neceffary.  This  crown  is 
occafionally  removed,  and  refervoirs  or  tubes  are  attached, 
from  which  drop,  or  rain,  or  run  by  the  force  of  air,  elec¬ 
tricity,  or  magnetifm,  or  by  the  united  power  of  the  three, 
setherial  effences,  ziourifhing.  dews,  vivifying  attractive  or 
repellent  effluvia  and  influences — while  from  innumerable 
points  flows  a  glory,  or  feeming  beatification,  from  the 
ceieflial  or  elementary  fire  upon  the  patient,  as  the  different 
conflitutions  ancl  the  various  cafes  that  daily  folicit  my  at¬ 
tention  require. 

On  the  top  of  the  dome,  which  being  overlaid  with  me¬ 
tal,  is  itlelf  a  prodigioufly  large  prime  conductor,  are  placed 
in  a  triangle,  three  immenfe  globes  completely  covered, 
within  and  without,  with  white  metal;  on  the  top  of 
them  lies  another  of  equal  fize  covered  with  burnifhed  gold, 
ending  and  completing  the  glorious  pyramid  with  an  efful¬ 
gent  and  moH  brilliant  flame.  Thefe  four  tremendous  globes 
are  each  of  them,  no  lefs  than  feven  feet  in  circumference,  and 
if  folid  metal,  would  with  the  dome,  golden  dragon,  and  two 
other  globes  which  belong  to  this  part  of  the  apparatus, 
weigh  upwards  of  eighty  thoufand  pounds. 

The  three  undermofl  globes  are  fupported  by  three  mag- 
macent  carved  and  gilt  brackets:  in  the  front  of  each  of 
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the  globes  there  is  a  door  fecured  with  a  bar  of  brafs  and  a 
padlock.  The  globes  are  pierced,  quartered,  and  held  to 
each  other  by  mailive  poliilied  and  gilt  brafs  rods,  and 
various  glafs  tubes  through  which  the  electrical  fire,  and 
aetherial  quinteflences  pafs  to  adl  upon  the  medicines  which 
the  globes  contain.  Upon  one  of  the  globes  is  written  in 
brilliant  letter,  elecftrical  aether,  on  another,  nervous  bal- 
fam,  and  on  the  third,  imperial  pills.  For  an  account  of 
thele  efficacious  and  moil  precious  medicines,  which  1 
have  now  publiihed  to  the  world,  fee  the  conclufion  of  this 
work. 

Thefe,  and  various  other  medicines  from  the  animal, 
mineral  and  vegetable  world,  being  acted  upon,  impreg¬ 
nated  and  exalted,  with  magnetifm,  air,  and  electricity, 
lead  off  in  their  turn,  in  conjunction,  or  feparately,  their 
effluvia — their  pureft  and  nroft  fubtil  parts  to  each  other, 
or  to  the  patients  who  fit  at  the  altar  in  the  temple,  or 
who  fit  or  recline  on  the  great  femicircular  throne  which  is 
connected  with  it. 

In  the  centre  between  the  four  globes,  is  placed  an  cx- 
haufted  glafs  veiTel  in  which  the  elementary  fire  is  feen  to 
play  about  like  the  molt  vivid  and  molt  beautiful  aurora 
borealis.  On  different  parts  of  the  dome,  are  placed  vafes 
with  innumerable  fwarms  of  the  mo  ft  beautiful  gold  and 
filver  fhli,  fporting  in  the  chryftal-eieCtrical  harmonized 
elements  of  air,  earth,  fire,  and  water.  Pots,  &c.  are 
iikewife  feen  with  curious,  rare,  and  valuable  plants, 
flowers,  and  fruits,  fuch  as  the  balm  of  gilead,  roles,  pine¬ 
apples,  &cc. — which  fweetly  and  ftrikingly  demonftrate  the 
amazing  power  of  electricity  in  promoting  the  rapid  ma¬ 
turation,  and  vigorous  ftrength  of  the  vital  principle  in 
the  growth  of  vegetables  as  well  as  in  the  human  body. 
Nor  can  it  be  otherwife,  considering  the  great  analogy  there 
is  between  the  ftruCture,  organization,  nutrition  and  func¬ 
tions  of  vegetable  iubftances  and  animal  bodies. 

What  I  have  juft  now  mentioned  reminds  me  of  two  very 
apt  and  expreffive  paintings  oppofite  each  other  in  the  in- 
fide  of  the  dome.  That  on  the  left  is  a  figure  of  barrennefs, 
and  on  the  right  a  very  fine  one  of  fecundity  or  fruitfulnefs. 
The  former  is  in  oppofition  and  to  illuftrate  the  latter, 
namely,  fruitfulnefs,  to  which  the  mild,  balmy,  bracing  and 
vivifying  nature  of  thofe  influences  are  fo  very  favour¬ 
able.  Nothing  in  the  whole  circle  of  nature  being  found 
fo  friendly  and  efficacious  in  removing  obftrudtions,  in¬ 
vigorating  and  bracing  relaxed  fibres  and  nerves,  and  in 
one  word,  in  warming,  cherifliing,  and  renovating  broken 
and  decayed  conftitutions,  and  happily  prolonging  hu¬ 
man  life. 
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Sterility,  tmfruitfulnefs,  or  barrennefs,  is  but  dimly  fecn 
in  a  fort  of  back  ground.  She  is  allegorically  reprefented  by 
a  woman  of  a  languifhing  difcontented  afpecft,  tight  laced, 
wan  and  hollow-eyed  from  midnight  racketing:  fhe  leans 
©n  a  mule,  holding  a  branch  of  willow  in  one  hand,  and  of 
rue  in  the  other.  The  looks  of  this  figure  denote  unhappi- 
liefs,  dejecftion  and  anxiety  of  mind*;  her  hollow  eyes  and 
wan  complexion,  declare  irregularities  and  late  hours,  which 
with  tight  lacing,  and  inordinate — enervating  indulgences, 
xire  utterly  inconfiflent  with  bland — eafy  digeftion,  free  circu¬ 
lation,  good  health,  and  child  bearing.  The  mule  is  here  a 
proper  i'ymbol  on  account  of  its  barrennefs  ;  the  branch  of 
willow  is  here  applied  becaufe  it  yields  no  fruit;  and  rue  is 
faid  to  be  fo  great  an  enemy  to  conception  and  procreation, 
that  it  even  procures  abortion  in  thofe  who  have  con¬ 
ceived. 

But,  on  the  right  of  the  temple,  is  ftrikingly  feen  a  beau¬ 
tiful  figure  of  fecundity  or  fruitfulnefs.  She  is  a  matron 
of  a  pleafant  countenance,  refling  on  a  couch;  with  one 
hand  fhe  is  carefling  two  children,  with  the  other  fhe 
holds  a  cornucopia  with  fruits  and  flowers  ;  and  by  one 
fide,  at  her  foot,  is  a  rabbit. 

The  fweet  chearfui  countenance  of  this  allegorical  figure, 
and  her  refling  on  a  couch,  denote  indulgence  and  content¬ 
ment  of  mind.  The  attitude  of  carolling  two  children 
expreffes  one  of  the  greateft  confolations  of  the  married 
flate,  and  indicates  the  happinefs  and  delight  that  mankind 
enjoy  in  rearing  up  their  beloved  offspring. 

Haec  eflo  mater  pofleffio  pulcherima, 

Et  potior  divitiis  fi  cui  fint  liberi  boni. 


The  cornucopia  with  flowers  and  fruits,  allude  to  plenty 
and  concord — the  companions  of  peace  and  happinefs  ;  and 
the  rabbit  is  thought  to  be  the  moft  prolific  of  all  animals; 
being  faid  to  breed  feven  times  a  year,  and  to  bring  forth 
fix  or  eight  young  ones  each  time.  Horace  puts  fecundity 
in  the  number  of  the  moft  defireable  things. 

Quseritur  argentum,  puerifque  beata 

Creandis — uxor.  Hor.  Epift.  2.  lib.  1. 

The  garland  of  pomgranates,  myrtle,  olive,  and  vine 
branches,  which  encircles  the  painting,  alludes  to  the 
health,  peace,  fatisfacftion  and  conftancy  of  the  married 

*  Dolorifica  res  eft  fx  quis  homo  dives 
JNullam  habeat  domi  fuas  fuccefTorem. 
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date  when  bleSTed  with  healthy  and  dutiful  children  ;  and 
in  one  word,  the  painting  alludes  to  the  powerful  effects  of 
electricity  in  removing  ob (tractions,  and  fo  bracing  up, 
drengthening,  warming,  and  invigorating  the  whole  fydem, 
as  to  be  extremely  favourable  to  conception  and  the  pro¬ 
creation  of  healthy  children  ;  happy  examples  of  which  I 
have  very  frequently  the  fa tis faCtion  of  feeing  : — and  every¬ 
body,  from  analogy  will  be  convinced  of  the  truth  of  it, 
by  observing  the  rapid  growth,  and  healthy  luxuriance  of 
the  plants,  flowers  and  fruits,  which  are  alrnoft  conftantly 
under  the  influence  of  this  [Wonderfully  vivifying,  genial, 
reftorative  and  mod  nouri thing  fire. 

In  a  line  with  the  temple,  exactly  oppoflte  the  fire  place, 
is  placed  a  magnificent  pavilion  on  a  fquare  platform,  fup- 
ported  by  four  mafly  pillars  of  brilliant  flint  glafs, — richly 
ornamented.  This  little  curious  edifice  which  is  the  lirft  of 
the  kind  that  ever  was  feen,  or  perhaps  thought  of  in  the 
world,  and  which  is  a  mod  valuable  acquisition  to  the 
feienee  of  healing,  holds  but  one  perfon  at  a  time,  and  is 
ufed  in  the  various  cafes  of  weak  or  obdrncted  lungs,  de¬ 
bilitated  nerves,  and  worn  out  conditutions,  in  which 
breathing  a  rich  vivifying  electrical  atmofphere  is  found 
feemingly  miraculously  ufeful. 

It  has  the  appearance  of  a  handfome  wine  hogfhead  or 
pipe,  beautifully  carved  and  ornamented,  with  a  fegment 
cut  off  in  the  front — covered  with  a  conic  or  pyramidal 
dome,  and  with  a  fuperb  globe  lined  with  an  amalgam  of 
quickfllver,  See  :  this  globe  reds  on  a  gilt  cup  of  eiquilite 
workmanfhip  and  considerable  dimensions.  The  whole 
pavilion  is  completely  lined  in  the  infide  with  metal  :  from 
innumerable  points  dreams  the  elementary  fire,  from  tubes 
flow  the  pure  quintessential  odours,  and  the  richly  carved 
perforated  fupports  of  the  feat,  are  overlaid  with  the  rno't 
perfect  and  mod  precious  of  all  metals. 

Over  the  door,  which  is  a  gothic  arch,  fprings  a  mod 
magnificent  volume  of  foliage,  exquifltely  carved  and 
richly  gilt,  behind  which  riles,  with  majedic  elegance,  the 
brilliant  globe  from  the  golden  cup. 

This  Superb  pavilion  is  rather  too  flattering  for  hu¬ 
man  vanity.  But  it  breathes  health.  For  by  means  of 
the  maffive,  highly  polished  and  gilt  brafs  rods  which  con- 
need  it  with  the  dome  of  the  temple,  fo  great  a  dream  of 
the  electrical  or  elementary  fire  is  brought  in,  that  the  pa¬ 
tient,  when  the  Apollo  chamber  is  darkened,  appears  en- 

*  Sufficient  fupport  and  fecurity  is  afforded  to  this 
adoniihing  apparatus  by  means  of  the  Substantial  walls, 
and  datcly  columns  in  the  great  hall,  and  rooms  below. 
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throned  and  environed  with  a  viiible  fpecies  of  celeftial 
glory! — Add  to  this,  that  the  patient  fo  far  from  receiving 
any  fhock,  is  exhilerated  and  delighted  with  the  aromatic 
aetherial  odours,  while  he  cleanfes  his  lungs,  purifies  and 
circulates  his  blood,  and  fortifies  his  nerves  by  breathing 
the  electrical,  dephiogifticated  and  vivifying  atmofphere 
with  which  he  is  furrounded ;  or  in  other  words,  while  he 
inhales  and  afifimilates  the  materia  prima,  or  the  univerfal 
vital  principle  of  all  things ! 

On  each  fide  of  the  noble  eleCtrical  pavilion,  are  placed 
two  fuperb  hands  for  fumigators  and  electrical  jars„  They 
are  tripods,  with  tops  in  the  form  of  circular  baflcets  fup- 
ported  by  fine  female  figures  as  large  as  life,  moft  exqui- 
iitely  carved,  and  magnificently  gilt.  The  ornaments  are 
extremely  rich,  being  feftoons  of  flowers,  and  cluflers  of 
grapes  and  other  fruits,  flowing  and  winding  about  with 
uncommon  elegance. 

The  Temple  of  Health  occupies  the  centre  of  the  Great 
Apollo  chamber.  Between  it,  and  the  two  dcors,  hands 
a  large  frame  of  the  fineh  polilhed  mahogany,  in  which  are 
placed  two  cylinders  of  brilliant  glafis,  and  of  prodigious 
iize.  They  are  each  of  them  20  inches  in  length,  and  44 
in  circumference,  and  are  fo  amazingly  powerful  in  excit¬ 
ing  and  producing  the  ele&ricai  fire,  that  a  coated  jar 
•which  contains  ten  gallons  is  charged  by  them  in  half  a 
minute,  or  by  a  few  turns  of  the  wheel.  Thefe  great 
cylinders,  &c.  are  the  fame  with  which  the  ele&rieal  ex¬ 
periments  were  exhibited  two  years  ago  in  the  Pan¬ 
theon  in  Oxford  Street,  before  his  Majefty  !— the  Royal 
Family! — the  Royal  Society,  &c. — but  fmce  they  became 
my  property,  I  have  improved  them  exceedingly  : — they 
are  now  completely  initiated,  and  are  fo  contrived  as  to  be 
wrought  fingly  or  both  together,  producing  either  pofitive 
or  negative  eleCtricity  according  to  the  nature  of  the  cafe — 
the  conftitution  of  the  patient,  or  the  number  of  perfons 
to  be  electrified  at  one  time. 

The  fire  is  conveyed  from  thefe  cylinders  to  the  tre¬ 
mendous  pyramid  of  conductors  on  the  infulated  dome  of 
the  temple,  by  means  of  an  alt.onifhing  fiery  dragon,  and 
brafs  rods  wreathed  with  rich  filk  cords,  alternately  of  a 
delicate  white  and  a  celeftial  blue  colour  ;  which,  while 
they  prevent  the  evaporating  of  the  fire,  are  exaCtly  emble¬ 
matical  of  its  colour  and  lambent  foftnefs,  which  every 
body  knows  (who  has  had  the  pleafure  of  feeing  it  in 
Heady,  large  and  regular  quantities)  far  exceeds  in  bril¬ 
liance  and  tranfiucid  beauty,  that  of  the  moil  refulgent 
liars  or  planets  which  fhine  in  the  brighteft  and  moft 
ferene  evening. 


This 
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This  dragon  is  a  male,  and  fellow  to  the  female  in  the 
great  room  below.  The  pedeftal  which  fupports  it  is 
carved  with  the  moft  exquifite  art  and  elegance,  and  is 
doubly  gilt  with  the  pure!!  gold.  From  the  top  of  it  rifes 
a  mafly  pillar  of  brilliant  glafs,  with  gold,  purple,  and 
lapis  lazuli  coloured  fpiral  tubes  in  the  centre.  On  each 
fide  of  this  compound  and  very  curious  pillar,  arife, 
diverging,  two  magnificent  triangular  columns  of  pure 
chryftal  glafs,  cut  into  true  prifms,  exhibiting  all  the  rich 
colours  of  the  rainbow.  This  groupe  of  glafs  work,  fup¬ 
ports  the  conducting  dragon.  This  animal  is  no  lefs  than 
fix  feet  long,  with  extended  wings,  and  forked  tongue  of 
enormous  fize,  with  which  it  devours  with  avidity  the  fire 
alternately  from  the  two  cylinders,  which  palling  along  the 
furface  of  the  creature,  and  the  brafs  rods  through  its 
body,  delivers  it  to  the  globes  by  its  tail  which  lies  on  the 
dome  of  the  temple.  The  carving  and  every  part  of  the 
workmanfhip  of  this  tremendoufly  large,  yet  beautiful  ani¬ 
mal  is  moll  exquifite  :  it  is  not  gilt  but  wholly  overlaid 
with  fine  gold — its  tongue  is  of  a  lived  or  crimfon  colour; 
and  its  eyes  blaze  with  liquid  lire. 

Beyond  the  temple,  between  it,  and  a  magnificent  femi- 
circular  throne,  is  placed  a  (lately  tripod  Hand  of  fupreme 
elegance  and  beauty.  It  is  fupported  by  three  ^Egyptian 
Sphynxes,  richly  caparifoned.  On  the  entablatures  are 
three  eagles  holding  fefloons  of  flowers,  &c.«— and  on  the 
top  of  the  whole  a  five  gallon  brilliant  cut  decanter,  with 
a  curious  glafs  cock  for  emitting  water,  &c.  when  charged 
with  vital  qualities.  On  each  lide  of  this  goodly  and  mofl 
'  ufeful  velfel,  are  placed  India  fumigators  for  oriental 
elfences.  This  fuperb  tripod  is  effeemed  one  of  the  fined 
fpecimens  of  carving,  &c.  in  Europe,  and  does  thegreateff 
honour  to  the  Englilh  artifk  who  executed  it. 

Onward,  immediately  before,  but  at  a  proper  diflance 
from  the  centre  window,  is  erecSted  a  magnificent  eleClric 
and  magnetic  throne.  Its  form  is  a  fegment  approaching 
to  a  femicircle.  It  is  fupported  by  eight  mafly  pillars  of 

brilliant  glafs - the  bafes  and  capitals  richly  gilt  and 

ornamented  with  brilliant  ruby  coloured  foil,  See. 
The  platform  is  covered  with  a  rich  carpet,  and  the 
feat,  which  at  once  accommodates  a  great  number  of 
patients,  is  fupported  by  beautiful  gilt  pillars,  is  co¬ 
vered  with  crimfon  filk  damafk,  corresponding  with  the 
drapery  of  the  windows,  See. — The  back  rail  of  the  throne 
is  of  brilliant  cut  flint  glafs,  no  lefs  than  twelve  feet  long,  of 
immenfe  value  and  celeftial  beauty,  and  is  fupported  by  fix 
great  columns  of  the  fame — fo  truly  prifmatic, —  fo  exactly 
cut,— and  fo  highly  polifhed,  as  to  blaze  and  exhibit 
i  with 
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with  the  lovelieft  luftre,  the  feven  primitive  colours,  diver- 
fified  with  the  richeft  harmony. 

In  the  centre  of  the  throne,  and  oppofite  the  centre  of 
the  centre  window,  riles  a  noble  Corinthian  column  ;  it  is 
fluted  and  of  the  lame  curious  open  work  as  the  hx  pil¬ 
lars  which  fupport  the  circular  dome  of  the  temple.  In 
the  middle  of  the  throne,  before  the  great  column,  is 
a  molt  powerful  feat  of  compound  artificial  magnets. 
The  throne  and  column  are  fourteen  feet  high,  and  is  ter¬ 
minated  by  a  prodigious  globe  of  polifhed  lilver  amalgam, 
no  lefs  than  three  feet  fix  inches  in  circumference,  ending 
with  a  flame,  of  gold,  green,  yellow,  purple  and  brilliant 

ruby  colours. - This  noble  globe,  befrdes  adiing  as  an 

additional  magazine  for  the  eledtric  fire,  refledfcs  from  its 
pure  bofom  on  the  delighted  eye,  the  celeflial  light,  the 
greatefc  part  of  the  apparatus,  and  whatever  paffes  in  the 
Apollo  chamber. 

The  healing,  the  mod  falubrious  emanations  and  in¬ 
fluences  flowing  from  the  temple,  from  the  great  altar, 
and  from  the  cenfers,  vafes,  <kc.  containing  balfamic, 
aromatic,  and  aetherial  quintefienees,  &c.  are  communi- 
i  cated  to  thofe  who  fit  on  the  throne,  by  means  of  various 
tubes,  and  by  the  maiTy  rods  of  metal  gilt  and  polifhed,, 
which  connect  the  throne  with  the  temple,  and  the  other 
parts  of  the  apparatus. 

From  the  top  of  the  column,  on  each  ftde,  the  electrical 
fire  runs  down  chains  flowing  in  feftoon,  covered  with  the 
richeft  and  moft  beautiful  artificial  flowers,  to  charge  or 
fill  with  condenfed  fire  two  imrrrenfe  jars  which  ftand  on 
two  noble  pillars  that  are  placed  at  each  end  of  the 
throne,  in  the  piers  between  the  three  windows. 

Thefe  two  jars  contain  twenty  two  gallons;  they  are 
coated  within  and  without,  in  fo  curious  a  manner  as  to 
contain  near  fifty  gallons  of  Condenfed  fire.  Tw-o-thirds  of 
the  jar  from  the  bottom  appears  of  a  fnowy  white  polifhed 
enamel,  and  the  upper  part  of  brilliant  flint  glafs.  They  are 
richly  ornamented  with  golden  foliage  or  mouldings,  and 
with  brilliant  metallic  foil  of  various  colours,  fo  difpofed  as 
to  fhew  the  luftre  and  effulgence  of  the  elaftic  eledtrical  fire 
in  difeharging.  The  fire  from  the  temple  enters  the  jars 
by  two  large  golden  balls  fupported  by  brafs  rods  which 
pierce  the  top  of  their  covers,  and  communicate  with  the 
infide  triple  coating.  The  double  wreaths  or  feftoons  of 
flowers  flowing  down  the  conducting  rods  from  the  capital 
of  the  Corinthian  column  to  the  great  jars  on  each  fide, 
give  to  the  whole  an  elegant,  airy,  and  moft  magnificent 
appearance,  and  inconceivable  grace,  if  I  may  be  allowed 
to  proftitute  that  term  to  inanimate  things. 
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T'hefe  two  tremendous  jars — tliofe  on  the  great  fide 
boards,  and  in  the  other  apartments  above  and  below,  are 
never  ufed  for  the  human  body.  No;  when  combined  they 
form  a  battery  which  kills  in  a  moment,  at  one  blow,  an 
ox  of  the  hugeft  magnitude.  In  thele  great  magazines  or 
refervoirs  we  occasionally  accumulate  and  condenfe  the 
running  electrical  fire,  in  order  to  increafe  the  ftrength  of 
my  apparatus  and  for  aCting  with  a  kind  of  almighty  power 
on  alchymic  fubftances,  metallic  combinations,  chemical 
eflences,  and  on  medicines  of  various  kinds,  efpecially  my 
eleCtrical  asther — my  nervous  elixir,  and  my  imperial  pills 
- — for  an  account  of  the  extraordinary  virtues  of  which, — 
fee  the  conclusion  of  this  work. 

On  each  fide  of  the  great  frame  in  which  the  mighty  cy¬ 
linders  are  placed,  are  fixed  two  infulated  feats  for  negative 
eleCtricity,  See.  The  good  effeCts  of  the  operations  daily  per¬ 
formed  with  this  part  of  the  apparatus,  aftonifh  beyond 
meafure,  myfelf  as  well  as  my  happy  patients.  I  believe 
that  I  may  fay  with  truth,  that  there  is  no  fever,  rheuma- 
tifin,  cramp,  fpafm,  or  convulfion,  but  what  will  give  way 
very  fpeedily,  often  in  one  minute,  to  the  wonderful  in¬ 
fluences  of  thefe  fecret  yet  irrefiftible  agents.  The  patient 
fits  on  a  magnetic  feat,  infulated  with  glafs,  with  his  feet, 
uncovered  by  fhoes,  on  a  pavement  of  native  fulphur  in 
rolls,  holding  at  the  fame  time,  feme  of  the  fame  in  his 
hands — while  the  effluvia  of  thofe  powerful,  mod:  penetra¬ 
ting  antifpafmodic  fubftances  pervade,  fearch,  and  pafs 
through  every  or  any  particular  part  of  his  fyflem — his 
body  as  well  as  the  fubftances  he  is  feated  upon  or  con¬ 
nected  with,  being  totally  deprived  of  every  fpark  of  even 
the  natural  quantity  of  eleCtricity  they  poflefied  in  common 
with  every  thing  elfe  in  the  univerfe. — This  is  what  is  called 
negative  eleCtricity,  and  is  performed  by  connecting  an 
infulated  patient  with  the  infulated  rubber  of  the  electrifying 
machine  when  excited.  This  fpecies  of  eleCtricity  is  in 
oppofition  to  that  which  is  called  pofitive,  which  is  fuper- 
inducing  a  quantity  of  that  fluid  more  than  the  body  is  na¬ 
turally  poflefled  of. 

Thus,  by  air,  by  magnetifin,  by  mufical  founds,  by  fub- 
tile,  aCtive,  cordial  and  baifamic  medicines  and  chymical 
eiTences,  and  by  pofitive  and  negative  eleCtricity  arbitrarily 
ufed,  I  have  as  it  were  an  abfolute  command  over  the 
health,  functions  and  difeafes  of  the  human  body.  For  I 
can  with  eafe,  facilitv,  and  a  moral  certainty  empty  or 
fill  it ;  brace  or  relax  it;  heat  it  or  cool  it;  make  it  move 
fafter  or  flower,  as  I  pleafe  or  fee  proper  :  removing  almoft 
every  obitruCtion ;  purifying  and  fweetening  the  fluids  ; 
ftrengthening  and  bracing  the  folids;  calming  or  relaxing 

fpafms. 
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fpafms,  contractions  or  irritations,  ealing  the  fevered  pain, 
difperiing  the  hardeft  fwelling — cleanling  and  healing  the 
mod  virulent  and  fouieft  ulcers,  quickening,  warming  or 
accelerating  the  languid  motion  of  denfe  blood  and  languid 
fpirits ;  coiling  up  and  invigorating  the  neVves — and  in  line, 
by  means  of  pofitive  electricity,  vivifying  air,  mulic,  mag- 
netifm,  and  by  my  cordial  and  balfamic  aetheriai  medicines 
binding  up  the  broken  heart,  and  happily  lenthening human 
life  to  the  longed  polfible  period.  By  negative  electricity, 
&c.  &c.  &c.  I  lower  the  pulfe,  retraining  and  compoling 
the  motion  of  the  blood,  ipirits,  or  the  animal  functions,  to 
any  degree,  when  rapidly  agitated  by  fevers,  tumultuous  and 
inordinate  paflions,  &c.  inducing  a  regular,  free,  Heady, 
and  genial  circulation, —eradicating  fcorbutic,  venereal, 
fcrophulous,  gouty,  bilious,  calcarious,  phlegmatic  and 
watery  humours,  however  complicated  or  confirmed;  re- 
frefliing,  bedewing,  and  building  up  the  fyftem  with  mild, 
balfamic,  and  nutritious  forces,  and  in  one  word,  inducing 
good  health,  and  fetene  cheerfulnefs  of  heart  and  mind,  by 
the  due  and  reciprocal  action  of  the  folids  and  fluids  on 
each  other;  or,  in  other  words,  producing  that  happy 
equilibrium,  harmonious  unity,  or  juft  balance  which  nature 
delights  in,  and  conftantly  endeavours  to  maintain  in  the 
whole  vifible  as  well  as  invisible  creation — animal,  vege¬ 
table,  and  mineral— in.  air,  earth,  fire,  and  water. 

On  each  fide  of  the  fire  place,  is  a  noble  arched  recefs, 
about  twelve  feet  high,  by  feven  and  an  half  feet  wide, 
which  are  filled  with  two  elegantly  formed  commode  tables, 
fupported  by  two  pillars  handfomely  fluted  and  richly  gilt. 
On  the  tables,  which  are  carved*  and  ornamented  with  a 
profufion  of  flowers  flowing  in  feftoon,  are  placed  a  pro¬ 
digious  variety  of  electrical,  chemical,  and  philofophical 
machinery  and  inftruments  for  various  purpofes  in  my 
great  fyftem  of  curing  or  relieving  the  numerous  pains 
and  difeafes,  internal  and  external,  to  which  the  human 
body  is  liable.  Over  one  of  the  tables,  in  the  center  of  the 
arch,  under  rich  canopy  ornaments,  crimfon,  gold,  and 
purple, — is  placed,  furrounded  with  a  glory  and  rich  frame, 
a  beautiful  print,  and  mod  ftriking  likenefs  of  Catharine 
the  Great !  the  magnanimous  Emprefs  of  all  the  Ruffias ! — 
On  one  fide  of  Her  Imperial  Majefty  is  a  fine  portrait  of 
the  Grand  Duke!  and  on  the  other,  a  charming  likenefs  of 
his  Royal  Confort,  the  Grand  Duchefs  of  Ruflia  ! 

On  the  table  below,  are  ranged,  firft,  an  uncommonly 
large  apparatus  invented  by  Dr.  Nooth,  for  impregnating 
water,  8c c.  with  fixed  air.  Secondly,  A  magnificent  par¬ 
tial  bath  for  aerial,  setherial,  or  elcdfrical  influences  :  it  is 
twenty  inches  high,  of  beautifully  bright,  green  flint  glafs, 

richly 
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richly  enamelled  with  gold.  Thirdly,  A  fuperby  India 
hooker,  flowered  and  enriched  with  inlaid  line  fllver, — 
with  a  rich  brown  and  gold  tube  thirteen  feet  long,  ending 
with  a  valuable  agate  mouth-piece.  This  curious  inftru- 
ment  is  ufed  for  fumigating  the  throat,  lungs,  See.  with  ape¬ 
rient,  cleanfing,  baliamic  and  healing  ell'ential  vapours 
from  aromatic  relins,  ftrengthening  gums,  oriental  balfamic 
carminative  feeds,  fragrant  flowers,  odoriferous  and  delici¬ 
ous  fruits,  &c.  which  are  inclofed  in  a  large  ceni'er  of 
maffy  fllver — the  fleam  being  cooled  and  tempered  by  paf- 
flng  through  iced  water- — or  tether  condenled  with  nitrous 
or  magnetic  influences.  Among  the  prodigious  number  of 
machines  and  inflruments  on  this  large  table,  there  are 
various  eledtrical  vafes,  and  a  great  variety  of  bruflies  and 
pencils  of  every  flze — in  wood,  metal,  fibrous  elaftic  glafs, 
bridles,  foft  hair,  and  one  brought  from  China  with  a  han¬ 
dle  twenty  inches  long  of  folid  fllver,  curioufly  wrought, 
and  the  hair  of  this  electrical  fwitch  is  of  a  fnowy  filver 
white — and  about  thirty  inches  long. 

Over  the  other  great  commode  table,  under  rich  canopy 
ornaments,  crimfon,  gold,  and  purple,  is  placed,  furrounded 
with  a  glory  in  a  rich  frame,  a  beautiful  print  of  Her  molt 
gracious  Majefty,  Charlotte!  Queen  of  Great-Britain,  Sec. 
with  their  Royal  Highneffes  George  Prince  of  Wales  !— and 
The  Princefs  Royal  of  England!  on  each  fide  of  the  Queen  ! 

On  the  great  table  below,  is  placed  another  excellent  ap¬ 
paratus  for  producing  and  impregnating  various  fluids, 
with  various  kinds  of  air,  chalybeate  and  other  mineral 
fubflances,  and  with  setherial,  aromatic  effences.  Another 
mofl  magnificent,  yet  portable  bath,  fellorv  to  that  on  the 
othea  table,  which  I  have  juft  now  deferibed.  Different 
kinds  of  bellows  too  for  fumigations,  and  various  other 
inflruments  for  reftoring  animation  to  perfons  apparently 

dead  by  ftrangulation,  fits,  drowning,  See. - Electrical 

jars  and  vafes  and  another  center  or  hooker  for  fumi¬ 
gations,

gold,  three  yards  in  length

a  tube,  crimfon  and 
with  various  mouth  pieces.  See. 
the  cure  of  the  difeafes  of  the  breaft  and  lungs, 
as  well  as  on  the  other  table,  are  ranged  a  great  variety 
of  cones,  tubes,  fountains,  fprinkiers,  See. — of  pafte,  glafs, 
wood,  metals,  large  pearls,  8e c.  fet  in  handles  of  gold, 
fllver,  loadftone,  brafs,  baked  wood,  fealing  wax,  brilliant 
folid  glafs,  exhaufted  cylindrical  tubes,  beautifully  ena¬ 
melled  fpiral  flint  glafs  rods  ;  with  chains,  filk  cords, 
iliver  and  glafs  tubes,  which  occafionally  connect  them 
with  the  dome  of  the  temple — the  great  altar,  &c.  for 

brufhing, 
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brufliing,  difperfing,  fumigating  and  nourifliing  with  the 
elementary  fire,  air  of  various  kinds,  magnetic  effluvium, 
or  aetherial  breathings,  in  the  various  difeafes  of  the  eye,— 
ear, — tongue  or  organs  of  fpeech  ;  as  well  as  for  foftening 
and  difperfing  glandular  fwellings, — removing  the  oldeft 
and  mod  confirmed  rheumatic  pains, — animating  para* 
lytic  deadnefs  or  weakneffes  of  the  limbs,  or  of  one 

fide  of  the  body,  &c.  bracing  nervous  relaxations, - - 

drawing  out  the  water,  Sec.  in  dropfical  cafes — plumping 
up  and  invigorating  the  relaxed  and  debilitated  parts. 
On  this  table  moreover  are  found  magnets  natural  and 
artificial  of  aftonifhing  ftrength;  ele&rometers,  coated  jars, 
and  vials  of  various  kinds  and  fizes  for  giving  fhocks  of  any 
degree  of  ftrength;  filver  and  other  rods  for  drawing  fparks, 
from  patients  when  pofitively  electrified.  But,  as  it  would 
be  too  tedious  to  deferibe,  or  even  enumerate  the  great 
variety  of  machinery  and  inftruments  which  are  here  ready 
on  thefe  magnificent  fide  boards,  1  fliall  conclude  the. 
Sketch  with  mentioning  the  powerful  magnetic  and  other 
bandages,  and  the  various  filver,  magnetic,  horn,  wooden, 
glafs,  and  other  cups,  fpoons,  &c.  covered  and  open,  out 
of  which  the  different  medicines,  &c.  are  adminiftered  to 
patients  according  to  their  refpedtive  ages,  cafes  and  con- 
ititutions. 

High  up,  over  the  fire  place  in  the  centre  of  the  room,  on  a 
bracket  richly  gilt,  is  placed  a  cock  of  the  fineft  old  china, 
almoft  as  natural  as  life,  and  extremely  exprefllve  of  that 
vigilance,  attention,  fortitude  and  watchfulnefs  which  are 
indifpenfably  required  in  a  fkilful,  ufeful,  and  conicientious 
phyfician.  On  the  chimney  piece,  which  is  of  the  fineft 
white  marble,  exquilitely  carved  into  various  figures  and 
ornamental  devices,  and  highly  polifhed — are  placed  a  pair 
of  fuperb  brilliant  girandoles,  flowing  under  the  crefcent 
and  with  elegant  feftoons  of  pafte  of  the  firft  water,  and  of 
the  higheft  polilh  *.  In  the  centre  of  the  chimney-piece 
are  placed  a  very  tall,  and  two  leffier  filver  candtefticks  with 
wax  lights,  for  fome  kinds  of  the  groffer  fumigations  ;  and 
on  each  fide  veffels  for  diftilling  and  diffufing  odoiiferous 
effences  through  the  room,  by  means  of  lamps  burning 
with  the  fpirit  of  wine,  or  fires  of  the  oriental  fpices  and 
aromatic  gums. 

At  the  top  of  the  room,  between  two  noble  pillars,  under 
a  rich  canopy  with  an  ample  back  ground  of  fine  rofe 

*  Thefe,  and  fome  other  of  the  meft  curious  and  beauti¬ 
ful  pieces  of  my  cut  glafs  work,  wfcre  executed  by  Meffrs. 
Pol  hi  11  and  Blades,  the  celebrated  Glafs  Manufacturers. 
No.  5,  Ludgate-Hill. 
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Coloured  India  paper,  on  a  mafly  pedeflal,  is  placed  a  noft 
magnificent  folio  Bible,  printed  by  Bafkervilie,  on  royal 
polifhed  paper,  elegantly  bound  in  red  turkey  leather,  and 
very  richly  gilt.  The  intention  of  the  Bible  being  placed 
here  will  be  explained  by  and  bye.  Immediately  above  it, 
in  a  rich  frame,  is  a  fine  portrait  of  the  King  ! — over  which, 
Supported  by  two  noble  columns,  appear  the  Britiih  Arms, 
glowing  in  celeltial  or  electrical  fire!  with  a  brightnefs 
and  beauty  equal,  if  not  fuperior  to  that  of  the  molt  lucid 
planet,  or  mod  brilliant  flar.  They  are  finely  emblazoned, 
at  full  length,  on  a  lemicircular  plate  of  glafs  of  large  di- 
menlions,  under  an  exquifitely  carved  and  richly  gilt  lemi¬ 
circular  cornice.  On  each  fide  is  placed  a  battery  of  philo- 
fophical  cannon.  No  gun  powder  is  ufed  :  they  are  charged 
with  inflammable  air,  and  dilcharged  with  eiedtrical  fire, 
which  produces  explofions — equally  loud  and  tremendous 
with  thofe  of  gun-powder.  The  royal  crown,  and  his  Ma~ 
jelly’s  arms  fupported  by  the  lion  and  the  unicorn— the 
motto  too,  and  the  figure  of  Victory  and  of  Fame,  all  in 
eledlrical  light,  exceedingly  aftonifh,  elevate,  and  delight 
the  foul  of  every  beholder.  Riling  from  the  Britifh  crown, 

appears  the  following  infcriptiou  pointing  upwards - 

“  Altiqra  Peto  !”— I  defire — I  look  for  higher— for  no¬ 
bler —  for  more  permanent  things! — and  at  fome  difiance 
over  the  terreftrial  crown  is  feen  a  celestial  diadem  ! !  ! 

To  my  intelligent  and  polite  reader  it  would  be  as  unne- 
ceffary  forme  to  explain  the  import  of  the  above  emblems, 
as  it  would  be  impertinent  perhaps  in  me  to  attempt  a 
panegyric  on  the  auguft  and  moft  amiable  character  of  our 
inoft  gracious  Sovereign!  X  fliali  only  obferve,  that  it  would 
be  impollible  for  me,  or  for  any  one,  to  give  an  adequate 
idea  in  words,  of  the  brilliant  glory — the  beauty* — and  the 
fuperior  magnificence  of  a  device  which  was  perhaps  never 
before  thought  of,  far  lefs  executed,  or  exhibited,  in  any 
age  or  country,  fince  the  cieation  of  the  world. 

I  fihall  conclude  this  ficetch  of  the  apparatus  in  the 
Apollo  apartment  with  mentioning  very  briefly  thofe  parts 
of  it,  which  to  the  unphilofophic  eye  will  appear  rather 
ornamental  than  ufeful.  Firft,  then,  the  elevation  of  the 
ceiling  is  full  .fifteen  feet;  and  the  floor  which  is  thirty 
feet  long,  by  twenty  wide,  is  intirely  covered  with  rich 
carpeting,  and  occafionally  with  green  cloth.  In  the  mid¬ 
dle  of  the  room  oppolite  the  temple  is  a  large  beautiful 
family  piece  of  eight  figures,  as  large  as  life,  an  original 
painting  by  the  celebrated  Van  Dyck. 

Under  this  valuable  piece,  in  the  centre,  is  placed  a  rich 
frame  with  a  votive  dedication  of  the  whole  houfe  to  the 
aufpices  of  vEscui.apius.  To  the  left  of  the  great  painting 
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is  a  curious  fcale  of  ages,  with  regard  to  the  various  tram- 
formations,  paifions,  purfuits,  hates  of  health,  &c.  <kc. 
in  human  life,  from  our  birth  to  extreme  old  age — exhibited 
at  one  view,  according  to  the  ideas  of  the  great  Linnaeus.  To 
the  right  of  the  great  painting  is  an  uniform  companion  to 
the  table  juft  mentioned,  and  which  fhall  be  defcribed  by 
and  bye.  The  dedication  is  as  follows*. 

The  blind  being  reftored  to  fight;  the  deaf  to  hearing; 
the  feeble  and  the  lame  to  the  free  ufe  of  their  ftrengthened 
limbs;  the  afthmatical  breathing  from  found,  open  and 
clear  lungs ;  the  dropfical,  who  had  long  dragg’d  a  parched, 
nnweildy,  and  a  bloated  form,  being  now  reftored  to  elaftic 
ihape,  eafy  breathing,  and  firm  fibres; — fcorbutic,  gouty, 
■rheumatic,  and  venereal  humours,  fretting,  fermenting  and 
comfuming  the  quivering,  irritable,  and  relaxed  frame, 
being  now  eradicated,  cleanfed,  and  renovated  by  means 
equally  benign  and  eiTecStual ;  the  nervous  fyftem  too,  and 
the  vital  blood,  by  the  joint  powers  of  regimen,  melody,  and 
medicine,  being  fheathed,  nourifhed,  coiled  up,  and  invigo¬ 
rated  ;  and  old  age  ir.felf,  as  it  were  renewed,  brightened, 
*  and  happily  enjoining  juvenile  feelings,  under  the  controul 
©f  wifdom;  and  in  one  word,  every  difeafe  fatal  to  hu¬ 
man  exiftence,  and  fometimes  even  when  interwoven  in  the 
fyftem  at  the  firft  formation,™ — being  chaced  away  like 
clouds  before  the  fun,  by  the,  Ample  influence,  or  the  har- 
monioufly  combined  force,  irreliftible  yet  friendly !  of  the 
four  elementary  principles,  modified  and  administered,  by 
James  Graham,  a  Docftor  of  Medicine,  a  lover  of  his  fpe- 
cies,  and  an  humble  yet  ardent  admirer,  and  faithful  fol¬ 
lower  of  Nature,  and  of  Nature’s  God  !  to  whofe  unerring 
wifdom,  and  eternal  laws,  he  humbly — moft  humbly  bends, 
* — pleafantly  confecrating  his  houfe  to  ./Eculapius,  the  fa¬ 
bulous  father  of  the  healing  art. 

The  fuite  of  rooms,  confiding  of  fix,  for  the  reception  of 
patients  (the  whole  of  the  apparatus  occupying  ten)  are 
for  fcientific  diftindion,  precifion,  and  difpatch  in  bufinefs 
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*  The  following  is  the  copy  of  the  dedication  as  it  ap¬ 
pears  in  the  room.

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Svrhbered  and  dedicated  in  large  characters  on  the  in  fide  as 
•well  as  the  outfide  of  every  door.  As  tliefe  fix  inferiptions 
when  taken  together  and  duly  attended  to,  compofe,  and 
are  intended  to  exhibit  a  fuccin<9t,  yet  complete  fyflem  of 
health,  long  life  and  happinefs,  they  are  collected  toge¬ 
ther,  and  exhibited  at  one  /hiking  view,  and  are  as  follows : 

No.  I.  Sacred  to  Prudence  and  Refolution,- — Moderation 
and  Tranquillity, — Refignation  and  Hope! 

No.  II.  Sacred  to  early  Hours; — to  Cleanlinefs  and  Exer- 
eiie,  of  Body  and  of  Mind.. 

No.  III.  Sacred  to  Harmony  and  Contemplation,— Reli¬ 
gious  and  Philofophical. 

No.  IV.  The  Apollo  !— facred  to  Temperance, — to  Regu¬ 
larity, —and  to  the  open  Air, 

No.  V.  Sacred  to  tiie  Divine  Simplicity  of  Diet,  confining, 
chiefly,  of  Water,— of  Milk, — and  of  the  various  natural 
productions  of  the  vegetable  Kingdom. 

No.  VI.  Sacred  to  Temperate  Mirth, — and  focial  Joy! 

Sweet  Peace,  fits  brooding  like  a  white  plum’d  Dove, 

O’er  cordial  Friendthip,— and  o’er  virtuous  Love! 

In  various  parts  of  the  room  are  difpofed  maderly  prints 
of  the  feiences — and  exaift  reprefentations  of  the  ftrudlure, 
&c.  of  the  brain,  nerves — organs  of  hearing,  &c. — But 
above  all,  I  rauft  not  omit  mentioning,  about  a  hundred 
little  gilt  frames  exhibiting  every  difeafe  of  the  human  eye, 
actually  drawn,  and  delicately  coloured  from  Nature,  as 
they  occurred  in  the  courfe  of  my  extenfive  practice  in  the 
diforders  of  that  moft  precious  and  moft  irritable  organ. 
Half  of  the  number  are  painted  on  rofe  coloured  India  pa¬ 
per,  and  the  other  half  of  them  on  paper  of  a  ferene  fky 
blue.  The  whole  exhibits,  near  two  hundred  views  of 
the  different  fpecies  and  Rages  of  the  difeafes :  and  on  one 
of  the  great  fide  boards  is  found  a  perfectly  exadt  artificial 
eye,  exhibiting  the  anatomical  and  philofophical  flruc- 
ture,  internal  as  well  as  external,  of  this  wonderful  mader- 
piece  of  infinite  Wifdom,  fupreme- Goodnefs,  and  omnipo¬ 
tent  Power!  the  whole  together  compofing  the  completed: 
and  mod  valuable  medical  collection  of  Eyes,  without  ex¬ 
ception,  I  believe,  in  the  whole  world  ! 

The  lower  bafe  of  the  apartment — the  furbace — the 
friezes — the  architraves — the  cornices,  windows  and  doors, 
within  and  without,  are  richly  carved,  and  beautifully  or¬ 
namented  with  emblematical  figures  and  defigns;  but  above 
all,  the  ceiling  is  fupremely  elegant.  It  k  divided  with  the 
mod:  perfedt  exadtnefs  into  geometrical  ftucco  compartments, 
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sod  painted  in  a  ftiie  that  reflecffcs  the  highefl  honour  on 
she  tafle  of  the  great  men  who  defigned  it,  and  on  the  abi- 
i  ties  of  the  ingenious  and  mod:  mafterly  artifts  who  exe¬ 
cuted  it.  It  would  be  impoffible  in  many  pages  to  give 
even  a  tolerable  idea  of  the  exquilite  and  mod  elegant  work- 
manfhip  of  this  mod  noble  ceiling.  I  fhall  juft  mention 
shat  in  the  centre  of  it  exactly  over  the  top  of  the  dome  of 
the  temple,  are  three  great  circles  in  which  are  exhibited  a 
paftoral  reprefentation  of  the  three  graces,  in  the  molt 
charming  attitudes,  with  a  eupid  reclined  under  a  ttee, 
playing  on  a  flute,  with  his  bow  on  the  ground,  and  his 
quiver  and  arrows  hanging  on  a  bough  of  the  tree. 

The  hangings,  &c.  of  the  room,  are  compiled  of  a  deli¬ 
cate  green,  role  colour,  and  pure  white:  denoting  inno¬ 
cence,  purity,  hope,  temperance,  and  the  blooming  ardour 
of  good  health.  The  great  temple,  the  pavilion,  and  mod 
parts  of  the  apparatus  are  either  overlaid  with  pure  gold  of 
different  colours,  or  painted  of  a  mild  green  and  delicate 
white;  and  the  cornices  too,  of  the  doom,  &c.  areornamented 
with  elegantly  gilt  fedoons  of  flowers  of  aimed  every  kind, 
pendent  from  rings  of  gold,  and  enriched  with  profedlona! 
devices.  The  temple  is  painted  light  green,  becaufe  that  is 
mod  agreeable  to  weak  eyes ;  and  becaufe  it  is  the  emble¬ 
matical  colour  of  hope,  and  of  the  reviving  fpi  ing.  The 
former  denotes  the  expectation  of  health,  which  is  fo  cor¬ 
dial  to  the  hek  perfons  who  approach  it;  and  the  latter 
the  renovating  and  redorative  quality  and  effects  of  the 
influences  which  flow  from  it.  The  garlands  and  fedoons 
of  aromatic  plants  and  flowers,  with  millet,  olive  and  cedar 
branches  pendent  from  the  rings  of  gold,  are  chofen  becaufe 
thofe  aromatics  are  well  known  to  preferve  animal  bodies 
from  putrefaction  and  decay:  pure  gold  is  abfolutely  in¬ 
corruptible  and  inconfumable,  and  cedar  is  extremely  du¬ 
rable.  The  circular  rings  being  fymbols  of  perpetuity,  are 
therefore  proper  devices  for  this  edifice — the  eledtrical  fire 
being  eternally  the  fame,  and  every  thing  in  the  univejfe 
without  exception  being  full  of  it;  and  laflly,  the  immenfe 
globes  on  the  top,  of  gold  and  filver,  allude  to  the  fun  and 
moon  being  the  greater,  and  lefler— the  male  and  the  female 
lights,  whofe  mingling  rays  and  influences  produce  that 
pure,  invifible,  vivifying — univerfal  principle,  which  ani¬ 
mates  and  nourifhes  every  thing  in  the  world,  whether  it 
belongs  to  what  is  called  the  animal,  the  vegetable,  or  to 
the  mineral  kingdom  :  thefe  globes  therefore  are  very  ex- 
preflive  of  the  greatnefs  and  univeriality  of  the  benefits 
which  accrue  ftom  the  harmonious  conjunction  of  thefe  pri¬ 
mary  or  efficient  elements  combined  in  this  temple,  abting 
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Gn  the  three  great  medicines*  contained  in  the  globes,  and 
which  are. now  fent  to  almoft  every  capital  town,  and  city 
in  the  world. 

Before  I  clofe  the  fketcll  of  the  apparatus  in  this  room, 
1  mull  inform  the  curious  a,nd  philofophical  reader,  that 
while  I  can  literally  and  vifibly  draw  down  into  the 
room  confining,  rendering  not  only  harmlefs,  but  even 

very  falutary,  the  lightning  from  the  clouds  of  heaven - - 

while  I  can  concentrate  the  beams  of  the  fun  •  fqueezing 
the  various  kinds  of  air  into  clofe  prifons,  feparating, 
combining,  gently  difmilling  or  expelling  them  with  tre¬ 
mendous  violence — fo,  likewise,  I  can  exhibit  the  cxadfc 
appearance  of  the  forked  lightning,  and  imitate  with 
my  machinery  the  horrible — the  awful  noife  of  the  thu,nder 
ftorm,  fo  tremendoufly  loud,  that  if  fifty  drums  were  beat 
at  the  fame  time  in  the  room,  they  could  be  no  more  heard 
than  if  a  bag  of  wool  was  ftruck  with  a  feather,  and  it  is 
equally  well  known,  that  I  can  here  not  only  equal,  but 
even  far  exceed,  with  the  electrical  fire,  See.  the  beauty  and 
the  brilliance  of  any — even  of  the  moft  glorious  luminaries 
of  heaven  ! — and  this  vivifying  elementary  light,  with 
which  every  thing  that  we  are  acquainted  with  in  nature  is 
full,  like  that  of  wisdom  as  deferibed  in  the  facred  wiitings, 
never — never  goeth  out. 

After  enumerating  ,fome  of  the  tremendous  powers  of 
electricity,  it  may  not  be  amifs  to  fay  a  few  words  on  the 
danger  and  fatal  effects  which  may  be  produced  by  fo  migh¬ 
ty  an  agent  in  the  hands  of  ignorant  and  rafh  people.  So 
verv  powerful  an  agent  cannot  be  indiffeient  when  applied 
to  the  human  body;  it  mud  do  confiderable  good  or  confi- 
derabie  harm ;  linking  inftances  of  both  have  repeatedly 
fallen  under  my  obitrvation.  I  tremble  with  apprehen- 
fioo  lor  my  fellow  creatures,  when  I  fee  in  almofl  every  llrect 
iv  this  great  metropolis  a  barber — a  furgeon, — a  tooth-drawer 
—an  apothecary,  or  a  common  mechanic  turned  electrical 
operator.  How  dangerous ! — how  ridiculous!  muft  it  be 
in  moft  cafes  to  venture  fo  curious — fo  complex  and  fo  de¬ 
licate  a  machine  as  the  human  body,  and  that  too,  even 
when  difeafed,  into  fucii  hands  to  be  fhook,  torn,  and  con- 
vulfed  with  the  ignorant  and  improper  application  of  this 
awful  element  ! 

For  my  own  part,  I  have  been  taught  by  reafon  and  by 
the  moft  attentive  obfervations  in  innumerable  experiments 
on  almoft  every  fubftance  in  nature,  and  in  -a  courfe  of  prac¬ 
tice  in  difeafes  far  more  extenfive  than  that  perhaps  of 

*  Ele  frical  Jctiier,  Nervous  JEtiierial  Balsam, 
and  the  Imperial  Pills, 
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any  other  man  In  the  world,  that  electrical  fhocks  ought 
feldom  to  be  given,  that  partial  frictions,  fparks,  brufh- 
ings  with  rich  medicinal  fubftances  charged  with  elec¬ 
tricity,  or  gently  pervading  the  whole  fyftem  I  have 

been  taught  I  fay,  that  all  violence  is  hurtful— - — 

with  a  copious  tide  of  that  celeltial  fire  fully  impregnated 
with  the  pureft,  mold  fubtile,  and  balmieft  parts  of  me¬ 
dicines,  which  are  extracted  by,  and  flow  foftly  into  the 
blood  and  nervous  fyflem,  with  the  electrical  fluid.  In 
thofe  cafes  where  fhocks  are  abfolutely  neceflary,  inflead 
of  charging  bottles  lined  with  tin  foil  or  other  grofs,  im¬ 
pure,  and  perhaps  arfnical  metals,  I  have  jars  filled  with 
loaaftones,  lulphur,  quick-filver,  the  mildeft  yet  moft  active 
medicinal  fubftances  from  the  animal,  mineral,  or  vegeta¬ 
ble  kingdoms  : — thefe  I  charge  with  this  celeftia!  fire,  and  the 
powerful  and  falutary  effluvia  of  antimony,  aromatic  oils, 
Peruvian  bark,  caftor,  camphire,  mufk,  ambergreafe,  and 
the  influences  of  electricity,  air,  medicines  and  magnetifm, 
thus  combined,  are  made  to  pafs  through  the  whole 
or  any  particular  part  of  the  patient’s  body,  giving  what  is 
called  the  shock.  But,  as  I  faid  before,-  I  generally  prefer 
the  effluvia  of  thefe  genial,  aromatic,  balfamic,  antifpafmo- 
dic  fubftances,  or  the  effluvia  of  magnetic,  aerial  or  sethe- 
rial  effences,  paffing-fiiently  into  the  body,  or  confined  to 
the  feat  or  eaufe  of  the  difeafe,  while  fpafmodic  tendons 
and  ftifneftes  are  relaxed,  and  the  tone  of  the  nerves  or 
rnufcular  fibres  braced  up,  or  invigorated,  as  the  cafe  re¬ 
quires,  with  properly  adapted  mufical  vibrations,  &c. — ■ — 

From  my  earlieft  infancy,  I  loved  the  profeflion  of  medi¬ 
cine  ;  and  after  a  regular  claffical  and  medical  education, 
at  the  juftly  famous  Fniverfity  of  Edinburgh,  1  ftill  chofe 
to  purfue  the  practice  of  medicine. 

The  ftructure  and  difeafes  of  the  human  bodv,  tlie  nature 
of  the  primary  elements  of  which  all  things  are  compofed 
- — the  qualities  of  medicinal  fubftances,  feniible  and  occult, 
have  therefore  been  my  early,  regular  and  prqfefflonal  ftudy. 
But  very  early  in  life  1  became  exceedingly  diflatisfied  with 
xvhat  is  called  the  regular  practice.  I  found  it  too  trifling, 
abfurd,  and  ineffectual.  Neither  my  mafters,  my  fellows, 
nor  myfelf  being  able  to  cure  great,  vital,  or  inveterate 
difeafes,  vexed  and  mortified  me  to  the  extremeft  degree;— 
and  fome  of  my  moft  efteemed  and  moft  beloved  friends 
dropping  prematurely  into  the  grave,  drove  me  mad.  I 
execrated  the  common  practice  of  phyfic,  in  general.  Every 
faculty  of  my  foul  and  body  was’  roufed,  and  flung  into 
new  life  and  indignation; — and  I  conceived  the  great  pro¬ 
ject  of  overturning  and  exploding  the  ordinary  methods  of 
treating  moft  difeafes,  external  as  well  as  internal,  and  of 
difeovering  and  eitabliihing  more  rational  aad  more  fuc- 

ceftfal 
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eefsful  methods  of  cure.  Fired  with  the  great  idea,— 
reafon,  and  philofophy,  or  the  good  fpirit  of  God  fuggcfted 
that  conftant  regularity,  moderation,  tranquillity  of  mind 
and  paffions,  and  fimplicity  in  regimen,  &c.— that  fimple 
medicines,  efpecially  thole  of  the  vegetable  tribe  properly 
ufed,  and  the  whole  ailifted  with  nature's  moll  powerful 
agents,  viz,  electricity,  air,  mulic  and  magnet ifm  (for 
harmony  is  the  hand ,  the  balmy  foul  of  the  univerfe )  might  pre¬ 
vent  or  cure  mod,  or  all  of  the  pains  and  dileafes  to 
which  the  human  body  is  liable;  and,  moreover,  happily 
lengthen  human  life  to  the  longed:  poilible  period, — -ad¬ 
vancing  intellectual  difcipline,  enlargement  and  elevation, 
of  foul,  and  all  the  noble  purfuits  which  are  worthy  the 
dignity  of  our  rational  nature- 

Deeply  impreffed  with  thefe  ideas  and  animated  with  the 
glorious  profpeCt,  I  revifited  my  native  country — I  traverfed 
every  part  of  Great-Britain  and  Ireland  for  improvement 
in  philofophy  and  medicine ;  and  at  length  I  travelled  for 
many  years  into  every  part  of  the  world  where  fcienee 
flouriflied,  or  nature  prevailed,  perfecting  mv  great  fyftem 
of  preventing  and  curing  difeafes,  with  the  view  of  illuminat¬ 
ing,  expanding,  ennobling,  and  elevating  the  rational  foul  of 
man  and  confequently  of  rendering  human  exigence  happier 
as  well  as  longer  in  this  tranfitory  ftate.  How  far  I  have 
iucceeded  in  accompliihing  the  great  views  which  actuated 
my  labours,  is  not  for  me  to  determine.  ,  The  good  and 
judicious  part  of  the  world  can  readily  diftinguifh  between 
true  merit  and  pretended  knowledge.  I  have  at  leaft  the  ap¬ 
probation  of  my  own  mind — I  am  happy  in  what  I  have 
even  now  attained  to,  and  in  what  I  am  daily  enabled  to  do 
for  the  benefit  of  my  fellow-creatures.  I  lay  my  fellow-crea¬ 
tures,  becaufe  my  labours  have  not  been  undertaken  with  a 
view  of  benefitting  my  own  country  alone.  By  no  means. 
1  would  mo  ft  certainly  benefit  my  native  country  in  prefe¬ 
rence  to  any  other;  "but  I  have  not  a  fpark  of  that  fort  of 
patriotiiin  which  confines  itfelf  to  Great-Britain  and  Ire¬ 
land.  No.  I  have  nobler  and  more  extenfive  aims.  I  love  the 
inhabitants  of  thefe  countries  well,  but  I  love  the  reft  of 
mankind  much  better*.  For  what  is  the  number  of  the 


*  Many  people  talk  of  our  natural  enemies!  I  know  of 
none  but  difeafes,  and  moral  evil;  or,  in  other  words, 
whatever  tends  to  difturb  the  animal  oeconomy,  or  fubvert 
health,  and  thofe  xvho  are  tranfgreffors  againft  moral  duties 
and  obligations,  and  againft  the  peace  and  happinefs  of 
fcciety.  Thefe  indeed  are  cur  natural  and  world  enemies  ; 
but  thofe  who  talk  of  the  French— the  Laplanders  or  the 
Turks  being  our  natural  enemies,  I  confkkr  them  as  little 

i  better 


men  and  women  who  crawl  on  the  furface  of  thefe  twe 
ifiands,  which  are  but  two  little  fpecks,  when  compared  to 


better  than  natural  ideots.  The  French  and  the  Eng- 
lifh  nations  are  allowed  to  be  next  each  other  in  point  of 
civilization — the  former  being  only  a  century  before  us  in 
many  things  ;  why,  then,  fhould  two  nations  of  beings  of 
the  fame  fpecies,  living  next  door  as  it  wrere  to  each  other, 
and  both  far  advanced  in  refinement,  be  called  natural 
enemies ! — I  cannot  bear  the  term,  I  lofe  all  patience  when¬ 
ever  I  hear  it  ;  and  I  hear  it  too  often. 

This  leads  me  to  digrefs  fall  farther  from  my  fubjedl  by 
exprefling  my  aftonifhment  that  two  of  the  moft  civilized, 
refined,  and  enlightened  nations  of  men  on  the  -whole  earth, 

fituated  nearly  under  the  fame  point  of  the  heavens - and 

both  aiming  at  the  fame  point,  viz.  happinefs  here,  and 

hereafter ! - the  one  governed  by  a  Chriftian  Prince, 

and  the  other  by  a  moft  Chriftian  King  ! - -how  afto- 

nifhing  that  they  fhould  daughter,  rob,  and  diftrefs  each 

other,  by  every  poffibie  favage  and  infernal  device - * 

murdering  each  other - with  the  promifcuous  carnage 

of  thoufands  and  of  tens  of  thoufands - and  that  too, 

for  the  honor  and  glory  of  the  God  of  Mercy  and  of 
Peace,  or  for  a  punctilio  of  what  they  call  national 

honor  !  I  wifh  that  nations  fighting - fired  with  a  faife 

• a  diabolical  ambition— —  would  at  leaft  be  more  con¬ 
fident,  and  not  call  themfelves  Chriftians,  or  the  followers 
of  the  meek  and  lowly  Jefus — — -who  expedt  eternal  falva- 
tion  through  the  merits  and  mediation  of  him  who  was 
indeed  the  Prince  of  Peace — and  who  commanded  his  fol¬ 
lowers  to  love  one  another - forbearing,  and  in  honor 

preferring  one  another.  It  is  certainly  favage  or  brutal 
enough,  for  man  to  fight  with  or  daughter  creatures  of 

different  fpecies  from  himfelf- - and  although  individuals 

will  ever  commit  depradations  and  violences  on  indivi¬ 
duals,  yet  nations  at  large,  (thofe  efpccially  of  the 
fame  religion-  -  or  rather  thole  of  any  true  religion  at  all) 
might  very  well  live  in  peace  and  friendfhip  with  each 
other,  I  call  all  thofe  of  the  fame  religion  wh’ofe  hearts 
are  wanned  and  melted  with  love  and  benevolence  towards 
the  whole  human  fpecies  — and  whofe  fouls  are  humble 

and  grateful  towards  God - illuminated  at  the  fame  time 

with  enlarged  ideas  and  apprehenfions  of  his  infinitely 

tranfcendent  wifdom,  power,  goodnefs,  and  glory! - The 

principal  nations  in  the  world  are  all  agreed  in  the  great 

effential  matters  of  morality  and  religion - why  then 

fliould  they  differ  fo  bitterly  about  the  little  points  and  for¬ 
malities  which  no  other  being  in  the  univerfe  cares  one  far  • 
thing  about. 

I  hope 
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the  millions  of  human  beings  which  fwarm  op  all  the  other 
parts  of  the  earth  ! — It  is  not  for  my  native  country  alone 
that  I  labour. — It  is  not  for  the  prefen t  inhabitants  of  the 
world,  for  whom  I  intend  foon  to  write;  but  it  is  for 
the  whole  human  fpecies, — in  every  part  of  the  earth, 
and  at  every  future  period  of  time — even  for  the  children 
of  thole  who  fhall  be  born  a  thouland  years  hence.  ;Tis  to 
them,  and  to  their  happinefs,  that  I  dedicate  my  paft  and 
my  future  labours. 

But  to  return;  while  I  regret  the  multitudes  of  ignorant 
operators  in  electricity,  and  the  equally  ignorant,  and  far 
more  numerous  quacks  and  pretenders  to  the  curing  of 
difeafes,  the  world  mult  at  leaft  allow  that  a  perfon  who  has 
devoted  his  whole  life  to  the  ftudy of  the  fciencehcprofefles — 
and  who  for  many  years  has  beefficonftantlyconverfant  in  the 
application  of  electricity  with  the  largeft  and  mold  ccnve- 
nient  apparatus  in  the  world,  and  among  perfons  of  every 
rank, — it  must  be  fuppofed — it  must  be  allowed  that  he  is 
better  acquainted  with  its  nature  and  effects,  and  the  falu- 
tary  application  of  it  in  the  cure  of  difeafes,  as  well  as  in 
philofophical  and  chemical  inveftigations,  than,  perhaps, 
any  other  man  in  the  world. 

I  will  now  conclude  the  defcription  of  the  Apollo  apart- 
ment  with  giving  a  £ketch  of  the  three  windows,  which  ap¬ 
pear  like  the  beautiful  Trained  glafs  of  antiquity,  di flailing 
a  mild  1  nitre — a  folemn — -a  celeltial  gloom  over  die  whole 
apparatus. 

The  defigns  are  all  of  them  attributes  to  the  fubjeCts  of 
health  and  happinefs,  temporal  and  eternal,  and  they  are 
beautifully  and  mo  ft  elegantly  painted,  by  a  capital  artift,  on 
the  fineft  white  filk,  with  the  molt  vivid  and  moft  tranfparent 
colours.  The  windows  reach  from  the  floor  to  almoft  the 


I  hope  that  the  time  is  not  very  diftant,  when  all  religi¬ 
ous  perfecution  fhall  ceafe  ;  when  the  darknefs,  pagean¬ 
tries  and  fooleries  of  the  Church  of  Rome  fhall  be  done 
away - when  the  narrorvnefs,  the  bitter  and  black  dark¬ 
nefs  of  the  Kirk  of  Scotland  fhall  be  difperfed - and  the 

lukewarmnefs,  and  trafficking  temporalities  of  the  Church 

of  England,  diflipated  and  abolished - univerfal  light  and 

univerfal  toleration  prevailing  and  pervading  men  and  wo¬ 
men  of  every  rank  and  of  every  nation. 

As  to  wars,  I  know  not  what  to  fay.  But  I  could  almoft 
venture  to  prophecy  that  the  time  will  come,  though  per¬ 
haps  it  is  very  diftant,  when  the  differences  and  interefts 
of  nations,  and  what  is  called  the  ballance  of  power,  will 
be  fettled  by  iefs  horrible - lefs  unnatural — — lefs  diabo¬ 

lical  means  than  fire  and  firvord,  ruin  and  devaluation— 
carnage— theft— depradation  and  murder! 

top 
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top  of  the  ceiling— fo  that  when  thrown  open  you  can  walk 
out  on  the  noble  balconies  to  enjoy  the  frefh  atmofpherical 
air,  and  the  charming  profpedts  which  opening  and  ftretch- 
ing  every  way,  aggrandize  the  mind,  fweetly  playing  on  the 
eager—the  aftonifhed  eye. 

Over  the  windows,  on  each  fide  of  the  great  centre  one, 
under  magnificent  carved  and  gilt  cornices,  hangs  the  cur¬ 
tain  drapery  of  crimfon  and  gold,  drawn  up  in  feftoons, 
with  rich  taffels  of  the  fame  depending  with  fuperior 
elegance.  The  centre  window  is  diftinguifhed  by  a  grand 
arch  with  double  cornices  exquiftely  carved,  and  richly 
gilt,  terminating  rvith  a  vale  at  top,  and  a  fine  Egyptiair 
fphinx  at  each  end. 

Each  window  is  divided  into  three'  columns,  and  each 
column  into  five  panes  of  very  large  dimenfions ;  and  on 
each  window  the  figure  of  a  beautiful  crucifix  is  exhibited 
with  the  tranfparent  paintings.  I  fliall  begin  with  the 
window  eaftward,  for  the  houfe  Hands  exadily  eafi:  and  wefi> 
fronting  the  fouth. 

On  the  loweft  centre  pane  then,  appears  the  rifing  fun  dif- 
fufing  the  mild  rays  of  its  morning  light ;  and  on  the  middle 
pane  is  marked  the  letter  A.  or  Alpha.  The  rifing  fun,  is 
emblematical  of  the  beginning  or  morning  of  human  life,  and 
the  white  nays  denote  at  once  the  innocence  of  that  early 
period,  and  the  purity,  and  univerfal  power  of  omnipotence 
from  whom  all  things  have  their  firft  effence,  knowledge,  and 
fpecific  virtues.  This  letter  is  likewife  expreffive  of  the 
beginning  of  all  things,  being  the  firft  of  the  alphabet,  and 
the  firft  of  the  vowels,  without  which  no  word  can  be  arti¬ 
culated,  nor  idea  explained. 

Afcending,  on  the  fccond  pane,  is  reprefented  a  great  al¬ 
tar,  blazing  rvith  celeftial  or  eledtric  fire,  in  which  is  feen 
a  living  faiamander;  and  on  the  entablature  in  the  middle 
of  the  altar,  a  cock.  The  altar  of  eledlrical  fire  is  appofite 
to  the  defign  of  the  room; — the  faiamander,  according  to 
Ariftotle  and  other  naturalifts,  lives  in  and  is  nourifhed  by 
the  fire  ;  and  the  cock  is  an  expreffive  fymbolof  that  natural 
intelligence,  that  vigilance* — that  anxious  attention — which 
io  well  becomes  thofe  who  undertake  the  cure  of  difeafes; 
and  svas  ufually  facrificcd  to  iElculapius  the  God  of  that  no¬ 
ble — that  ufeful  art.  Above  this,  on  the  third  pane,  ap¬ 
pears  a  fine  figure  of  Hope,  like  a  moft  beautiful  woman, 
dreffed  in  light  green  robes  crowned  with  a  garland  of  bud¬ 
ding  flowers,  and  reding  her  arm  on  an  anchor,  fhe  looks 
up  with  fweet  complacency  towards  the  temple  of  Health. 
In  the  other  hand  fire  holds  a  medicinal  cup,  fafhioned  like 
a  flower  in  the  bud,  and  inferibed,  “  salus  rorui.i.” 
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Hope  is  one  of  the  divine  virtues* — -the  great  Softener  of 
the  various  diftreffes  of  life,  and  our  chief  fupport  in  fick¬ 
nefs.  By  this  figure  is  finely  exp  relied  the  cordial  expecta¬ 
tion  of  that  fovereign  fublunary  good,  namely,  health.  The 
light  green  robes  are  the  fymbolic  colour  of  this  virtue; 
the  garland  of  flowers  in  the  bud  are  a  pretty  and  juft  image 
of  the  fubject,  for  had  they  been  full  blown  there  would  be 
no  future  expectation.  She  refts  upon  a  great  anchor  to 
denote  that  as  the  anchor  is  the  fliip’s  fecurity  from  danger 
in  the  troubled  and  tempeftuous  ocean,  fo  is  hope  the 
anchor  of  the  human  foul  in  the  day  of  diftrefs,  and  in  the 
hours  of  ficknefs  ;  and  the  iacred  feriptures  moft  beautifully 
aiTure  us,  that  by  faith  in  Jefus  Chrift,  limplicity  of  life, 
and  holinefs  of  heart,  we  caft  our  anchor  fafe  even  within 
the  veil,  for  eternity. 

At  the  top  of  this  pane,  in  the  centre  over  this  charming 
figure,  appears  a  beautiful  medallion  in  relief,  with  a  fine 
head  of  that  liberal  and  moft  magnanimous  Princefs,  Catha¬ 
rine  the  Great!  Emprefs  of  all  the  Ruflias. 

Afcending  ftill,  on  the  fourth  pane,  is  a  fine  reprefenta- 
tion  of  the  temple  of  health;  in  the  midfb  of  which  Hands  a 
comely  youth  cloathed  in  a  golden  veftment,  with  a  fapphire 
on  his  .breaft:,  and  a  torch  of  the  celeftial  fire  in  his  hand. 
About  the  temple,  to  partake  of  its  healing  influences, 
crowd  a  number  of  votaries,  labouring  under  various  dif- 
eafes.  The  golden  veftment  and  the  lighted  torch,  denote 
durability,  life  and  health,  as  well  as  the  purity  and  excel¬ 
lence  of  the  eledtrical  fire,  whole  quantity,  luftre,  or  ef¬ 
fects,  like  the  communication  of  knowledge  or  the  illumi¬ 
nation  of  the  mind,  is  not  lefled  or  dimned  by  imparting 
light,  health  and  ftrength  to  millions; — and  the  precious 
fapphire  at  his  breaft,  being  the  colour  of  the  clear  fky, 
indicates — the  joyous  tranquillity — the  lightfome  ferenity, 
which  good  health  diftufes  over  the  foul  and  body  of  thole 
who  rationally  and  thankfully  pofiefs  it. 

A  lick  perion  is  fieen  laying  on  the  road  to  the  temple 
with  a  ferpent  biting  his  left  breaft,  and  an  extinguifhed 
torch  by  his  fide:  this  iaft  denotes  the  abfence  of  health  and 
of  all  pleafure* ;  as  the  former  does  the  prefence  of  torture, 

*  I  am  aftonifhed  to  think  how  infenfible  healthy  people 
are  of  the  great  bieffing  they  enjoy.  Even  thofe  who  have 
been  afflicted  with  fevere  illnefles,  on  recovery,  feem  to  for¬ 
get  all. - It  is  cuftomary  after  ficknefs  to  fend  cards  of 

thanks  to  our  friends  for  their  kind  enquiries  :  I  hope  it  is 
no  lefs  Cuftomary  to  offer  up  thankfgivings  for  fuch  merciful 

deliverances— —to  a  higher  fhiine  ! - The  melancholy 

fsenes  which  every  day  prefent  themfelves  of  feeble  creep- 
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anguilh,  and  excruciating  pain.  One  appears  to  be  leaning 
011  a  reed,  which  indicates  the  infufficiency  of  mod;  earthly 
props,  but  efpecially  of  what  is  called  the  regular  medical 
practice  in  the  cure  of  fatal  and  confirmed  difeales.  Ano¬ 
ther  of  the  lick  perfons,  while  he  feems  to  hefitate  whether 
he  ih all  approach  the  temple,  is  furprized  by  the  flapping 
of  a  (lender  thread  which  in  his  hand  had  fufpended  a  ball 
of  very  thin  glafs, — implying,  that  hefitation  and  delay 
may  be  attended  with  fatal  confequences  ;  the  thread  of 
life  being  fo  eafily  fnapt,  and  the  brittle  ball  irrecoverably 
broken. 

Others  of  the  groupe  are  feen  fitting  chained  at  a  dis¬ 
tance  tho’  weak  and  languid - denoting  that  fome  fick 

and  difeafed  people  are  obftinate  and  incredulous ;  while 
others  are  prevented  from  applying  for  cure  by  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  the  faculty,  or  the  covetoufnefs  of  their  friends. 
At  a  difiance  are  feen  fome  young  people  of  both  fexes,  on 
a  flowery  meadow  interfperfed  with  bee-hives :  among  the 
gay  and  lweet  flowers  are  concealed  thorns,  alps,  and  fer- 
pentsy -/with  a  label  on  the  ground  in  Greek  characters  from 
Anacreon,  importing  that  Cupid  often  mixes  gall  with 
-h-oriev.

ing  flceletons,  to  whom  a  grafs-hopper  is  a  burthen, — of 
throbbing,  dumb-heavy-excruciating  rheumatifms — of  pa¬ 
ralytic  tremors  and  totterings;- — of  tire  gouty  bars  of  red 
hot  iron  ftimulations  and  tortures  ; — of  the  cold  numb- 
neffes,  agonizing  (trainings  and  fharp  thrillings  and  grind¬ 
ings  of  the  fione  and  gravel,  inceflantly  returning; — of  the 
panting  and  ftrugglings  of  the  fuffocated  andchoaked  up  afth- 
matic; — of  the  fhivering,  burning,  coughing,  fliort  breathed 
emaciated  confumptive,-— melting,  put: id,  and  polling  down 
with  gigantic  yet  unperceived  ftrides  to  the  grave;  thele,  and 
many  other  melancholy  feenes,  one  would  think,  would 
make  the  healthy,  the  eafy  and  the  flrong,  glow  and  burff 
with  gratitude  and  thankfulnefs  for’the  enjoyment  of  that 
greatefl  fublunary  bleffing ■:  and  inftead  of  wantonly  fport- 
ing  with  what  is  found  fo  precious  when  loft  or  when  pro¬ 
perly  valued,— -inftead  of  deftroying  health,  and  cutting 
fliort  their  days,  by  gormandizing,  drunkennefs,  and  ail 
manner  of  enervating  and  debilitating  vices  and  indulgences, 
— one  would  think  that  we  fhould  be  continually  bleffing 
God,  and  doing  every  thing  in  our  power  to  fecure  the  poi- 
felfion  of  that  fweeteft  a-nd  moft  valuable  of  all  bleffings  : — 
for  without  health,  riches  and  honors  are  vain  and  trouble¬ 
some ; — fame  unfatisfadlory ; — beauty  facies, — defire  fails — 
arid  even  virtue  and  religion  themfelves  feem  to  retire  into 
a  cold  fhadc ! 


At  a 
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At  a  great  cliftance  from  the  temple,  and  behind  the  troc$ 
•  f  difeafed  objects,  many  of  whom  appear  in  rufty  tattered 

-garments,  is  difeovereda  cyprefs  broken  and  withering - 

which  being  a  baleful  tree,  denotes  difeafe,  mourning  and 
tlefpair.  They  walk  on  ivy  which  is  a  defhuctive  plant, 
generally  to  be  feen  about  old  confuming  trees,  or  totter¬ 
ing  decayed  buildings.  The  rufty  coloured  garments  allude 
to  difeafes  and  bad  health  ta-rnifhing  and  defacing  beauty, 
deftrablenefs,  and  every  thing  elfe  about  their  unhappy 
vieftims.  Over  the  temple  fhine  the  moon  and  ftars  with 
vivid  and  refplendent  light ;  alluding  to  the  power  of  the 
planets  upon  this  earth,  and  on  one  another,  but  more 
particularly  to  their  influence  on  the  human  body. 

On  the  two  panes  to  the  right  and  left  of  the  fourth  juft 
now  deicribed,  are  two  venerable  b ufts.,  one  of  Hippocrates 
the  immortal  Father  of  Phyftc,  and  the  other  of  the  great 
Galen. 

The  whole  of  the  fifth  pane  which  is  the  uppermoft  in  the 
central  column,  and  which  completes  the  crofs,  is  irradiated 
with  a  ceieftial  glory!  and  inferibed  with  three  Hebrew 
words,  which,  incapable  of  being  tranfiated,  or  of  being 
properly  explained,  remain  unchanged,  the  fame  in  all 
the  languages  in  the  world.  This  is  a  curious  fa et  known 
perhaps  but  to  few. 

Hallelujah!  JEHOVAH!!!  Amen! 


It  is  faid  that  great  Emperors  have  commanded  pro¬ 
clamation  to  be  made  over  the  world,  that  lie  who  could 
give  a  fat  is  factory  interpretation  of  thole  three  words 
fhould  be  rewarded  with  a  whole  province.  Under  the 
words  is  feen  an  antique  vafe,  out  of  which  afeends  a  pure 
and  holy  flame,  and  on  the  ground  at  bottom  are  feen  a 
fun  flower  and  a  white  lily. 

The  glory  which  is  here  humbly  and  very  faintly  mani- 

fefted - the  inlcription  and  the  holy  flame— — are  at  once 

fo  tremendous  and  fo  fublime — — fo  occult  and  fo  obvious.

I  beg  leave  with  great 
humility  only  to  fugged,  that  they  are  meant  to  exprels 
that  divine  enthufiafm,  that  fupreme  bleflednefs,  that  holy 
expanfion,  elevation,  and  illumination  of  foul  which  at¬ 
tends  the  rational,  habitual  and  enlarged  adoration  of  the 
Deity!  for  his  infinitely  tranfcendent  wifdom,  power,  good-* 

nefs,  and  glory  ! - and  the  white  flames  which  afcend 

from  the  vafe  fignify  that  he  fhould  be  praifed  with  fimpli- 
city  and  parity  of  heart,  and  illumination  of  foul.  Tun 

SUN  FLOWER  WHICH  OPENS  AND  TURNS  CONTINUALLY  TO 

the  sun,  denotes  that  the  enlightened  mind  of  a  Phy- 
flcian  or  Philofopher,  fhould  be  continually  turning  with 
humility,  gratitude,  love  and  adoration  towards  the  eternal 
i'burce  of  all  things  !  and  the  white  lily  is  meant  to  exprefs 
the  m.ecknefs,  purity,  and  integrity  of  thofe  who  reallv 
fere  under  the  benign  and  happy  influences  of  the  Spirit  of 
that  moil  gracious  Being  who  directs  us  to  the  means  of 
health  and  of  happinefs,  by  infufing  fuch  comfortable  por¬ 
tions  of  intellectual  light  into  the  faculties  of  the  human 
foul  when  affiduoufly  and  religioufly  cultivated. 

The  other  eight  panes  of  this  window  are  painted  all  of 
the  fame  foft  vivid  colour,  in  order  to  exhibit  diftindtly 
the  elegant  and  very  pleafing  figure  of  the  crofs  or  crucifix 
in  the  centre. 

I  fhall  for  a  moment  pafs  by  the  great  centre  window 
and  defcribe  that  on  the  left,  weftward  :  on  the  lowed 
centre  pane  of  which,  we  have  a  mild  appearance  of  the 
letting  fun  ;  and  over  that  is  inferibed  Omega,  the  lad 
letter  of  the  Greek  Alphabet.  As  the  riling  Sun  on  the 
firft  mentioned  pane  of  the  window  Eadward,  allegorically 
reprefented  the.  beginning  of  our  days,  fo  doe’s  the  fetting 
Sun  at  the  bottom  of  this  wedern  window  mark  the  end 
©f  life  ;  the  fird  and  lad  Greek  letters  alluding  to  the 
Omnipotent  Jehovah  !  being  the  Eternal  Alpha  and  Omega  ! 
the  beginning,  fupport,  and  end  of  all  things  ! 

On  the  pane  above  is  reprefented  a  great  altar  of  vital 

fire,  burning  with  pure  lambent  flames - -over  which  is 

inferibed  Vesta  *.  This  altar  is  a  companion  to  that  on 

Veda,  among  the  ancient  mythologids,  fignifiedfire,  or 
that  pure— chade — fiacred  flame  which  pervades  not  only 
the  human  body,  but  univerfal  Nature.  In  honour  of 
this  vital  vivifying  principle,  a  perpetual  fire  was  kept  in  a 
temple  at  Rome  when  in  her  highed  glory;  and  attended 
day  and  night  by  the  fpotlefs  vedal  virgins,  who  were  buried 
alive  it  feems  if  at  anytime  this  fire  happened  to  go  out  or 
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file  fame  line  of  the  other  window.  On  the  entablature  of 
the  altar  appears  an  owl ;  which  is  the  acknowledged  em¬ 
blem  of  wifdom  and  penetration,  and  is  facred  to  the 
goddefs  Minerva.  This  bird,  as  it  Tees  in  the  dark,  is  a  very 
proper  attribute  to  the  fubjecd,  and  denotes  that  a  natural 
lively  fagacity,  and  penetrating  ihrewdnefs,  are  of  the 
greated  ufe  in  medical  practice,  which  is  in  fa<5t  a  diffi¬ 
cult,  intricate,  and  often  but  a  conjectural  art. 

Afcending,  on  the  third  pane,  is  a  moft  beautiful  figure 
of  Wifdom,  drefied  in  white  lobes,  with  rays  of  light 
from  her  temples,  and  a  ruby  at  her  bread  :  flie  is  feated 
on  a  rock,  with  a  lamb  on  one  fide,  and  her  arm  reding 
on  dome  books  on  the  other,  near  which  are  feen  an  owl 
and  a  cock. 

Minerva  was  the  goddefs  of  wifdom,  and  the  patronefs 
of  thole  fciences  which  render  men  ufeful  to  fociety,  and 
entitle  them  to  the  edeern  of  poderity.  This  fine  figure  is 
very  properly  placed  under  the  temple  of  virtue  which  ap¬ 
pears  on  the  pane  above,  becaufe  the  Egyptians  of  old, 
and  Solomon  the  wife  King  reckoned  wifdom  the  mother 
©f  virtue *  *.  The  white  robes  are  expredive  of  purity, 
wife  council,  and  divine  favour  :  the  bright  and  fparkling 

be  extingu idled.  This  fire  had  no  fimilarity  to  the  terri¬ 
ble,  fcorching,  blazing  fire  of  Vulcan’s  forge  ; — no  analogy 
to  the  intemperate,  impure,  and  all  confirming  flames  of 
Venus  ;  but  were  expreflive  of  that  pure,  mild,  benign 
flame  which  at  once  illuminates  the  mind,  and  feeds  the 
vital  lamp.  The  pure-elementary-elecdric  flame  which  on 
this  altar  is  reprefented, — is  fo  neceflary  foi;.  all  animal 
bodies,  that  life  cannot  fubiifl  one  moment  without  it. 
When  that  dies,  life  itfelf  is  extinguished.  It  is  Ample  and 
homogene:  it  therefore  burns  blighted  and' longed,  when 
gently  fanned  by  pure  cool  air,  and  moderately  fed  by 
Ample  and  homogeneous  food  and  drink.  Thus  nourifhed, 
thus  refrefhed — it  will  cherifh,  bedew,  and  illuminate  the 
human  body  wit-h  health,  ferenity  and  joy  for  at  lead  an 
hundred  years. 

*  King  Solomon’s  defcriptlon  of  wifdom  in  the  Apocry¬ 
pha  is  fupremely  beautiful.  “  Know,  fays  he,  that  wifdora 

is  the  daughter  of  God. - She  is  the  breath  of  his  power, 

—the  pure  and  almighty  influence  that  dows  eternally  from 
his  tranfeendent  glory.  She  is  the  brightnefs  of  the  ever- 
lading  light— far  more  beautiful  than  the  Sun — above  all 
the  orders  of  bars — and  being  compared  with  light,  die  is 
found  before  it,  for  after  this  cometh  night,  but  the  rays 
t-f  her  glory  never  fade  away. 

R  % 
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jewel  at  her  breaft,  denotes  at  once  honour,  eminence,  and- 
a,  chearful  contented  mind.  The  rays  of  light  from  her 
temples  are  emblems  of  illumination  of  foul,  dignity  of 
defcent,  and  lanctity  of  manners.  The  rock  upon  which  lhe 
fits  implies  folidity,  Aeadinefs,  and  intellectual  Arength. 
The  lamb  is  the  fymbol  of  humility,  meeknefs,  and  inno- 
cence  :  the  books  exprefs  knowledge,  and  the  owl  and 
cock  were  facred  to  Minerva — the  latter  implying  vigilance, 
and  the  former  being  the  emblem  of  wifdom. 

At  the  top  of  the  pane,  immediately  between  the  figure 
of  wifdom  and  the  temple  of  virtue,  depends  a  medallion 
'with  a  fine  head  in  relief  of  our  mod  Gracious  Queen  ! 
over  the  medal  hovers  a  dove  furrounded  with  rays  of  light 
- — fignifying  the  celeflial  influence  of  every  dome  flic  and 
every  royal  virtue,  when  in  an  afc ending  climax — in  one 
bright  eonftellation— they  fhine  from  a  throne  upon  an  ad¬ 
miring  world  with  mingled  and  with  fteady  rays. 

Still  higher,  on  the  fourth  pane,  is  a  fine  reprefentation 
Of  the  temple  of  virtue.  It  is  uniform,  and  in  a  line  with 
She  temple  of  health  on  the  eaft  window  ;  intimating  that  a 
virtuous  cOurfeof  life  is  by  far  the  xnoft  conducive  to  good 
health.  This  temple  is  ornamented  with  the  role — the 
lily — the  olive— and  the  myrtle— -and  on  the  top  of  it  is 
an  eagle.  Thefe  ornaments  denote  the  peaceful  tranquil¬ 
lity— the  genial  health— the  blooming  and  mod  cordial 
hopes  of  celeflia!  glory  which  even  in  this  life  attend  the 
truly  virtuous iinoothing  their  paths— accelerating  their 
intellectual  progrefs,  and  brightning  their  future  profpeCts, 
“  like  the  morning  light  which  fhineth  more  and  more  unto 
the  perfect  day  !”- - The  eagle  on  the  top  is  exprcllive  of 

loftinefs  and  elevation  of  fentiment  and  of  views,  becaufe

l  loved  her  therefore  and  fought  her  out  from  my  youth  ; 

I  deli  red  to  make  her  my  fpoufe,  prefering  her  to  fceptres 
and  thrones,  and  efteeming  riches  nothing  in  companion  of 
her.  Neither  compared  I  unto  her  any  precious  flone, 
becaufe  fine  diamonds,  and  pure  gold,  in  refpect  of  her  are 
as  a  little  fand, — and  filver  fliall  be  counted  as  clay  before 
her — for  fire  is  a  treafure  unto  men  that  never  faileth.  I 
loved  her,  moreover,  above  health  and  beauty,  and  chofe 
to  have  her  above  all  things — even  above  light  itfelf — for 
the  light  that  conaeth  from  her  never  goeth  out.  Pof- 
fefling  her,  1  will  come  joyfully  into  mine  houfe,  and  re- 
pofe  myfelf  with  fweet  confidence  by  her  fide  ;  for  her  con- 
verfation  hath  no  bitternefs, — and  to  live  with  her  hath 
neither  ficknefs  nor  furrow,  but  temperate  mirth,  and 
holy  joy.’*

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this  bird  is  faid  to  have  fo  acute— fo  penetrating— and  fo 
ft  rang  a  fight  as  to  look  at  the  brighteft  fun  without  being 
dazzled  :  for  thele  and  for  other  reafons  which  I  need  not 

lugged  to  my  ingenious  and  enlightened  reader - the 

eagle  is  here  a  very  exprefllve  appendage. 

At  the  bottom  of  the  pane  wefhvard  is  a  funeral  urn, 
with  a  phenix  encircled  with  a  ferpent  upon  it,  rvith  its 

tail  in  its  mouth,  and  the  following  motto - Gaudens  cum 

face  refur  go  ! - Rejoicing,  I  fhall  rife  in  peace  ! - The 

phenix  which  is  faid  to  rife  renewed  from  its  allies  is  a  type 
of  immortality;  and  the  circular  ferpent  with  the  tail  in 
its  mouth  is  the  known  emblem  of  eternity.  All  thefe  to¬ 
gether  are  intended  to  intimate,  that,  although  the  mod 
virtuous  die  as  well  as  the  wicked,  yet  the  former  are 
fupported  through  life  with  that  peace,  that  fweet  and 
facred  peace,  which  pafleth  all  fenfual  underftanding — > 
and  cheared  at  the  hour  of  death  with  the  fweet  hope— 
the  cordial  aflurance — that  when  this  frail  hulk — this 
perifhable  outward  covering  fliall  drop  off — then  fhall 
the  imperifhable  germ — the  glorious  body  fo  beautifully 
and  fo  philofophically  mentioned  by  Saint  Paul,  fpring 
up  ! - They  are  certain  that  the  covering  of  the  im¬ 

mortal  feed  (as  that  excellent  naturalift  Monf.  Bonet 
propcily  and  emphatically  calls  it)  perifhes,  but  they  are 
like  wife  aflured  that  the  germ  fubfifts,  and  that  it  will  for 

ever  vegetate  !- - They  are  therefore  under  no  improper 

concern  for  this  grofs  foldage  under  which  they  crawl  on 
the  earth,  and  which  they  mud  fhortly  caft  off— fe  para  ted 
for  ever  from  corruption— they  are  firmly  perfuaded  that' 
the  incorruptible  part — the  astherial  foul  fliall  flourifh  ; 
and  that  whatever  hath  been  with-held  from  their  terreftrial 
perfection,  they  fliall  amply  obtain  under  the  (economy 

and  emanations  of  glory. - We  may  fuppofe  then  that. 

the  refurredtion  will  only  confift  in  a  prodigioufly  rapid 
unfolding  of  the  etherial — the  immortal  germ  which  now 
actually  lies  hid  in  this  grofs  perifhable  fubftance— in  this 
vile  animal  body  of  fin  and  death,  which  divine  revelation 
oppofes  to  the  fpiritual,  glorious,  and  incorruptible  body 
which  fliall  arife  when  this  drops  off.  And  could  not  the 
infinitely  wife,  the  infinitely  powerful,  and  infinitely  good 
creator  and  preferver  of  the  univerfe  who  pre-ordained  all  Be¬ 
ings  from  the  beginning,  who  originally  inclofe.d  and  wrapt 
up  the  plant  in  the  feed, — the  butterfly  in  the catterpillar-— 
future  generation  in  prefent  ones,  could  he  not  comprife 

the  fpiritual  body  in  the  animal  ? - Revelation  informs 

us  that  he  has  done  fo  ;  and  the  well-known  parable  of  the 
feed  is  the  mofl  expreffive  and  philofophical  emblem  of

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flits  wonderful  pre-ordination:-— — well,  then,  may  the 
votaries  of  virtue  and  of  vital  religion  cry  out  in  death, 

Gaudcns  cum  pace  refur  go  /”-*■ — Rejoicing,  I  fhall  rife  in 
Peace !- - - 

As  on  the  panes  on  each  fide  of  the  temple  of  .health- on 
on  the  other  window,  are  painted  bulls  of  the  moft  iiluftri- 
ous  of  the  ancient  phyiicians,  Hippocrates  anu  Galen-— fio 
on  the  right  of  the  temple  of  virtue  in  this  window  is  ex¬ 
hibited  the  head  of  Boerhaave,  and  on  the  left  that  of  Sy¬ 
denham,  two  of  the  greatefl  and  niofl  ingenuous  among  the 
moderns. 

The  upper  pane,  being  the  fifth,  and  which  completes 
the  crofs,  exhibits  exactly  the  fame  emblematic  andfubiime 
device,  as  its  companion  the  top  pane  of  the  other  win¬ 
dow  ;  and  indeed  the  ftyle  of  both  the  windows  on  each 
iide  of  the  center  one,  correfpond  with  the  moft  regular 
variation,  and  in  the  moft  pleafing  and  moft  harmonious 
manner. 

On  the  loweft  pane  of  the  third— -the  great  center  win¬ 
dow,  my  family  arms  are  emblazoned.  Above  them  on 
each  fide,  appear  the  level,  the  fquare,  and  other  enfigns 
of  mafonry,  grouped  together  with  wings- — -iniinuating 
that  I  have  the  honour  of  being  a  member  of  that  moft 
ancient  and  honourable  body  ;  and  alluding  like  wife  to  the 
method,  regularity,'  exaeftnefs,  and  difpateh,  which  a  mul¬ 
tiplicity  of  important  bufinels  requires.— — 

The  two  panes  at  the  tides  of  this  lower  one,  of  the  cen¬ 
tre  window,  as  well  as  the  fide  lower  panes  of  the  other 
two  windows,  exhibit  a  fine  appearance  of  green  and 
flowery  meadows,  with  a  fine  river  from  corner  to  corner,, 
iwe.etly  gliding  thro’  the  charming  icene;  and  over  the 
whole  a  ferene  Iky.  The  verdant  plain  which  delights  and 
refrefhes  the  eve,  is  an,  emblem  of  Hope  and  of  Health — as 
well  as  of  the  falubrious  effeefts  of  exercifing  *  on  Nature’s 
carpet— -and  under  the  fublime  canopy  fhe  has  io  amply 
flretched  out. 

t  The  element  of  water  was  reprefen  ted  by  the  ancients 
with  a  crown  and  feeptre,  as  it  was  reckoned  to  have  do¬ 
minion  over  the  other  three,  and  as  being  the  moft  friendly 
and  moft  effential  to  animal  as  well  as  to  vegetable  life. 
He  nod  the  Greek  poet  fays,  beautifully,  that  it  diflolves 
the  earth,  extinguilb.es  fire,  afeends  above  the  air,  and  fall¬ 
ing  down  upon  the  earth,  caules  every  thing  in  the  world

to  grow.  Hence  it  was  held  in  fo  much  veneration  among 
the  ancients,  that  it  was  ufed  for  their  moft  folemn  oaths* 
according  to  the  6th- Book  of  Virgil’s  iEneid,  and  it  is  con¬ 
firmed  by  Tomafo  Tomai’s  Idea  of  the  Garden  of  the 
World,  cap.  24. 

On  the  i'econd  central  pane  of  the  middle  window - - 

fine  figures  reprefenting  eledtrical  fire,  air,  and  magnetiirn 
are  moft  beautifully  exhibited.  The  whole  group  is  in  al- 
lufion  to  thefe  three  great  principles  being  the  different 
faculties  as  it  were  of  the  amnia  mundl,  or  material  foul  of 

the  univerfe - pervading,  fupporting,  and  vivifying  ail 

created  things  *. 

The  fine  female  figure  which  is  the  principal,  and  which, 
feprefents  EleCtra,  or  the  goddefs  of  the  pure  elementary 
fire  of  the  philofophers,  fits  on  the  clouds,  and  is  cloathed 
with  light  i  flie  holds  in  one  hand  a  bundle  of  electric  fire 
to  fubdue  and  kill  difeafes,  and  in  the  other  a  c wafer  of 
the  fame  moderated,  lambent  and  genial,  inferibed  Sanitas, 
or  health,  and  in  which  fports  a  falamander.  On  her 
breaft  ftae  wears  a  very  large  diamond  in  a  circle  of  gold 
- - to  denote  the  fuperior  luftre - the  fupreme  excel¬ 
lency - and  the  eternal  duration  of  the  mighty  and  falu- 

brious  influences,  of  electricity,  magnetifm,  and  vivifying 

air - as  well  as  the  high  degree  of  ufefulnefs  to  which  I 

have  brought  them  in  the  cure  of  the  moft  inveterate  and 
hitherto  untradtable  difeafes. 

This  charming  figure  is  feated  on  the  clouds,  and 
cloathed  in  the  white  robes  of  light,  to  denote  that  that 
portion  of  elementary  fire  which  accumulates  and  is  car¬ 
ried  about  in  the  air,  is  moft  confpicuoufly  feen  in  flafh- 
ing  from  cloud  to  cloud;  and  to  denote  likewife  the  high 
value  of  that  health  which  the  judicious  application  of 
it  difpenfes.  She  is  in  the  attitude  of  looking  upward  f 
which  indicates  that  we  ought  eonftantly  to  look  up,  and. 
depend  for  knowledge  and  direction  in  every  thing  we  un¬ 
dertake,  upon  HIM  !  who  is  the  fource  and  perfection  of 
all  wifdom,  power,  life  and  goodnefs ! 

Notwithftanding  the  radiant  effulgence  of  the  eleeftrical 
light,  as  here  exhibited,  appears  very  great,  yet  a  fort  of 
golden  veil  fpreads  over  the  whole,  feeming  at  the  fame

time 
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time  to  obfcure  and  to  heighten  its  brilliancy  and  £hipen<* 

dous  glory  ! - The  former  alludes  to  the  grofs  ignorance, 

fatal  errors,  and  fuperftidous  abfurdities  of'  the  old  prac¬ 
tice  of  phyfic  being  now  happily  corrected  and  difperfed 
by  the  important  difcoveries  and  improvements  which  of 
late  years  have  been  made  in  medicine,  and  in  mod 
branches  of  philofophy ;  and  the  golden  veil  implies  that 
thefe  three  great  agents  are  hill,  comparatively,  but  very 
imperfectly  known  to  us,  and  that  home  of  their  greateft 
and  moh  wonderful  appearances  and  properties  are  as  yet 
hid,  and  will  perhaps  for  ever  remain  fo,  from  the  bodily 
as  well  as  from  the  intellectual  eye  of  mortals. 

On  the  pane  to  the  right  of  that  juft  now  defcribed, 
is  exhibited  the  figure  of  Health  ;  and  on  the  other  to  the 
left,  are  dimly  and  at  a  dihance  fee n,  the  figures  of  Difeafe 
and  Death.  The  former,  or  the  art  of  medicine,  which 
eught  to  have  experience  for  its  foundation  and  fupport*, 
is  allegorically  reprefented  by  the  figure  of  a  refpeCtable 
matronf  dreffed  in  green,  the  fymbolic  colour  of  hope— -as 
it  promifes  health  to  the  lick.  In  the  left  hand  lire  holds  a 
knotty  ftaif  with  a  ferpent  twilled  round  it ;  and  at  the 
right  is  a  cock.  The  knotty  ftaff  indicates  the  difficulties 
that  occur  in  the  ftudy  and  practice  of  phyftc — the  ferpent 
was  confecrated  to  iElcuIapius,  and  was  efteemed  of  great 
ufe  in  medicine  by  the  Greeks  and  Romans  — and  the  cock 
is  the  emblem  of  vigilance.  The  genial  rays  from  the  fun 
tvhich  appear  over  her  head,  denote  the  influence  of  this 
glorious  luminary  on  the  human  body,  and  on  the  herbs 
and  other  fubftances  ufed  in  medicine. 

On  the  pane  to  the  left,  Death  is  feen  at  a  diftanee,  and 
appears  ready  to  ftrike  a  difeafed  victim — an  object  meagre, 
wretched,  helplefs  ! 


— — — - Many  are  the  fhapes  of  death, 

And  many  are  the  ways  that  lead  to  his  grim  cave.

On  the  centre  pane  of  the  great  centre  window  is  exhi¬ 
bited  a  raoft  divine  figure  of  Apollo ! — the  fabulous  God  of

'Medicine  anti  Mufic,  and  the  father  of  ^fculapius.  He  Is 
painted  in  a  fitting  pofture  to  denote  the  quiet  and  eafy 
repofe  of  thofe  who  are  in  health,  and  he  leans  on  his  harp 
to  fhew,  i  ft,  that  he  bears  rule  in  heaven  where  all  is  har¬ 
mony  ;  zdly,  that  the  fpheres  and  every  thing  in  the’ uni- 
Vcrfe,  agreeable  to  the  firji  great  principles  and  laws  inter¬ 
woven  with  their  nature,  move  on  with  the  moft  perfect 
harmony  and  regularity,  unalterably  the  fame  in  every  age; 

. — and,  laftly,  that  on  earth  mulical  founds  com  pole  the 
mind,  refrelli  the  fpirits,  cafe  pain,  and  reftore  health. 

Over  Apollo  is  feen  a  figure  of  Victory  crowning  him 
after  he  had  flain  the  ferpent  Python,  (which  lies  dead  at 
his  feet)  the  devourer  of  the  human  race.  The  vanquifned 
ferpent  is  reprefented  with  wdngs,  to  denote  the  terrible 
fwiftnels  and  unexpedtednefs  with  which  difeafes  frequently 
come  upon  mankind  ; — and  the  exceeding  brightnefs  of  the 
light  which  furrounds  Apollo,  is  meant  to  fignify  the 
power  with  which  true  religion,  liberality,  and  fcience 
difiipates  the  diihonourable  iliades  of  pricfi-craft,  quackery, 
ignorance  and  fuperftition. 

At  the  top  of  this  centre  pane,  over  the  figure  of  victory 
(in  a  line  with  the  medals  of  the  Emprefs  of  Ruffia  and 
the  Queen  on  the  other  windows)  depends  a  medallion 
in  relievo,  with  a  head  of  our  moft  Gracious  Sovereign,  his 
prefent  Majefty  ! 

Still  higher,  on  the  fourth  pane,  the  king’s  arms  are  fully 
and  moft  beautifully  emblazoned—- over  which  appears  the 
celeftial  crown  with  the  motto  u  Altiora  Peto  !” 

On  the  pane  to  the  right  of  the  Britifli  arms,  emblems 
of  commerce — of  the  fciences — and  of  the  arts,  are  very 
expreflively  delineated; — and  the  other  pane  to  the  left  ex¬ 
hibits  a  noble  group  of  martial  arms,  bound  together  with 
red  and  white  ribbons;  and  on  the  top  a  heart  encircled 
with  laurel  and  olive  branches.  The  arms  bound  firmly 
together  with  one  heart  at  the  top  of  them,  denote  the 
luftre  and  invincible  fuperiority  of  the  Britiih  arms,  when 
under  the  happy  influence  of  public  and  private  virtue, 
confidence  in  adminiftration,  and  of  unanimity  in  councils 
and  exertions.  The  white  and  rofe-coloured  ribbons  are 
emblems  of  love  and  innocence — but  the  love  here  meant, 
is  far  fu  peri  or  to  fenfual  love,  and  fuperior  even  to  the 
boafted  amor  -pat rut :  it  is  that  which,  fupported  by  inte¬ 
grity,  melts  with  benevolence  to  the  whole  human  fpecies 
— while  it  is  ennobled  by  thofe  liberal  and  exalted  appre- 
henfions  of  the  Deity,  which  we  acquire  by  frequent — alii- 
duous,  and  reverential  views  of  his  works  and  govern¬ 
ment  in  the  natural  as  well  as  in  the  moral  world! - The 

Jaurcl  and  olive  branches  which  crown  the  whole,  allude 

to

to  the  fweet  recoin  pence  of  a  glorious  'war,  and  to  the 
flourifhing  (late  of  commerce,  arts,  and  fcxences  in  times 
of  peace  and  general  tranquillity* 

On  the  panes  above  the  two  lad  defcribed,  are  fecit 
twinkling  in  mild  effulgence,  the  diftant  ftars- — the  moon 
alfo — and  feme  of  the  other  planets  which  compofe  our 
folar  fyftem.  They  give  a  folemnity  to  the  feene,  at  the 
fame  time  intimating  their  powerful  influence  on  human 
bodies,  as  well  as  on  the  terraqueous  globe  we  inhabit. 

On  each  of  the  three  windows  is  defcribed  the  figure  of 
a  crucifix,  by  the  harmony  of  the  fa bj cells  and  defigns,  and 
by  the  uniformity  of  the  ground-work  colouring  of  the 
furrounding  panes.  This  figure  was  chofen  becaufe  it  ex¬ 
ceedingly  delights  the  eye,  and  becaufe  the  crofs  is  the 
eftabliilied  enfign  of  our  mod  holy  Chridian  Religion. 
The  three  erodes  thus  handing  each  on  a  rock  on  the  bot¬ 
tom  panes,  are  expreffive  of  the  liability,  and  cordial  fo- 
lidity  upon  which  the  faith  and  hopes  of  a  true  Chridian 
are  founded  ;  and  I  {hail  now  conclude  thefe  fketches  with 
attempting  to  give  my  reader  an  idea  of  the  highed  pane 
of  this  centre  window,  which,  with  the  top  ones  of  the 
other  two  windows,  form  the  mod  beautiful,  mod  indr  ac¬ 
tive,  and  mod  magnificently  glorious  picture  or  lefTons 
that  can  be  conceived,  or  attended  to. 

As  the  riling  and  the  fetting.fun  on  the  lowed  panes  of 
the  windows  to  the  ead  and  wed  of  this  centre  one,  were 
emblematic  of  the  morning  and  the  evening  of  human  life, 
fo  the  fun  "blazing  in  its  meridian  fplendor  on  this  highed 
centre  pane  of  the  centre  window,  alludes  to  the  .zenith 
or  ardent  high  noon,  of  our  mortal  exidence.  The  whole 
of  the  pane  is  filled  with  the  glory  or  celedial  light— — the 
centre  exhibiting  an  equilateral  triangle,  which  is  the  ufual 
fiymbol  of  the  Trinity,  and  in  the  midd  of  the  triangle  in 
the  original  Hebrew  characters,  the  word  JEHOVAH  is 
inferibed.  The  uniform  deady  whitenefs  of  the  centre  of 
the  light,  implies  that  the  great  source  is  fpotlefs,  pure 
and  permanent ;  and  the  yellow! £h  difcoloured  appearance 
of  feme  of  tire  rays  which  proceed  from  it,  fhew  that  in 
fome  points  of  view,  or  by  palling  through  certain  me¬ 
diums,  the  divine  emanations  or  difpenfations  feem,  to  us 
ignorant  and  ihort  lighted  mortals,  to  militate  againd  the 

wifdom,  goodnefs,  and  effential  purity  of  the  Deity  ! - • 

and  againd  the  equity  and  goodnefs  of  his  moral  govern¬ 
ment.  At  the  bottom  of  the  pane  under  the  great  lumi¬ 
nous  triangle  is  written  AD  MAJOREM  DEI  GLORIAM 
or  in  more '  familiar  words,  Let  there  be  on  earth: 

PEACE,  BENEVOLENCE,  AND  GOOD  WILL  AMONG  MEN, — - 
AUD  GLORY  TO  GOD  IN  THE  HIGHEST!

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On  the  landing-place,  above  the  fuite  of  apartments  a!-* 
ffeady  defcribed,  in  the  centre  of  the  great  flairs,  is  placed 
a  large  fine  toned  organ,  with  the  ufual  variety  of  flops. 
This  organ,  a  couple  of  clarionettes,  a  couple  of  mellifluous 
German  flutes,  and  one  of  the  fweetelt  female  voices  in 
England,  compofe  my  band  of  medical  mufic.  For  the 
powerful  and  molt  falutary  effects  of  which,  I  refer  my 
reader  to  my  treatife  on  the  effects  of  mufic  on  the  human 
mind  and  body,  and  its  influence  in  the  prevention  and 
cure  of  difeafes,  inferted  in  this  new  edition  of  my  book. 

The  winding  ftaircafe  is  terminated  at  top  with  a  mag¬ 
nificent  glafs  dome,  which  while  it  fleadily  lights  the 
whole,  is  extremely  favourable  to  the  mufic  ;  indeed  there 
is  nothing  to  deaden  or  obftruct  the  founds  ;  for  the  fonor- 
ous  metal  baluftrades,  the  polifhed  mahogany  rails,  and 
the  fluccoecl  avails  painted  in  oil,  undulates  and  reverbe¬ 
rates  the  founds  in  the  cleared:,  fweeteft,  and  moil  diftinct 
manner  ; — and  the  mufic  gallery  is  fo  well  contrived  as  to 
fill  every  room  in  the  houfe  with  fuch  melodious  founds 
and  modulations  as  are  fuited  to  the  various  cafes,  com¬ 
plexions  and  conftitutions,  which  daily  folicit  my  atten¬ 
tion. 

To  the  right  of  the  orcheflre,  in  the  front  of  the  houfe, 
is  a  fpacious  and  delightful  room,  in  which  among  other 
parts  of  the  apparatus  here  fitted  up,  is  a  completely  in- 
fuiated  magneiico-electrical  bed, — the  firffc  and  only  one 
that  now  is  or  ever  was  in  the  world.  In  the  room  adja¬ 
cent,  which  is  my  library,  a  great  cylinder  is  fitted  up 
which  produces  the  celeftial  fire,  which  when  impregnated 
with  the  balmy  vivifying  effluvia  of  reiterative  medicines, 
and  oriental  effences,  paiTes  along  proper  veflels  ili'clofed 
in  mafiy  glafs  tubes,  Sec.  through  the  partition  wall.-— 

To  tire  left  of  the  orcheflre  are  feme  very  commodious 
lodging  rooms.  On  the  fixth  or  attic  ftory,  betides  lodging 
rooms,  there  is  a  large  refervoir  or  cifrern  of  very  fine 
water,  connected  with  large  boilers,  and  commodious 
baths,  cold  or  warm,  Ample  or  medicated,  of  various  fixes, 
for  children  as  well  as  for  grown  perfons. 

In  order  to  complete  the  fketch  of  the  apparatus,  it  may 
not  be  amifs  to  mention  that  feme  parts  of  it  are  fo  curi- 
oufly  contrived  as  to  be  portable  in  my  chariot  of  bufinefs, 
A  fmall  but  very  powerful  electrical  and  magnetic  appara¬ 
tus  is  fo  ingenioufly  conftructed  as  to  fit  in,  to  the  right 
under  the  feat  :  on  the  left  is  placed  a  cafe  with  various 
\Teffels,  tubes,  See.  for  the  production,  confervation,  and 
application  of  fixed,  nitrous,  dephlogifiicated,  setherial  and 
vivifying  air  ; — and  hi  the  centre  is  a  frnall  medicine  chcft, 
with  fuch  powerful  and  precious  medicines,  & c.  as  I  ufe 
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in  dangerous  and  desperate  cafes.  The  whole  carriage, 
•within  and  without,  is  the  workman/hip  of  Tome  of  the 
fird  artids  in  Europe.  It  is  an  elegant  crane  neck,  con¬ 
trived  to  run  very  fmoothly  on  account  of  the  apparatus  i 
- — it  is  lined  with  blue  velvet  and  painted  in  the  mod 
mafterly  ftyle.  On  one  door  appear  Tun  dry  difeafed  per- 
fons  offering  inccnfe  to  a  flatue  of  iEfculapius.  On  the 
front  panned,  fEfculapius  introduces  the  fick  votaries  to 
the  blooming  goddefs  of  Health.  On  the  other  door  he 
leads  them  onward,  prefenting  them  to  the  goddefs  of  Joy 
and  Pleafure  ;  and  on  the  back  pannel,  a  beautiful  figure 
of  victory  is  fee n  croAvning  Apollo  the  god  of  phyfic  !  and 
■the  father  of  TEfculapius,  after  he  had  flain  the  ferpent 
Python — tiie  devourer  of  the  human  race.  On  the  fide 
pannels  are  grouped  the  emblems  of  the  fciences  under 
.drapery  of  purple  and  gold,  with  wreaths  or  garlands  of 
floAvers  mod  exquifitely  coloured  from  nature,  among  which 
are  introduced  medallions  Avith  the  family  arms,  creft,  Sec. 
*— — The  paintings,  the  japaning,  and  the  gildings  are  To 
■completely  done  with  the  high  tranfparent  French  varnifli, 
and  fo  highly  polifned  as  to  give  to  the  Avhole  the  appear¬ 
ance  of  the  mod  brilliant  plate  glafs. 

Thus,  have  1  had  t^ie  honour  of  exhibiting  to  my  cour¬ 
teous  and  intelligent  reader,  a  general  yet  very  inadequate 

iketch  of  my  medico -electrical  apparatus— - to  complete 

which  Teveral  thoufand  pounds  have  been  expended,  and 
dill  many  more  thoufands  in  acquiring  the  full  knoAvledge 
of  its  application  in  the  prevention  and  cure  of  difeafes. 
After  what  hath  been  fakl  it  may  be  unnecelfary  to  men¬ 
tion  that  the  mod  precious  treafures  of  nature  and  of  art 
have  contributed  to  its  formation  and  envbellifhment,  even 
Mr.  Cox’s  dupendous  Mufeum  itfelf — -very  largely — and  I 
flatter  mylelf  that  it  Avill  be  found  to  do  honour  to  this 
learned  age,  and  to  that  Queen  of  Iflands  upon  which  I 
have  the  happinefs  to  live  — in  one  word,  to  complete 
this  aftonifliing  affemblage  of  healing  influences,  and  to 
give  it  the  pre-eminence  it  has  acquired  over  every  thing 
of  the  kind  that  ever  appeared  or  perhaps  ever  was 

*  Mod  of  the  electrical  apparatus  which  I  have  fee n  fa 
the  world,  when  compared  with  this,  are  mean,  awkAvard, 
and  contemptible;  but  at  the,  fame  time  good  enough  for  the 
childifh,  nonfenlical  tricks  that  are  generally  played  with 
them:  efpecially  in  the  public  ledtures  or  exhibitions  of 
electrical  experiments:  on  the  contrary,  the  apparatus 
which  I  have  had  the  honour  of  condrudting,  daily  proves 
itfelf  worthy  of  ranking  among  the  mod  valuable  of  a  li¬ 
the  acquilitions,  which  in  ancient  or  in  modern  times  have 
enriched  medicine,  or  dignified  the  healing  art  !

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thought  of,  the  four  quarters  of  the  globe  have  been  ran¬ 
sacked,  and  the  four  elements  themfelves,  air,  earth,  fire 
and  water  have  been  courted  fo  as  Seemingly  to  blend  or 

even  alter  the  immutability  of  their  refpedtive  natures - - 

living  imprii'oned,  jaring  and  reludfcant, - or  dying  in 

tortures  on  a  human  rack - acquiring  new  powers,  or 

affuming  new  natures  in  the  mighty - the  tremendous 

conflicts  ! - thus  Subjecting  as  it  were,  Nature  herfelf— 

to  Man ! 

In  deferibing  the  apparatus  in  the  apartment,  No.  Ill, 
(Sacred  to  harmony  and  contemplation — religious  and  phi¬ 
losophical)  I  mentioned  a  very  large  Bible  being  placed 
on  a  pedeftal  at  the  top  of  the  room.  Agreeable  to  what 
I  then  promiSea  I  will  conclude  the  book,  with  mention- 
ing  the  purpoSe  for  which  the  Bible  is  here  placed.  It 
is  for  one  of  the  molt  ufeful — mod  decent — and  molt  cordial 

of  all  purpoSes  ; — namely,  for  family  worfhip  ! - As  my 

whole  time,  as  well  as  the  time  of  each  individual  in  my 
family  is  devoted  entirely  to  bulineSs,  we  go  to  bed  at  as  early 
an  hour  as  poffible,  and  we  are  called  up  every  morning 
of  the  year  at  five  o’clock,  by  a  bell,  which  is  rung  by  the 
watchman,  who  is  Rationed  at  the  door.  By  half  part  five  the 
whole  family  is  ailembledin  this  apartment,  where  a  /defied 
chapter  of  the  Old  Teftament  and  another  of  the  New  is  read, 
after  that  a  Solemn  hymn,  a  pfalm,  a  voluntary,  or  /defied 
piece  of  Sacred  mubc  is  breathed  from  the  organ,  and  I  con¬ 
clude  the  delightful  exercife  with  reciting  The  Christian’s 
Universal  Prater,  which  is  only  a  paraphraSe  on  the 
prayer  that  was  dictated  and  recommended  to  us  by  our  Savi¬ 
our  JeSus  ChriftT — in  which,  the  elevation  of  the  mind, — . 
brotherly  love,  u-niveifai  benevolence,  charity  and  forbear¬ 
ance,  and  an  humble  yet  cordial  dependance  on  God,  Seem 
to  be  the  principal  duties  and  diSpoSitions  which  our  Lord 
means  to  inculcate ;  and  the  beautiful  firnplicity  of  the  words 
is  truly  admirable.  My  family  is  conipofed  of  members  of  the 
three  great  churches  of  England,  Scotland,  and  Rome; 
but  as  we  are  all  perluadeJ.  that  we  are  creatures  of  the  very 
fame  Species,  defc ended  from  the  Same  Great  Parent,  and 
all  have  the  Same  defines,  namely,  happinefs  here  and 
hereafter,  we  join  together  with  perfedt  harmony  and 
unanimity  in  praifing  the  Sovereign  God  of  the  univerfe! 
in  expanding  and  illuminating  our  louls  by  viewing  his  wif- 
dom,  power,  andguodnefs  in  the  natural  and  moral  worlds  ; 
—in  endearing  each  to  one  another,  and  to  the  whole 
world,  and  in  attuning  our  minds  by  thefe  Sublime  exerciSes, 
to  the  chearful  and  cOnfcientiouS  discharge  of  the  various 
duties  and  avocations  of  the  eniuing  dav. 

Too  many  per  Sons  now  a  days,  ridicule  the  notion  of 
praying  at  all.  They  Say,  that  either  God  does  not  regard 
,  -  S  the 
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the  prayers  of  mortals,  or  if  he  attends  at  all  to  the  parti* 
cu:ar  affairs  of  this  world,  or  to  the  circumftances  of  indi¬ 
viduals,  he  knows  be  ft  what  is  moil  proper  upon  every 
occafion,  and  will  beftow  upon  his  creatures,  fuch  good 
things  as  he  pleafes,  without  being  afked.  To  thefe  things 
f  will  not  prefume  to  anfwer.  I  hope  however,  that  mil¬ 
lions  of  rational  beings  have  felt,  and  that  while  this 
world  endures,  millions  will  continue  to  feel  it  their  higheft 
pleafure  and  privilege,  as  well  as  their  duty,  daily  and 
habitually  to  addrefs  their  God  in  prayer  ; — thofe  efpe- 
cially  who  have  the  happinefs  to  do  it  through  the  all- 
prevailing  and  all-blefling  medium—  Jefus  Chrift— the  Son 
of  God — and  the  Saviour  of  the  world  ! — -For  my  own  part, 

I  am  perfectly  convinced,  that  prayer  is  of  the  greateft 
benefit  to  human  Beings,  -whether  God  hears  them  or  not . 
Becaufe  it  is  impoftible  for  us  to  accuftom  ourfelves  to 
deplore  our  imperfections,  weakneffes,  and  fins — to  humble 
and  purify  ourfelves  as  in  the  more  immediate  prefence  of 
God  !«— to  enlarge  and  elevate  our  minds  with  exalted 
apprcheniions  of  his  fupreme  Coodnefs,  Omnipotence,  and 
tranfcendent  Glory ! — it  is  impoftible,  i  fay,  for  us  to 
accuftom  ourfelves  earneftly  to  defire  and  to  pray  for 
humility,  meeknefs,  benevolence,  wifdom— or  even  for 
temporal  pvofperity,  without  being  bettered  in  our  difpo- 
jltions,  harmonized  in  our  mind,  and  influenced  in  all  our 
conduct,  by  the  reiteration  of  fuch  impreftions  and  defires  ; 
and  we  rauft  be  led,  even  infenfibly  as  it  were,  to  take 
fuch  human  fteps  as  are  neceffary,  and  moft  likely  to  pro¬ 
cure  them- — even  by  our  own  prudence,  moderation,  and 
anduftry.  On  fuch  grounds  as  thefe,  therefore,  1  hold  * 
prayer  to  be  at  once  our  duty  and  our  intereft  ;  and  I  defy 
the  whole  world  of  deifts,  infidels,  and  fcoffers  to  difprove 
the  force  and  juftice  of  the  above  remarks. 

While  it  is  univerfally  acknowledged,  that  nothing  is  more 
deftructive  of  health  than  wrath,  priue,  anger,  and  all  the 
inordinate  paftions  of  the  mind,  it  is  alfo  generally  allowed, 
that  nothing  contributes  more  to  the  prefervation  or  re¬ 
covery  of  good  health,  than  peace  and  complacency  of 
body  and  of  mind.  The  foul  of  man  nrufl  have  a  reft  and 
fupport;  and  that  fupport — that  reft  which  it  inceffantly 
pants  after,  cannot  he  found  in  any  thing  mundane  or 
temporal.  Now  tho’  that  fweet  and  facrecl  reft  which  I  have 
tuft  alluded  to, — that  divine  and  cordial  tranquillity  which 
the  rational  foul  purfues  with  fuch  avidity  through  life,— 
lies  far — far  beyond  our  horizon  ;  yet,  as  it  may  be  feen, 
and  tailed  as  it  were,  in  religious  exereifes,  and  in  enlarged 
views  of  the  wifdom,  power,  and  goodnefs  of  the  Deity  ! 

I  conceive  that  it  is  my  duty,  from  medical  as  well  as 
from  moral  motives,  to  prefent  the  public  with  the  follow- 
i  4  ing 
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!ng  piece  of  devotion,  which  I  composed  feveral  years  zgdj 
with  a  view  of  imprefling  more  ftrongly  the  beauty  and 
importance  of  our  Lord's  Prayer  on  my  own  mind,  and 
on  the  mind  of  each  individual  under  my  own  roof.  It  is 
that  which  I  ufe  every  morning  in  family  worfhip,— — and 
every  evening  in  my  own  ciofet.  I  hope  that  i'oine  comforts 
and  advantages  may  flovy  from  it  even  in  public  worfhip, 
as  well  as  in  private  meditation.  It  is  calculated  for  the 

more  ignorant  ana  thoughtlefs  part  of  the  world - who 

are  wont  to  run  over  the  original  prayer,  without  attend- 
ing  to  its  beauties  and  importance;  but  I  truft  that  this 
paraphrafe  will  be  found  calculated  to  expand  the  ideas, 
inflame  the  devotion,  and  to  let  out  a  more  copious  and  a 
more  acceptable  flow  of  the  good  and  charitable  afl'edtions 
of  the  heart  of  the  liberal  and  more  enlightened  Chriflian, 
as  well  as  to  arreft  and  fix  the  attention  of  the  mere  lip- 
worfliipper  :  for,  regardlefs  of  the  churches  of  -England, 

Scotland,  or  Rome, - regardlefs  of  every  other  church, 

without  exception,  in  the  world,  and  of  ail  the  little  piti¬ 
ful  fedts  which  diflent  from  them*,  I  have  endeavoured 


*  At  this  my  courteous  reader  will  fmile,  and  perhaps 
be  delirous  to  know  what  religion  I  am  of.  For  the  fatisfac- 
tion  of  fuch,  I  mull  tell  them,  that  I  am  mod  inclined  to 
be  a  Quaker,  becaufe  they  live  quietly,  and  do  not  fight. 
But  in  fadi,  I  am  neither  Quaker,  Mahometan,  nor  Jew. 

I  am  fhocked  at  tne  more  than  brutal  ftupidity  of  the 
atheift  (if  fuch  there  are)  ;  and  I  feel  too  fenfibly  the 
need  of  a  Saviour,  and  the  beauty  and  fimplicity  of  his 
precepts,  to  reject  the  dodtrine  of  Chrifl.  Could  I  find  a 
C hutch  without  a  pale,  founded  on  univerfal  toleration, 
love,  and  liberality  ; - purged  of  parade,  darknefs,  gri¬ 

mace,  pride,  prieftcraft,  and  perfeeution  ; — permitting  each 
individual  to  worfhip  God  peaceably  in  his  own  way,  and 
according  to  his  own  confeience,  while  he  happily  enjoyed 
every  privilege  and  immunity  in  common  with  thofe  about 
him, - -I  would  declare  myfelf  a  member.  True  po¬ 

licy  and  genuine  religion,  are  like  their  objedls !  confined 
to  no  feel,  form  of  worfhip,  or  country  :  and  they 
will  at^  length  be  found  to  be  diametrically  oppofite  to 
darknefs,  myderious  ceremony,  and  compulfion  of  every 
kind  ;  they  fhould  be  permitted  to  defeend,  and  to  fpread 
fweetly  and  filently,  like  the  dew  and  the  light  of  Heaven, 
refrefliirig,  cheating,  and  nourifhing  every  tiling  on  the 
face  ot  the  earth  ; — while  feverity,  myftery,  reftridtions,  and 
peifecution,  like  froft  and  darknefs,  chill  and  intimidate 
every  latent  principle  of  attachment,  goodnefs  and  elevation 
•  blafting  like  the  lightening, ---rooting  out,  and  fweeping 
away  like  the  tempefl,  every  thing  within  their  baleful 

S  %  reach. 
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to  adapt  this  prayer,  like  the  divine  original!  to  the  hum¬ 
ble,  good,  and  pious  heart  of  every  denomination  on 

the  face  of  the  whole  earth - wifhing  that  it  may  give 

new  wings  and  ardour  to  the  foul  in  its  intellectual  pro- 
grefs,  till  every  faculty  and  difpofition,  enlarging  and  re¬ 
fining  by  its  far  extended  views,  and  celeftial  intercdurfes  ! 
it  melts  at  laft  and  flows  out  in  benevolence  towards  the 
whole  human  fpecies,  and  in  love  and  admiration  of  the 
great  eternal  Creator  and  Preferver  of  the  univerle  ! 

After  all,  it  cannot  be  fuppofed  that  parade,  myfterious 
ceremonies,  or  fet  forms  and  arrangements  of  words,  are 
particularly  regarded  by  that  Being  who  fees  and  fearches 
the  heart;  it  feems  therefore  that  the  true  difeipline,  enlarge¬ 
ment,  and  purification  of  the  mind  ;  or  in  otlier  words,  that 
the  delightful  elevation  of  true  devotion, — the  fweet  enthu- 

iiafin  of  rational  religion, — our  acceptance  with  Gcd - or 

our  chance  of  eternal  faivation — depends  not  upon  praying 

reach.  Indeed,  to  confefs  the  truth,  !  have  my felf  expe¬ 
rienced,  that  it  is  of  little  moment  where,  or  among  whom 
we  worfhip  ;  or  whether  we  fit,  Hand,  or  kneel.  Often, 
alas  !  have  I  found  my  affedKons  cold,  and  my  mind  abfent 
when  kneeling;  and  fometimes  in  walking  my  foul  has 
melted,  and  I  have  been  prefent  as  it  were  with  God; — in 
Banding,  as  feme  churches  pteferibe,  I  have  made  no  ad¬ 
vances  in  godiinefs,  and  in  laying  my  foul  towards  the 
Deity,  hath  been  tranfported  with  admiration,  gratitude 
and  love.  In  a  Synagogue  my  mind  has  been  ccmpofed 
with  reverential  awe,  or  inflamed  with  holy  rapture  ;  and  in 
my  mother  Kirk,  my  devotion  has  often  been  very  languid. 
In  the  Greek  Church,  and  in  the  Church  of  Rome,  my 
heart  hath  been  touched — my  foul  rapt  ! — and  all  its  fine 
feelings  called  forth — and  in  the  Church  of  England  I  have 
yawned  at  the  moft  foiemn,  and  mofi  important  parts  of 
the  fervice  :  fo  that  on  the  whole,  I  find,  that  it  is  not  in 
what  we  profefs — the  church  we  attend — nor  in  the  poflure 
and  ceremonies  we  obferve,  that  true  devotion  and  accept¬ 
able  religion  confifl. - No.  It  is  in  the  frame  of  our 

mind  towards  the  Deity,  and  towards  our  fellow  creatures, 
if  that  be  meek  and  lowly - if  that  be  pure  and  hum¬ 
ble— —if  that  be  grateful  and  affectionate - if  that  goes 

forth  in  praife  and  admiration,  ardent  and  enlightened  to 
;God! — and  in  peace,  benevolence  and  kind  actions  towards 
the  whole  univerfe  !  — all — all  is  well !— we  are  of  the  true 
religion— we  are  of  the  Univerfal  Catholic  Church— we  are 
among  the  children  of  God!— and  the  heaven  which  we  find 
already  begun  in  our  hearts  on  earth,  we  fit  all  enjoy,  eter¬ 
nally  improving,  in  every  future  flate  of  exiftence!

ftaining  thanklefsly,  reluctantly,  and  unnaturally,  from

molt  ftriking  lights,  the  ftupendoufly  ample,  harmonious, 
and  eternally  fixed  laws,  which  animate,  connect,  and  re¬ 
gulate  the  whole,  from  the  minuteft  infect  or  particle  of 
matter, - to  the  hugeft  worlds,  and  brighteft  intelli¬ 

gences  ! — worthily  contemplating,  humbly  emulating,  and 
with  reverence,  love,  and  admiration  foaring  towards  the 
all-creating  and  all-fuflaining  Being  ! — even  that  Being  ! ! !

—I  have  often  thought  that  it  xvas  repugnant  to  the  mer¬ 
ciful  goodnefs,  &c.  of  the  Supreme  Being,  that  any  human 
being  fhould  be  doomed  to  eternal  damnation  „or  mifery. 
May  it  not  be  poffible  that  thofe  of  dark,  ftubborn,  and 
deformed  minds, — who  through  misfortune  or  folly,  have 
negledted  the  difeipline  and  cultivation  of  the  heart  and 
intellectual  faculties, — or  who  through  perverfenefs,  felfffh- 
nefs,  or  a  certain  diabolicalnefs  of  mind  and  difpofftions, 

• — —delight,  and  obftinately  perfift  in  di ffionouring  the 
Deity,  and  in  tormenting  fociety,  efpeciallv  thofe  about 
them;  is  it  not  poffible,  I  fay,inftead  of  damning  to  eternity 
thofe  poor  wretches,  who  by  fuch  mental  darknefs  and  bitter 

difpofftions  are  fuffieiently  damned  or  tormented  here, - - 

that  immediately  after  this  life,  their  foul  and  body  may

formation,  and  functions  of  all  animal  and  vegetable  bodies)

flage  of  exigence. - Who  knows,  then,  but  that  thofe 

human  fouls,  which  through  certain  principles  or  imper¬ 
fections  in  their  original  formation  or  conflitution,  efpe- 
cially  when  fuffered  Bill  farther  to  four  and  degenerate  for 
want  of  the  proper  and  neceffary  difeipline  and  cultivation 

in  this  world, - who  knows,  I  fay,  but  that  fuch  fouls  as 

do  not  in  this  life  arrive  at — nr  attain  to  a  certain  size, 
or  point,  or  degree  OF  goodness,  intelligence,  fweetnefs, 

and  elevation, - fhall  wither,  perifh,  and  drop  off  like  a 

blafted  bloflom,  or  untimely  fruit, — for  ever  and  ever. — And, 
to  purfue  the  allegory, — as  there  are  millions  of  verdant — • 
beauteous — prolific,  and  even  luxuriant  plants,  &c.  which 
flourifh  in  wild,  uncultivated,  and  feemingly  barren  foils — « 
In  like  manner  there  are  millions  of  bright  and  brilliant 
fouls,  filled,  and  overflowing  with  goodnels,  love,  ahd  uni- 
verfal  benevolence, — and  highly  illuminated  with  celeftial — - 
with  divine  light  !  - —  among  nations  called  favage*,  in  a 
Bate  of  nature — unfhackled  by  fyftems — unperverted  by  art. 
But  who,  as  1  laid  before  in  another  place,  fhall  amply  ob¬ 
tain  under  the  ceconomy  and  emanations  of  glory  in  future 
Bates  of  exiftence,  whatever  hath  been  with- held  from  their 
terreftrial  degrees  of  perfection.  To  conclude,  is  it  not  pro¬

*  Here  I  am  reminded  of  a  Briking  inflance  of  this  native 
benevolence  to  men,  and  piety  towards  the  “  unknown’* 
—the  Supreme  God  !  in  a  young  untutored  Ruffian,  whom 
I  had  the  happinefs  to  meet  with  fome  years  ago,  when  on 
my  travels  through  the  northern  parts  of  Europe, 
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1  was  going  to  the  Gulf  of  Finland,  down  the  majeftie 
river  which  flows  through  Peterfburgh  to  Croaftadt.  After 
a  few  hours,  this  young  Ruffian,  or  Tartar  peafant,  (who 
fat  next  me,  for  fo  fo  he  appeared  to  be  by  his  drefs,  for  he 
could  not  fpeak  a  word  of  any  language  that  I  was  ac¬ 
quainted  with)  opened  a  bag  and  took  from  thence  fome 
provilions,  which  he  very  kindly  and  liberally  preffied  upon 
all  that  were  in  the  boat. 

Not  knowing  what  occafxon  he  himfelf  might  have  for 
them,  I  declined  partaking  with  him,  till  by  repeated  re¬ 
fusals  I  found  he  was  mortified  to  the  extremefl  degree,  be- 
caufe  we  had  in  dumb  fhow  been  particulaily  attentive  to 
each  other  from  our  firft  fetting  out :  he,  indeed,  was  at  lad 
Fo  much  affedted  that  the  big  tears  rolled  from  his  bright  and 

intelligent  eyes. - While  I  was  eating  very  heartily  of  his 

little  provifion,  a  brutifh  fellow  who  fat  oppofite  to  us,  a 
commander  of  an  Engliffi  ffiip,  obferved  to  me,  after  a 
beeriffi  belch,  that  the  young  Rufs  had  got  them  out  of 
fome  nobleman’s  kitchen.  When  we  arrived  at  Crondadt, 
I  took  the  young  man  with  me  to  the  inn  I  was  to  lodge  at, 
and  we  flept  in  a  two-bedded  room.  In  the  morning  as  loon 
as  it  was  light,  he  got  out  of  bed,  and  had  the  politenefs  to 
put  on  his  cloaths  without  making  even  a  fhadow  of  noife, 
after  he  had  looked  and  liilencd  to  find  whether  I  was  afleep, 

• — and  imagining  that  I  was  fo,  he  kneeled  down  by  the 
window  next  his  bed,  and  appeared  to  be  very  intenfe  in¬ 
deed — in  devotion! — —He  moved  his  lips,— beat  his  bread 

very  much, ---and  bowed  ; - and  at  length,  he  bowed  down 

to  the  ground,  and  beat  the  floor  repeatedly  with  his  fore¬ 
head. - his  devotions  being  finifhed,  finding  that  1  {Hi  red, 

and  was  awake,  he  came  frail ing  to  my  bediide,  and  killed 
my  hand  as  he  had  done  the  night  before,  with  the  moll 

obliging  and  mod  affiedlionate  cordiality  and  kindnefs. - 

I  never  in  my  life  was  more  deeply  affected  with  an  agony 
of  delight  ; — — and  I  parted  with  the  Juvage  angel  with  the 
mod  poignant  regret.  Does  my  reader  fuppofe  that  the 
civilized  and  enlightened  Engliffi  captain  was  infinitely  more 

amiable  in  the  eyes  of  men  ? - infinitely  more  worthy  or 

precious  in  the  fight  of  angels— — -or  of  God  !- - —

and  Properties  of  the  Three  Great  Medicines,  which 
for  the  univerfal  Benefit  of  Mankind,  as  well  as  for  mv 
own  Honour  and  Emolument,  are  now  fold  in  almoli 
every  City  and  great  Town  in  the  World  ;  —  being 
perhaps  the  fil'd  advertifed  Medicines  that  Sovereign 
Princes,  and  crowned  Heads  !  were  ever  advifed  or 
permitted  to  take. 


I.  ELECTRICAL  1THER  ! 

Or,  an  aggregate  compound  of  tiie  most  active  fa¬ 
culties  OF  THE  MATERIAL  SOUL  OF  THE  UNIVERSE! 

THTS  admirable  Compofition  is  one  of  the  purefl  and  mod 
fubtil  eflences  in  nature.  It  is  a  combination,  or  concen¬ 
tration  of  all  her  el-ementary  powers,  and  vivifyinginfluences : 
being  an  efience  extracted  by  air,  magnetifin,  and  the  elec¬ 
trical  or  celedial  fire,  from  the  riched  oriental  aromatics,  See. 

A  few  of  the  riched, 
milded,  and  mod  cordial  roots,  barks,  feeds,  flowers,  fruits,

They  are  then 
placed  in  one  of  the  great  metallic  globes  on  the  dome  of 
the  elecdrical  Temple  of  Health,  in  the  great  Apollo  apart¬ 
ment,  to  be  aided  upon  by  the  celedial  fire,  <Ste.  and  ladly, 
the  efience  is  purified  by  filtration  upon  a  new  principle, 
which  prevents  all  poflibility  of  the  fined  and  mod  volatile 
parts  evaporating.

Medicines  mentioned  in  this  Appendix,  if  folid  metal, 
would  weigh  confiderably  above  a  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
fand  pounds.  After  the  above  account  of  the  composition 
and  preparation  of  the  electrical  sther,  it  would  be  quite 
unnecefi'ary  for  me  to  dwell  on  its  manifold  and  Surprising 
virtues.

But  how  much  more  dangerous 
and  unwholefome  mud  it  be,  to  draw  into  aur  lungs,  per¬ 
haps  for  feveral  hours  together,  the  foul  and  putrid  exhala¬ 
tions  which  reek  from  dirty  bodies  and  garments — fecret 
fores — and  corrupted  lungs! — I  am  not  at  all  furprized  at 
the  fevere  difeafes  and  hidden  deaths  which  happen  among 
both  young  and  old.  No  ;  but  I  am  aftonifhed  that  many 
more' do  not  happen;  and  that  fo  many  rational  beings 
fhould  not  fubmit  to  the  drudgery  and  danger,  not  to  men¬ 
tion  the  expence,  of  attending  crouded — nonfendcal — > 
public  places.  But  as  it  is  in  vain  to  oppofe  the  tyrannic 
force  of  fafliion,  or  to  ihake  off  the  mighty  influence  of 
HABIT,  which,  with  abfolute  fway  govern  every  thing 
that  hath  the  breath  of  life,  1  would  advi/e  every  prudent 
perfon  before  they  go  into  fuch  places  to  fortify  their  body,

about  blood  warm.  This  fimple  and  delightful  affair  of 
bathing  the  private  parts  every  night  an  d  morning,  dimmer 
and  winter,  in  ficknefs  and  in  health,  it?  cold  milk  or  water 
—is  of  more  importance  to  the  bodily  health  of  men  and 
wumxn,  than  an)-  thing  1  have  or  can  mention  or  inculcate

in  this  "book.  W  this  practice  and  temperance  were  in¬ 
variably  obferved  from  our  birth,  phyficians  would  be  ai¬ 
med  as  unneceffiary  in  the  world,  as£  foldiers  ;  and  as  are 
fuch  codes  of  laws  and  difeipline,  in  church  and  in  date 
as  they  are  at  prefent  administered  in  alinod  every  nation 
on  earth, — which  are  in  general  dark,  unreasonable,  unjuft 
and  diabolical,  and  extremely  contradictory  to  the  fpirit,  and 
advancement  of  true  religion,  found  policy  and  the  Healing 
Art,  however  agreeable  to  the  letter  of  the  law,  the  canons 
of  the  church,  or  the  practice  of  the  Royal  College  of 
Phyficians.  Millions  of  the  human  fpecies  have  felt  too 

fenfibly  the  truth  of  this  affection. - O  La‘\v|!  O  Phyfic  ! 

O  Divinity  !  when — when  will  ye  undergo  a  neceffary  ordeal 
~a  thorough,  a  rational  reformation! — As  to  WARS — I 
will  not  mention  them;  for  my  whole  frame  quivers  with 
horror  even  at  the  thought  of  them. — Carnage! — poverty  ! — 
devastation! — horrible  apprehenlions  !-— and  for  what? 
But  I  beg  pardon  for  making  this  digreffion  ;  I  beg  pardon, 
1  mean,  of  their  Worfhips  and  High  Mightinefles,  the 
clergy  ! ! !  the  men  of  war  ! !  the  lawyers!  and  the  phy¬ 
ficians,1  and  1  will  now  return  to  fmifli  the  deferiprive  iketch 
of  the  nature  and  properties  of  my  electrical  aether.

TF  the  reader  can  conceive  of  the  riched— pured — and 
mod  drengthening  parts  of  all  the  cordial  and  nourishing 
things  he  is  acquainted  with  in  nature — being  extracted, 
purified,  exalted,  harmonized  and  concentrated  into  a  final! 
compafs, — he  may  alfo  conceive  of  the  nature  and  proper¬ 
ties  of  this  precious  balfarn. 

The  Peruvian  bark,  cinnamon,  fa  fir  on,  cador,  lavender, 
fage,  rafeniary,  red-rofe-buds,  ambergrife,  myrrh,  amber, 
and  benjamin;— the  ballams  of  Tolu,  and  Gilead,— and  va¬ 
rious  other  balmy  bracers,  and  fragrant  aromatic  drength- 
eners  are  feleCted  with  my  own  hands,  and  prepared  under 
my  own  eye:  a  pure  aetherial  effence,  combined  with  a 
cettain  portion  of  the  riched  and  mod  genuine  wine,  is  then 
poured  upon  the  ingredients,  and  being  properly  mixed  and 
iecured,  they  are  placed  to  macerate  and  diged,  like  the.

It  was  taken,  and  properly  attended  to,  front 
the  very  beginning;  but  neverthelefs  in  two  or  three, 
weeks  it  had  fpread  over  both  hdes  of  her  face  and 
neck,  which  with  both  her  eyes  and  ears,  it  had' fwelH 
ed  to  ,a  monftrous  degree.  The  humour  was  fo  Sharp  and. 
fo  excefllvely  profufe,  that  day  and  night  it  would  wet  and 
run  thro’  twenty  folds  of  cloths  or  handkerchiefs  in  one 
quarter  of  an  hour,  but  notwithdanding  that  incredible  dif- 
charge  the  Avelliags  did  not  abate,  and  thofe  under  her  ear,, 
and  about  her  throat,  were  as  hard  as  a  done.  The  catadrophe. 
of  the  l'cene  being  now.  at  hand,  and  the  yaung  Lady  her- 
felf,  her  adeedionate  Father,  and  her  anxious  friends,  being, 
alarmed  and  apprehendve  of  the  mod  fatal  confequences — 
the  Medical  Gentleman  who  attended  her  was  diirnilTed, 
and  . I  was  cabed  in.  The  chilly  fhivering  coldnefs,  which  in¬ 
deed.  had.  been  a  mod  unfavourable  fymptom  from  the  be¬ 
ginning,  encreafed,  now,  very  fad. — The  terrible  humour  be¬ 
gan  to  fall  inward,  and  to  be  abforbed  into  her  blood,  which 
it  didolved  and  broke  down  into  a  putrid  waterygore;  and  on 
the  Sunday  morning  I  found  her  laying  with  fcarce  any  pulfc. 

_ cold,  fieepy-like,  complaining  that  die  could  not  now  Aval- 

low,  and  of  a  dead  coldnefs  in  her  limbs,  on  her  left  fide  par¬ 
ticularly, — and  a  want  of  fmell  and  all  fenfe  of  feeling  in  one. 
fide  of  her  nofe.  Her  face,  neck,  eyes  and  ears  were  entirely 
covered  over  with  a  thick  black  crud  or  fcab — like  a  com¬ 
plete  mafk, — die  had  been  quite  blind  for  near  two  days, 
and  on  examining  her  throat  inwardly,  I  found  the  mortifi¬ 
cation  there  far  advanced.  From  thefe  fymptoms  and  ap¬ 
pearances,  joined  to  what  is  called  the  rattles  in  her  throat,

they  moiflen,  warm,  refiefli  and  build  up  the  whole  fyftem, 
with  bland,  mild,  balmy  and  nutritious  juices  ;  and  by 
inducing  a  free,  regular,  heady  and  gen  iay  circulation  of 
the  blood  ( -which  Is  the  true  radical  rnoifture)  spirits,  and  ner¬ 
vous  fluid,  or  that  astherial  invifble  principle  which  ac¬ 
tuates  the  nerves,  and  which  altogether  conflitute  the 
balmy  life  of  the  body  ;  and,  finally,  by  inducing  the  due 
and  reciprocal  abtion  of  the  folids  and  fluids  on  each 
other;  or  in  other  words,  that  happy  equilibrium— that 
peaceful  balance!  which  nature  delights  in,  and  conflantly 
•endeavours  to  maintain  in  the  whole  viixble  as  well  as  in- 
vifble  creation — they  produce  in  the  human  body  that 
Deaceful  hornogene,  tranquil  fate  wnich  we  call  health,

motion,  is  the  mod  perfect  reft.  When  a  boy  whips  his 
top  into  the  brifkeft  motion— it  turns  about  with  fuch 
exceeding  fvviftnefs  that  it  appears  perfectly  motionieis— 
and  he  hays  it  is  afieep.  Would  not  any  tiling  that  could 
pafs  from  this  to  the  Eaft-Indies  and  back  again  in  the  thou¬ 
sandth  part  of  a  moment— be  at  perfect  reft? — could  a 
thought— or  any  thing  that  could  glance  or  be  fliot  from 
your  eye  in  London  to  the  farthest  verge — — to  the  mod 
diltant  point  of  the  globe  and  back  again  in  the  mil¬ 
lionth  part  of  the  time  of  a  twinkle  of  your  eye, - could 

it  he  fa  id  to  move  at  all? - Surely  not. - When  the

honour  and  glory  of  God! — —Whenever  therefore,  we  can 
extract  and  concentrate  from  the  adventitious,  grofs,  or 
inactive  parts- — -the  balmy,  Ample,  homogeneous  and 
vivifying  particles  of  fubflances  truly  medicinal,  by  means 
of  tiie  harmonious  combination  of  the  great  univer- 
fal  principles  of  air,  asther,  magnetifm,  and  electricity,  we 
need  look  for  no  other  medicines  ;  and  I  defy  any  phyAcian 
to  mention  an  indication  in  the  cure  of  any  difeafe,  whe¬ 
ther  by  altering,  attenuating,  opening,  purifying,  fweating, 
purging,  vomiting,  paffing  off  by  the  kidnies;  or  by  taking 
©ff  ipafins  and  irritations—— — by  bracing  and  comforting 
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the  nerves,- — -or  by  ftrengthening  and  vivifying  the  whofe 
fyftcm,  but  may  be  anfwered  in  the  completed  and  moil 
friendly  manner,  by  the  judicious  modulations  and  exhibit 
tions  of  thefe  three  great  medicines.

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lie  has  explained  at  length,  at  the  beginning  of  this  boo \T 
has  a  chymieal  laboratory,  and  a  great  medicinal  cabinet-

his  jars  are  filled  with  loadftones,  fulphur,  auick-filver, 
and  with  the  mildeft  yet  mold  adtive  medicinal  fubflances 
from  the  animal,  mineral,  or  vegetable  kingdoms  : — thefie 
are  charged  with  this  celestial  fire,  and  the  powerful  and 
falutary  effluvia  of  antimony,  aromatic  oils,  Peruvian  bark, 
caftor,  camphire,  mufk,  ambergreafe,  and  the  influences  of 
eledtricity,  air,  aether,  medicines  and  magnetifm,  thus 
combined,  and  pofitively  charged  with  the  pure  electrical 
fire,  or  magnetic'effluvium,  are  made  to  pafs  through  the 
whole  or  any  particular  part  of  the  patient’s  body,  giving 
what  is  called  the  shock.

fpafmodic  tenfions,  and  ftifiheifes  are  relaxed, -t—  or  the  re¬ 
laxed  and  debilitated  tone  of  the  nerves  or  mufcular  fibres, 
braced  up,  or  invigorated,  as  the  cafe  or  conftitution  re¬ 
quires,  with  the  above,  and  with  properly  adapted  mufical 
vibrations,
